During the month under review there have been distributed from this department 
to all the principal Custom-houses and Boards of Trade throughout the Dominion, copies 
of all foreign and colonial tariffs and supplements thereto, as furnished during that 
period by the international Customs Tariff Bureau, which are always available for 
reference by those interested therein, resident at the principal centres of trade. The 
following British and Colonial are supplemental to those published in the departmental 
Annual Report, 1893, and the quarterly and monthly reports since published, and com- 
prise all additions thereto or changes therein, so far as the department has authentic 
advice. 


(A.). NEWFOUNDLAND. 


An Act For Granting TO His Masresty cEerTaAIn DutiEs on Goops, WARES AND 
MERCHANDISE IMPORTED INTO THIS COLONY AND Its DEPENDENCIES. 


Passed 2nd August, 1901. 


Be it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council and the House of Assembly, 
in Legislative Session convened, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited as the ‘ Revenue Act, 1901’. 

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires : 

(a) The initials ‘N. E. 8.’ represent and have the meaning of the words ‘not else- 
where specified ’. 

b) The initials ‘N. O. P.’ represent and have the meaning of the words ‘ not 
otherwise provided ’. 

c) The expression ‘ gall.’ or ‘ gallon’ means an imperial-gall. 

(d) The expression ‘ton’ means two thousand two hundred and forty pounds avyoir- 
dupois, except where otherwise defined. 

(e) The letters ‘cwt.’ means one hundred and twelve pounds avoirdupois. 

(f) The letters ‘qtl.’ means one hundred and twelve lbs. avoirdupois. 

(g) The letter ‘ M.’ means one thousand. 

(4) The expression ‘ proof’ or ‘ proof spirits’, when applied to wines or spirits of 
any kind, means spirits of a strength equal to that of pure ethyl alcohol compounded 
with distilled water in such proportions that the resultant mixture shall, at a tempera- 
ture of sixty degrees Fahrenheit, have a specific gravity of 0.9198 as compared with 
that of distilled water at the same temperature. 

3. Subject to the provisions of this Act and to the requirements of ‘The Customs 
Act, 1898’, as amended by 62 and 63 Victoria, there shall be levied, collected and paid 
upon all goods enumerated in Schedule A. to this Act, the several rates of duties of 
Customs set forth and described in the said Schedule and set opposite to each item 
respectively or charged thereon as not enumerated, when such goods are imported into 
this Colony or taken out of warehouse for consumption therein. 

4, Subject to the same provisions and to the further conditions contained in 
Schedule B. to this Act, all goods enumerated in the said Schedule B. may be imported 
into this Colony or may be taken out of warehouse for consumption in this Colony 
without the payment of any duties thereon. 

5. The importation into this Colony of any goods enumerated, described or referred 
to in Schedule C. to this Act, is probibited ; and any such goods imported shall thereby 
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become forfeited to the Crown, and shall be destroyed ; and any person importing such 
prohibited goods, or causing them or permiting them to be imported, shall for each 
offence incur a penalty of two hundred dollars. 

6. Subject to the provisions of this Act and to the requirements of ‘The Customs’ 
Act, 1898’, as amended as aforesaid, there shall be levied, collected and paid upon all 
goods enumerated in Schedule D. to this Act, the several rates of excise duties set forth 
and described in the said schedule and set opposite to each item respectively. 

7. There shall be allowed to any regular printer a drawback to the amount of any 
duties that may have been paid on any paper actually printed upon in this Colony, and 
ot fifty per centum of any duties that may have been paid on any paper bags or sacks, 
labels of all kinds, shipping, price or.other tags and tickets of all kinds actually printed 
upon in this Colony, upon the production of aftidavit satisfactory to the Minister of 
Finance and Customs, setting forth the amount of duties which have been paid thereon, 
and that the said paper bags, sacks, labels, tags or tickets have been actually and bona. 
jide printed upon in this Colony. 

8. There shall be allowed a drawback upon biscuit manufactured in this Colony 
from flour imported, on which duty has been paid at the Customs, when such biscuit 
shall be exported from this Colony, at the rate of seventeen cents per hundred weight. 
of such biscuit exported as aforesaid : Provided, that such drawback shall not be allowed 
on any quantity of biscuit so exported at any one time less than one hundred bags. 

9. Upon all ale, porter, Bavarian or botanic beer manufactured in this Colony and 
upon which the duty herein imposed shall have been paid, and which may be exported 
from this Colony, there shall be paid to the exporter thereof the sum of five cents per 
gallon by way of drawback, upon conformity with the requisition of the Governor in 
Council. 

10. There shall be a drawback’allowed on all native berries and herrings, and 
other edible fish, excepting lobster and trout packed in cans per ninety-six pounds. 
exported ; if packed in one pound cans, twenty cents per ninety six pounds ; if packed 
in two pound cans, fifteen cents per ninety-six pounds; if packed in larger cans, ten 
cents per ninety-six pounds. 

11. There shall be a drawback allowed on all native edible fish when packed in 
one-quarters or one-halts (sardine cans) of thirty-five cents per one hundred pounds of 
fish exported. 

12. [t shall be lawful for the Governor in Council to remit the whole or any por- 
tion of the duties imposed by this Act upon port or other wines, currants or other 
articles imported direct from the country of production into this Colony, when it shall 
appear to him that the duty on codfish, the product of the Colony, imported into such 
country, has been or will be reciprocally reduced. 

13. There shall be a drawback, equal to the amount of duty paid, allowed on 
packages for the export of cod-liver oil, under rules and regulations to be made by the 
Governor in Council. : 

14. There shall be a drawback upon unbleached calico, used in the manufacture of 
oiled clothes in this Colony by manufacturers thereof, equal to one-third of the duty 
paid on such unbleached calico, under rules and regulations to be made by the Governor 
in Council. 

15. The duty herein provided to be levied upon fish is subject to the following 
proviso, namely: Provided that the Governor may, by proclamation published in the 
Loyal Gazette, remit, as he may deem equitable, the whole or any part of the duty 
imposed on fish imported into this Colony from countries making such changes or reduc- 
tion in their tariff with respect to fish, the produce of fish, or other articles exported 
from this Colony to such countries. 

16. In addition to the duties herein provided to be raised, levied, collected and 
paid on goods, wares and merchandize imported into this Colony, there shall be raised, 
levied, collected and paid on the goods, wares and merchandize hereinafter in this 
section mentioned, imported into this Colony from countries the fishermen of which have 
the privilege .of taking codfish upon all parts of the coast of Newfoundland and its 
dependencies, and in which countries duties are or hereafter shall be levied upon fish, 
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or the produce of the fisheries, exported from this Colony or its dependencies to such 
countries, the following rates, namely : 


Flour, the barrel, seventy-five cents. 

Pork, the barrel, seventy-five cents. 

Butter, the one hundred pound, seventy-five cents. 
Tobacco, the one hundred pounds, five dollars. 
Kerosene oil, the gallon, five cents. 

Corn Meal, the barrel, twenty-five cents. 

Hay, the ton, five dollars. 

Oats, the bushel, ten cents. 

Potatoes, the bushel, tenty-five cents. 

Turnips, the bushel, twenty-five cents. 

Cabbages, the dozen heads, forty cents. 
Unenumerated vegetables, thirty per cent, ad vad. 


Provided always that the Governor in Council may, at any time when it shall be 
made to appear to him to be for the interest of the Colony, by proclamation to be 
pubhshed in the Royal Gazette, suspend the operation of this clause for a limited period, 
the duration of such period to be stated in the said proclamation, in respect of all or 
any of the above-mentioned articles. , 

17. In case of any country now imposing, or which may hereafter impose, an 
import duty on herrings exported from this Colony and imported into such country in 
vessels belonging to this Colony, when such herring may be imported into such country 
in vessels belonging to the same free of duty, the Governor in Council may, by procla- 
mation, impose an export duty equal to the amount of duty so imposed by such country 
aforesaid on herrings exported from this Colony in vessels belonging to such country 
where such import duty is imposed. , 

18. It shail be lawful for the Governor in Council to direct the appropriation of the 
duties collected upon coals in the port of St. John’s to the use of the St. John’s Muni- 
cipal Council; and the duties collected upon coals in the port of Carbonear for the use 
of the Water Company of Carbonear; and the duties collected upgn coals in the port 
of Placentia for the use of the Water Company of Placentia; and the duties collected 
upon coals in the port of Harbour Grace for the following purposes, namely : ‘Three 
hundred dollars to provide additional lights in the town of Harbour Grace, and the 
remainder to use of the Water Company. 

19. At the time of entering neat cattle, subject to an ad valorem duty by this Act, 
the importer or known agent thereof shall, at the time of such entry, pay a sum as duty 
to be calculated upon the valuation of forty dollars for each of such cattle: Provided 
always, that within fourteen days after the landing of such cattle, the said importer, or 
his authorised agent, shall, if in the meantime the same shall have been realised by 
public auction or private sale, produce the original account sales thereof, and answer 
all such questions respecting the same as the Minister of Finance and Customs, Assist- 
ant Collector, or other proper ofticer, may propose, on oath (if required), which oath 
the said officers are hereby authorised to administer ; and if, upon such examination, 
it shall appear to either of the said officers, that the amount of value exceeds that for 
which the said cattle were first entered, the importer, or known agent, shall then pay 
by post entry the amount of duty that may exceed the original duty paid on the same ; 
or, if the value should be less, the surplus duty received shall be returned, by certificate 
of over entry to the said importer or known agent; and if such importer or known 
agent shall refuse to produce the account sales at the time aforesaid, or produce any 
other than the true account, or alter the same, or refuse to answer upon oath such 
questions as aforesaid, or to answer them truly, o1 to pay the additional duty (if any) 
due as aforesaid, such importer or known agent shall forfeit in any case aforesaid the 
sum of four hundred dollars; and should the said cattle not have been disposed of 
within the time aforesaid, or appraised as hereinafter provided, the duty already paid 
upon them shall be detained, and deemed to be the true duty: Provided, also, that one 
day’s notice, in writing, of the time of the intended sale at auction, as aforesaid, be 


>) 
given to the Minister of Finance and Customs, Assistant Collector, or other proper 
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officer: Provided, further, that when the said cattle so imported are not intended for 
immediate sale, the duty payable thereon shall be ascertained at the time-of landing by 
appraisement at their value in the place where imported, one appraiser to be appointed 
by the Minister of Finance and Customs, Assistant Collector, or other proper officer, as 
aforesaid, and one by the importer or his authorised agent; and should the said parties 
disagree, they shall appoint a third appraiser, the appraisement of any two of whom 
shall be final and binding; and in the event of said importer or agent neglecting or 
refusing to appoint an appraiser at the time aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the Minister 
of Finance and Customs, Assistant Collector, or other proper officer, to appoint an 
appraiser to act for the said importer, by whose appraisement with the other or others 
aforesaid, the said importer or agent shall be bound, and shall also be subject to the 
same regulations and penalties as hereinbefore provided; and the said importer or 
known agent shall, at the time of entry aforesaid, deposit with the Minister of Finance 
and Customs, Assistant Collector, or other proper officer aforesaid, the sum of six 
dollars to meet the expenses of appraisement aforesaid, any part of which said sum 
unexpended shall be returned to the said importer or known agent. 

20. The duty imposed upon neat cattle by this Act shall be levied, collected and paid 
upon the proceeds of sale appearing upon the production of the original account sales, 
when such cattle shall have been sold, or upon the appraised value as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, after deducting the amount of freight of any such cattle in either case. 

21. Packages shall be subject to the following provisions : 

(w) All bottles, flasks, jars, demijohns, carboys, casks, hogsheads, pipes, barrels, 
and all other vessels or packages manufactured of tin, iron lead, zinc, glass, ar any 
other material capable of holding liquids, and all packages in which goods are commonly 
placed for home consumption, including cases, not otherwise provided for, in which 
bottled spirits, wines or malt, wines or malt liquors, or other liquids are contained, and 
every package being the first receptacle or covering inclosing goods for the purpose of 
sale, shall, in all cases, not otherwise provided for, in which they contain goods subject 
to an ud val. duty or aspecific and ad val. duty, be charged with the same rate of ad val. 
duty as is to be levied and collected on the goods they contain except when the value 
of the packages is Included in the value of such goods ; 

(>) All such packages as aforesaid of the value of more than one dollar containing 
goods subject to a specific duty only, and not otherwise provided for, shail be charged 
with a duty of twenty per cent ad val., except when the value of the packages is included 
in the value of such goods ; 

(c) Packages not hereinbefore specified and not herein specially charged with or 
declared liable to duty, and being the usual and ordinary packages in which goods are 
packed for exportation, according to the general usage and custom of trade, shall be 
free of duty ; 

(d) All such special packages or coverings as are of any use, or apparently designed 
for use other than in the importation of the goods they contain (not otherwise pro- 
vided), excepting bags in which sugar, oats, flour, and similar articles are imported 
shall be subject to the same rate of duty as would thereon be levied if imported empty 
or separate from their contents. 

(ec) Packages (inside or outside) containing free goods shall be exempt from duty 
when the packages are of such a nature that their destruction is necessary in order to 
release the goods. 

22. All sums of money payable under this Act as duties, penalties or forfeitures, 
shall be deemed, and are hereby declared to be in dollars and cents, Newfoundland 
currency, and shall be received, taken and paid in such currency ; and all such duties 
shall be paid and received according to Imperial weights and measures by law estab- 
lished in this Colony ; and in all such cases where such duties are imposed, according 
to any specific quantity or value, the same shall apply in like proportion to any greater 
or less quantity or value. : 

23. The several duties imposed in Schedule A. of this Act shall be paid by the 
importers of such articles, respectively, and shall be collected and secured by means of, 
and under the regulations and penalties, and in the manner provided by this Act and 
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by any Act or Acts of the General Assembly of this Colony for collecting the revenue 
of this Colony and its dependencies. 

24. In the case of all wines, spirits or alcoholic liquors subject to duty according 
to their relative strength of proof, such strength shall be ascertained either by means 
of Syke’s hydrometer or of the specific gravity bottle, as the Minister of Finance and 
Customs directs ; and in case such relative strength cannot be correctly ascertained by 
the direct use of the hydrometer or gravity bottle, it shall be ascertained by the distil- 
lation of a sample, and the subsequent test in like manner of the distillate. 

25. All medicinal preparations, whether chemical or other, usually imported with the 
name of the manufacturer, shall have the true name of such manufacturer and the place 
where they are prepared, and the word ‘alcoholic’ or ‘non-alcoholic’, permanently 
and legibly affixed to each parcel by stamp, label or otherwise ; and all medicinal pre- 
parations imported without such names and word so affixed mav be forfeited. 

26. Any person who, without lawful excuse, the proof of which shall be on the 
person accused, sends or brings into this Colony, or who, being in this Colony, has in 
his possession any bill heading or other paper appearing to be a heading or blank, 
capable of being filled up and used as an invoice and bearing any certificate purporting 
to show, or which may be used to show that the invoice which may be made from such 
bill heading or blank is correct or authentic, is guilty of an indictable offence and liable 
to a penalty of five hundred dollars, and to imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
twelve months, in the discretion of the Court, and the goods entered under any invoice 
made from any such bill heading or blank shall be forfeited. 

27. With respect to goods imported for manufacturing purposes that are admis- 
sible for any specific purpose at a lower rate of duty than would otherwise be charge- 
able, or exempt from duty, the importer claiming such exemption from duty, or 
proportionate exemption from duty shall make and subscribe to the following affidavit 
or affirmation before the Collector of Customs at the port of entry, or before a Notary 
Public or a Commissioner for taking affidavits : 


I, (name of importer), the undersigned importer of the (names of the goods or 
-articles) mentioned in this entry, do solemnly (swear or atlirm) that such (names of the 
goods or articles) are imported by me for the manufacture of (names of the goods to be 
manufactured), in my own factory, situated at (name of place) and that no portion of 
the same will be used for any purpose or disposed of until so manufactured. 


28. Whenever the Governor in Council has reason to believe that with regard to 
any article of commerce there exists any trust, combination, association or agreement of 
any kind among manufacturers of such articles or dealers therein, to unduly enhance 
the price of such article, or in any other way to unduly promote the advantage of the 
manufacturers or dealers at the expense of the consumers, the Governor in Conncil may 
commission or empower any Judge of the Supreme Court to inquire in a summary way 
into and report to the Governor in Council whether such trust, combination, association 
or agreement exists. 

2. The Judge may compel the attendance of witnesses, and examine them under 
oath, and require the production of books and papers, and shall have such other neces- 
sary powers as are conferred upon him by the Governor in Council for the purposes of 
such inquiry. 7 

3. If the Judge reports that such trust, combination, association or agreement 
exists, and if it- appears to the Governor in Council that such disadvantage to the 
consumers is facilitated by the duties of customs imposed on a like article when imported, 
the Governor in Council shall place such article on the free list, or so reduce the duty 
on it as to give to the public the benefit of reasonable competition in such articles. 

29. Whereas under clause forty-five of the contract between Robert G. Reid and 
the Government of the Colony for the operation of the Newfoundland Railway, as con- 
firmed by the Newfoundland Railway Act, 1898, it is provided that “From the time 
when the Contractor shall satisfy the Government that he his able so to operate his 
coal mine or mines as to supply not less than 50,000 tons per annum of coal of good 
quality, and to continue to furnish such supply, the Government agree to procure the 
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imposition of a duty of not less than one dollar per ton upon all coal imported into 
this Colony,” upon certain further conditions also set forth in the said clause : 

Be it therefore enacted that at such time as the said Contractor shall satisfy the 
Governor in Council that he is able so to operate his said mine or mines as to furnish 
the said supply to the quantity so provided by the said contract, the Governor in Coun- 
cil shall issue his proclamation directing that the said duty of one dollar shall be imposed 
and collected upon all coal imported into this Colony, and thereupon such duty shall 
come into force and effect at and from the date prescribed in and by the said proclama- 
tion. It being, however, hereby declared and provided that this duty shall not be held 
to apply to anthracite or cannel coal, or to coal imported for actual use on board steam- 
ships, which shall be exempt from duty. 

30. Whenever it shall be made to appear to the Governor in Council that it is 
desirable, for the purpose of promoting the importation of potatoes for seed, to abrogate 
or reduce the duty upon potatoes for such purpose, it shall be lawful for the Governor 
in Council, by order published in the Royal Gazette, to abrogate or reduce such duty. 

31. Upon all coal supplied in St. John’s to ships of war a rebate of fifty cents a ton 

shall be allowed to the supplier, upon the production to the Assistant Collector of the 
necessary evidence. . 
32. Upon the survey, by an authorized surveyor, of lumber imported into this 
Colony, for ascertaining the quantity therein upon which duty is to be collected, the 
surveyor shall furnish to the Custom House a certificate setting forth that he has sur- 
veyed a cargo of lumber imported in a certain ship, stating name and master and where 
from, and giving particulars of such survey, the number of feet, and the kind and des- 
cription of the board, plank (dressed or undressed), timber, laths or shingles, as may 
constitute such cargo ; such certificate of survey must be delivered to the proper officer of 
Customs twenty-four hours after the landing of the cargo under a penalty of twenty 
dollars, to be collected in a summary manner upon complaint before a Justice of the 
Peace. 

For every certificate of survey furnished by an authorized surveyor he shall be en- 
titled to receive the sum of fifty cents. 

33. On such articles of machinery, implements or materials as are necessary to the 
initiation and installation of any manufacture or industry in this Colony, or in connec- 
tion therewith and used therein, there shall be levied and collected such less duties than 
the rate prescribed as the Governor in Council may from time to time fix by order in 
Council: Provided that such order may prescribe such conditions and regulations con- 
cerning the said importations as he may deem wise. 

34. Upon oleomargarine, butterine, or similar substitutes for butter, and upon 
tobacco, imported into this Colony, being reported at the Custom House, and before 
being entered for consumption, the packages in which such article is contained shall be 
stamped or marked by a Customs’ officer with the name of the article or with some dis- 
tinguishing mark. 

35. The importation of any such article for consumption before the package con- 
taining it is marked as aforesaid, is hereby prohibited, and any such goods so imported 
shall become forfeited to the Crown, ‘and may be seized by a Customs’ officer and sold, 
after stamping or marking, one-half the proceeds being paid to the informer and seizing 
officer, one moiety to each, the other half being paid to the consolidated revenue. 

36. It shall be unlawful to manufacture oleomargarine, butterine, or a similar 
substitute for butter, or to manufacture tobacco except under the licerise of the Minister 
of Finance and Customs, who may grant such license upon application, without charge 
to the applicant. 

37. Hach factory of oleomargarine, butterine, and similar substitutes for butter, or 
of tobacco, shall be for the purposes hereafter stated, a bonded warehouse ; the products 
manufactured therein being, for the purpose hereafter set forth, under the control of the 
Minister of Finance and Customs and such ofticers as he may appoint, from the time of 
its production in the factory until the packages containing it have been duly stamped 
or marked, and the excise duty paid thereon. 

38. It shall be unlawful for any person to take from such factory or from the part 
or parts under the control of the otticer aforesaid, any product of the factory not con- 
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tained in packages marked or stamped by the Excise officer with the name of the article 


or with some other stamp or mark whereby the product of the factory may be distin- 


guished, except by permission of the Minister of Finance and Customs. 

39. The excise duty levied and collected upon oleomargarine, butterine, or similar 
compounds, and upon tobacco shall be paid in advance from time to time to the Minister 
of Finance and Customs, or such persons as he may appoint, before a permit shall be 
granted for the entry of such products for consumption ; the excise duty so collected 
being from time to time paid into the consolidated revenue. 

40. For any violation of the foregoing provisions relating to Excise, complaint may 
be made before a Stipendiary Magistrate or two Justices of the Peace, and the offender, 
upon conviction, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars, or in 
default of the payment thereof to imprisonment for a period not exceeding six months. 
Tf the person convicted be the holder of a license, or if it be proved that he was a party 
to the offence, his license shall be forfeited, and he shall thenceforth be incapable of 
procuring a license. 

4]. All articles and ingredients, except butter, imported into Bond for the use and to 
be used in the manufacture of tobacco and butterine, oleomargarine, or similar com- 
pounds, shall be admitted free of duty under regulations to be made by the Governor in 
Council. 

42. «The Revenue Act, 1898’, and the Act 62 and 63 Victoria, Chapter 36, and 
the Act 63 Victoria, Session 2, Chapter 9, in amendment thereof, are hereby repealed, 
and shall be deemed to have been repealed on the first day of July, One thousand nine 
hundred and one: Provided always that all bonds given and payments made under the 
said Acts or any of them are hereby confirmed and declared valid and nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to affect the same. 

43. This Act shall be held to have come into operation on the first day of July, One 
thousand nine hundred and one, at the hour of 9.30 a. m.

Duty on Green Figs in syrup is to be assessed at the rate of 7s. a cwt. on the 
weight of the Figs (without squeezing out the contained syrup) ; and, in respect of the 
syrup, according to its rating, viz.: ls. per cwt. if thin, and 3s. per ewt. if thick syrup. 


ITI.—INCREASED DUTIES ON IMPORTED SPIRITS AND ON GLUCOSE. 


l. General Customs Order No. 36, of June 17, 1902. 


Collectors and other Officers are informed, for guidance, that the following Resolu- 
tions were proposed in the House of Commons on the 16th instant : 


(1.) That on and after the 17th June, 1902, the respective Duties of Customs on 
imported spirits be increased by one penny. 

(2.) That on and after the 17th June, 1902, the Duties of Customs on imported 
glucose, imposed by section 2 of the Finance Act, 1901, be, as respects solid 
glucose, three shillings and three pence, and, as respects liquid glucose, two 
shillings and six pence. 


The increased Duties are accordingly to be levied from this date inclusive.

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IV.—ALTERATIONS IN CorN AND Grain DutTIks. 


1. General Customs Order No. 37, of June 18, 1902. 


Officers are informed for guidance that in pursuance of certain amendments in the 
Finance Bill agreed upon in the House of Commons on the 16th instant, the following 
alterations are to be made in the Schedule to General Order 19, 1902: 


(1) Part I.—The words ‘Locust Beans’ are to be deleted. 


(2) Part I.—The words ‘Any Offals of the above mentioned articles’, are to be 
deleted, and the following words substituted therefor : 


‘Any Offals which are feeding stuffs and are proved to the satisfaction of the 
Board not to contain more than fifty per cent of starch, the ewt. 13d.’ 


(3) The first two lines in Part IT are to be struck out and the following words 
substituted : 


‘Flour and the Meal or Milled Products (other than Offals liable to the above- 
mentioned Duty of one penny halfpenny) of any of the articles mentioned 
in Part I of this Schedule.’ 


For convenience of reference a revised Schedule embracing these alterations is 
appended hereto. 

The exemption from Duty on Locust Beans is to take effect from the date of receipt 
of this Order. 

Following on the insertion of the words ‘or Milled Products’, Split Pease and 
Sphlt Lentils are to be charged at the rate of Fivepence the cwt. 

Special attention is directed to the definition of Offals which has been inserted after 
Part I. Pending further directions, such goods other than ordinary Brans, Husks, 
Shells or Dust, or as to which the officers have no doubt that they fall within the defi- 
nition, should be sampled for analysis in every case ; immediate delivery being allowed, 
if desired, on deposit of Duty at the higher rate of Fivepence the cwt. 

The question whether past accounts in respect of Locust Beans and Offals should 
be re-opened will be hereafter decided (*).

JERSEY AND GUERNSEY. 
Ist SuppLEMENT To No. 91, Jury 1902 


I.— PROHIBITION TO IMPORT INTO J ERSEY, ANIMALS, ANIMAL WASTES AND 
OTHER PRODUCTS. 


By virtue of different resolutions adopted by the ‘Harbour and Highway Com- 
mittee”, duly confirmed by the States, importation into Jersey of animals and articles 
hereinafter mentioned, is prohibited : 

I. Native cattle returning from having been exhibited in England. (Act dated 
5th, and published on the 30th September, 1891.) 

2. Cattle arriving from Norway, Sweden, Spain, Portugal and Iceland. (Act dated 
end, and published on the 4th April, 1892.) 

3. Neat cattle, sheep, swine, goats, green hides, tallow, unboiled, and horns and 
hoofs of dead animals imported from France. (Act dated October Ist, and published on 
the 30th November, 1892.) 

4. Pork, arriving from France. (Act dated the 20th, and published on the 22nd of 
January, 1894.) 

5. Swine, arriving from Ireland. (Act dated the 2nd, and published on the 11th 
March, 1895.) 

6. Hay and straw, and also dogs arriving from all parts of France. (Act dated 
September 3, 1900. ) 

7. Dogs of Irish origin. (Act of June 15, 1901.) 

8. Hay, straw and other forage, neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats or other 
animals, green hides, tallow, unboiled, and horns and hoofs of dead animals, proceeding 
from Guernsey or brought into Jersey by any vessel having called at Guernsey. (Acé 
of Apri 23, 1902. ) 


Nortet.—The provisional prohibition in force by virtue of an Act of said Committee, dated September 3, 
1900, confirmed by an Act of the States, dated October 22, 1900, respecting hay, and straw shall extend to 
torage used in packing or shipping eggs, poultry or any other goods proceeding from France.’ Live poultry 
imported from France shall immediately after landing be removed to the foreign Animals Wharf under the 
supervision of the Inspector and remain in his custody at the expense of the owners or consignees, until 
killed for consumption.—The prohibition enacted by Act of said Committee, dated October 1, 1892, confir- 
med by an Act of the States, dated November 30, 1892, in reference to the introduction into Jersey of neat 
cattle, sheep, swine, goats, green hides, tallow, unboiled, and horns and hoofs of dead animals imported 
from France, shall extend to horses arriving from said country. (Act of April 23, 1902.) 


J. Heads, tongues, and garbage of neat cattle and sheep, proceeding from France 
or the Island of Guernsey, or brought into Jersey by any vessel having called in France 
or at Guernsty. (Act dated and published April 26, 1902.)

(A.)—AUSTRALASIA. 
Report oF CoMMERCIAL AGENT. 


(Mr. J. 8. Larke.) 


Sypnry, N.S.W., July 15, 1902. 
The Honourable 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa, Canada. 


Srr,—Last week there were rains in South Australia, Victoria and the South 
Eastern portion of New South Wales. These have materially improved the outlook for 
dairy products and of the harvest. As a result the produce markets are quieter and 
there has been a slight decline in prices of dairy products, and some other articles, from 
the prices quoted in a circular letter sent to Canadian Boards of Trade in May last. 
The drought is by no means broken up and the larger portion of New South Wales and 
Queensland are yet without useful rains. It is impossible to foresee what the possibi- 
lities of trade will be from month to month in foodstuffs. The business must be done 
by cable and all that can be done here is to establish the lines of communicatié6n so that 
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advantage can be taken of circumstances as they may occur. There are fair prospects 
that this will be done. 

' I find that the prices of certain articles as given in the circular referred to have led 
some Canadian exporters to believe that these prices could be obtained upon articles 
at ship’s side, Sydney, overlooking the expenses between the ship and the retail trade, 
and in some instances the duties which were also given in the letter. These are serious 
items. They include wharfage, cartage to and from store, charges for passing customs, 
commission and often storage, and generally the profit of a wholesale firm also. The 
bulk of the imports pass through three hands and every item, at least, through two 
before it reaches the consumer. .These items will amount to from ten to thirty per cent 
of the selling price. Then until its reputation is established on the market a new 
article, as a rule, will not bring the prevailing price. As it becomes known and appre- 
ciated it will bring its full value. 

Some samples of oats and barley have been sent here but they are inferior to the 
Australian article and it is believed do not represent a fair sampie of the last Canadian 
harvest. The recipients have refrained from offering them on the market and sent for 
new samples. 

The sale of Canadian hard wheat flours is making progress beyond New South 
Wales and Queensland, but there is'a considerable trade in inferior grades in the South 
Sea Islands which as yet Canada has not touched. This trade is unaffected by the Aus- 
tralian duties. I had hoped to be able to visit a few of the chief of these markets but 
the prevalence of plague in Sydney necessitating a quarantine of some time at Island 
ports has made it unadvisable up to the present. Should the opportunity offer I think 
it could profitably be undertaken.

Returns for 1901-2 are not available, but will not materially affect the result. 


The last Australasian crop was, therefore, less than that of the previous year by 
12,300,000 bushels, or 22-4 per cent. The net exports of wheat and flour in 1901, placed 
at 27,071,000 bushels of wheat, or its equivalent, out of a crop of 54,880,000 bushels. 
It left only 27,810,000 bushels for food and seed. Six million bushels were required for 
seed, leaving, say, 21,500,000 bushels for home consumption or about 4} bushels per 
head. The common estimate of the consumption of wheat in Australia has been about 
five and a half bushels, so that there should be a considerable deficiency this year on the 
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basis of these figures and of the exports of this year. The crop last year was the 
worst since 1897-8, as shown below :—

The year 1900-1 was the record crop for Australia and that of last year was not 
much below the average. The two crops will materially aid the farmer to tide over this 
year of bad prospects. 

As will be seen the crop of New Zealand was exceedingly small, having been injured 
by too much rain. The actual yields of grain were :— Wheat, 24-76 bushels an acre ; 
oats, 37°06 ; barley, 32. The quantity available on February 23 was 5,373,848 bushels, 
and the estimated requirements for the year are 5,410,000, leaving a deficit of 36,152 
bushels. A large quantity of wheat is unfit for milling owing to the late rains. Owing 
to there being a direct line of steamers from San Francisco the deficiency so far has 
been supplied from the United States. It is hoped that some Manitoba flour will be 
shipped next month. 

The wool year of Australia closed on June 30. The returns for the last year show 
exports of 1901-2 to have been 1,659,392 bales, being an increase of 46,697 over those of 
the previous year. 934,660 bales were sold in Australia, the price averaging £9- 6-4 
per bale as against £8-11-—10 realized for the wool of the year before. This is an 
improvement but is very much below the prices received the two previous years, which 
were :—

The wool shipped unsold in 1899-1900 realized less than the average obtained in 
Australia, whereas the wool so exported last year is likely to realize more than the 
average obtained here. 

The trade of Sydney is now showing the effects of the increased drought. The

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A large share of the decrease in exports was in that of gold, other articles increased 
by £110,382. This increase was, however, not in domestic produce, but in the produce 
of other States re-exported. The whole of the decrease and more is in articles imported

These imports, so far, this year, show a decrease of 26:3 per cent, which is excep- 
tionally heavy. To some extent the deficiency has been made from stocks carried over 
from last year, but nevertheless much of the decline is of the three last months, an 
indication of the loss of purchasing power by the people. This is shown more clearly by 
the fact that the re-export of merchandise in the six months increased by £451,524, 
mainly of imported goods. The decrease in imports sold in New South Wales will total 
nearly two million pounds. This is a heavy loss for the trade with which Canada hag 
mainly had to do. As a consequence there have been a number of small failures, but 
none of any important importing houses and of none that are interested in Canadian 


trade. 
LIVE STOCK. 


The hope has been expressed in previous reports that the time would come when 
Canadian breeders would here find a market for high bred stock. I had hoped that 
some .Australian expert would be able to visit Canada during the autumn Fairs and give 
an op nion of the prospects. At present such a trade is out of the question. The only 
animals that are imported from America are merino sheep from the United States, a — 
breed that Canada does not excel in. This trade has been going on for some years and 
the Vermont merinos have secured a high reputation. The annual Sydney sheep sales 
took place last month, when a number of Vermonts were offered. The drought affected 
the sales seriously so that the highest prices realized for the best local sheep were only 
half those obtained last year. The highest prices realized for Vermonts were $2,103 for 
one ram ; $1,333 for a second, and $1,026 for a third. The ewes brought a much lower 
figure, the highest price being $360. The average price of one lot of 51 sheep was, rams 
$230, and ewes $128 each. Another lot of 15 brought,—rams $437 ; ewes $191 each. 
These prices were deemed satisfactory. Australia will pay a high price for first-class 
stock. Canada just now cannot find a market for the long and medium wool sheep, in 
which she excels, as these animals do not bring fancy prices here, but Autralia is going 
to pay more attention to other animals: horses, cattle and pigs. There are a number of 
difficulties in the way ‘of an immediate trade, but the prospects are worthy the atten- 
tion of Canadian breeders, and if a competent judge of live stock were visiting 
Australia it would be advisable that the Association should arrange with him to give 
some attention to the matter. .

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TIMBER. 


T have again had applications for oak staves for wine casks. Nothing so far has 
been done in direct shipments from Canada. The requirements have been, so far, too 
“small to warrant full car lots being sent through, and purchases for Australia are, there- 
fore, made in New York. There are considerable shipments each month from New 
York of pine, oak and basswood tor Australia and New Zealand, which can be supplied 
«direct by Canada upon the establishment of direct ships. A vessel recently brought a 
wyuarter of a million feet. 


SADDLES. 


Some of the saddles supplied to the Canadian contingents in South Africa attracted 
the attention of Australian troopers, and it is believed in spite of the duty of 20 per cent 
a trade can be done in them. Correspondence has been initiated which it 1s hoped may 
accomplish this. 


COMBINATIONS. 


Tam advised that efforts are being made to unite manufacturers in sending out a 
traveller on joint account. It is unadvisable to load an agent with too many lines as 
some are pretty certain to be neglected, but on the other hand a number of failures in 
this trade are due to limiting a traveller to a line of trade in which it is not possible to 
secure sufficient business to pay expenses. It is sometimes, advisable that manufacturers 
of the same class of goods should join to send out a man in their common interest. It 
‘3 a mistake to sell a line to too many firms. The end is pretty sure to be cutting prices 
until there is no profit and the trade then give up handling the line. <A traveller with 
the goods of three or even four houses could limit the sale of the goods of a manufacturer 
to a good firm in each city and a second line to another firm. In this way if the arti- 
cles were suitable then the sale would be pushed and the trade continued. The sales of 
the three or four firms would cover the expense account, which in Australia is heavy.

(C.)\—_AUSTRALASIAN AND CANADIAN DAIRY PRODUCE REVIEW. 
Srason 1901-1902. 


The attention of the Producers and Exporters of Dairy Produce throughout Canada 
is directed to the following extracts taken from Weddel & Co.’s Australasian Dairy 
Produce Review upon the Imports of Butter and Cheese into Britain during the 
season 1901-1902. 

The most gratifying feature of the Australasian Butter Season which closed at the 
end of April was the establishment of an absolute record for high prices. On the 
London market “Choicest ” grade quotations averaged for the season 109/6 per cwt., 
thus excelling the previous year which held the record at 108/5. Unfortunately, 
against the record of high prices is to be set a season of great diminution in supplies, 
which totalled only 14,976 tons against 92.545 tons for the season 1900-01. This 
shortage is due solely to the falling off in the Australian import. The season in the 
Commonwealth was exceptionally droughty, and the amount of butter received was 
only 50 per cent. of that imported during the previous season. The first vessel carrying 
Australian butter did not arrive in London until 26th October, against the 18th August 
of the preceding year, and the last vessel of the season reached London Ist March, 
while the year before it was not until 14th May that the final shipment arrived.. Thus 
the Australian season, 1901-02, consisted of only 126 days. Its immediate predecessor 
was a long season, and lasted for 269 days. The New Zealand season, which is always 
about a month later than the Australian, was slightly short of its normal length, com- 
mencing with the first arrival on 18th November, and closing with the receipt of the 
final shipment on 23rd May, which shows a season of 186 days, being thus one-third 
longer than the Australian. The total amount of butter received during the past season 
from Australia was only 7,669 tons as against 15,293 tons the season before. New 
Zealand arrivals amounted to 7,307 tons, or only 362 tons less than those from Australia. 
Thus the two branches of the Australasian butter trade contributed about equal 
amounts to the British market. The nearest approach to equality previously attained 
was in the season 1897-98, when New Zealand receipts were 4,187 tons below those 
from Australia. In the season 1900-01, Australia sent 8,042 tons more than New 
Zealand, an excess greater than the total Australian receipts during the past season. 

How seriously the drought in Austraha and the increasing requirements in South 
Africa have affected the imports of butter from the Commonwealth for the past three 
years, is demonstrated by the fact that Australian supplies to British markets for that 
period have been 17,208 tons, 15,293 tons, and 7,669 tons respectively. New Zealand, 
although free from drought, has been called upon during the past two season to divert 
considerable amounts of butter to Australia and South Africa, and consequently the 
New Zealand imports into the mother country have not exhibited the expansion of 
former years. The exact amounts received during each of the past three seasons were: 
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7,465 tons, 7,252 tons, and 7,307 tons respectively. The following table shows the 
imports of butter from the various Colonies for each of the last eight Australasian 
seasons.

As the Dominion of Canada lies in the same northern latitude as the United King- 
dom, the Canadian butter season coincides with that of the mother country. So far as 
the bulk of export busines; is concerned, the Canadian season commences in May and 
ends in December, although a dwindling amount is received month by month from Jan- 
uary to April. From May to December last the imports of butter from Canada totalled 
10,718 tons, and from J anuary to April 413 tons, making a total receipt for the year 
ended 30th April, 1902, of 11,131 tons. For the previous year the corresponding import 
from May to December was 6,822 tons ; and from J anuary to April, 46 tons ; the annual 
import totalling 6,868 tons. 

Prices.—It is a matter for congratulation that the fluctuation of prices has been 
remarkably small, the extreme range reaching 14s. per ewt. The highest price for 
“ Choicest ” grade was obtained in the first week in November, when 120s. per cwt. was 
secured for special brands out of the first Australian arrival. The lowest price was 106s., 
which occurred in December, and in January, and again in April. This is also a 
record, as in every season, save the last, values have in certain weeks been even below 
100s. 

The average price per ewt. in London for « Choicest ” Canadian salt butter for each 
of the ten months ended April last, was May 94s., June 100s., July 99s. 6d., Aug. 
104s. 10d., Sept. 109s., Oct. 112s. 6d., Nov. 112s 10d., Dec. 106s., Jan. 104s., Feb. 104s., 
March (no supplies), April (no supplies). The average for the eight months, May to 

: 


December was 104s. 10d., and for Jan. and Feb. 104s. 


QUALITY OF BUTTER. 


The best friends of the Australian Dairy Produce trade cannot but regret that the 
steady improvement in the quality of butter, which Australia exhibited regularly until 
last year, has not only ceased, but on the whole has actually receded. It is true there are 
certain factories and a limited number of brands which are equal in quality to anything 
formerly received, but the bulk of the butter is inferior to what it was only two years 
ago. ‘The reason of this may be attributed in some degree to the continued droughty 
conditions that have been so disastrous to agriculture generally in Australia ; but the 
main reason for deterioration in quality is the increasing use of the private separator. 
In a hot climate like Australia, the result of farmers separating their own cream and 
delivering it to the factory at irregular intervals is certain ruin to the manufacture of 
perfect butter. It is contrary to common sense and opposed to every scientific method 
to expect a vat of cream which contains cream of three or four different ages, all blended 
together, to produce as good butter as a vat which contains cream all of one age. To 
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mix ripe, over-ripe, and doubly over-ripe cream together, as results from the use of 
private separators, and to expect that it will produce as good butter as only ripe cream, 
is to show utter ignorance of those principles of fermentation on which the flavour and 
keeping qualities of all butter absolutely depend. The machinery agents in Australia 
who have pushed private separators on the farmers have done an incalculable injury to 
Australian butter, and, unless this policy is immediately reversed, the quality of Austra- 
lian butter is doomed to occupy a secondary position in British markets. 

In New Zealand there is not any noticeable deterioration as there is in Australia, 
but the taint of the private separator is too frequently making itself known even there, 
and the sooner this baneful influence is abolished the better. New Zealand butter has 
now gained a very high character, and during the past season it may be safely asserted 
that the bulk of it was superior to Australian, and if this present rate of progress should 
continue it will soon sell at higher prices than Australian. There can be no doubt that 
the excellent system of grading adopted by New Zealand, and the lower temperature 
at which the butter is carried in transit to the United Kingdom, have done something 
to bring about this improvement ; but the fact that the bulk of the milk in New Zealand 
is daily delivered direct into the factory, and each day’s cream being thus kept under 
the control of the factory manager, renders it possible to make a higher class article 
than when “collected” cream from the farmer’s private separator is received at odd 
times during the week. 

Canadian butter, notwithstanding the small size of the factories, and the existence 
of too few co-operative companies, is making steady and fairly satisfactory progress. 
The main defects about Canadian is the want of “finish ” to the butter when packed in 
the export box of 56 lbs., and the wretchedly inferior imitation vegetable parchment 
paper which lines the boxes and enfolds the butter. There are few shippers who use as 
good vegetable parchment paper as the Australians and the New Zealanders ; but unfor- 
tunately these few are exceptional. The difference in cost between the very best parch- 
ment paper and the inferior imitation rubbish used in Canada is less than one half-penny 
per 56 Ibs. box of butter, and the attempt to save one half-penny over an article worth 
50s. to 55s. is a good illustration of spoiling the ship for a ha’porth of tar! Largely 
owing to this inferior quality of paper, Canadian butter becomes mouldy on the surface, 
and shillings per cwt. are lost in consequence. Although some dip their paper in a 
formaline solution, yet it would be far better to use only the very best paper as is done 
in Australia and New Zealand. If the Dominion Government Commissioner were to 
collect specimens of the parchment paper used in Canada and in Australia and dip them 
in sterilized butter, and then place them in an incubator the crop of mould growing on 
the Canadian paper would demonstrate the inferior quality which Canadians are content 
to use for their butter. Another point that deserves attention in Canadian butter is 
the temperature at which it is carried from Montreal to the United Kingdom. At 
present this temperature is too high, and 25° Fahr. should be the maximum. New Zealand 
butter is all carried below 20° Fahr. 


QUALITY AND PRICE OF CHEESE. 


A great improvement was made last year in the carriage of Canadian cheese across 
the Atlantic. Cool chambers were introduced on some of the lines of steamers, and, 
although an increased freight was incurred, there is no doubt whatever that it was a 
genuine economical change, for the much better condition in which the cheese arrived 
during the hot weather resulted in the cheese obtaining a higher proportionate price. 
This system has been further extended this season, and soon all Canadian cheese will 
arrive in a greatly improved condition as compared with that which prevailed up to 
two years ago. In New Zealand cheese too there has been an improvement in quality, 
mainly in its keeping properties, although there is room yet for considerable progress in 
this connection. 
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The following table shows the average monthly prices of Canadian cheese on the 
London market since 1895. Prices of New Zealand cheese run parallel with those of 
Canadian, but at about ls. and 2s. per cwt. lower.

SHIPPING ARRANGEMENTS. 


Satisfactory progress on the whole can be repor et as to the arrangements for 
shipping butter and cheese from Australasia, especially those regarding the shipments 
of New Zealand dairy produce which is now shipped from only two por ts in the Colony 
instead of four or more as formerly. ‘This has secured a more rapid discharge of the 
vessels on their arrival in London, but, unfortunately, the discharge from the vessel 
does not correlate with the receipt a the goods by the consignees. The old and unsatis- 
factory method of sorting on the quay or in the Sheds at the docks still continues with 
both lines of New Zealand steamers and with the P. & O. line from Australia. The 
Orient-Pacific line deserves much praise for the very great improvement they have 
introduced in the discharge of Australian butter from their vessels, and although there 
are greater difficulties in the matter of discharging New Zealand dairy produce, there is 
nothing to prevent the P. & O. Co. falling into line next season with the Orient-Pacific 
Co. Instead of discharging the goods on to the quay or into the sheds at the docks, 
and sorting them out Phere for despatch to the various consignees, the Orient-Pacific Co. 
“ tally ” the whole car go into barges which immediately proceed up river to Cotton’s 
Wharf, where 80 per “cent of the “goods are required, and the sorting and despatch 
proceeds from there. Every consignee admits that he now gets the bulk of his goods 
by this system at least one day sooner than formerly, and what is of more importance, 


there are no remnants of brands to wait for, often for one, two, or three weeks as 
formerly. 


SALE OF BUTTER REGULATIONS. 


Since the last publication of this Review the Departmental Committee, appointed 
by the Local Government Board, to inquire into the use of preservatives and colouring 
matter in the preservation and colouring of food, has issued its report. The Committee 
recommends that no preservative or colouring matter whatever shall be allowed in milk, 
that the only preservative for the use of cream shall be boracic acid, or mixtures of 
boracic acid and borax, the amount not to exceed one quarter of one per cent (0°25), 
and the only preservative permitted to be used in butter or margarine shall be boracic 
acid or mixtures of boracic acid and borax, the amount not to exceed a half of one per 
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cent (0°50). This recommendation has been adopted by the Board of Agriculture and 
has now become the law on the matter. 

In July, 1901, the Department of Agriculture, under the authority of the Sale of 
Food and Drugs Act, 1899, also appointed a Departmental Committee “for determining 
what deficiency in any of the normal constituents of butter, or what addition of extra- 
neous matter, or proportion of water in any sample of butter shall, for the purpose of 
the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts, raise a presumption until the contrary is proved that 
the butter is not genuine.” On the 24th January, 1902, after taking much evidence, 
the committee issued an interim report containing the following unanimous recommend- 
ation on one part of their inquiry, viz., the proportion of water to be allowed in butter: 
“We, therefore, recommend the adoption of a limit of 16 per cent for the proportion of 
water in butter to be fixed by a regulation under section 4 of the Sale of Food and 
Drugs Act, 1899, and we make this recommendation on the assumption that butter 
containing a larger percentage of water than 16 per cent. will escape the operation ot 
this limit provided that a sufficient disclosure is made to the purchaser.” 

This recommendation of the committee seemed to most people a practical and 
reasonable solution of the difficulty, as it distinctly made it a fraud to sell butter con- 
taining more than 16 per cent of water, unless the amount of water contained in the 
butter was specifically made known to the purchaser at the time of sale. The report, 
however, met with strong opposition from the pastoral interests and a very large 
number of provision dealers who had agitated for the appointment of the committee. 
There is very grave reason to believe that the real object the agitators had in view was 
the prevention of the sale of an article known as “ milk-blended-butter.” Soe great was 
the pressure brought to bear upon the Department of Agriculture that Mr. Hanbury, 
the President, over-rode the unanimous recommendation of his committee, and issued a. 
regulation for the sale of butter, omitting the “sufticient disclosure” qualification and 
fixing 16 per cent as the absolute limit for Great Britain, which came into operation 
on 15th May last. Even this regulation was not sufficiently strong for the agitators, 
and to meet their views the President has recently introduced a Bill into the House of 
Commons enacting that butter to which any substance has been added whereby the 
amount of water in the butter is increased shall be sold only under the name of 
‘“ Butterine.” ; 

The objects of the promoters of this new legislation is to stop the sale of “ milk- 
blended butter” on the ground that its sale is a fraud. Although the firm which sells 
it has been prosecuted all over the country on this same ground, and magistrates have 
condemned them to fines, yet, on appeal to the higher courts, the judges have emphati- 
cally decided it is not a fraud, and the magistrates’ decisions have been quashed. The 
proposed legislation is contrary to the spirit of the British Constitution, for it is intended 
by an objectionable name—“ Butterine ”—to stop the sale of an article which, in itself, 
is a mixture of two other articles, both everywhere known as excellent foods and in no 
way whatever injurious to health. 

The spirit of British law is deterrent, and follows the principle of preventing fraud 
by severity of punishment, and not by suppression of the manufacture of pure and 
wholesome commodities. If the sale of “milk-blended butter” is a fraud then it should 
be stopped by imposing such heavy fines, or actual imprisonment of the offenders, as 
would be effectual. Another obvious result of Mr. Hanbury’s Bill will be to enable 
Margarine to be sold as butterine, and thus sellers will escape the irksome Margarine 
regulations which now control its sale. To allege, as the supporters of Mr. Hanbury 
do, that milk added to butter increases its water contents may probably be analytically 
correct, but it is no more commercially true than alleging that when anyone sells 100 
gallons of milk he sells 88 gallons of water, and only 12 gallons of solids. 

The Australasian Agents General, when reporting to their respective governments 
on this new development in the butter trade, do not appear to have realized that the 
sale of “milk-blended butter ” would in all probability be beneficial to Australasian 
shippers. Colonial butter, owing to its being the driest butter on the market, is the 
most suitable for blending purposes, and thus a large additional demand has arisen for 
it. Were the sale of milk-blended butter to become general the Colonies would have 
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great difficulty in supplying a sufficient amount to be consumed in the ordinary way in 

addition to satisfying the demand for “ milk-blended butter.” The public have found 
- “milk-blended butter” so.attractive that already one firm sells nearly 60 tons a week 
and there is no reason why in this country ten, twenty, or more firms should not each 
sell 50 or 60 tons a week of this butter, and an additional demand for 500 or 1,000 tons 
ot Colonial butter per week is surely something to be encouraged. If the sale of this 
butter were fraudulent it would be another matter, but since the judges have empha- 
tically ruled that it is not, the Agents General and their advisers appear to have acted 
injudiciously in aiding and abetting legislation for the Suppression of the sale of a per- 
tectly pure and nutritious article, the extended use of which would be so palpably bene- 
ficial to the Colonies. | 


IMPORTS. 
Year ended 80th June, 1902. 


BUTTER. 


The increase in the imports of butter into the United Kingdom goes steadily on. 
Sometimes this increase is large, as in the year ended 30th June last, when it amounted 
to 12,448 tons, or an average increase of more than 1,000 tons a month. The following 
statement of the increase for each of the past ten years demonstrates the capacity of 
British markets for absorbing the surplus of butter produced in other countries.

The increase in the Imports of the year just closed is thus seen to be the greatest 
in the decade. In the year 1892 the total imports were 108,119 tons, and now they 
have reached 187,907 tons, which shows a growth of 79,988 tons in ten years. 

The country which shows the greatest increase for the year just ended is Russia, 
with an addition of 9,392 tons, nearly altogether from Siberia. Denmark stands next 
with 7,093 tons, and then comes Canada with 3,959 tons. France follows with 1,482 
tons, Argentina with 1,477 tons, and Holland with 960 tons. No other country sent 
an increased quantity except Norway, and that was only 126 tons. Among the countries 
showing a deficiency compared with last year Australia takes the lead with a reduction 
of 8,107 tons, the United States follows with 1,706 tons, Sweden with 1,093 tons, New 
Zealand with 617 tons, Belgium with 222 tons, and Germany with 47 tons. Various 
other countries, whose total imports this year were only 131 tons, contributed to our 
supply 239 tons less than in the previous period. It is interesting to note that for the 
year ended June 30, 1902, the imports of New Zealand butter for the first time exceeded 
those from Australia, the actual receipts being 8,295 tons and 7,449 tons respectively. 

If the sources of our butter imports be divided into Colonial and F oreign, it will 
be found that only once in the last decade have the F oreign imports been less than in 
the year before, and that took place in 1900 when the deficit was 8,236 tons, in the 
following year an increase of 9,502 tons occurred, and_ this year the Foreign supply 
shows the enormous increase of 17,213 tons. . Colonial imports in the last decade have 
four times been below the previous year, and on three of these occasions the deficiency 
was due to Australia. The total Colonial supply rose from 9,000 tons in 1893 to its 
climax of 37,500 tons in 1900, since then it has declined to 27,000 tons in the present 
year. This feature of the Colonial and Foreign supphes of butter is illustrated in the 
chart accompanying this Review, and Table IV. below records the various sources from 
which butter is drawn for consumption in the United Kingdom. 
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CHEESE. 


From every country which supplies Cheese to British markets, with the exception 
of France, the imports last year show a deficit, the total falling off being 5,786 tons. In 
contrast to the supplies of butter, which are principally from foreign sources, those of 
cheese are mainly from colonial, the foreign imports last year being only 46,245 tons, 
while colonial were 79,007 tons, Canada alone sending 76,297 tons, and New Zealand 
2,710 tons of this amount. Just as Danish supplies dominate the market for imported 
butter, Canadian holds the sway for imported chesse. The progress made by the 
Colonies in supplying us with cheese is most gratifying, for the increase in the past ten 
years is about 25,000 tons, while foreign supplies have decreased by about 1,000 tons a 
year. The home supplies are virtually stationary, the average make for the last five 
years being about 143,000 tons, while the total imports average about 126,500 tons. 
The following Table demonstrates not only how Canada now supplies the bulk of 
imported cheese but also the solid and steady increase she has made. In 1892 the 
import from Canada was 44,400 tons, this year it was 76,300, or an average increase 
of over 3,000 tons a year. 
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PROSPECTS FOR NEXT SEASON, 


Butter.—Reports by letter and cable from Australia all tend to show that the 
winter is extremely severe, the cattle poor, the drought the worst for many years, and 
a very late opening of the season is everywhere anticipated. The return of the civil 
population to South Africa will cause a larger demand than-ever from there for Austra- 
lian butter, and the high price of cattle in the Commonwealth tends to reduce the milk- 
ing herds, because beef production pays better than butter making : therefore, it looks 
as if the import of butter from Australia next season is scarcely likely to show an 
increase. New Zealand butter is expected to show a continued increase, although the 
high price of cheese this season may tempt a larger production of this article next year. 
Canadian supplies it is anticipated will be slightly larger than last year. The high 
price of butter in the United States has prevented any large export from there and will 
probably continue to restrict supplies. 

Although the grass and root crops all over the Continent of Europe and the Bri- 
tish Isles are just now exceptionally good, the scarcity of fodder last winter greatly 
reduced the milking herds, and only a partial stocking up can be made this winter. 
The hay crop all over Europe, though an average, has been on the whole badly gathered 
in, much being damaged by the heavy rains. 

The outlook for the coming winter, therefore, does not indicate any great increase in 
the imports on last year, yet, at the same time, it seems somewhat doubtful whether the 
abnormally high prices of last winter will be maintained during the ensuing season. 

Cheese.—Owing to the better pastures this year and the inducement given by the 
high prices of last season, it is certain that the make of home cheese will be consider- 
ably augmented, and as the foreign and colonial makes will probably be equal to last 
year, prices next winter are not expected to be so high as during the winter of 1901-2. 


(D.)—BICYCLE TRADE OF NEW LEALAND. 


The importation of bicyeles and bicycle materials into New Zealand, during the 
calendar years 1897 to 1901, presents some very interesting features. During the year 
1897 the imports were 11,497 bicycles, valued at $617,653, while in 1901 the imports 
were 8,014, valued at $263,078, showing a falling off in the number of bicycles imported 
from 1897 to 1901 of 3,483, or about 30 per cent ; while the decrease in’ value for the 
same period was $354,575, or about 57 per cent. In the year 1897 the average value 
of each bicycle imported was $53.72 and in 1901, $32.83. a decrease of $20.89 on each 
bicycle. The importation of bicycle materials does not show such a change, however, the 
value of the imports in 1901 was $346,375 as against $312,177 in 1897, an increase of 
$34,198. The proportion of bicycle materials to bicycles shows a great change, the 
value of the imports of the former, in the year 1897, being little more than half the 
value of the latter, the figures being $312,177 to $617,653, whereas in the year 1901 the 
value of the imports of bicycle materials was $346,375 to $263,078 for bicycles. From 
the above it is evident that the locally, or put together, machine is gradually displacing 
the complete machine.

Mr. Jas. G. Jardine, Canadian Trade Agent, South Africa, writing to the Depart- 

~ ment of Trade and Commerce from Pietermaritzburg, Natal, under date the 20th July, 

conveys the information that a British & Colonial Industrial Exhibition will be held at 

Cape Town during the months of November, December, January and February, 1903-4, 

under the patronage of His Excellency Lord Milner, G.C.B., G.C.M.G., High Commis- 
sioner for South Africa. 

Mr. Jardine is of the opinion that the time fixed for the Exhibition is certainly an 
opportune one for Canadian manufacturers desirous of doing business in that country, 
giving them as it does ample time to enter exhibits. Mr. Jardine states that such a 
Canadian exhibit should embrace samples of the forest wealth of Canada and indus- 
tries in which large quantities of wood are required, all descriptions of canned goods, 
dairy and food products, apples, agricultural implements, furniture, boots and shoes, 
leather, trunks and valises, cotton and woollen textures, models of railway and tram 
cars, locomotives and traction engines, &c., carriages, stoves and heating apparatus, tin 
and enamelled ware, axes and mechanics tools generally, and musical instruments in- 
cluding cabinet organs. 

The cost of such an exhibit need hardly be considered as every article of the kind 
mentioned could be sold at a reasonable advance on cost of manufacture and transpor- 
tation, &c., besides such an exhibit from Canada, side by side with industries from all 
parts of the Empire, cannot but lead to extensive and profitable business and the open- 
ing up of new and permanent trade outlets to Canadian industries generally.

The Manager 
of the Tannery here, an expert from England, informs me that one ton of Cassia alu- 
men, or Black Wattle, contains as much tanning as two and one-half tons of English 
Oak Bark. It is particularly adapted for making Extract. If, however, used as a 
tanning agent by itself will produce leather too red for market, but not so red as hem- 
lock. It makes an admirable tanning agent in combination with Oak Bark, Valonia 
Myrabolans, Sumach and Gambia. It requires the mixture of one of these, especially 
oak, both to tone down the astringency of tannage and produce leather of the colour and 
quality of the very best English Oak. It contains about thirty per cent of tanning and 
would cost f.o.b.

The following is the text of a general order (No. 59 of °1902) recently issued by the commissioners of 
H. M. Customs, relative to the rates of drawback allowable on the exportation. of flour, meal, offals, &c., 
and the evidence to be required that drawback is claimable :— 

‘The Board having had under consideration the second schedule to the Finance Act, 1902, setting out 
the drawbacks to be allowed under the first section of the Act and the conditions upon which such draw- 
backs can be granted, now direct as follows : 

‘1. The drawback to be allowed on flour and the meal or milled products (other than offals) of — 


Wheat, Buckwheat, 
Barley, Peas (not fresh), 
Oats, Beans (not fresh), 
Rye, Lentils, 


which are subject on importation to the duty of 3d. per cwt., under part 1 of the first schedule to the 
Finance Act, 1902, will be at the rate of 3$d. per cwt. on the net weight exported. 

‘9. Drawback on offals (as defined in the first schedule to the Act) and on the meal or milled products 
of maize is to be allowed at 14d. per cwt. on the net weight exported, being the rate of umport duty 
chargeable on offals and maize respectively. 

°The second schedule to the Act prescribes that drawbacks can only be allowed if it is proved to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs that the dutieson importation have been duly paid, and, 
having regard to the fact that most of the articles named in part 1 of the first schedule are of a description 
which is grown in the United Kingdom, and on which, if so grown, no duty is chargeable, the Board must 
look to exporters claiming drawback to produce such evidence as will meet the requirements of the law. 

* By Section 6, §2, of the Finance Act, 1896, the limitations in respect of inorganic matter and sand, 
governing the payment of drawback under Section 1 of the Manufactured Tobacco Act, 1863, may be 
relaxed by the Commissioners of Customs, where, in their opinion, having regard to the character of the 
tobacco tendered for drawback, there has been no artificial increase in inorganic matter or sand during the 
process of manufacture. 
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‘In all cases, therefore, where drawback is claimed on the product of articles of a description which 
is grown in the United Kingdom, the Board will require, in addition to compliance with the usual draw- 
back regulations, evidence that the articles from which such products have been manufactured were of 
foreign origin, and consequently that the duties on importation have been duly paid. 

‘The nature of such evidence will necessarily depend on the circumstances of each case, but it may be 
useful to indicate that : 

‘(a) An exporter who imported ana paid duty upon the raw material from which the article specified 
on the shipping bill has been manufactured will be required to satisfy the Board as to such importation by 
means of a statutory declaration or a declaration before a collector of customs made by a competent person. 
or by allowing his books to be inspected by an officer of the department. ety 

‘(b) An exporter who did not import the raw material must produce a similar declaration or evidence 
from the actual importer, and, if necessary, from the manufacturer and any other persons through whose 
hands the goods may have passed.’ Oi;.. 

A further general order (No. 60 of 1902) has been issued by the commissioners of H. M. Custonis, 
- relative to the treatment, for customs purposes, of saccharin and mixtures containing saccharin or similar 
substances. The following is the text of the order :— 

Noti ce ishereby givent hat the Lords of the Treasury have directed that, on and after the 1st prox., 
the full rate of duty of 1s. 3d. an ounce be charged on all importations of saccharin and mixtures con- 
taining saccharin, or other substances of like nature or use, in accordance with the provisions of section 7 
of the Finance Act. 1901, and the Customs Tariff Act, 1876. 

Under this order no questions will arise in respect of importations already assessed for duty which 
may be remaining in bond on and after the 1st prox. In all such cases the original assessment is to stand.’ 

This order is dated August 12, 1902.

immediately after landing be removed to the foreign Animals Wharf under the super- 
vision of the Inspector and remain in his custody at the expense of the owners or 
consignees, until killed for consumption.—The prohibition enacted by Act of said 
Committee, dated October 1, 1892, confirmed by an Act of the States, dated November 
30, 1892, in reference to the introduction into Jersey of neat cattle, sheep, swine, goats, 
green hides, tallow unboiled, and horns and hoofs of dead animals imported from France, 
shall extend to horses arriving from said country. (Act ef April 23, 1902.) 

9, Heads, tongues, and garbage of neat cattle and sheep, proceeding from France 
or the Island of Guernsey, or brought into Jersey by any vessel having called in France 
or at Gurensey. (Act dated cnd published April 26, 1902.)

NEW SOUTH WALES.

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These figures as in previous years are but approximates of the trade done. In one 
or two items, notably ale and beer, they include articles not Canadian and in other 
articles as ploughs and agricultural implements—-in New Zealand the figures are much 
below the actual imports—and in some articles such as wall paper neither in New South 
Wales nor New Zealand is there any record of trade done though there is one of some 
amount. e 

The trade taken as it appears in the returns shows a good deal of fluctuation in 
ooth the variety of articles sold and the amount of business done. Some articles, such 
as paints, varnishes and other carriage material, which promised at one time to develop 
into a considerable business, have dwindled away and some have disappeared from the 
list of Canadian goods. Many causes account for this state of things. 

In many instances the demand of the home market has prevented catering for 
export. A few months ago a Canadian firm wrote me that it desired to obtain business 
from Australia. Arrangements were made to this end and a first order was sent. It 
was not very large but the last mail brought the information that the firm was sorry 
but that it was too busy to execute the order. At no time apparently have the fac- 
tories of Canada been so pressed to their capacity than at the present time. Australian 
agents who have recently returned from Canada have not succeeded in making many 
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arrangements for business, and some of them were altogether unsuccessful. In some 
instances price and quality. have stood in the way of securing Australian trade. In a 
few cases bad methods of business and bad packing-of goods interfered with success. 
Very much improvement has been shown during the last year or two in these respects, 
but there is not a week without complaints. Last week I was informed that a Sydney 
House, which had worked up a good business, was much dissatisfied with the Canadian 
manufacturer who supplied the goods, because of delay in replying to letters of inquiry. 
To letters respecting ordinary business, good attention was given, but if there was an 
inquiry for some line in which there was a slight departure from the goods previously 
sent no response was received and the people here were uncertain whether they were to 
receive the articles or not. It might not have been profitable for the Canadian manu- 
facturer to make the change but if so he should have promptly advised the Sydney 
customer. It would at least have avoided the uncertainty and dissatisfaction that now 
exists and may lead to the Sydney firm seeking other sources of supply. 


MERCANTILING GOODS. 


Canadians are giving a good deal of attention to the export of goods and seek infor- 
mation respecting markets and urge the establishing of lines of steamers, but too little 
attention is paid to the mercantiling of goods. It is necessary to have goods that will 
suit the market. it is also necessary to get them to the market in good condition and at 
the cheapest rates, but it is also essential to have as suitable and effective means of 
selling them. Unsuccessful experimenters may assert that the Australasian market is a 
difficult one in which to get a foot hold. As a matter of fact the conditions are not 
more difficult than are those of the Canadian save as they are made so by the greater 
distance between the producer and consumer. Here as in Canada the producer and 
not the consumer makes the market. If a manufacturer begins business in Canada he 
commonly finds that he has entered a market that is pretty well supplied, and if he is 
to secure a trade he must persuade the buyer that he is offering an article that has 
advantages in quality or price. That means expense in advertising and travellers with 
samples. It is just so here, but many Canadian manufacturers imagine that the condi- 
tions are reversed and that the buyer will make the business without expense to them. 
A number of Australian business men now visiting Canada have made some direct pur- 
chases but the trade created in this has been small in extent, and commonly has not been 
oflong duration. Some time ago a manufacturer sent a cut with a brief description of 
an article which he made to an agent. He refused to send a sample but said he expected 
to get a car lot of orders by next mail. No firm in Australia ever did or is likely to 
give such an order to any firm, much less to a firm with which they had no business. 
Naturally they refused to give an order for even a dozen without seeing a sample. Such 
cases do not occur as often as they did three or four years ago, but there is still much 
misunderstanding as to the nature of getting into this market. 

If there is one thing made clear by past experience it is that Canadians must do 
their own business. Every other nation that has sucured a foothold has had to do ‘it 
and Canada cannot hope to change this law of trade. The growth of the trade of the 
United States here is due to the increasing extent to which the firms of that country 
are carrying out this policy. Until within the past three years the large agricultural 
manufacturers had arrangements with large Australian Houses to handle their business. 
The result was that it fell behind and now all who are doing business of any extent have 
opened up their own branches. 

There are various methods pursued in getting into the market in this way, depend- 
ing upon the class of goods to be sold and the capital available. Those adopted by 
Canadians may be briefly enumeratled :— 

Opening up a branch carrying a full stock and doing the retailing. This is done 
in the case of agricultural implements and bicycles with marked results. It means at 
least five sub-branches to do the business thoroughly and involves a very heavy outlay at 
the beginning, the use of a very large capital and is open to but few concerns in Canada 
as yet. 
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A second is opening an oftice with or without carrying a certain amoun of stock. 
The representative would take orders from the wholesale trade and the larger retailers 
who import their goods. This is applicable to the bulk of the goods imported. The 
carrying of stock frequently is a valuable assistance in introducing the goods. This 
method involves considerable expense and is open only to a limited number of Canadian 
firms. The volume of business that could be secured will be insufficient to warrant that 
expense in the case of the majority of exporters. 

Sending out a traveller periodically from Canada to take orders. In nearly all 
cases the amount of the orders secured will be disappointing in the case of first trips and 
commonly of second ones also. Before a large trade can be secured the buyer must have 
obtained confidence that the goods are such as the market will take and that the 
firm can be relied upon to maintain the quality and supply orders as sent. This con- 
fidence is not generated in a day, nor a week and can come only from an extended 
experience. Unluckily the experience in too many cases has been to destroy confidence 
in the ability to fill orders at least. 

Another is to employ an Australian agent. Where a good agent has been selected, 
the article is specially adapted to the market, the price is right and it costs little to 
introduce it, good results follow. These conditions are not always found and the result 
is a failure. It takes money to get a new line on the market and as a rule even a good 
commission agents have little spare capital and are under the necessity of earning a 
living week by week. In order to cover the initiatory costs he frequently asks for some 
financial assistance. This has rarely been given by Canadians. Some money has been 
paid but unfortunately it was paid in one or two instances to incompetent men who 
could secure no results for the expenditure. There must first be a good agent or it is 
useless to spend money in travelling or advertising. And by a good agent is one suitable 
for the line of goods to be sold. A man because of his knowledge and connections may 
sell boots and shoes but fail in hardware. The weakness of many commission men 4s 
taking on too many lines and of such varied character that it is impossible for them to 
do justice to them. 

Two methods Canadians have not tried. One is the co-operation of two or three 
manufacturers in placing their goods upon the market and the other is the formation of 
an Export Company. In one or two cases travellers have come here with a side line 
which is commonly neglected, but in no case has there been to my knowledge conjoint 
action in lines on which there is a sufficiently large trade to be profitable. 

No attempt at all has been made to form an Export Company. There are many 
lines in Canada made by manufacturers which could be sold here which the makers have 
not the capital to put on the market. To make goods is one branch of business, to sell 
them is another. A company controlled by specialists in selling abroad with sufficient 
capital to carry on the work would greatly extend Canadian trade and be a blessing to 
manufacturers who otherwise could not hope to dispose of goods abroad. 

I have not included the attempt to do business by sending out circulars or catalogues 
to wholesale firms. These are useful helps, but it is rare that alone they make any trade 
or secure a permanent connection. 


THE DROUGHT. 


Since my last report there have been some coastal rains and some showers inland, 
but nothing to improve the condition agriculturally or pastorally. The prospects are 
rather worse than four weeks ago and a very poor harvest is now assured. No estimates 
have yet been made of the acreage of wheat growing but the probabilities are that 
Australia will not produce enough for its own needs. All the wheat growing states are 
affected. It is to early too speak of the prospects in New Zealand. It is reasonable to 
expect a demand for wheat and an advance in the price of flour. I regret that I have 
had no responses to a circular sent out for information as to parties ready to export 
should the demand arise. As the demand is certain I should be glad to get the rddresses. 
of exporters of wheat with samples of the grades as soon as fixed by the Inspectors, 
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The price of butter, cheese, ham and bacon have advanced. They are now :— 
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The duty still remains six cents per Ib. on all these artieles and it is not likely to be 
reduced. 

I am advised that first-class Canadian butter could be landed at Sydney for twenty 
cents per lb. There would, therefore, appear to be a fair margin for profit, but I fear 
the opportunity will be lost. This is another illustration of my statement that 
Canadians must do their own business. Canadian butter is practically unknown in this 
market. A couple of samples have arrived in fair condition but not enough to give 
assurance to buyers, and though at one time two or three firms were inclined to order a 
quantity, in the end they refused to take the risk. Canadians exporters on their side 
have also declined to take the risk and nothing has been done. <A. Victoria firm has sent 
out a representative but unfortunately no butter. They hoped he might get orders 
with letters of credit, but naturally the Australian buyer said.—‘We don’t know your 
butter. If you will bring it here and it suits the market we shall be glad to buy it.” 

New Zealand butter is quoted at 36 cents per pound. The first shipment that came 
here was sent on to South Africa on the ground that the market here would not takeit. 
A second shipment was sold at 9 cents below best Australian, but the shipments were 
continued until to-day it is quoted within two cents of best fresh Australian. Though 
the distance from Canada is longer than from New Zealand, the means of carriage is 
better, and first-class Canadian ought to be landed in as good condition in Brisbane 
certainly as first-class New Zealand, and the price of butter in Brisbane is two cents 
higher than in Sydney. 

First shipments involves a good deal of risk, and in all probability would net a loss. 
There is a disinclination on the part of a shipper to incur these risks in order to make a 
market which will be shared by others. I submit for your consideration whether it 
would not be advisable for the Government to make one or two shipments in the outset 
of a trade like this. The conditions of shipment would be carefully watched and the 
best soon discovered. The loss would be small. It is probably too late now to secure 
profitable results, as in six weeks this market should be supplied from the southern 
coastal districts and portions of Victoria which have had fair rainfalls and receive sup- 
plies, if necessary, from New Zealand. These supplies depend upon further rains which 
may not occur. Even should experimental shipments be of no present value, the results 
will be useful in case of future droughts, and once it be established that Canada can land 
good butter, the trade will take care of itself. 


THE TARIFF. 


The recommendations of the Senate are now before the House of Representatives 
which, it is anticipated, will.have considered them and returned the Bill to the Senate 
this week. Very few changes from the duties now levied are likely to be made. 


THE HARVEST. 


Since writing with reference to the prospects of the coming wheat harvest, my views 
respecting the demand for Canadian hard wheat have been confirmed. Advices to 
hand say the harvest of Queensland isan assured failure, that of New South Wales 
about a third of a crop, and the position in Victoria and South Australia doubtful, but 
the probabilities are of a poor yield. I therefore beg to ask that standard samples of 
Manitoba grain be sent me at the earliest moment. Correspondence looking to business 
in grain has been initiated, but the receipt of these samples will aid in securing it. The 
large demand is likely to be for No. 1 Hard, as the bulk of the wheat harvested in 
Australia will probably be below the usual average quality, and a strong flour will be 
required to bring up the grade of that from home grown wheat.

Sir,—The last two weeks of August were characterised by rainfalls widespread 
and “of considerable extent over New South Wales, a portion of Queensland and of the 
other states. So far as this state is concerned they have been the most useful rains for 
years. It is not an assurance that the drought has broken up as the West is stall dry 
and more rains will be needed everywhere to ensure the advantages of that fallen, but 
certainly it has greatly changed the aspect of affairs for the better. The rains were 
followed by warm weather and grass at once sprung up and the necessity ot hand feed- 
ing flocks has passed away at the majority of the stations. 

The consequence has been a lowering in the price of many articles. Butter has 
gone down to a figure that prohibits imports from Canada and though there has not 
been a material lowering in the price of grains the market is in no mood for ordering 
for future delivery just now. Even under the changed aspect I do not think the next 
harvest will yield sufficient wheat to meet the home demand. In addition to flour bi 
expect that wheat, oats for oatmeal, barley for malting, and peas should be required 
from Canada. It is possible also that potatoes and onions could be sold here though 
hitherto California has monopolized the trade in onions. Correspondence is being con- 
ducted looking to business in all these lines. 

With the rain has come a brighter prospect for general trade. It will take more 
than one year of good seasons to restore the lost flocks and herds of New South Wales 
and Queensland but the rains have given hope. They will enable miners that have 
suspended to resume work. This in itself is an important advantage. 

Another factor is the probable early settlement of the tariff and the adoption of 
measures for facilitating inter-state trade. The provision in the Australian constitution 
which provides for a return to each State of three-fourths of the customs derived from 
goods consumed by its people necessitated a most elaborate system of bookkeeping and 
minute system of export entries for goods shipped from one State to another. It was 
much easier to import direct from abroad into each state than to transfer these imports, 
even where duty had been paid from one state to another. Efforts are being made to 
secure a much simpler process than that now used. As Sydney and Melbourne are the 
chief importing centres for Canadian goods anything that will facilitate inter-state trade 
will be helpful to Canadian business. 


THE COURSE OF THE TARIFF. 


The House of Representatives has now had the tariff before it three times and the 
Senate twice. First the House of Representatives passed it, and sent it to the Senate. 
That chamber considered the items, and sent back a message requesting that 103 amend- 
ments should be made. The larger half of these did not involve matters of principle, 
and the government took time to consider what should be done with them. As a result 
of its consideration it decided to agree to 45 out of the 103 requests, to disagree with 
53, and to offer compromise with regard to five. The House of Representatives in the 
main followed the government’s advice, but in some cases acted in opposition to it, and 
the result was that when the tariff schedule again reached the Senate there were a few 
ever 40 items in which the two Houses were not in accord. The Senate again went 
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through the schedule, and still further reduced the number of points of divergence. 
The following table sets them out :—

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This leaves cigars, butter, cheese, bacon and hams, paraffin wax, wheat, grain and 
pulse prepared N.E.I., hay and chaff, rice N.E.I. , apparel, hats and caps, silk and cotton 
socks and stockings, cement, ammunition, and articles imported for the official use of 
the Governor General as in the existing tariff 

It is anticipated that the Senate will accept these changes and that next week the 
tariff as thus amended will become law.

Str,—Since the last report I had the honour of addressing to you from Durban on 
June 14 last, I have visited Pietermaritzburg, Ladysmith, Newcastle and Johannesburg, 
and met in their respective places of business the leading importers of these cities. I 
have also interviewed the Executive Officers of the various Chambers of Commerce and 
was given the privilege of addressing the members at their several monthly meetings. 
Committees were afterwards named by some of the Chambers to meet and discuss with 
me the industries of Canada best suited to the requirements of South Africa, from whom 
I received very valuable assistance, and have succeeded in establishing communication 
between a large number of importers in this country and Canadian manufacturers of 
furniture, agricultural implements, boots and shoes, timber, woodenware, stoves, car- 
riages, cycles, and food products generally. I have also written to many Canadian 
business firms as to the necessity of improved methods of advertising. This 1s all the 
more important on account of our neighbours to the South, who are making a great thing 
out of their “prices current ” sent free of charge monthly to all South African merchants 
and containing a tremendous fund of information. The lists and prices are given of 
everything, including the latest specialties, and there are hundreds of illustrations and 
neat little pictures of exactly the thing required, I see this publication everywhere, 
and people wonder how it is that Canada, so wide awake in other matters, has not 
adopted similar methods. It has helped the neighboring country to get most of the 
trade in mowers, hay presses, two-furrow ploughs, corn shellers, many dairy appliances, 
and cheap native ploughs sold out here from thirty to thirty-five shillings, and used by 
thousands of Kaffir farmers. They have also the bulk of the trade in files because they 
are half the weight of the British, and fifteen per cent cheaper. In all kinds of car- 
penter’s and garden tools, lawn mowers, axes and axe-handles, medium priced, furniture, 
&e., our neighbours take the lead over British and German goods ; not so much perhaps, 
on account of cheapness, as in the packing and knack of getting their things in smaller 
bulk and thereby cheapening freights. The atrocious freight charges of the British and 
Continental Shipping Ring has also helped to divert trade to our own Continent, and 
now that a direct line from Canada to South Africa is announced, and hailed by African- 
ders with the greatest satisfaction our manufactures ought to be able to secure a fair 
share of the trade in timber, woodenware, furniture, carriages, boots and shoes, organs, 
cycles, &e., &c. Food products, including flour, cheese, butter, eggs, poultry, canned 
salmon, lobster, herrings, &c., crossing the Equator in cold storage compartments should 
find a ready sale also. The retail prices in Johannesburg for these articles of food are 
extraordinary high. Consignments of the articles mentioned, and two or three hundred 
barrels of choice 1902 apples should arrive by the first steamer and addressed to Cape 
Town, Port Elizabeth, Durban and Johannesburg. ‘The enterprising shippers I am sure 
will not regret this venture, as poor flavorless Tasmanian apples sell here two and three 
for a shilling. A Johannesburg merchant has given me an indent for 100 barrels of 
choice Canadian apples, (he proposes to give them away gratis to his customers) to 
cultivate their tastes for “the World’s best fruit.” For the information of exporters 
proposing to send travellers to South Africa, let me say that a commercial traveller is 
allowed to travel first class and second class rates, namely, two pence or four cents a 
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mile, and two hundred pounds of baggage free, and excess baggage is charged at one- 
half luggage rates. Hotel charges for commercial men are from twelve and six pence, 
to seventeen and six pence per day, and does not include the use of a sample room. I 
regret to say the barbarous Commercial Traveller Licence Tax is still in force throughout 
South Africa. This is a relic of the old Dutch and Boer ascendances, and it is hoped 
that Lord Milner’s personal government will lose no time in wiping it out; 
meanwhile the Cape and Orange River Colony charge jointly £25 or one hundred and 
twenty five dollars. The Transvaal £20 or one hundred dollars, and Natal £10 or 
fifty dollars. The Licenses expire at a fixed date and licenses having less than six 
months to run pay only a portion of the above sums. 

Trade has not commenced to boom in the Transvaal, as many expected it would at 
the close of the war. The establishment of peace had been largely discounted and 
prepared for. The business houses have large stocks on hand, and hundreds of thou- 
sands of pounds worth of all descriptions of goods are still lying at the various seaports 
awaiting transportation to the rand. Gradually as the troops are removed to the coast 
and the refugees restored to their homes the railways will be in a position to handle the 
legitimate traffic of the country, and when that time comes merchants of Johannesburg 
and elsewhere will be in a position to place extensive orders and then there will be a 
big rush of trade. In Johannesburg hundreds of buildings and dwelling houses will go 
up when building materials, now at the coast, can be obtained. Mechanics of all sorts 
and miners are walking the streets patiently awaiting the advent of these supplies to 
obtain work. Australia seems to be sending her sons by thousands to the Transvaal on 
account of the drought and failure of her resources generally. Johannesburg and other 
cities of South Africa will be spending largely in the near future for electric tramways, 
sanitation and other public works. New railways and extensions of the older ones are 
being projected. Steel rails and sleepers, passenger and flat cars will be needed. The 
Commissioner of Government railways is a Canadian. We have several car factories in 
Canada. Are they looking for a share of this business? If so I am sure they will 
receive something more than cold justice at the hands of this bright Canadian Adminis- 
trator. It is estimated that within the next five years one hundred and thirty million 
dollars worth of new mining machinery will be required in the Transvaal alone. What 
are the Canadian Rock drill and other mining machinery companies doing to secure a 
share of this trade? A big demand for agricultural machinery is bound to arise as the 
Boers get back to their farms and new settlers are placed. The rebuilding and stocking 
of the farm houses will cause a big demand for all sorts of materials. ‘The importation 
of food alone means a tremendous thing for commercial men, and no country in the world 
is in a better position to take advantage of this immense demand for the necessities of 
life than Canada. 

Before concluding I venture to copy a portion of an article in the Z’ransvaal Leader 
of last week. This is one of the most widely circulated newspapers in South Africa and 
is published in Johannesburg. It reflects the sentiments of nearly every Africander we 
meet, including Dutch and Boer, and is headed ‘Canadian Energy.’ 

‘For reasons which we shall not wait to analyse, Canada is the most popular of all 
the British Colonies. It is to-day the most energetic and most imperial of them all. 
We do not mean that others are less devoted to the Empire—he would be a rash man 
that would say that in South Africa—but the ancient traditions have found a healthy 
home there. ‘The vigorous French stock and the conservatism of agricultural pursuits, 
in a country where a man’s personality is not overwhelmed, where he is continually 
thrown upon his own resources, have developed a race of clean minded, strong limbed 
men and women, active, intelligent and quite free from the sordid views that arise with 
deadly facility in centres where the occupation of finance and speculation are supreme. 
‘We are content’ said Sir Wilfrid Laurier the other day, ‘ We are happy ; and Canada, 
‘like England, is the home of steady Government that changes only under compulsion. 
Our Government is better, more dignified, more elastic than that of the Americans. 
We want no change; we anticipate no change.’ And yet it is these stable folk that 
have shown the fullest measure of Imperial responsibility and the most business like 
suggestions foo practical action. While others have let their tongues and pens run 
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loose on vague oratory concerning Zolvereins, and other large and blessed words, Canada 
has instituted a sort’ of Imperial Intercolonial Trades Information Bureau, and this is 
backed by a subsidised line of steamships.’

Timber, all big contracts in the building trade here are at a standstill owing to the 
scarcity of material and must continue untill the Railway block at the coast towns 
eases off ; flooring boards are unobtainable, and windows are very scarce. 

Deals, 6 inch to 17 inch are 11 $d., 18 to 19 inch 1/, 20 feet and over 1/1 per foot. 

It must be remembered however that prices will be lowered to some extent when 
the blockade at the coast ports is raised and the railways are able to send goods as 
formerly to the interior. The mines at the Rand and elsewhere are buyiug very little 
food products or anything else, only enough to keep the batteries going as practically no 
new work is in progress through the shortage of native labour, but very shortly the 
mines will be running as before the war.

2. An agent in London is prepared to buy heavy scrap brass on behalf of Canadian 


houses, if desired ; he is also open to take up agencies for the sale in the United King- 
dom of doors, sashes, caskets, frames, &c.

CANADIAN SHIPPERS OF PACKING CASES. 


3. Inquiry is made by a firm in the north of England for names of Canadian ship- 
pers of packing cases in a knock down condition.

Report OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. C. EB. Sontum.) 


CuristiANa, Norway, October 3, 1902. 
The Honourable 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa, Canada. 


Sir,—Confirming my report for the quarter ending June 30, I herewith have the 
honour to forward report for the quarter ending September 30, 1902. 

On account of the very cold and dry summer and early frosts now in the fall, the 
harvest in these countries is more or less a failure, and in many districts in Norway and 
Sweden, it will be a hard winter to meet for the farmers. Even of hay for, the cattle, 
there is a large shortage, and it is said that not since the year 1812 has the crops of 
every kind been such a total failure. As a consequence, there will be imported large 
quantities of grain and breadstuffs during the coming year, and the import has already 
commenced. Only with the last steamer from New York, there arrived in the neighbour- 
hood of 8,000 sacks of wheat flour and several hundred barrels of rolled oats. I have 
time and time again called the attention of different Canadian millers to the possibilities 
for a steady and large export of their products to these countries, but it seems as though 
they are not aware of the importance of this market. I should be pleased to take up 
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correspondence with one or more mills, who might be interested in having their products 
introduced here, in the Scandinavian countries ; but as the time is already far advanced, 
it would be the best if they sent samples and quotations at once. The usual packing 
here for wheat flour is in sacks of 100 kilogrammes = 2204 lbs. net, and for rolled oats, 
in barrels of usual size, and half barrels. Considerable rolled oats is also imported in 
sacks of 50 kilogrammes. . The buyers always desire the prices cast, freight and insur- 
ance paid to Scandinavian ports. 

According to a report published by the Statistical Bureau in Copenhagen, the value 
of goods imported for consumption in Denmark during the year 1901, amounted to 
397-2 millions of kroner. The value of home produced goods for export to foreign 
countries during the same period, amounted to 292:0 millions of kroner. Thus the 
difference between import and export is 105:2 millions of kroner. 

Comparing these figures with those of the preceding three years, the following 
general result will be obtained.

The excess of imports over exports in 1901, is therefore 29-1 millions kroner less 
than in 1900, which is a consequence of a fall of 4:6 per cent on imports, and a rise of 
3°6 per cent on exports. Compared to the average excess value of imports in 1898-1900, 
viz.: 130°9 millions kroner, the decrease in 1901 amounts to one fifth, (25:7 millions 
kroner) exclusively arising from increased exports.

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(F.) TRADE CONDITIONS, YUKON TERRITORY. 


REPORT OF SPECIAL TRADE COMMISSIONER 
(Mr. Geo. Anderson.) 


Toronto, October 1, 1902. 


Honourable Sir Ricoarp Cartwricut, G.C.M.G. 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa. 


HonovuraBLe S1r.—In accordance with instructions received, I have pleasure in 
submitting my report as Special Trade Commissioner, regarding trade conditions in the 
Yukon Territory. 

The rush to the Yukon Gold Fields is so recent that it is scarcely necessary to 
recall. 

Early in 1897, when the richness of the Klondyke was heralded to the outside 
world, men of all ranks in life and from all countries, headed for the far north of Canada. 
Steamers from Pacific Coast ports, both in Canada and the United States, were loaded 
with passengers and necessary supplies, and on arriving at Skagway or Dyea, in Alaska, 
the difficulties of the journey only commenced. There were almost impossible mountain 
passes to be climbed and supplies had to be carried up to the summit on horseback, 
muleback, by dog train and by the patient traveller. Again and again did the stampeder 
ascend the mountain only again to descend to take another load on his back to the 
mountain top. In the spring of 1898, thousands were camped on the shores of Lakes 
Lindeman and Bennet, all busy building boats and rafts so that on the opening of 
navigation they might float or drift or paddle down the swift current of the Great Yukon 
River, nearly 500 miles to the city of gold. The warm spring time came and the rush 
down the river eommenced, and crafts by the hundreds could be counted. Bonanza 
Creek, where the first strike was made, empties into the Klondyke River about three 
miles from its mouth. 

Near the mouth of the Klondyke, which empties into the Yukon River, there was 
a flat surrounded by steep hills, and it was here the eager gold hunters, estimated at 30, 
000, built their cabins or pitched their tents and founded what is now the prosperous 
and progressive City of Dawson. The stories of the richness of the field were all true, 
and future operations have proved that the placer mining camp of the Yukon is the most 
productive the world has ever known. Elated with success, along with the difficulties 
of securing supplies, commodities were sold at fabulous prices and a condition of business 
created unique in history. 

Reaching Dawson, the capital of the Yukon Territory, during the summer month, 
is now an easy proposition. On reaching Vancouver, over the Canadian Pacific Railway 
the good steamer “Princess May” of the Canadian Pacific Navigation Line, leaves the 
dock bound for Skagway, Alaska, a journey of 900 miles on the Pacific Ocean, but as 
we thread our way among the Islands we find that 800 miles of the journey is really 
like a river trip down the St. Lawrence. The majestic scenery, the mountain peaks, the 
snow clad hills, the immense glaziers, the beautiful inland bays, the intricate navigation, 
it is impossible to describe. 

Arriving at Skagway, three days later, we there take the White Pass and Yukon 
Railway for the town of White Horse, situated on the Yukon River, a distance of 110 
miles from Skagway. For the first 20 miles rising 44 feet to the hundred it seems 
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impossible that any engineer could succeed in finding a way through the difficult pass. 
In due time wearrive at White Horse, there to go on board one of the magnificent 
steamers of the British Yukon Navigation Co. We sail down the Yukon River for 450 
miles and 48 hours after leaving White Horse, arrive in the city of Dawson. 


DAWSON 


Is very beautifully located on the Yukon River at the base of the Dome Mountain. 
The streets and avenues are well laid out. The business houses and dwellings are 
constructed of wood, with the exception of one or two brick warehouses, and some large 
warehouses of corrugated iron. There are of course a number of cosy log cabins 
reminding us of the earlier settlers of four or five years ago. 

The Administration Building, the Governor’s residence and the Court House, Post 
Office, Public School and the Bank of Commerce are all creditable buildings, heated by 
steam and lighted by electricity. 

Mention should be made of the four commodious and comfortable Churches which 
are well attended. 

The city affairs are administered by a Municipal Council, elected for the first time 
this year. 

Dawson City is a very orderly, well conducted city, and contains a population at 
present between 6,000 and 7,000. 


CANADIAN AND FOREIGN BUSINESS. 


It having been reported that Canadian manufactures and merchants were getting 
a small per centage of the business of the Territory, I made careful inquiry, and have 
much pleasure in submitting the following statement showing that Canadian firms are 
securing a fair share of the trade. This can be further increased by following closely 
the various items and noting the remarks regarding each item.

BUSINESS. 


The business of Dawson is undergoing a change, and is becoming more of a whole 
sale or distributing centre. Stores are being established on the creeks in the neighbour- 
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hood of the mining operations, and miners will hereafter purchase a large share of their 
supplies nearer their work. This will lessen the retail trade of the city, and a number 
now in business will find it difficult to continue. Some argue that the closing of the 
gambling houses and dance halls has proved a direct injury to the business. With this 
view I cannot agree. It is better that business should find more legitimate channels. 
The tendency of trade is towards the larger houses controlling the business. This can 
be accounted for by their purchasing direct frony manufacturers, saving the middlemen’s 
profit, the obtaining of lower freight rates which is itself a-handsome profit. 


COMMODITIES. 


Belting—leather and rubber. —On account of the large quantity of machinery in 
operation, there is a considerable demand for belting, Which is now purchased chiefly 
from Canadian manufacturers and dealers. The sales will increase, as additional 
machinery is sure to be introduced. 

Blankets—gray and white.—Are bought through Canadian jobbers, and are mostly 
Canadian make. A few of the finer qualities of English white blankets are bought 
through the same channels. 

Beer and aie.—In the first few years the ale and beer imported came forward in 
bottles, and chiefly from the United States. Latterly it is being shipped in barrels and 
casks, and the total consumption is United States production, with the exception of a 
small quantity of Guiness’s stout and Bass’s ale. 

Butter.—About two or three years ago some inferior butter was received from 
Eastern Canada, which injured the market for Canadian brands, and latterly nearly all 
is now being imported from the United States. It is put up in 4+ and $ barrels and in 
cases, the quarter and half barrel packages being in brine. Creamery butter is put up 
in two pound tins, also in brine, and it is in this way that it is preferred. Latterly a 
limited quantity from New Westminister, B.C., is finding a market and giving excellent 
satisfaction. Too great care cannot be exercised by Canadian shippers in having the 
butter of first class quality and properly put up, as only in this way can the market for 
butter be redeemed by Canadian firms. 

Biscurts,—-It is a pleasure to say that Canadian biscuits are well put up, reach 
the market in excellent order and give unbounded satisfaction. Consequently they 
command the trade. 

Boots and Shoes.—Certain makes in mens’ boots are perfectly satisfactory and 
probably 60 per cent are of Canadian manufacture. In Ladies the finer lines are 
American. ‘The purchases are probably 50 per cent of Canadian and 50 per cent of 
American. . 

Boilers.—To give an idea of the demand, last fall at the close of navigation, 125 
boilers were in stock at Dawson, and all were sold before the first of March. The verti- 
cal boilers, are from 6 to 20 horse power which are used in small properties. Horizontal 
boilers from 20 to 75 horse power are in great demand, some being of the locomotive 
type. Those light in construction and most economical in fuel consumption are pre- 
ferred. The cost of transportation to Dawson is a very heavy item, and again to the 
mine location the cost is largely augmented. 

Clothing.—In ready-made clothing the sales are largely United States goods. A 
large percentage of the population are Americans, and buyers for the large commercial 
companies say that the United States clothing is more stylish in finish and more desir- 
able in cut than Canadian clothing. The bulk of this trade can readily be secured by 
Canadian firms, as it is generally admitted that Canadian clothing is better in material 
and quite equal to any in the market. 

Cigars.—A large quantity are imported direct from Havana. Those known as 
Domestic are about half American and half Canadian. The consumption is large and 
there are good opportunities for pushing the sale of Canadian made goods. With the 
establishment of an Inland Revenue office at Dawson, for which provision has been 
made, the sales of Canadian cigars should increase.. There are excellent opportunities 
in this line, 
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Carpets.— Purchased chiefly from Canadian manufacturers and jobbers. British 
carpets are also bought from Canadian carpet dealers. With the erection of more 
modern houses the demand should increase and there is a good chance to push carpet 
lines. 

Cattle, Sheep aud Hogs.—Nearly all come from Calgary and the North-west 
Territories. The Pacific Storage Company have very large cold storage facilities at 
Dawson and their imports this summer were :—1,000 head cattle, 2,000 sheep and 200 
hogs. Competent authorities estimate that the total receipts of live stock in 1901, 
were :—-cattle, 5,500; sheep, 10,000; hogs, 2,500, and in 1902 will be :—cattle, 3,500 ; 
sheep, 5,000; Hogs, 1,200. 

Candles.—The consumption in candles by the miners is very large. They are pur- 
chased mainly in the United States, although a few from Sarnia, Ontario, have lately 
made their appearance. They are mostly paraftine wax and composite. The Standard 
Oil Co., having an agency in Dawson, secure the bulk of the trade. 

Cream, E'vaporated.—Yormerly condensed milk was largerly used. Now evaporated 
cream is displacing the milk, andthe sales are 90 per cent Canadian, and found to be 
very satisfactory. 

Chemicals and Drugs.—Proprietory articles are purchased from the manufacturers 
direct and other lines from Canadian jobbers. 

Crockery.—Purchased through Canadian jobbers. Complaints are made that when 
firsts are bought the order is filled with seconds, and some of the leading merchants in 
Dawson say they will import direct from England another season. 

Dry Goods, general.—Supplied principally from eastern wholesale dealers and busi- 
ness very satisfactory. 

Doors and Sash.—Probably 50 per cent Canadian and 50 per cent American. 
Shipments recently from British Columbia are reported of excellent quality. As better 
houses will continue to be constructed the demand must increase. 

Eaplosives.— At present there is a limited demand for powder and dynamite, but if 
quarts should be discovered the requirements will largely increase. Principally pro- 
cured at present from Canadian manufacturers. 

Electrical appliances.—The larger quantity from United States firms and said to 
be 30 per cent cheaper than Canadian goods. There is a good opportunity to secure 
trade in this line. 

Eggs.—A large percentage from the United States. Great care should be taken 
in selecting only eggs of first class quality, as the freight enters largely into the cost at 
destination. All eggs should be carefully handled before shipment. Eggs are packed 
in cases containing 30 dozen. Latterly some shipments have been made from British 
Columbia and reported very satisfactory. 

Enyines.—The quantity of machinery within a radius of Dawson is probably 
unequalled in any mining camp on the continent. The engines used are both vertical 
and horizontal for running centrifugal pumps and for hoisting ranges from 10 to 50 
horse power. Should be durable, light and compact. These are nearly all of United 
States manufacture. The demand will continue and Canadian engine builders should 
by an energetic effort secure the bulk of the trade. 

Flour.—The Canadian millers have easily 90 per cent of the trade, and is pro- 
nounced A 1 in quality. A few shipments from California for pastry purposes also 
reach the market. 

Furniture.—Nearly all Canadian, and satisfactory, although some dealers say that 
improvement might be made in finishing. 

Fur garments and robes :—All purchased from Canadian houses. 

Fruits, dried.—Prunes, apricots, peaches and raisins from California. 

Fruits, canned.—Ninety per cent are Canadian, and are considered superior. I 
might be permitted to suggest that the labels might be more attractive. They should be 
packed in strong cases to prevent damage in transit. 

Felt boots and shoes.—Principally American and occasionally bought through Cana- 
dian jobbers. A very large demand in winter. 

Granite ware.—Exclusively Canadian. Very satisfactory. 
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Hats.—English and American. The English purchased through Canadian dealers. 
Some of the American finer lines also sold. 

Horses.—Nearly all from Calgary and North-west Territories. 

Hay.—This is put up in compressed bales, and comes mainly from Washington 
Territory, east of the mountains. It is certainly well cured, fresh and green, and exe 
quality. Canadian firms are making an effort to secure the trade for earls hay 
grown north of the boundary line in British Columbia. Some idea of the quantity 
used may be formed, when it is known that 28,000 bales were shipped via St. Michaels 
during the present season. 

Hardware.—In house building, house furnishing and general hardware Canadian 
firms are getting the business and the trade in this line is satisfactory. 

Iron, bar.—Supplied by Canadian Roller Mills. 

Tron pipe.—This is nearly all supphed by United States firms. Some Canadian 
pipe was found split and unfit for use. All sizes from 3 up for mining and steam 
fitting required, also extra heavy hydraulic piping 4,3 7 and ‘io There is a large market 
for steel hydraulic pipe from 8 to 30 inches, punched, rolled and ready to be riveted 
and nested for shipment. As hydraulicing increases, a very large quantity will be 
required. Canadian firms should look up this business. 

Lumber.—Is coming from British Columbia, besides there is a quantity of local 
manufactured. 

Liquors and Wines.—The consumption is principally Canadian and Scotch whiskey 
with a limited quantity of American Bourbon. Probably 75 per cent is Canadian. 
French brandies and wines and Scotch whiskies are purchased through Montreal 
agents. Gins are half Holland and half Canadian. Wines are half French and half 
California. 

Musical Instruments.— Pianos and organs, Canadian. A small demand which will 
increase with the opening up and development of the country. 

Mulk, condensed.—NSale is diminishing, being displaced by evaporated cream, which 
is nearly all Canadian product and gives excellent satisfaction. 

Meats —The sale of canned meats is gradually growing smaller, fresh meats 
taking their place. There is a good cold storage plant in Dawson, and the company 
controlling it are importing frozen beef and mutton from Australia and poultry from 
the United States. Meats from Australia come in steamers carrying refrigerating com- 
partments. Australia to Victoria, thence to Nome, Alaska and thence up the Yukon 
river steamers to Dawson. 

Miner's Picks.—A very large sale of drifting picks used and require to be made of 
special tempered steels. Some of the large dealers are submitting their own pattern 
to the manufacturers. This trade is worth attention 

Oats.—Are being purchased in the United States. The colour and quality is extra. 
Some very choice oats, plump and weighing about 40 pounds to the bushel have reached 
the market from the Edmonton district. The sale of the Canadian product should be 
largely increased by an effort. Nearly 30,000 sacks of oats have come in via St. Mich- 
aels this present summer. ; 

Ouls, illuminating and lubricating.—The Standard Oil Co., have an agency at 
Dawson and the trade is entirely m their hands. 

Paper.—F¥or building paper there is a large demand and the Canadians have this 
well in hand. 

Potatoes.— Principally imported trom California and Oregon, as the British Colum- 
bia potatoes do not mature in time to reach Dawson before the close of Navigation. 

In evaporated potatoes, sliced from Germany are considered the best, but the Can- 
adian Se are securing a Peas share of the trade. 

, 8 and 10-inch are in use and as big 
plants ah aanniine to increase, so will the demand for steam pumps. 

Rope.—Wire rope for hoisting from } to 3-inch, principally t-inch largely used, 
purchased in the United States. The demand will incr ease as large plants are 
installed. 
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Rubber Packing.—A large market. Canadians are now getting a share but they 
have not more than half of the trade. 

Rubber Boots.—To give an idea of the quantity used there were 15 tons of old worn 
out rubbers shipped from Dawson to a United States Pacific port as junk one day in 
August, 1902. Some Canadian rubbers shipped a few years ago proved very inferior 
and unsatisfactory, and since then the main purchases have been from the United 
States. Careful nursing, an energetic effort and a first-class article will again secure 
the trade for Canadian firms. 

ftubber Hose.—Very extensively used, especially }-inch for steam purposes to con- 
nect steam pipes to thawing points. A good market and Canadians are not getting 
their share. 

foad Scrapers.—These are used in considerable quantity in mining operations. 
They are soon worn out. Canadians by pushing can secure the trade. 

_ Sugar.—Granulated and cube principally from the United States. British 
Columbia refiners are sending some, but are only getting a small share of the trade. 
Active competition should command more business. 

Salt.—Entirely from Windsor, Ontario, and every one praises the quality. 

Stoves and Cooking Ranges.—Are nearly all Canadian. A good size fuel box and 
a large oven are required. A number of sheet steel heating stoves are used. The 
trade seems to be well distributed among the leading Canadian manufacturers. 

Syrups.—-Maple syrup put up in one-half and one gallon tins required. Golden 
syrup from British Columbia. This trade practically in the hands of the Canadians. 

Salted and Smoked Meats.— Altogether American hams and bacon used. I presume 
the development and increase of our trade with Britain has prevented Canadian packers 
and curers from going after the Yukon trade. Certainly the quality of the Canadian 
meats will secure the trade whenever our packers desire it. 

Salmon, canned.—The superiority of the British Columbia stock is acknowledged 
and commands the trade. 

Sluice Forks.—A very large quantity used and principally Canadian. 

Shovels, Miners.—Half spring, long handled and the preference given to American 
manufacture. A few of Canadian make are finding a market. By complying with the 
needs of the buyers there is no reason why Canadian goods should not command the 
business. 

Saddlery and Harness.—Nearly all supplied by Canadian houses. 

Soap.—For toilet soap English and American. In laundry soap probably 50 per 
cent American and 50 per cent Canadian. Canadian soap manufacturers should look 
up this business. 

Tobacco.—W hile there is a small quantity of Canadian sold by the dealers, the 
bulk is American importation. It is expected that the Inland Revenue Office, about to 
be established in Dawson, will assist the sale of Canadian tobacco. 

Underwear.—Cheaper grades are Canadian, and the better lines English and 
American. 

Vinegar.——The vinegar is concentrated one to twelve to save high freight charges, 
and chiefly of German manufacture. : 

Vegetables, canned.—Nearly all Canadian and giving excellent satisfaction. Bought 
from members of the Canners Association. . 

Wagons.—A large number of what is known as ‘farmers wagons’ coming from 
Canadian makers. The heavy mining mountain and Stage wagons are nearly all 
American. Teaming to the various camps and mines and stage wagons require to be of 
special strong construction, as heavy loads are carried using four and six horses to the 
team.

GOLD MARKET. 


The gold dust and nuggets are now purchased by the bank or sent by express to 
outside markets. Some of the leading men of Dawson are of the opinion that the gov- 
ernment should establish an assay office and purchase the gold. There is a splendidly 
equipped government assay office at Vancouver and it might not be advisable to 
establish others at various points. If a market could be found for gold at assay 
value less the cost of transportation, insurance and eastern exchange, it would cer- ~ 
tainly be in the interests of the district. 


COAL. 


Bituminous coal of a good quality has been found at various points and is being 
mined at Five Fingers, Rock Creek and at White Horse, the terminus of the White 
Pass Railroad. The latter coal has been tested on the locomotives of the railroad and 
pronounced equal in quality to the Comox coal of Vancouver Island. 
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COPPER 


Has also been discovered near White Horse. ‘The mine has lately been examined 
by large capitalists with the view of further development.

SHIPPING INSTRUCTIONS. 


Although the Yukon Territory and Atlin, in British Columbia, are in Canada, 
shippers will carefully observe that it is absolutely necessary to follow instructions given 
below. It will enable customers to get speedy delivery and prevent confusion and 
delay. 

All goods consigned as above must pass through a foreign country (Alaska) before 
reaching destination. 

Via St. Michael’s.—Goods arriving at seaports in British Columbia in transit in 
bond may be entered for exportation to St. Michael on the usual form. Goods of Cana- 
cian origin or foreign goods, duty paid in Canada, when transported as aforesaid, may 
be pod into awe Sakon Territory free of duty, if the invoices thereof (in duplicate) 
are certified by the Canadian exporter before a customs officer in accordance with form 
which follows :—

DOMINION OF CANADA CUSTOMS REGULATIONS GOVERNING SHIPMENT OF GOODS INTO 


BRITISH TERRITORY VIA SKAGWAY. 


Considerable delay and confusion has been caused in the past by shippers not under- 
standing the requirements of the Dominion Customs Department. The following infor- 
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mation is given for the guidance of shippers, and the instructions herein contained 
must be strictly adhered to. 


Shipments of Goods from Canadian ports destined to points in British Territory, 
via Skagway, must be accompanied by :— 


Two (2) certified copies of invoices (certified clause not necessary on these). 

Three (3) copies of Bills of Lading, and 

Four (4) copies of Canadian Customs special steamer and railway manifest must be 
made out, one of which is to be filed by the purser with customs at point of 
origin, and three copies sent with goods to Skagway. 

Each package must be plainly marked, “showing consignee and destination and con- 
tents of package. 

Invoices must show the exact number of packages and this number must agree with 
the number on Bill of Lading. 

Goods shipped from Canadian ports to points in British Territory via Ss in 
bond, are bonded through the United States territory free. 

All of the above papers are necessary for customs purposes at Skagway. 


ROUTES. 


The season of nav igé ation is open four and a half months in the year, from May 20 
until October 10. 

There are two routes.—I|st. From any Pacific Coast port to Skagway in Alaska, 
thence via White Pass railway, crossing the boundary between Alaska and Yukon 
Territory at the summit and then on to “White Horse on the Yukon river, a total dis- 
tance by rail of 110 miles. From White Horse by boat down the leon river a dis- 
tance of 450 miles to Dawson. The British Yukon Navigation Co., a branch of the 
White Pass Railway system, operate nearly all the boats on the upper river, there being 
three or four independent boats. 

2nd. From Pacific Coast ports via ocean steamer to St. Michael’s in Alaska near 
the mouth of the Yukon river, then transferred to river boats and up the Yukon river 
to Dawson, a distance of 1,650 miles. 

This trip takes about thirty days. The steamers .both on the Pacific and on the 
river via St. Michael's are operated and controlled by two large commercial companies 
doing business in Dawson, viz. :— 

The Northern Commercial Gomoeng with headquarters at San Francisco, and the 
North American Trading and Transportation Company with head office at Chicago, 
Iiinois, and main office at Seattle, Washington Territory. 

When Navigation is closed the route is via Skagway by White Pass Railway to 
White Horse, thence by stage or carrier by the winter road just constructed, a distance 
of 300 miles. The government have just completed a new winter road shortening the 
distance from 370 miles to.300 miles as above. 


DIFFICULTIES. 


One of the main difficulties in doing business is the unavoidableness of having all 
goods deliver ed duri ing the season of navigation. This necessitates the storing of very 
large stocks ; one company will have over $2,500,000 worth of me cranoigs in their 
warehouse at the beginning of the winter season, and it can be readily seen how difticult 
it is to estimate closely the requirements for so lengthened a period. The insurance 
rates are very high, the freight in many instances largely exceeds the first cost of the 
goods, the probabilities of deterioration during the cold weather is considerable and the 
cost of help is expensive. or all these reasons it is costly to do business, and prices of 
necessaries are consequently high. The miner and the working man must have good 
wages to maintain himself and his family, and it is very difticult for the individual miner 
to earn sufficient wages operating his own claim under present conditions. There was 
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universal complaint about excessive freight rates over the White Pass Railway system. 
Their published tariff will be found elsewhere in this report. If, as was stated, the 
large buyer is able to make contracts for large shipments at much lower rates than the 
smaller buyer, then one thing is sure the small dealer will soon be out of business or be 
compelled to purchase from the large trader. 

What is wanted is an equitable rate to all, and this I believe would be satisfactory 
to the merchants of Dawson. Reduced transportation rates are absolutely necessary to 
the welfare of the business community. It is only fair to mention that the earnings of 
the railways are largely earned during the four and a half months of navigation, and the 
total tonnage is comparatively small, probably by both routes this season 28,000 tons. 


FUTURE DEVELOPMENTS. 


Canada has a great heritage in the Northern Territories, indeed the area is equal 
to a vast empire. It may be a frozen land for months in the year, but the climate is 
no less favourakle than the province of Manitoba and the North-west Territories. The 
future just depends on the activity of our development. We will never know what we 
have until a railroad is built to the Great North through Canadian Territory, and as 
soon as practicable this ought to be done. The government, with commendable energy 
and foresight, have erected a telegraph line over two thousand miles to Dawson and I 
trust the time is not far distant when it will be followed by a railroad line. 


FUTURE MINING PROSPECTS. 


It is difficult to estimate the output in the years to come, and I leave the solution ot 
this question in the hands of the Department of Mines, whose efficient Superintendent has 
lately investigated the whole district. That the production has fallen off during the past 
two years there is not the slighest doubt, but with improved methods in mining operations 
now being rapidly introduced, it is expected that thenext few years will prove more 
fruitful. Practical miners have every confidence in the district and from the number 
of claims that daily are being recorded, there must be a large area unprospected and 
undeveloped. It is true there are claims in a state of suspended anima ion that may 
again be profitably operated. 

The question of quartz mining, which would certainly give permanency to the 
camp, is yet in the balance. There is evidence that the gold nuggets now being taken 
from the placer mines by their marked angular and unworn character has not travelled 
long distances and are of local origin. Samples of quartz has been brought into Dawson 
and the assay value would indicate that it could be worked to great advantage. Tam 
pleased to see that the government propose establishing two experimental stamp mills 
which is certainly encouraging to quartz prospectors, as they will soon be able to 
estimate the worth of their finds. Everything should be done to encourage the placer 
or quartz prospector as on their primary work the future of the district depends. 
Considerable complaint, and I think justly, is made regarding the large concessions 
which are not being worked. My opinion is the concession, are and also the small 
owner should be compelled to work their claims within a reasonable time or abandon 
their rights. Claims held for speculative purposes retard the progress of the district. 


METHODS OF MINING. 


I am indebted to J. B. Tyrrell, Esq., C.E., for the following article, and I am sure 
it will prove of interest to readers of this report :— 

In the summer of 1896, gold was discovered in Bonanza Creek, and during the winter 
of 1896 and 1897, shafts were sunk through the alluvial gravel in Eldorado, Bonanza and 
other creeks, and the richness of many of the claims in the valley-bottoms was proved 
beyond question. ‘The ground was found to be permanently frozen to an unknown 
depth from the surface. The miners who had, during the previous decade, been working 
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on Forty Mile River and its tributaries, had been accustomed to divert the water of the 
stream on which they were working into several longitudinal ditches cut in the “muck” 
or vegetable mould on the surface, and pick the muck down into the running water, 
~which would carry it away. In this way the muck which might have a depth of from 
six to ten feet might be entirely or almost entirely removed. 

The gravel stripped of its covering of “muck” was then allowed to thaw under the 
influence of the sun and wind and was afterwards shovelled into sluice boxes and the 
gold removed therefrom. This process was suitable only when the thickness of the 
alluvial deposits were not great, say between ten and fifteen feet. When it was deeper 
some other method had to be adopted and shafts were sunk by building fire after fire in 
the same place and digging out the thawed ground and raising it to the surface. When 
bedrock was reached, on top of which the richest ground was usually found, fires were 
laid around the sides of the bottom of the shaft so sunk and the thawed dirt raised to 
the surface with a bucket and a windlass. In this way a chamber often fifty or sixty 
feet in diameter was excavated at the bottom of each shaft and these chambers might 
be connected so as to undermine a large area. 

This process which is known as drifting with wood fires was only applicable i in 
winter, for in summer the fires would thaw far | more ground than was necessary and the 
carbonic acid gas generated by the fires would not run from the cool underground 
chambers or drifts, but would remain in them for days, making access to them impossible. 
Besides, even in winter the process used a large quantity “of wood and was slow and 
expensive. 

In the winter of 1898 and 1899 and during the following years, various devices 
were adopted for thawing the ground without the aid of wood fires, but of these the one 
that is now almost univer sally adopted is the boiler generating steam to a pressure of 
about 100 lbs. to the square inch, from which the steam is conducted in pipes and flexible 
hose to ‘‘points” which are driven into the gravel or underlying bedrock while the steam 
is turned into them. Each point, if steamed for twelve hours, will thaw from four to 
five cubic yards of dirt. This process is known as drifting with steam, and as it does 
not generate any noxious gasses underground, it is equally applicable both in summer 
and winter. 

Instead of using live steam and points to thaw the gravel, some miners are using 
pulsometers and others force pumps to thaw it it alae to being hoisted to the surface. 
The gravel that is mined in winter is hoisted to the surf unl for merly by a hand-wind- 
lass, ‘but now by a steam hoist, and piled there until spring, when it is shovelled into 
sluice boxes. That which is hoisted in summer is dumped directly into a sluice box, 
when the gold is washed from it immediately. 

In this method of working the following might be taken as a list of the necessary 
articles of machinery :—1 boiler 20 to 50 horse ee ; | hoisting engine 12 horse power ; 
500 feet ¢ steel cable; 300 feet # steel cables; 1 self- dumping bucket carrier capable 
of carrying one ton ; 210 points 5 ves long hydraulic pipe ; 400 feet one inch pipe ; 300 
feet #-inch pipe ; 500 feet 3-inch pipe ; 150 feet steam hose; one 8 horse power engine ; 
one 24 inch circular saw; 1 small portable saw-mill; forge ; anvil; blacksmiths tools ; 
carpenters tools; 1 No. 5 pulsometer ; 1-2 d-inch Wor thington duplex pump. 

The first method, known as open cutting, is still used in 1 shallow ground, but instead 
of shovelling the bottom gravel into the sluice boxes by hand it is now scraped in by 
scrapers drawn by horses or a reversible hoist. The pit is drained by a centrifugal 
pump, and the water for sluicing is often raised by a centrifugal pump. 

In one place, when the ground i is not frozen, a large dre dee i is working successfully, 
while on some of the hill gravels, where water can be obtained at shght cost, the gravel 
is being moved and sluiced very cheaply by a hydraulic giant. 

The methods briefly outlined above are the groundwork of all the mining in the 
district. Without a relatively large initial outlay for plant, very little of bye ground 
can now be worked successfully. 


BANKS. 


At Dawson there are branches of the Canadian Bank of Commerce and the Bank 
of British North America, both doing large business. The interest rates vary from one 
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per cent to two per cent per month. These banks purchase all the gold offered and 
make collections for their customers. 


AGRICULTURAL PROBABILITIES. 


Professor Macoun, Botanist of the Department of Agriculture at Ottawa, visited 
the district this summer, and I venture to predict his report will be most interesting as 
to the agricultural prospects of the Yukon Territory. 

The agricultural possibilities, I believe, are unbounded, and that there are millions 
of acres in this great new unknown possession susceptible of cultivation. I am quite 
aware that this statement will be discredited by many, but some of us remember that 
less than a quarter of a century ago many were of the opinion that Manitoba and our 
North-west Territories were uninhabitable and uncultivable. 


HON. J. H. ROSS: 


It is proper that I should bear testimony to the great esteem in which all classes of 
the community have for the Hon. J. H. Ross, Governor of the Yukon Territory. He is 
known as a gentleman worthy of respect, a fair, upright and righteous administrator. It 
is hoped that he will soon recover from his present illness, which, it is thought, has 
occurred from overwork in his anxiety to attend to public business. 


NORTH-WEST MOUNTED POLICE. 


The citizens speak in terms of praise of this fine body of men. Foreigners, as_ well 
as Canadians, informed me that they were of the opinion their equal as a police force 
were not to be found. They are a terror to evil-doers and a praise to them that do well. 


HOW TO INCREASE CANADIAN BUSINESS. 


By caretully studying the remarks under the various items the manufacturer or 
merchant can readily see in what lines Canadian business can be increased. In few 
instances would it pay to send travellers such a distance at a large expenditure, and 
those desiring business connection must themselves be the best judge. 

The largest dealers send their buyers to the primary markets and purchase very 
little from travelling salesmen who visit Dawson. . 

There is no doubt that a good machinery salesman could secure large orders for 
Canadian firms, as the demand for boilers, pumps and engines, é&c., is very large, and 
will continue. 

When orders are received they should be promptly acknowledged and promptly 
filled, and great care should be taken in packing goods properly, securely and safely, 
remembering the long distance to be carried. 

There is no use sending inferior goods to the Yukon, as they are prepared to pay 
for a good article, and satisfactory qualities will command future business. In catering 
for the Yukon trade or for any new market it must be remembered that conditions, 
climate, styles and requirements may be quite different from those of our own market, 
and in building up an export trade, which this virtually is, although in Canada, an 
intelligent study of the whole situation must be made. Producers and manufacturers 
will require to adapt themselves to the position and make an effort to supply such articles 
as are suitable to the requirements of the people whose trade they seek in price, form 
and quality. 


ATLIN, BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


I also visited Atlin, B. C., which also enjoyed a boom during the Klondike. excite- 
ment. 
Atlin is reached from Caribou, a station 67 miles from Skagway. 
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During the season of navigation the steamer Gleaner of the British Yukon Navi- 
gation Co., makes semi-weekly trips through Lakes Nares, Tagish and Taku Arm to 
Taku. At Taku there is a portage of about two miles traversed by a tramway (pro- 
bably the shortest railway in the world) to the western shore of Atlin Lake and the lake 
is crossed by steamer in half an hour where you land at beautiful Atlin, a town of 
about 500 inhabitants. . 

The scenery of this district could scarcely be surpassed, and I think this region 
will yet be visited by thousands as a health and summer resort. The climate and 
opportunities for fishing and hunting are all that could be desired. 

The outlook in Atlin district, is very hopeful and encouraging and the gold produc- 
tion this year shows a considerable increase over last year, the total amount being 
$500,000. The Atlin camp is of course smaller than the Klondike field ; the number 
of men working placer ground being nearly 800 as below :— 
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I visited Pine and Spruce Creeks and all the miners I met were very cheerful 
and well satisfied with their operations. There did not seem to be an idle man in the 
whole district. The number of claims recorded in the district, 1,600. 

New and up to date methods are being introduced, and mine owners are preparing 
for extensive developments. Quartz has been discovered and some experimental ship- 
ments are being made for analysis, which it is hoped will prove favourable. 

The merchants are contented and distinctively Canadian in their sentiments. All 
that I have said in reference to the commodities and freight rates and other difficulties 
existing in the Yukon territory will apply to this field. There is an abundant supply 
of water for slucing purposes which is a great advantage in cleaning up. 

This district is entirely under the jurisdiction of the provincial government of 
British Columbia. The government building, the headquarters of the gold commis- 
sioner and other government officials, are very commodious and comfortable. 

The president and members of the board of trade were very cordial in giving intor- 
mation. The Canadian Bank of Commerce has a branch here and serve the community 
satisfactorily. 
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EXTENDING CANADIAN EXPORT TRADE. 


After carefully studying conditions of the export trade from Canada, I am con- 
vinced it will continue to develop and increase in the line of the natural products of the 
country, but there are many lines which can be exported by a proper effort to market 
these products in a foreign country, and by the present methods our trade in those 
lines will be slow. 

IT am sure if an exporters’ syndicate or large commercial company were formed with 
the view of pushing Canadian goods in foreign countries it would work out to the satis- 
faction of the shareholders of such company and to the credit of our country. 

Large warehouses could be established at say Liverpool, Glasgow, Cape Town and 
other shipping points in South Africa and in the West Indies, and from time to time 
at any good port in any country where business would warrant. Full cargo lots could 
be shipped from Canadian ports and direct steamer communication would be established 
on simple and natural lines. The export trade of the Dominion would largely increase. 
Canada would become better known, and trade would be direct and on a sound basis. 
We all believe that Massey—Harris Co.’s foreign business has been so successful because 
of operating and controlling their own agencies all over the world. Very few firms 
can afford to do this, but it can be done collectively and successfully on the methods 
above advised. 

Canada is at present enjoying an era of growth and prosperity unparalleled in its 
history and from present appearances it is going to continue. There are living and 
dying nations and Canada, although young, 1s very much alive. The battles of the 
future are to be fought out on commercial lines and the active and aggressive people will 
win. When the Prince of Wales returned to Britain a year ago he advised the English 
people to ‘wake up.’ Canadians also need the same advise to ‘wake up.’ All our 
factories will require to double up their capacity during the next few years. Let us 
realize our responsibilities and our future, and being filled with a noble patriotism go 
forward and do our share in working out the destiny of our great country.

Il—NEW TARIFF. 


During the month under review there have been distributed from this department 
to all the principal Custom-houses and Boards of Trade throughout the Dominion, copies 
of all foreign and colonial tariffs and supplements thereto, as furnished during that 
period by the International Customs Tariff Bureau, which are always available for 
reference by those interested therein, resident at the principal centres of trade. The 
following British and Colonial are supplemental to those published in the departmental 
Annual Report, 1893, and the quarterly and monthly reports since published, and com- 
prise all additions thereto or changes therein, so far as the department has authentic 
advice.

(A..—THE COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA. 


No. 14 or 1902.—‘ An Act RELATING TO DuTIES OF CUSTOMS.’ 
[ Assented to September 16, 1902. | 


Be it enacted by the King’s Most Excellent Majesty, the Senate, and the House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth of Australia, as follows :— 

1. This Act may be cited as the Customs Tariff 1902. 

2. The Customs Act 1901 shall be incorporated and read as one with this Act. 

3. In this Act, except where otherwise clearly intented— 

‘Tariff’ means the Tariff proposed in the Parliament on the eighth day of October, 
one thousand nine hundred and one. 

‘Tariff’ alteration’ means any alteration of the Tariff since proposed in the Par- 
hament. 

4. The time of the imposition of uniform Duties of Customs is the eighth day of 
October one thousand nine hundred and one, at four o’clock in the afternoon reckoned 
according to the standard time in force in the State of Victoria and this Act shall be 
deemed to have come into operation at that time. 

5. The Duties of Customs specified in the Schedule are hereby imposed according 
to the Schedule, as from the time of the imposition of uniform Duties of Customs or 
such other later dates as are mentioned in the Schedule in regard to any particular 
items, and such duties shall be deemed to have been imposed at such time and dates, 
and shall be charged, collected, and paid to the use of the King for the purposes of the 
Commonwealth on all goods dutiable under the Schedule imported into Australia after 
the time when such duties are deemed to have been imposed, or before such time if not 
entered for home consumption until after such imposition. 

6. All Duties of Customs collected pursuant to any Tariff or Tariff alteration shall 
be deemed to have been lawfully imposed and collected, and no additional duty shall be 
payable on any goods on which duty was so collected, merely by reason that the rate 
at which the duty was so collected is less than the rate of duty specified in this Act, 
and no duty shall be payable in respect of goods delivered for home consumption free 
of duty pursuant to any Tariff or Tariff alteration.

Customs Tariff Amendment Ordinance, No. 22 of 1902, which was assented to by the 
Governor on October 4, 1902. 


The new ordinance amends the rates of duty on various articles imported into the 
colony, and repeals proclamation No. 3 of 1902, as well as so much of the Transvaal 
Law No. 4, of 1894, and other laws, as is repugnant to or inconsistent with the present 
ordinance. The alterations made by the ordinance in the rates of duty on articles 
other than wines and spirits were to come into force a fortnight after publication in the 
Gazette. 

As the new ordinance is to be read with the tariff in force in the Transvaal prior 
to the outbreak of the war, it has been considered advisable to publish the complete 
customs tariff at present in operation, embodying all the alterations effected up to and 
including the date of the present ordinance, as follows :—

In a Government Notice (No. 512 of 
1902), published in the same number of the ‘ Transvaal Gazette ’, it is stated that ‘the 
existing duty on dynamite has been left unaltered, as certain questions bearing on the 
conditions of its manufacture in, and importation into, the Transvaal, are still under 
discussion. This duty will, however, be separately dealt with as soon as possible.’ 


18 
imposed on most articles imported into the Transvaal through the Cape of Good Hope, Natal, Orange 
River Colony, Basutoland, the Bechuanaland Protectorate and Delagoa Bay.

Which declaration shall be written on the bill of entry of such goods and shall be 
subscribed with the hand of the importer thereot in the presence of the officer of 
Customs, and the said values shall be the sum whereon duty shall be levied. 

It is provided by section No. 11, that for the purpose of entry for Customs and 
collection of duty on goods imported into the Colony by parcels post, any form and 
label attixed to the parcel under the postal regulations shall take the place of the decla- 
tion required under section 7 of the Ordinance.

A proclamation (No. 8 of 1902) has algo been received, which was issued by the 
Governor on the 4th ult. in accordance with section 13 of Ordinance No. 23 of 1902,

(B.)\—TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS. 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE LEGISLATIVE BOARD OF THE TURKS AND Catcos ISLANDS 
To impose other duties of Customs than those now payable. (No. 8, 1584.) 


Whereas it is expedient to impose other customs duties than those now payable. 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Board of these Islands as follown : 

I. That in lieu and instead of the existing Customs duties now by law payable there 
shall be collected and paid unto Her Majesty, her heirs and successors for the support 
of the government of the said Turks and Caicos Islands upon all goods, wares and 
merchandise imported or otherwise landed or brought into any of the Islands within this 
dependency from any port or place without the same the several duties set forth in the 
schedule to this ordinance annexed. 

If. That all articles imported or supplied out of a bonded warehouse for the 
Imperial or Colonial service shall not be liable to the payment of any duties whatever. 

IIf. That all duties payable under this ordinance shall be paid and received accord- 
ing to the imperial weights and measures and in all cases where such duties are fixed 
according to any specified quantity or value the same shall be deemed to apply in tne 
same pr oportion to any greater or less value or quantity. 

IV. In all cases where the duties imposed upon any goods starigee into this 
dependency are charged according to the value of such goods, such value shall be taken 
to be the first cost of the goods at their place of shipment without the addition of any 
shipping or other charges thereon; and it shall be the duty of the chief or other 
revenue officer taking the inward entry to require the party making the entry to 
produce the original invoice showing the cost of the articles at the place at which they 
were purchased. Provided always, that if it shall appear to such revenue officer that 
such articles have been invoiced below the real and true value thereof at the place from 
whence the same were imported, or if the invoice price be not known or cannot be 
ascertained the value of the same in these Islands shall be determined by two competent 
persons to be appointed for that pubes by the Commissioner and the duties shall be 
paid thereon. 

V. That whenever any pele. subject on regular importation to an ad valorem 
duty shall be brought into this dependency otherwise than by regular importation, or 
whenever any wrecked or damaged goods, wares or merchandise subject tolan ad valorem 
duty shall be imported into these islands (such damage not having occurred on the 
voyage from the last port of entry) and when the requisite information for‘perfect entry 
of the same as to the cost of value in the country of production or place at which they 
were originally shipped cannot be ascertained or obtained, the value of such articles 
shall be taken to be the value at the port of entry to be determined as provided in the 
preceding section or the price which they shall realize at auction when so sold and 
delivered for consumption therein. 

VI. That the following ordinance and parts of ordinances shall be and the same 
are hereby repealed : Section 12 of ordinance No. 7 of 1849. Sections 1, 2 and 9 of 
ordinance No 12 of 1868. Ordinance No. 7 of 1869. Ordinance No. 5 of 1881 so far 
as the said ordinance applies to sections 1, 2 and 9 of ordinance No. 12 of 1868. 

VII. This ordinance may for all purposes be cited as the “Tariff Ordinance 1884” 
and shall come into operation as soon as Her Majesty’s confirmation thereof or the 
provisional assent thereto of His Excellency the governor in chief or other person 
administering the Government of Jamaica shall have been proclaimed within these 
Islands.

(A.)\—UNITED KINGDOM. 


I.—ORDER OF THE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE, DATED AUGUST I, 1902, IN REFERENCE TO THE 
LANDING OF ANIMALS FROM THE ISLAND OF ALDERNEY. 


1. The Foreign Animals (Amendment) Order of 1902 shall not apply to the Island 
of Alderney, or to any animal brought therefrom, and any such animal may be landed 
in Great Britain in accordance with the provisions of the Channel Islands Animals 
Order of 1896, except that such Order shall be read as if “the islands or Jersey and 
Alderney ” were therein substituted for “the Channel Islands”.

2. This order shall come into operation on the eighth day of August, one thousand 
nine hundred and two.

3. This order may be cited as the Alderney (Animals) Order of 1902. 


II.—FRUIT, CANNED AND BOTTLED, PRESERVED IN THICK SYRUP: REDUCTION OF ,RATE Op 
DUTY. 


(General Custom Order No. 72, of September 15, 1902.) 


The board direct that, on and after lst instant, duty be charge on fruit, canned 
and bottle, other than fruit liable to duty as such, preserved in thick syrup, at the rate 
of 2s. 6d. the cwt. instead of 3s. as heretofore. The necessary adjustment is to be made 
in the accounts of any importations entered since the Ist instant, inclusive. 


Ill. —RATE OF DRAWBACK ON EXPORTED BRITISH-MANUFACTURED MAIZE STARCH. 
(General Customs Order No. 76, of September 30, 1902.) 


The board have directed that drawback be allowed on exported maize starch of 
British manufacture at the rate of 2¢d. per cwt 

All duly substantiated claims in respect of British-manufactured maize starch 
exported since May 7 last inclusive will be settled in the usual manner by the collector, 
London, at that rate accordingly. 
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(B.)--BRITISH INDIA. 


I.—CUSTOMS CIRCULAR N” xtt oF 1902, CONTAINING RULES FOR THE IDENTIFICATION OF 
SUGAR CHARGEABLE WITH AN ADDITIONAL OR SPECIAL DUTY. 


(NOTIFICATION.—By the Government of India, Finance and Commerce Department, 
No. 4439 S. R. dated August 14, 1902.) 


In exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 A, sub-section (2), and section 8 
B, sub-section (3), of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894 (VIIT of 1894), as amended by the 
Indian Tariff Amendment Act, 1899 (XTV of 1899), and by the Indian Tariff Amend- 
ment Act, 1902, (VIIT of 1902), the Governor General in Council is pleased to make, with 
effect from November 1, 1902, the following rules for the identification of sugar char- 
geable with an additional or special duty imposed. under sub-section (1) of the said 
sections, respectively, and for the assessment and collection of such additional or special 
duty, namely : 


“ RULES. 


I. For the purposes of these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject 
or context, “customs-port ”, “chief customs-authority ”, “customs-collector”, ‘ owner ” 
and “public warehouse ” have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878). 

2. Where any sugar is imported into any customs-port, the owner shall declare to 
the customs-collector in what country such sugar was produced, and shall furnish him 
with such other information as may. be necessary to enable him correctly to assess the 
additional or special duty (if any) chargeable under sub-section (1) of section 8A or SB, 
respectively, of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894 (VIII of 1894). | 

3. (1) Where the information required by rule 2 is not furnished, the customs-col- 
lector shall deposit and detain the sugar in such part of the customs-house premises as he 
may deem suitable. 7 

(2) The owner of any sugar deposited and detained under sub-rule (1) may, at any 
time, clear such sugar on payment of the additional or special duty leviable thereon and 
of the other charges payable to the customs-ccllector, whether for wharfage-fees or 
otherwise, in respect af the same. 

3. For the purposes of sub-rule (2) and for the purpose of calculating the surplus 
payable to the owner under section 88 of the Sea Customs Act, 1878, the additional or 
special duty leviable upon any sugar deposited and detained under sub-rule (1) shall, if 
the information necessary for the correct assessment of the additional or special duty 
leviable thereon has not been furnished, be assessed at such rate not exceeding the 
' highest rate of additional or special duty leviable upon any class of sugar as the Gover- 
nor General in Council may, by general or special order, fix in this behalf. 

> ‘4. The customs-collector may accept the information required by these rules in any 
form which he may consider sufficient ; and he shall accept it if given in the form and 
manner hereinafter prescribed. 

5. Where sugar is imported into any customs-port from a bonded warehouse in the 
United Kingdom, the owner shall furnish the customs-collector with the following docu- 
ments, namely. 

(a) A certified copy of the delivery warrant of the British Custom House ; 

(0) A certified copy of the shipping bill ; and 

(c) A declaration in writing of the exporter in form A or form B, as the case may 
be, stating : 

(i) The country in which the sugar was produced ; 
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(ii) The date of shipment from the country (if any) from which the sugar was 
exported to the United Kingdom ; 

(iii) Where the sugar was not produced in the country referred to in sub-head 
(ii), the date on which it was exported from the country in which it was 
produced ; and 

(iv) Whether the sugar is cane or beet. 

6. Where refined sugar, having passed through a refinery in the United Kingdom, 
is imported from the United Kingdom into any customs-port, the owner shall furnish 
the customs-collector with the following documents, namely : 

(a) Declaration in writing by the refiner in form C, or by any person authorized 
by a power of attorney from such refiner in form D, stating : 

(i) The par ticulars of the raw sugar from which the refined sugar was manu- 
factured ; 

(ii) The country from which such raw sugar was imported into the United 
Kingdom ; 

(iii) The date of shipment from the country referred to in sub-head (ii) ; 

(iv) Where this information is available at the time of importation into the 
customs-port, the country in which the raw sugar was produced ; and 

(6) A declaration in writing by the exporter in form E, or by any person autho- 
rized by a power of attorney from such exporter in form F, identifying the sugar entered 
for a with the sugar referred to in the declaration prescribed in clause (a). 

(1) In the case of any sugar: 

(4) Which, being refined sugar, has been imported, on payment of duty, into the 
United Kingdom and has been exported thence without drawback to any customs-port ; 
or 

(6) Which though nominally imported into the United Kingdom, has merely passed 

‘through a port in the United Kingdom in transit to be re-expor ted thence’ to any 
customs-port in the same or another bottom : or 

(c) Which has been imported into any customs-port from any country other than 
the United Kingdom ; the owner shall furnish the customs-collector with one of the 
following documents, namely 

(1) Where the sugar was produced in the country from which it was exported 
either to the United Kingdom or direct to India, a certificate by the 
exporter in form G; 

(ii) Where the sugar was produced in a country other than that from which it 
was exported either to the United Kingdom or direct to India, a certifi- 
cate by the shipper in form H. 

(2) Where any sugar referred to in sub-rule (1) has been exported from a port in 
any country other than the United Kingdom or any British possession to the United 
Kingdom or to any customs-port, the certificate shall be attested by the British consular 
officer at the port in such country. 

(3) Where, in any case referred to in sub-rule (2), the British consular officer so 
desires, the certificate shall have been approved and communicated to him by a local 
Chamber of Commerce. 


II.—CUSTOMS CIRCULAR NO. XIII OF 1902, CONTAINING PROHIBITION TO TAKE OUT OF 
BRITISH INDIA BIRDS’ SKINS AND FEATHERS. 


(Finance and Commerce Department Notification No. 5028 S. R., dated September 19, 
1902. ) 


In exercise of the power conferred by section 19 of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 
(VIII of 1878), the Governor General in Council is pleased to prohibit the taking by 
sea or by land out of British India of skins and feathers of all birds other than domestic 
birds, except (a) feathers of ostriches and (b) skins and feathers exported bona fide as 
specimens illustrative of natural history. , 
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(B.) MAURITIUS. 


I.—SURCHARGE OF 4 P. GC. ON IMPORT DUTIES AT THE CUSTOMS. 


(Ordinance No. 25 of December 30, 1901.) 


This ordinance, which entered into force on the 1st August, 1902, provides inter alia 
that on and after the date of its coming into operation, a surcharge of 4 p. c. shall be 
levied on all sums payable to the Government in virtue of any law now in force or to be 
put in force hereafter with respect to all customs duties, whether fixed or ad valorem, 
on goods imported into Mauritius. Provided that such surcharge shall not be levied on 
any surcharge which may hereafter be temporarily imposed on the said customs duties. 


II.—AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND ORDINANCE No. 3 oF 1890, ENTITLED AN ORDINANCE TO

(No. 7 of July 4, 1902. ) 


1. This ordinance may be cited as the Customs Tariff Amendment Ordinance, 1902, 
and shall be read as one with the Customs Tariff Ordinance, 1895, hereinafter termed 
the principal ordinance. | 

2. The duty on malt liquor : ale, beer and porter, in wood—instead of being at the 
rate of six pence per gallon as specified in the table of duties in the first schedule of the 
principal ordinance, shall be at the rate of seventeen shillings per hogshead of 65 gallons, 
Winchester measure ; and the said schedule is hereby fevered accordingly.

(A.)\—AUSTRALASTA. 


REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. J. S. Larke. ) 


SyDNEY, N.S.W.. October 7, 1902. 
The Honourable 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa, 


Sir,—On the evening of the 26th, I received the following cable from the Deputy 
Minister : ‘Wire price oats and probable demand.’ 

Next morning I replied: ‘Eighty-four cents. Probably firm four months. Thin 
much disliked.’ 

Before doing this | consulted again leading produce houses and while opinions 
differed the general opinion was as I cabled. As I have stated in previous reports, this 
market is a difticult one to gauge, and that for oats is just now affected by two especial 
considerations—the rainfall and the importation of maize from Argentina. Several 
cargoes of the latter are on the way, and it was raining as I cabled, but still I deem the 
demand for oats, unless a very much larger quantity than I think can be landed here in 
four months will keep the price quoted firm. The price went up a couple of cents that 
morning and was two more than I quoted. I added ‘Thin much disliked’ because the 
samples sent here from Canada, as I have previously stated, have been of this sort and 
some of them inferior and dirty. They found no favour in the market and an offer could 
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not be obtained for them. The market wants a full bodied clean white oat, like the 
Canadian potato oat. 

The position of the market just now is that there are some stocks here brought from 
Victoria and New Zealand. The supplies there are nearly exhausted. There will be 
naturally no oats from grain raised in New South Wales this year. The Victorian and 
Tasmanian crop is yet uncertain but cannot come on the market until late in January. 
The New Zealand crop is likely to be large but cannot come here until the end of March. 
Some may be harvested in South Australia in December, but not much. I think for this 
market there will be a certain demand for oats whatever may happen and at prices that 
I think warrants importations from Canada until the end of December, but the amount 
is so dependent upon the rainfall and the maize importation, and lacking samples of 
Canadian oats, and any statement of probable price I could not venture a statement of 
the probable demand lest it might be misleading. I trust I may have samples and 
some idea of landed cost by next steamer, and if so I will again cable. The business 
must be carefully done. If even a cargo of five thousand tons were thrown on the 
market it would be likely to cause a slump, but if it were stored and sold as required, I 
think a million bushels could be sold in four months in New South Wales and Queens- 
land at prices I have quoted. As soon as the New Zealand crop can be landed here it 
is hardly likely Canada could compete. If the crop is large, as it is probable it will be, 
they can be landed under two shillings per bushel. 

It is now four months’ ago since I called attention to the prospective openings for 
grain, &c., in this market, and asked for the addresses of those who were prepared to 
supply these articles, with samples and prices at earliest moment. So far I have just 
received one reply to these requests. Already United States firms have arrangements 
made to take advantage of any opening that may offer and, unless I-have some further 
advices by the next mail it is possible Canada may lose the direct trade she ought to 
get. I have, given all the information I have and some correspondence has been begun 
by both letter and cable but there should have been much more done. It is a trade 
that must-be done on the moment and hence all the lines of communication should have 
been arranged before hand. {tis not too late for wheat, as millers are holding off from 
buying and are not likely to buy any quantity until they have fuller knowledge of what 
the Australian crop will be. 

In grains as in flour, Canadians must take some risk and do the exporting. Some 
importation of wheat is likely to be done by Sydney firms, but it is a very conservative 
market and not many are inclined to do what they term ‘speculative business,’ that is 
to invest in products new to the market or from a new source. In these lines in this 
market as in most others the seller must seek the market and make it. After he has 
done so, he will find importers who will seek his products. Unless extra steamers are 
put on I fear trade will be impeded by lack of accommodation. I am advised the space 
in the mail steamers has been, taken up to nearly the end of the year. 

Cables published here announced that the Canadian Government had concluded a 
contract for a line of steamers from the Atlantic Coast to Australia via the Cape. It 
was read by those interested with much satisfaction, and I have been asked for infor- 
mation respecting it. JI have none to give which created disappointment. A vigorous | 
effort is being made to place Canadian paper on the market and it is impossible to pay 
charges via Vancouver, but it believed that rates via the St. Lawrence would enable 
Canadian mills to secure a large share of the Australian trade in news. Other lines 
would be beneficially affected and it is hoped that arrangements will shortly be concluded 
which will send the steamers here. It so happens that the south west of Australia is 
the prosperous side and it is the side most difficult to reach from Wancouver. An 
Atlantic line would secure that trade. 


THE SEASON’S PROSPECTS. 


The Canadian, like the English papers, contain exaggerated statements of the 
drought conditions ot Australia. They are bad, very bad in large sections of the country, 
but Australia is very far from being on the brink of starvation, as has been represented, 
nor on the verge of bankruptcy. This is a continent, and while one section is being 
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reduced to a desert another is enjoying the height of prosperity. Queensland’s condi- 
tion is very serious, but Western Australia is exceptionally prosperous. In a single state 
the contrasts are remarkable. I have just returned from a visit to the south eastern 
portion of New South Wales. The pastures were verdant and I drove ten miles through 
a fierce snow storm. On the other hand the little grass left in the western portion ‘of 
the state was burning up under hot dry winds. It is these contrasts as well as the 
absence at this time of the year of the actual condition of crops that lead to such con- 
tradictory opinions. 

The actual condition is bad enough and the last month has not much improved 
matters. Queensland had some showers, but except on the coast line they have been of 
little service. Hot dry winds partially neutralized the good rains that fell in August in 
New South Wales, and except in one or two small areas the rainfall in September has 
been much below the average. In Victoria the,western half of the state is also dry. 
South Australia is in much the same condition as Victoria, Tasmania good, Western 
Australia very good and New Zealand hopeful. 

Shearing is well under way, but the guesses as to the output vary from a decrease 
of one hundred thousand to two hundred thousand bales. TI still believe that the losses 
on wool when the year is up will be counterbalanced by the increased production of 
gold. On the other side there will be heavy losses in grain, butter, frozen and preserved 
meat and other animal products that must make the year a disastrous one. 

This state of things is reflected in the trade. Sydney may be taken as the typical 
port of Australia, as its trade is so widely extended. For the first nine months of the 
year the trade was :—

A decline of nearly a million and three quarters in imports and a million and a 
quarter in exports as compared with the same period of last year. These decreases are 
likely to increase in proportion for the last half of the year and in imports for the first 
half of next year. ‘These imports nevertheless are surprisingly large under the circum- 
stances as the following figures show :—

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This return shows a heavy dimunition in the importation of building material, 
though in many lines the prices are higher than last year. Though the importations 
have decreased the re-export of these goods to the other states and the Pacific Islands 
show increases, so that the houses are not carrying such abnormally heavy stocks as the 
imports might indicate. Orders are even more carefully given than six months ago and 
New York firms are especially complaining that their business is falling off. It must 
not be understood that there is any paralysis. At the worst I cannot think that there 
will be a decrease of more than twenty per cent in imports this and next year. The 
Federal Finance Minister expects a considerable increase from the customs returns of 
New South Wales and Western Australia for the currant year over last year but a 
decrease in the other states due in part to lower rates of duties. 

There have been some considerable failures amongst retail traders in interior towns 
both of Queensland and New South Wales, but the credit of the large houses is unshaken. 
A Canadian firm doing business for four years with wholesale and large retail dry goods 
firms states that its amounts have been so promptly paid that it has never had to draw a 
draft on any of its customers. So far as I am aware no Canadian firm doing business 
with such houses has made a bad debt this year. There is reason to hope that Australia 
will pass through the worst drought in its history without a financial crisis. 


EMIGRATION. 


I receive callers and some letters asking for information respecting Canada’s induce- 
ments for settlers. Nearly all are of a desirable class, young men who have had some 
experience in agricultural or pastoral work. Within the last hour I have had three 
callers and one letter, representing four families, two having considerable capital. This 
is the natural consequence of the prolonged drought. I state that Canada is not pro- 
moting emigration from Australia, but as many express their intention of leaving 
Australia, I beg to recommend that some descriptive literature be sent to me. It is 
sometimes a question whether the destination shall be Canada or the United States, and 
there can be no hesitation in such cases in using proper means to direct the inquirer to 
Canada. : 


BUTTER. 


A small lot of butter came to Brisbane in the Miowera. To my inquiries the 
importers, Messrs. J. & T. Heaslop replied as follows :— 

Dear Sir,—Yours of the 30th ultimo to hand inquiring re-shipment of butter we 
recently had from Vancouver. We have much pleasure in stating that the butter 
arrived in excellent condition, having come over in the cold room of the steamer. If 
anything, it is rather too rich in colour for the taste of the Brisbane people, but as it 
arrived on a bare market and kept in a good sweet state for some days, though exposed 
to the air, it went off quickly. 

Our experience is, that butter that has been kept in very cold stores and is then 
opened and exposed to the atmosphere in Queensland goes off much more quickly than 
butter which is fresh made. 

The get up of it was very satisfactory, some of it was in 28 lb. boxes and some in 
56 Ib. boxes, each box covered with a piece of sacking. It is evident to us that your 
people in Canada understand how to ship butter better even than we do in Australia. 

We may mention that this order was given only three days previous to the steamer 
leaving Vancouver, and we presume the butter was kept in the cold stores at that port 
or somewhere else within reasonable distance. 

We shall be glad to hear from you of any other lines that you think would be 
saleable on this side. ae 

We may mention that the butter in question came from Messrs J. McMillan & Co., 
and we purpose writing that firm and thanking them for shipping such good quality and 
with such despatch. 
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This is an indication of what could have been done had the openings for the past 
three months been availed of. The price has now declined and in Sydney is too low to 
pay to import. 


FROZEN HOGS. 


I cabled to-day ‘ Frozen hogs fourteen to sixteen cents—Free.’ 

All frozen meat is free under the present tariff, and it seemed to me that the cold 
storage capacity of the mail steamers could be utilized in shipping hogs from the North- 
west for pork the size used is from fifty to sixty-five pounds in weight but for baconers 
much heavier, up to 175 pounds are in strong demand. For the lighter carcases but- 
chers are paying sixteen cents and for baconers up to eighteen are paid, but I quoted 
lower rates to cover expenses of handling. A small cargo has just arrived from Chicago 
which looked well and brought good prices. They should present a good appearance 
and to this end it would be well to case in cotton as frozen mutton is. The market here 
and in Brisbane would take four thousand per month if properly handled. There is a 
prejudice against frozen mutton and beef but pork carries well. So far no business has 
been done as price quoted in Vancouver, 13 cents is too high, but through shipments 
from the North-west ought to be had at figures that would warrant importation. 


NOTES. 


I have received from the government of New South Wales the regulations govern- 
ing the importation of live stock. Canada is classed with Great Britain as a clean 
country for all classes of stock. There is a requirement of sixty days quarantine for 
Canadian as against forty for British stock, due to the longer voyage required of the 
latter. 

I have reason to believe that orders will go forward for wheat and sample lots of 
barley for malting purposes. Inquiries are active on the part of first-class houses. 
Orders have already been given for frozen poultry. Potatoes and onions have not 
advanced in price as anticipated. Onions are surprisingly low for the season and pro- 
fitable importation is impossible. Potatoes are likely to advance.

REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. James G. Jardine. ) 


Cape Town, Souru Arrica, October 10, 1902.

Str,—The returns for 1900 and 1901, and also for the first six months of 1902, 
show an unbroken advance for British exports in South Africa, and notwithstanding 
freight rings, the United States, Austrian and German competition, the British trade in 
South Africa increases month by month. British goods received at the ports of Cape 
Colony, Natal and Delagoa Bay during 1900 amounted to over sixty-five million dollars. 
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In 1901 to upwards of eighty-seven million dollars, and for the first six months of this 
year have risen to fifty-six million dollars, and before the close of the year 1902 they are 
expected to reach one hundred and twenty million dollars. It is therefore abundantly 
evident that South African importers are certain to place a large percentage of their 
orders with the mother country, and at the same time give the preference to Canada 
and Australia over the United States and Germany. Even the Dutch are disposed to 
purchase from the colonials wherever possible. Somehow they have a sincere respect 
for the courage and physique of our colonial contingents. 

Exports of colonial merchandise to South Africa in 1900 amounted to six million 
dollars ; in 1901 to eight million five hundred thousand dollars ; showing an increase of 
two million five hundred thousand dollars over the previous year. Our neighbours to 
the south are increasing their exports to South Africa in the cheap and light class of 
agricultural implements (for repatriation and native trade), also builder’s hardware and 
tools, freight and tram cars, cycles, automobiles, boots and shoes, food stuffs such as. 
wheat, flour, canned meats, pickled meats, pork and lard. The imperial authorities at 
Pretoria have placed large orders with some agricultural firms in the United States for 
the cheapest kind of ploughs, &c., to be used by the Boer farmers and other repatriated 
settlers. The commissioner claims that the British and Canadian implement makers 
don’t manufacture this class of stuff. As many thousands more will be required during 
next year, I should be glad to hear from Canadian firms who are in a position to turn 
out such goods. 

During the next few years upwards of thirty million dollars will be expended by 
the city council of Johannesburg in a drainage system, water installation, electric 
tramways, erection of municipal buildings and a large number of dwellings for municipal 
employees, &c., they have the most up-to-date and progressive council to be found any- 
where. These city fathers were chosen by Lord Milner from the very best business 
men of the Burg, and from the mayor downwards they give their time ungrudgingly to 
the city’s interest without fee or reward. If Johannesburg is fortunate enough to retain 
men of their ‘calibre’ it will be a clean and beautiful city in a few years, with magni- 
ficent buildings and streets, pure water and modern sanitary arrangements. 

Durhan, Pietermaritzburg, Bloemfontein, Pretoria, Port Elizabeth, Kimberley and 
Cape Town are going to spend millions also in the near future for tramways, harbours, 
public buildings anc other improvements. The various government railways are also 
compelled to improve their service by the purchase of quantities of locomotives, trucks 
and passenger coaches, &c. The Johannesburg and other corporations mentioned are 
exceedingly well disposed to everything Canadian and their manufacturers of builder’s 
materials, tram cars, locomotives, railway coaches and freight cars, sleepers, wind-mills, 
&c., should be able to secure a share of this business now that an all Canadian direct 
steamship line is an established fact. 

In the Transvaal the port of the future appears to be Delagoa Bay first, and Durban 
for second place. The main draw back to Durban from the standpoint of a Transvaaler 
is the peculiarly constructed, cork screw railway leading from it to the interior, with its 
many sharp curves and deep gradients, which must always be an obstacle to the cheap 
and rapid conveyance of goods. It is nearly five hundred miles from Durban to 
Johannesburg over this railway, and the haulage is one hundred miles shorter from 
Lorenzo Marques without its many sharp curves and deep gradients, and as the journey 
from Cape Town to Johannesburg is upwards of one thousand miles the gold miners of 
the rand naturally prefer Delagoa Bay to any other port in South Africa, and are look- 
ing forward to the day (they say not far distant) when it will. become British territory 
and the leading port of South Africa. 

The imports to the Transvaal during the six months ending June 30, last amounted 
to twenty-one million dollars; as compared with five million five hundred thousand 
dollars of the corresponding period of last year ; and very soon imports to the Transvaal 
will exceed those to all other colonies combined in South Africa. 

The blocking of materials of all kinds still continues at the various coast ports, but: 
gradually the military authorities are easing the strain and it is to be hoped that very 
soon now the railways will be in a position to ship the merchandise (which has been 
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eating itself up in storage*charges) to its respective owners and make room for new goods 
arriving. 

I have been asked to send the names and addresses of numbers of persons in the 
various places that I have visited to Canadian exporters with a view to their acting as 
agents in South Africa. In several instances I have ‘complied, in others I have not. 
Many of the applicants are at present representing German, English and American 
firms, and in such cases I fear Canadian samples would have to be sandwiched in with a 
score of others, and Canada would be certain in the long run to get the worst of it. 

A gentleman informed me a few days ago that his firm represented an association 
in Canada composed of a thousand manufacturing industries. In the past it might 
have been possible for these esteemed commission merchants to overtake the business 
that Canadian exporters were able to do. Circumstances. however, have changed 
considerably, and now if Canada desires a goodly share of the South African trade, 
English and American methods for obtaining it must prevail. If manufacturers prefer 
to have resident agents they had better secure one at least for each of the colonies. 
The distances are so great and travelling so expensive that very few agents dream of 
covering the ground or journeying very far from Cape Town. I am of the opinion that 
there should be resident representatives at Cape Town, Port Elizabeth, Bloemfontein, 
Johannesburg, Kimberley, East London, Lorenzo Marques and Durban, and that these 
gentlemen should not be allowed to handle anything but Canadian wares. With the 
increased facilities for transportation at the present time, industries should unite in 
sending experienced salesmen and let them make their headquarters at the principal 
points, with an up-to-date range of samples, with prices figured little Gf any) in advance 
of home quotations ; bearing in mind that South African importers buy the best articles 
at the closest prices prevailing anywhere, and have the gold to pay for them. 

Canadian business men have been handicapped sadly in the past for the want of a 
direct steamship service to South Africa. Business associations have long been agitating 
and pressing to obtain the boon of a regular service. It now depends altogether upon — 
Canadian merchants and manufacturers themselves to take advantage of the exceptional 
opportunities Canada has of competing with the neighbouring Republic in many lines of 
goods in which they now have the monopoly. At present there are only three firms of 
any note doing business for Canadian houses in South Africa. All are highly respected 
and of excellent standing in the community, but if Canadian trade is to develop largely 
in South Africa the number of resident agents of push and energy must be largely 
increased. 

Since I had the honour of addressing the Honourable the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce a few months ago; on the advantages to be derived by Canada from the 
proposed Imperial and Colonial Exhibition to be held in Cape Town, October, 1903, 
two other exhibitions are projected to take place in 1904, at Durban and Johannesburg. 
The latter to be International in its character. The projector of the Cape Town Expos- 
ition is absent in Europe, and until he returns additional information cannot be obtained. 
It is the general impression however, that, a common understanding will be arrived at 
shortly to have in 1904 a World’s Fair at some central point, easy of access to the whole 
population of South Africa.

Str,—I have not received the detailed statement of the trade of Western Australia 
for 1901, but the summary shows the following figures for 1900 and 1901.

Ten years ago the exports were less than a million pounds. The imports were then 
fifty per cent more, but in 1899, the exports exceeded the imports and the state is now 
in a healthy and flourishing position. ‘The imports in which Canada could become inter-

Its exports still are chiefly gold, copper and tin “hao its export of timber, wool 
and other pastoral products are steadily increasing. 

- Except in one or two lines Canada has scarcely touched the trade of this State and 
is not likely to do much until there is connection with the Atlantic Provinces. I have 
not yet visited Western Australia, but if there is a probability that the South African 
steamers will extend their voyages to Australia it is advisable that I should do so to 
enlist commercial men in business from Canada. Its gold output is expanding and its 
population increasing at a rate of over thirteen per cent per annum, so that there is no 
reason to doubt that its imports will grow and its trade be in a sound condition. 


THE TRADE OF THE COMMONWEALTH. 


A summary statement of the trade of the Commonwealth for 1901 has been issued, 
which gives :—-

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Of these amounts £25,695,608 of the imports came from within the Commonwealth 
and of exports £25,341,278 went to states of the Commonwealth. The trade beyond 
the inter-state was, imports £42,433,847, and exports £49,685,509. More than one-half 
the imports and exports were from and to the United Kingdom. The imports of 1901 
were £1,085,156 less and the exports £2,273,386 more than those of 1900. 


THE DROUGHT AND MARKETS, 


The coastal districts and a large part of the Highlands of Victoria and New South 
Wales have continued to receive good showers, but the interior of these states and 
Queensland are yet very dry. All hope of a harvest sufficient to supply Australian 
consumption has now passed away and it is conceded that grain and flour, oats, corn 
and barley will have to be imported. As to the extent of the shortage experts are not 
agreed and vary from one hundred thousand tons to twice that quantity. 

So far, the business done in hard wheat from Manitoba is very small, though some 
four cargoes of wheat from California and a quantity from Oregon have been sold. A 
great deal of cabling has been done but it has been very much of this nature :— 

Sydney cables ‘What will you sell one thousand tons or more Oo ha Syaney se 
and Canada replies :_-‘ What will you give’? And nothing has come of it. In one in- 
stance, where a sale of considerable amount was supposed to have been concluded it 
failed through misunderstanding over the long and short tons. The cables from Cali- 
fornia bring fixed offers and business is done, San Francisco has the advantage over 
Vancouver in being able to more easily secure charters for sailing vessels and at lower 
rates and the sales are for grain by such vessels. The millers so far have been willing 
to give Californian prices for Manitoba wheat but not more, and quotations so far, where 
definite, have been considerably higher than for wheat from San Francisco. Transactions 
at the present moment are at a standstill, and business will not move to any extent 
until a fixed price for Australian wheat is arrived at. It is surmised than an ulterior 
object of the San Francisco transactions was to keep down prices of Australian wheat. 
South Australian is just now coming, and the price at the newspapers report business 
done, below four shillings per bushel is below its value. Old wheat 1s selling at five 
shillings and two-pence. Based on the value ot flour, Manitoba No. 1 Hard should be 
worth six-pence per bushel more than local wheat, but Just now, it is useless to quote 
even threepence more. I think the millers will yet buy at an advance over local. It 
must be remembered that while Hard Wheat flour is worth more than that from local 
wheat, the offal is worth less, and it is from the offal that the Australian millers this 
year have been making their profit. 


FLOUR. 


Before the drought, Manitoba flour was selling at four pounds per ton above local 
flour. To-day the difference is only two pounds. This curious condition of the market 
is due in part to the large users having bought ahead and the market being fairly well 
supplied and mainly because Minneapolis Hard wheat flour, via New York, is offered 
at slightly lower figures than Canadian flour. I have complaints from one or two 
houses that some of the Canadian mills are slow in filling their orders and frequent in- 
quiries are made for mills capable of producing a high-grade patent. The flour is now 
regularly quoted on the Melbourne market and its use is spreading to the smaller towns. 
The high local freight rates are a barrier to its general use. As I write this, I am in- 
formed that large sales of Minneapolis flour and some Manitoba wheat have been made 
to come via New York. 


OATS, BARLEY AND PEASE. 
Some purchases of Canadian oats have been made for milling purposes and two of 


the largest firms are negotiating for feeding oats. The hindrance to trade is the absence 
of a standard sample of oats, so that purchases can be made guaranteed equal to sample 
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The price was right and though rain has improved the grass, yet the present market 
rate is likely to be maintained until New Zealand oats arrive in March: 

I have repeatedly called attention to the possibility of a market here for barley bath 
pease, and written letters to such firms as I know, without getting a response. Barley 
for both malting and pearling are needed. For the former the Chevalier of California 
is liked and a sale of near ly a million bushels has been made in Melbourne. I have an 
inquiry from one firm for twenty thousand bushels of barley for pearling. The same 
firm wants about twenty-five thousand bushels of white pease for splitting and two or 
three thousand bushels of Blue Prussian Pease. I should lke to get samples and prices. 
In the case of. grain from Ontario, the price should be quoted sacks F. O. B. New York. 
All grain is preferred in sacks containing four bushels, as these sacks have a market- 
able value. The two bushel bag is practically unknown here. When quoting, the 
‘number of pounds in the bushel or ton should always be stated. In Australia the long 
ton of 2,240 lbs. is used for everything but flour. I called attention to this matter some 
months ago, in order that a distinct understanding between Canadian sellers and Aus- 
tralian buyers should be arrived at, so that when the time for action came there would 
be no doubts as to weights used. Unfortunately the pre-arrangements were not made, 
and as a consequence there has been much expensive cabling that might have been 
avoided. 


FROZEN MEAT. 


As soon as the tariff was passed and frozen meat was made free, I called attention 
to the possibility of bringing frozen hogs from Canada. A good deal of activity has 
been shown by a number of firms in bringing about trade. The cold storage space of 
the steamers has all been taken up, I am informed, and a number of orders have been 
refused. Whether the space has been secured for Canadian products I am unable to 
say. Some sales of lard have also been made. 

A sample lot of frozen poultry came from Vancouver by the last steamer. It was 
of excellent quality and arrived in fine condition. Orders have been placed for a 
quantity to arrive in December. 

If it is impossible to find space this year, it is probable that if suitable dressed hogs 
are stored in Canada that this market will take shipments for half of next year. 


APPLES AND POTATOES. 


Sample cases of apples from British Columbia proved to be in so good condition and 
were of such good quality that they attracted a good deal of attention in the fruit 
market. A full supply of Californian fruit had been contracted for previous to this. 
arrival, but an order for a couple of hundred cases was given, and next year the trade 
will be largely increased if fruit free from pests and equal to sample can be shipped. 

A sample parcel of potatoes also came by the last steamer and arrived in good order, 
but they were carried in cool storage and therefore furnished no precedent of the manner 
in which potatoes would carry when shipped in the ordinary way. However, this is not 
of much consequence at present as the importation of potatoes from America 1s pro- 
hibited in Queensland by an Order in Council issued five years ago, but had been over- 
looked by importers until some orders had gone to Canada. Only one shipment is, so 
far as I know, on the way, and no others will be brought over. 


FUTURE PRODUCE TRADE. 


I have discussed the possibility of buying grains in Canada with every house known 
to me as likely to entertain a proposition to import, and a number have expended some 
amounts in cabling with poor results. The majority of these firms complain that they 
cannot get replies to half their cables, and that the majority of the replies are indefinite. 
There is no question but that New York is just now beating direct Canadian purchases 
in the market. It may seem to'be of little importance whether the wheat is shipped 
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| 

from New York or from some Canadian port provided it is Canadian wheat. Shipment 
via New York is building up a foreign port, giving freight to foreign railways and the 
profit of the transaction to foreign merchants. This ought not to be, and it seems 
absurd that North-west wheat‘should come via New York instead of Vancouver. I am 
not sufficiently informed of the conditions in Canada to make recommendations of what 
should be done, but if, as I am informed, that Winnipeg is the nearest point to the 
Pacifie at which inspected grain can be bought, I would suggest that an inspector be at 
once stationed at Regina or some station further west. Grain from that point would be 
saved eight hundred miles of railway haul to Winnipeg and back. That officer should 
have power to grade oats and barley. With standard samples of these grains there is 
no doubt that Vancouver should compete with New York and secure a large trade. 

The completion of the Pacific cable and the probability that it will be opened for 
business in a day or two will materially lessen the cost ot cabling and benefit the Pacific 
trade.

(C)—_CHARGES IN THE TARIFF OF MEXICO. 


The attention of the exporters and manufacturers of Canada is directed to the 
following cuttings from the Mexican Herald, recently received at this department, 
from His Majesty’s Consul, Mexico, giving Decrees of His Excellency the President 
of the United Mexican States relative to (1) Rebate on the duty to be paid on foreign 
wheat, and (2) Payment of customs duties. | 


(1).-REBATE ON THE Duty To BE PAID ON Foreign WHEAT. 
(‘ Mexican Herald,’ Nov. 12, 1902.) 


Porfirio Diaz, constitutional president ef the United, Mexican States, to the inhabitants thereof, 
know ye :— 

That in order to obviate the damage that might arise from the scarcity that is beginning to be felt in 
the stock of native wheat, and by virtue of the powers granted to the executive by Art. 2 of the revenue 
law of May 28th last, I have seen fit to decree the following :— 

Art. 1. The wheat imported through the custom houses of the republic from the 15th of the present 
month until March 31st, 1903, will pay a duty of fifty cents per one hundred kilos gross weight. 

Art. 2. From April 1st, 1903, imported wheat will again be subject to the duty set forth in section 146 
of the importation tariff. 


(2).—PAYMENT oF Customs DutTtzs. 
(‘Mexican Herald, Nov. 27, 1902.) 


Porfirio Diaz, constitutional president of the United Mexican States, to the inhabitants thereof, 
know ye :— 

That by virtue of the powers granted to the executive by law of the federal congress, dated 24th inst., 
‘I have seen fit to issue the following decree providing a basis for the liquidation and payment of duties in 
connection with the importation of foreign merchandise :— 

Art. 1. On and after the first day of January, 1903, the laws of November 30th, 1888, and May 12th, 
1896, creating respectively the two per cent port works tax and the seven per cent stamp tax on import 
duties, will be abolished. 

Art. 2. On and after the same date of January 1st, 1903, the import duties on foreign merchandise 
brought into the republic will continue to be adjusted in accordance with the rates set forth in the import 
schedule, but the sum that would be payable according to that adjustment will be reduced by fifty per cent 
and the amount thus found will be multiplied by the sum fixed by the department of finance for the settle- 
ment of duties during the month in question and which in no case will be less than 220 per cent. The 
product will represent the amount of import duties to be paid by the importer. 
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Art. 3. In order to determine every month the rate of settlement referred to in the foregoing article, 
the department of finance will take the average of the rates at which the banks of the capital have sold 
sight drafts on New York on each of the days comprised between the Ist and 25th of the month in which 
the announcement of the rate has to be made, making a reduction of 30 per cent (or less it the liabilities of 
the nation payable in foreign coin increase in future) on the points of difference between the fixed exchange 
rate of 220 per cent and the average in question. The said department, any day between the 25th and 
28th of the month in question will apprise the custom-house through the general custom-house bureau, of 
the rate adopted and at which duties are to be settled during the followmg month, said rate being pub- 
lished in the Diario Official. 

Art. 4. The rate of settlement for import duties adopted for each month will be applied to mer- 
chandise carried in ships anchoring in the port of their destination, or brought in over our frontiers after 
twelve o’clock on tbe night of the last day of the previous month and before the same hour of the last day 
of the current inonth, even though in either case the adjustment of clearance formalities be effected at a 
date subsequent to the last day of the month during which the rate of settlement was in force. Goods 
imported through the mails will be subject to the rate for the settlement of duties in force on the day of 
their arrival in the country. 

Art. 5. The stamp tax payable at the time of their importation by alcoholic beverages and foreign 
cards, as well as the additional duty for the benefit of the municipalities of the towns where the custom- 
houses are situated, will be estimated on the basis of the import duties calculated according to the fore- 
going articles. The pecuniary penalties, provided by the general custom house ordinances, to correct 
infringenients on those ordinances, will be computed in the same manner when those penalties are based 
on a percentage of the import duties. a 

Art. 6. Merehandise imported for consumption in the free zone, with the exception provided by Art. 
676 of the general custom-house ordinances, will pay only ten per cent of the duties calculated according 
to the terms of Art. 2 of this decree ; but the tax for the benefit of the municipalities as well as the stamp 
tax payable with respect to alcoholic beverages and foreign cards, imported for use in said zone, will be 
estimated and paid on the basis of the full duties in question. 

Art. 7. Merchandise imported for the free zone and similar merchandise produced in that region, and 
which is forwarded further inland according to the provisions of section IV, chapter XXII, of the general 
custom-house ordinances, will pay duties at the rate of liquidation in force at the date when permission for 
forwarding the goods inland is solicited, and from the total of said duties the ten per cent spoken of in the 
foregoing article will be deducted, even though the merchandise may have been imported at any prior 
date. ‘The duties on foreign goods moved from point to point of said zone will be estimated in the same 
manner either with a view to collecting them when there is room for so doing according to law or with a 
view to the imposition of penalties provided for infringements of the same law.

REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. J. S. Larke.) 


Sypney, N.S.W.. December 1, 1902. 
The Honourable 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa. 


Str,— Useful showers have fallen on the coastal and portions of the central districts 
of New South Wales and over a portion of the coastal district of Queensland. They 
promote the growth of grass but have little effect upon the harvest. The official estimate 
for New South Wales is that 1,561,704 acres were sown to wheat, being 143,000 less 
than sown in 1901. Of these more than half was ruined by the drought. Nearly a 
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third of the remainder was cut for hay, leaving 476,000 acres to be cut for wheat. No 
statement is made of the probable yield but the general estimate is about four million 
bushels. This is eight million bushels below the harvest of last year. The decline in 
the shipments of wool is pronounced and it is feared that exports of the products of New 
South Wales this year will be over twenty per cent below those of last year. Queens- 
land will be in even worse case but the other States will not be so seriously affected. 
Western Australia and Tasmania will have a better trade than last year. The proba- 
bilities are, therefore, that the requirements of wheat and flour will be in excess of my 
estimate of previous reports. 

The requirements of other products cannot be foreseen as so much will depend on 
the summer and autumn rains and the crop of New Zealand which will be known in 
March. This market will in the meantime take all that Canada is likely to be able to 
send.

The exports to Canada were as in previous years nominal, consisting only of two 
items of Victorian produce, Mollases £25 and Saddlery £16. 

In the imports from Canada are included items of boots, engines, manufactures of 
metals and wooden, on which considerable duty was paid, but neither the quantity nor 
value of the goods are shown. 

It is a more accurate statement of the imports from Canada than the department 
has been able to give in former returns, but is still very imperfect owing to importers 
giving the United States as the country of origin for large quantities of Canadian goods . 
of which Canada sent considerable amounts, and such articles as canned salmon, cotton 
piece goods, cheese, silk, ammunition, organs and pianos, and India rubber do not appear 
on the list of articles from Canada.

The falling off of the exports since 1899 was 
due to the partial failure of the sugar crop, leaving nothing to spare beyond Australia. 
The Queensland returns give the detailed imports and in a separate column the place of 
origin, as far as possible, but as the totals of the goods credited to the places of origin is 
much below that of the total imports, it is clear that the former is much below the 
reality.

WEST AUSTRALIA. 


In a previous report I gave the trade returns of this state, showing an increase in 
1901 of imports of about half a million pounds and of exports of nearly two millions over 
those of the previous year. The imports from Canada, though small, being only about 
one fifth of one per cent of the total, are increasing in value. For the last four years

I have previously pointed out the possibilities of Canadian trade with Western 
Australia. ‘There are yearly imported over thirty million dollars worth of goods, the 
bulk of the lines we have not yet touched. The imports from the United States 
amounted to three million dollars and were more than double those of the previous year. 
The direct ships from New York with low freight rates are the chief cause of this rapid 
expansion. With similar advantages Canada could have supplied flour, meals, oats, 
canned fruits and vegetables, bacon and hams, plaster, timber from the Eastern provinces 
besides general manufactures. Under the common tariff and its prosperous develop- 
ments Western Australia is the most promising field for Canadian enterprise just now. 


TASMANIA. 


Though the 1901 exports of Tasmania were considerably in advance of those of the 
previous year, the imports were slightly less. The figures are :—

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The return from this state makes no note of goods from Canada, everything from 
the Western continent being lumped as from America. This island is to-day the most 
prosperous part of the commonwealth. Last year it had a good season and the misfor 
tune of its larger neighbours gave its producers high prices for their products. Its 
exports have doubled in five years and its agricultural, mining and industrial resourses 
are capable of much greater development. 

An examination of the list of articles from Canada sold in the several States will 
show great variations. A part is explained by the difference that existed in the tariffs 
of the several states before federation, another fact is attributable to the freight facil- 
ities but a good deal is accounted for in the difference in the agents employod. 

It will be noted that a large number of items are sold as samples one year but no 
sales appear in the following. This is due in part to the fact that the trade was found 
not to be profitable to the exporter or to the agent here. In the latter case it illustrates 
the necessity of an export company with sufficient capital to purchase the goods outright 
and to keep them persistently in the market until they have become a fixture in it. 
Many lines are unprofitable to the manufacturer because of the present high cost of 
selling them. A company handling many lines and large quantities would have costs of 
carriage and handling reduced to a minimun and the business would be made profitable. 


CAUTION. 


I must continue to urge upon Canadian exporters the necessity of a clearly defined 
agreement with an agent and closely adhering to it. An Australian while recently in 
Canada made an agreement to handle a line of goods the terms being, as he advises me, 
a draft at ninety days. The first shipment arrived here with a sight draft attached to 
the documents. The consignee has refused to accept the goods under these conditions 
and they now lie here at expense which the consignor will doubtless have to bear. I 
endeavoured to get the consignee to accept the goods and claim the discount for prompt 
payment but I did not succeed. If the shippers had advised me and given me the 
power to deal with the goods in such an emergency, I could have saved him some loss, 
but as it is [ am powerless. 


THE PRODUCE TRADE, 


Our trade is now hampered for lack of shipping. In my last report I stated that 
United States flour via New York was taking the place of Canadian via Vancouver. 
One firm advertises that it has placed orders for twelve thousand tons of flour from 
Manitoba wheat. Of this amount less than two thousand will be ground in a Canadian 
mill and shipped from a Canadian port. The remainder will be ground in Minneapolis 
and shipped from New York. Even at the present rates it is impossible to get produce 
bought in Vancouver here by the regular line, and sales in part or whole have had to be 
cancelled in consequence. With this state of things there is the strange anomaly that 
I am advised that it is not possible to get sufficient freight at Vancouver to put on an 
extra steamer. ‘Traders and charterers appear to be mutually waiting upon one another, 
and in the meantime Canadian trade is suffering the loss. There seems to be no difhi- 
culty in getting both steamers and sailers from the United States Pacific ports. The 
United States organization was prepared for the emergency, ours was not. 

Just now the trade is upset by the resolution adopted by the New South Wales 
Parliament passing a resolution asking the federal government to suspend the duties 
on food products in order to relieve the suffering from the drought. In case the comm- 
onwealth government should not assent to this, and it is unlikely that it will, there is 
a possibility that the New South Wales government may itself pay three-fourths or the 
whole of the duty. This is more probable than the other proposition, but there are 
difficulties constitutional and practical in the way of this course. In the meantime 
some buying to arrive is suspended and is alleged that orders for loading at New York 
have been cancelled. ay: 
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A small lot of Canadian oats arrived by the last steamer and was sold in bond at 
sixty-two cents per bushel of forty pounds. It was not a first class sample, being thin, 
a sort not liked in the market. Four cents more were offered if the lot equalled a small 
lot sent previously, but it was considerably below it. There was a shrinkage in the weight 
as compared with that stated in the invoice but as they were new this was not unex- 

ected. 

2 I received a cable on the evening of the 26th. ‘Cable present price oats duty paid. 
Stating weight bushel also probable demand agricult.’ I intended to reply ‘sixty-two 
C. I. F., forty pounds. Strong till March.’ This was to give what I considered the 
quality of Canadian oats likely to be shipped would net the exporter that is after all 
commissions and expenses had been paid. Unfortunately in the hurry of copying to 
get it away before the office was closed C. I. F., was omitted, and the next day I cabled 
in the terms of the inquiry ‘eighty-five forty pounds.’ 

The variation in oats produces a great variation in the price. As I write the price 
from the wholesale to the retail trade is quoted 3s. 4d. to3s.10d. per bushel, the higher figure 
being for a good milling sample. The Canadian exporter would sell to the wholesale 
merchant at about two or three pence per bushel less, and he would require to pay a 
commission to the commission house of five per cent which commission would cover the 
cost of weighing and superintending of delivery as well as the charge for selling. 

As I have pointed out there is a difficulty in advising as to the future of the market. 
There is to my mind not much doubt as to the future of wheat and flour. There is a 
wide difference in the views of authorities as to the amount Australia must import. One 
advises that importing is already overdone, another that no more will be required for 
six months. Another publishes that the equivalent of over sixteen million bushels of 
wheat will be required. If as alleged that three million bushels have been placed, I 
estimate that more then twice the quantity will be required before the next harvest. 
How much will come from Canada.will depend upon the steps taken by Canada to 
secure the trade. Just now it looks as if Canada will get the jackal’s and not the lion’s 
share as it ought. 

With regard to oats, the future is more difficult to foresee as it depends upon the 
rains and the New Zealand crop. If rains should come and bring on the Maize and 
Lucerne and make good pastures, the demand for oats will decrease greatly in three 
months. Therefore, I added firm until March. 

Some potatoes came by the Moana. Those cased came in fine condition and brought 
top prices. Those in bags were from fair to good. Those shipped to Brisbane were 
refused a landing, as I advised would be the case in my last report. They were brought 
here. The market was not so good as it would have been in Brisbane. The price has 
fallen below the possibility of export from Canada.

Srtr,—Three matters of interest and importance to Canadian exporters to South 
Africa have occurred since last I had the honour of addressing you,—namely, the adop- 
tion of the amended Custom’s ‘Tariff of the Transvaal, (an official copy of which was 
mailed to the department a few weeks ago); the arrival on the 18th instant of the ss. 
Ontarian, the first of the direct Canadian Line of Steamers to South Africa, with a full 
cargo of food products and manufactures; and, the first meeting for several years at 
Kimberley of the Associated Chambers of Commerce, comprising delegations of business 
men from nearly every quarter of the continent. 


NOTE OF WARNING. — 


The president, (a leading importer of Cape Town) in his opening address referred 
to the inflation of trade in South Africa on account of war expenditure and the expen- 
diture on repatriation and similar objects. He throws out a note of warning by telling 
his hearers ‘ that business in South Africa is not on so sound a basis as could be desired.’ 
‘A country must eventually come down to the level of the ordinary individual and pay 
for what it buys by what it produces, and that is what South Africa is not doing at 
present as shown by the fact that during the years 1900, 1901 and for the ten months 
of 1902, South Africa imports through ports of Cape Colony, Durban, and Delagoa Bay 
amounted to £99,398,000, and the exports for the same period to only £36,050,000 or 
taking the imports for the ten months of 1902, which total up to £38,642,000, and 
exports for the same time to only £15,083,000.’ 

The principal reason for calling together this congress of business men was first and 
foremost to consider the advisability of the various colonies of South Africa entering 
into a new custom’s union and also to include, if possible, the Portuguese Province of 
Mozambique, with its port at Delagoa Bay. 


PRESENT CUSTOMS UNION. 


In 1889 the present custom’s union was initiated, the farming community having 
the majority of representatives in the legislatures of the several colonies, laid heavy 
protective duties on bread stuffs and other food products, averaging 30 p. c. with the 
result that living expenses are perhaps higher in South Africa than in any other part of 
the world, and as the growth of cereals has steadily fallen off since 1892, the growth of 
wheat to-day in South Africa will not sustain its population for more than one hundred 
days out of the three hundred and sixty-five, so that this heavy tax on the necessari s 
of life is not only burdensome to the large body of consumers, but has not proved to be 
any real benefit to the farming class generally, hence it is expected the Dutch, in whose 
interest the tariff was originally framed, will consent to a revised custom’s union and a 
tariff framed on the lines of the one now in force in the Transvaal. 
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FAIR PLAY TARIFF. 


The various speakers at the convention, just closed at Kimberley, including dele- 
gates speaking both languages, are evidently agreed that a ‘fair play tariff’ in the 
interests of the whole of South Africa must first be assured before a federation of the 
colonies to embrace a United South Africa can take place. The want of an adequate 
supply of rolling stock on all the railways is troubling the commercial community very 
seriously at present. Building operations on a large scale are projected in the Transvaal 
and other inland colonies, but everything is almost ata standstill because enormous 
quantities of building materials and other supplies are still at the coast ports awaiting 
shipment to the interior. It will be six months before the congestion is fully relieved, 
although it must be said in fairness to the military and railway authorities that they 
have done their best under very trying circumstances, and now that hundreds of thous- 
ands of Boers, British soldiers and refugees have mostly returned to their homes, the 
long suffering civilian engaged in commercial pursuits should now have his innings. 


RAILWAY STATISTICS. 


It may be of interest to Canadian railway supply companies and others to note 
that at the present time there are 5,895 miles of narrow gauge railway completed and 
being worked in South Africa, made up as follows :—-Cape Colony 2,628, Natal 612, 
Orange River Colony 466, Transvaal 957, Rhodesia 1252, and many other extensions 
are in process of building. Lolling stock, rails, &c., running into the millions will be 
required in the near future to replenish wear and tear and destruction caused by the 
war and the probability of a large increase of traffic. JI am pleased to learn that one 
large engine company in Canada is turning its attention to South Africa and some 
Canadian car companies are doing likewise. 


IMPORTS INTO SOUTH AFRICA. 


The imports into South Africa in 1900 were £23,700,115; and in 1901 were 
£31,595,335 ; showing an advance of nearly £8,000,000 over 1900 ; and for the ten 
months of 1902, ending 31st October last, totalled £38,642,000, or an advance over the 
whole of the year 1901 of over £7,000,000.

The totals as given on another page for the whole of South Africa will give a fairly 
correct idea of the values of the same articles imported into the Transvaal for 1901. 


RETAIL SELLING PRICES IN CAPE TOWN 


The following are the retail selling prices of certain articles of food in Cape Town 
at the present time. In the Transvaal and Rhodesia they are somewhat higher. It 
must, however, be kept in mind that a very wide margin exists in South Africa between 
wholesale and retail prices in all descriptions of merchandise. Rents and losses in 
perishable stuffs and other expenses are greater out here than in Canada, and the retail 
profit in consequence is more than double what a storekeeper in Canada could get.

BUTTER TRADE. 


Argentine and Siberian butters are finding their way to South Africa by every 
steamer, in cases of 52 and 56 pounds containing about 2 per cent of salt, and are 
beginning to take the place of Australian. If the butter now aboard the Ontarian just 
arrived opens up satisfactorily, the Canadian article will be largely in demand through- 
out South Africa. 


TRADE INQUIRIES. 


I am receiving a number of inquiries for green pork, in cases, for smoking and 
curing here: of side, middle and roll; also pickled pigs and sheep’s trotters, tongues, 
saveloys, and tripe, potatoes and onions, in cases. Potatoes from Canada packed in 
layers between brown tissue paper in 56 pound boxes arrived here in splendid condition. 
Onions must be small, not a large growing vegetable, 56 pound boxes preferred for both 
onions and potatoes, but 100 pound boxes would answer if properly bound at both ends 
and rope yarn tied round the middle of the case. If Canadian packers will send me 
their lowest quotations for any or all of the articles mentioned in round lots F. O. B., I 
will send the information to the right parties, when doubtless orders will follow worthy 
of their attention, but I must again enphasize that this is a very keen market and 
fancy prices, therefore, are unobtainable. 
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AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS. 


The demand for some years, for agricultural implements will be considerable not- 
withstanding -the enormous quantities of the cheaper grades already disposed of by 
American firms. I mailed to the department a few days ago a report together with cuts 
of all kinds of agricultural machinery required for Boer and refugee repatriation, very 
kindly furnished to me by the Imperial Commissioner of Land Repatriation at Pretoria. 
This officer is associated with one or two ex-Canadian officers now employed by the 
Imperial authorities, all of whom are ready to extend something more than cold justice 
to Canadian manufacturers. I shall be pleased to hear from some of them with all the 
information they choose to give me, when I will at once communicate (in their behalf) 
with the Imperial Repatriation Land Board at Pretoria, or they may address the com- 
missioner direct just as it suits them. One the largest Canadian implement manufac- 
turers have sent over a special representative to-spy out the land, a gentleman of expe- 
rience and ability. I have reason to know that his mission will be eminently successful. 
-I hope soon to hear of others coming. 


WHEAT AND FLOUR. 


Montreal Milling Companies are adding to their already established reputation by 
the superior article of flour they are sending to South Africa, especially to the Trans- 
vaal and Natal. Two of the big concerns whose headquarters are at the commercial 
capital have a couple of special representatives out here, who are traversing South 
Africa from Cape to the Zambesi almost, in the interests of their mills, and have booked 
large orders. The Ontarian has brought big consignments of flour, and the steamers to: 
arrive in December and January are also to bring large shipments for these companies. 
Another firm, also hailing from Montreal, were good enough to send me a few circular 
letters, well gotten up soliciting orders for food stuffs. They give all particulars, prices, 
discounts, terms, &c., and these were at once mailed from this oftice to a number of 
leading importers in South Africa and business is likely to follow. I shall be glad to 
hear from other manufacturers sending a dozen or so of just such letters typed when 
they shall have the same attention. 


BOOTS AND SHOES, AND LEATHER 


Over 90 per cent of boots and shoes and other leather goods are imported into South 
Africa. The Americans are slowly but surely taking the lead in some of the expensive 
men’s wear, but for all other kinds Leicester and Northampton are holding their own. 

Three or four English factories have retail stores of their own in all the important 
centres throughout South Africa. For instance there are perhaps sixty retail boot and 
shoe stores in the various towns doing business as the “Commonwealth” shoe stores. 
These are owned by manufacturers near Northampton, England. They have a wholesale 
depot at both Cape Town and Johannesburg, and supply their retail establishments 
from them. ‘Cuthbert’s Limited” have another set of stores throughout South Africa 
conducted and supplied in the same manner, and have their factory also in England. 
Both these concerns have had an established foothold for several years and American 
salesmen have not been able to make very serious inroads thus far into their sales. If, 
however, a Canadian Boot and Shoe Association including a number of manufacturers 
making different lines had courage enough to open up a Central Wholesale Depot in 
South Africa and establish retail branches in several of the growing cities and towns 
with a few up-to-date Canadian shoe salesmen looking after them it would only be a 
very short time before Canadian styles and methods would ‘take on’. The retail prices 
are enormous as compared with those obtained in Canada. The men’s and women’s fine, 
medium quality of boots out here are never less, but sometimes more than, double the 
figures asked for the same qualities by retail shoe dealers with you. It must not, how- 
ever, be forgotton that rents and salaries are somewhat higher here than in Canada. 
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TIMBER AND WOODENWARE, 


The demand for all sorts of timber in the Transvaal for building and mining pur- 
poses is extraordinary. Millions of feet. he at the Coast ports and in time will find its 
way to Johannesburg, meanwhile the scarcity of this article and all descriptions of 
woodenware, such as doors and sashes, &c., &c., retard business to a serious exter. 

Canadian timber dealers appear to have enough to do do at home, without exploit- 
ing this market. The United States and Norway are supplying South Africa to a con- 
siderable extent with lumber of various kinds. In doors, sashes and furniture of all sorts 
several of the Canadian manufacturers, including the Canadian Furniture Association, 
are turning their attention to the wonderful possibilities for their industries all over 
South Africa. The two Canadian Commission Firms in Cape Town and Johannesburg 
deserve every credit for the way they have kept Canada to the front in pushing these 
articles and often under great difficulties. 


PAPER, PAPER-BAGS AND LYNOTYPE MACHINES. 


A newspaper syndicate controlling the leading newspapers in Cape Town, Bloem- 
fontein, Johannesburg, Kimberley, Port Elizabeth, «c., is inquiring about Canadian 
paper industries, and their ability to supply paper in large quantities for press purposes. 

Manufacturers of paper-bags should also turn their attention to the growing demand 
for bags of all sizes and weights, containing the printed names and addresses, &c., of 
the business men. . 

Linotypes of Canadian manufacture are being used in several printing offices and 
appear to give excellent satisfaction. ‘The newspapers in South Africa are increasing in 
numbers and influence, and the demand for all these articles must necessarily increase. 
A large explosive company with ramifications all over the continent are inquiring for 
cartridge paper and shooks made in Canada. They purchase many hundreds of tons 
annually. Will Canadian manufacturers who are prepared to do business in the above 
lines send prices current and, if possible, samples, and I will at once place them in com- 
munication with inquirers ready to do business at right prices. 


CARRIAGES. 


A Johannesburg firm of excellent standing wants an agency for Canadian carriages 
for the Transvaal, Natal and the Orange River Colony. They are in a position to do 
considerable business for a firm making the lighter grades in various styles and at reason- 
able prices. Several Canadian carriage manufacturers are now doing business in South 
Africa. By studying carefully the mode of packing and economizing space for shipping 
purposes a very much larger bussness in carriages and carrage supplies could be done. 


MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 


Some of our cabinet organ and piano companies have been (from time to time) 
sending cabinet organs and pianos to South Africa. Musical instrument dealers in 
Johannesburg, Pretoria, Durban and Cape Town are handling Canadian instruments. It 
was a pleasure for me to hear from the buyers, of their excellent quality in tone and 
finish. They predict a very largely increased trade in the near future.

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TANNERS AND WOOLLEN GOODS. 


I would like to call the attention of Canadian tanners, woollen manufacturers and 
jobbers in wool to the exports by Cape Colony of hides, skins, and dressed and undressed 
wools as shown in the tabulated statement above. They find a market principally in 
England, the United States and Germany, and materially assist in supplying their cargo 
vessels with return freights. Cape wools largely find their way to Canada via England. 
Cape goat and sheep skins likewise, and when manufactured into dongola, bengola, Indian 
and imperial kids, are extensively used by Canadian and American shoe manufacturers. 
Now that a direct line of steamers leaves Canada monthly for South African Ports what 
is to hinder the Canadian tanners and woollen industries from getting their raw material 
direct? and thus effect a saving in freights and broker’s commissions, and at the same 
time give Canadian ships a return cargo? I shall be glad to hear from any Canadian 
industries interested, with inquiries or suggestions along these lines, and if desired place 
them in communication with the leading exporters of these products at the Cape. 


CAPE TOWN EXHIBITION OF 1903. 


Mr. A. P. Baker, of London, England, is the manager of the proposed exhibition. 
He arrived here from England this week. 

This gentleman informed me that it is to be a purely British exhibition with ample 
space reserved for Canada and the other colonies. A very large number of prominent 
British manufacturers in agricultural implements, mining machinery, food products, 
textiles, &c., have applied for space and proposed to send carefully prepared exhibits. 
He expects Canada, Australia and Ceylon to make a specially good display. Mr. Baker 
_ has unbounded faith in its ultimate success, and many of the prominent people of Cape 
Town, I understand, are assisting him. After an interview next week with Sir Gordon 
Sprigg, the Prime Minister, to invite his co-operation, the managing director of the pro- 
posed South Africa British and Colonial Industrial Exhibition goes North to Johannes- 
burg and other points, and hopes to enlist the sympathies and support of their prominent 
people and afterwards he returns to England, in January, when he expects to hear through 
the High Commissionner what Canada proposes to do about the exhibition.

SUGAR ESTATES. 


Sir,—It is gratifying to report that notwithstanding previous losses, the pro- 
prietors of sugar estates who had been able to carry on until the end of last crop, have 
with hardly an exception, managed to maintain cultivation since. This would probably 
have been impossible but for the reviving confidence in the industry resulting from the 
Brussels conference whose finding has now been so happily ratified in the British Par- 
liament. The enormous quantities of bounty fed beet which will be thrown on the 
English market before the curtain rings down on bounties in September next, will pro- 
bably defer the good time, for which the planter has so long been vainly hoping for, and 
the year, but that time is now in sight, and it is no longer hoping against hope. 

West Indians have never asked for more than the opportunity to compete openly 
in a fair field without favour to the foreigner. They are contented to stand or fall if 
their main product cannot hold its own upon its merits. For the first time within fifty 
years the chance will now offer. The unfair competition alike of slave grown and 
bounty fed sugar will have disappeared ; and unless those who best know the capacity 
of the soil of these colonies are strangely mistaken, there is an era of prosperity before 
them equal if not more abundant than that of the days of long ago, when the name 
West Indies was synonymous with wealth. 


CANE FARMING SYSTEM, 


A very interesting and encouraging feature in connection with the sugar industry 
of late years, has been the extension of the cane farming system. In former times 
no canes other than those grown by the proprietor were ground at his mill, but grad- 
ually it because the custom, thanks to the initiative, 25 years ago, of Sir Nevile 
Lubbock, chairman of the New Colonial Company, Limited, London, owners of large 
estates here, to let out small plots of their land to the peasantry and to purchase the 
canes grown thereon at so much per ton delivered at factory or in field. This division 
of the agricultural farm, the manufacturing part of the business, has proved successful. 
There are now ten thousand small farmers, 5,000 West Indian and 5,000 East Indian, 
who sold between them to the factories last crop 185,000 tons of cane, being half as 
much as produced on the estates themselves, and received, even in these days of low 
value, the sum of $327,183. An indirect benefit of the system is the encouragement of 
a resident peasantry with a stake, however small, in the colony. It is urged by some 
that if cane farming proceeds too rapidly, the regular estates will be still further 
deprived of the labour, the want of which is already severely felt. It may, however, be 
expected that with the more assured future of the cane industry now obtaining, the 
recent restrictions deemed prudent with regard to East Indian immigration under state 
control will disappear. The wise introduction of Indian labour saved the colony at a 
former very critical stage, and upon its uninterrupted current very much in the future 


will depend. 
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COAL DEPOSITS. 


The prospecting for coal in the center of the Island undertaken by the govern- 
ment on a somewhat large scale, has not, I am sorry to say so far resulted in anything 
beyond the discovery of a fairly large quantity more or less near the surface. ‘The 
boring operations continue, but no defined seam has yet been struck. 


ELECTRIC TRAM LINE. 


The telegraph will have told you of the very successful opening of the first section 
of the electric tram line by the Trinidad Electric Company which is principally owned 
in Canada. The excellence of the work which has been done by this company under 
the able supervision of their representative, Mr. Teele, is universally admitted and instils 
confidence that the extensive and valuable public concession they have acquired is in 
good hands. 


UNION BANK OF HALIFAX. 


The Union bank of Halifax appears already to be obtaining a good share of the 
business of the place. In the capable charge of Mr. McRae, there is little doubt that 
the establishment of this branch will bear favourable fruit to the colony and to the 
bank itself. 


POST OFFICE ORDER SERVICE WITH CANADA. 


The announcement that a direct post office order service has been established with 
Canada is welcome, as the previous delay in sending via England caused some incon- 
venience. It is hoped that this improvement will be shortly followed by another which 
is equally required, viz. :—the parcel post. It is difficult to overestimate the boon 
which this has proved with Europe, and, more recently, with the United States, and I 
trust it will soon be introduced between Canada and Trinidad. 


POPULATION. 


The population of the colony keeps pace with its commercial progress having 
increased from 205,000 in 1891,:to about 282,000 in 1901. The death rate last year 
was 24-9, much higher than it would or should be but for the excessive infant mortality 
which unfortunately prevails amongst the lower classes. Thirty-seven persons died at 95 
years old, and 15 were over 100, so that local conditions would appear to compensate in 
age for the youth which suffers. 


PICKFORD AND BLACK STEAMSHIP SERVICE. 


Messrs. Pickford and Black have issued a little pamphlet entilled ‘ A hundred golden 
Opinions’, being testimonials freely accorded by passengers regarding the excellent 
accommodation and courteous treatment received on their steamers. This merely 
confirms what I have always heard regarding the Line from residents here who have 
travelled by it, and if affords me pleasure to place this additional testimony on record. 


CANADIAN FOODSTUFFS— FLOUR. 


Canadian foodstuffs are looking up, or perhaps I should say, by getting better know 
are better appreciated in our market. One large importer states that the order sent for 
a certain brand of flour could not be executed, the demand being greater than the 
supply at the time. TI learn too that there is frequently a delay of from five to six weeks 
in executing orders for flour. It must always be remembered that these delays do rot occur 
in New York, and comparisons will be made. In the United States stocks are kept on the 
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seaboard ready for immediate shipment, and with a market which varies so often time 
is of course of much object. 


BUTTER. 


There has been a considerable set back in the butter trade owing to irregularity of 
quality. Some recently received has been quite unfit for tropical shipment. It may 
safely be said that the butter business of this colony ought to be in the hands of Canada, 
and would be if the same attention to detail and standard displayed elsewhere were 
attended to. 


CHEESE. 


This is more than holding its own. But a short time ago Canadian cheese was 
always quoted from 2 to 3c. below American. It has now the same value on the market, 
and of the two is preferred as indeed it ought to be. 


MACHINERY. 


The importation lately of £1,000 worth of Canadian machinery formed an unusual 
item, which it is to be hoped will not be so in the future. The importers were the 
Trinidad Electric Company. It seems a pity with such large Canadian interests that 
they had to go to the United States for all else they required. What are your electrical 
manufactures doing that they let their own people find it advantageous to go elsewhere ? 


CORDAGE AND TWINE. 


Quantities of cordage and twine are now coming from Canada, but I learn in 
connection with this trade that one of our largest importers has nearly withdrawn his 
custom from a leading house on your side owing to being expected to make payment by 
draft on Canada instead of as usual on London. 


EXCHANGE. 


The course of exchange so largely favours the remittance from here of paper payable 
in London in settlement of American and Canadian accounts, that it is generally 
adopted, as a matter of course, with the United States. So long as the bills are good 
negotiable documents, it would appear bad policy to hinder a growing trade with an 
obstacle never presented by an older and still formidable competitor. 

The whole question of credit, drafts against documents, and mode of remittance 
seems in an uncertain stage, but this will probably right itself as the parties get to know 
each others requirements and customs better. Meanwhile it causes some friction in the 
trade relations, and business is often diverted in consequence. So many merchants here 
have referred to this that I think it right to mention it. The usual terms and facilities 
offered to reputable houses by their suppliers in London or New York are well known, 
and might with advantage be recognized and adopted, if I may venture to say so, in 
Canada. 

Another little complaint I should mention is, that a direct trade has in one promi- 
nent instance been discouraged by the discovery of the merchant here that New York 
Commission houses were getting a discount of 5 per cent more than allowed to himself 
on the same goods when sent to him without the intervention of the middle man. 


OATS. 


Oats I am glad to find are coming more freely by the all Canadian route, 


HIDES. 


A good trade is springing up in hides, wet and dry salted, which are being 
principally purchased by the representatives here of the St. John Hide Company, and 
I am glad to note that this company not only buys the raw material from us but sends 
back the manufactured article for our use again in the shape of leather.

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TRINIDAD SUGAR. 


Customs Returns do not tell correctly the extent of our exports to you. A large 
quantity of trinidad sugar was sold through New York lately to Montreal refiners. It 
went up on New York steamer, with optional bill of lading, New York or Canada, and I 
hear also of large lots of Demerara sugar going direct to’ your refiners, which would be 
larger still but for the difficulty of the steamers getting over the bar off the Georgetown 
River. Still there is some lament at the quantity of beet sugar which notwithstanding 
the tariff preference to cane from the British West Indies, still finds its way amongst 
your consumers. 


BOOTS AND SHOES. 
i) 


Of Canadian boots and shoes I hear nothing but what is good. Price, quality and 
appearance are all in their favour, and the demand is steadily increasing. The total 
imports of boots and shoes for year ending March 31 last, were £42,963, so that it is a 
business worth cultivating. Canada’s share was only £132, but the current year’s figures 
will tell you a different tale, and if the goods continue up to the present standard, and 
are kept before our buyers, they should show up well in our future returns. 


LEATHER GOODS. 


Manufactured leather suggests saddlery, of which we have received next to nothing 
from Canada hitherto. There is an opening there. 


GENERAL. 


Perhaps the most satisfactory matter to refer to is the fact that the steamers of 
Pickford & Black nearly always take up full cargoes. This is indeed a healthy sign. 
Where our produce goes to sooner or later there will come from the varied supplies we 
require.

(Mr. G. Hustace Burke.)

Str,—I have the honor to submit for your information the following :— 
TRADE EXCHANGE. 


It is gratifying for me to be able to report that while statistics are not available to 
demonstrate the averment, I am satisfied that though slow, yet recently some improve- 
ment has manifested itself in trade relations, and a mutual exchange of commercial 
commodities, between this colony and the Dominion. 


FLOUR. 


The Canadian Ontario Brands ‘Royal’ and ‘Dainty’ are being very successfully 
handled by one of our local commissions agents, and other milling concerns of the 
Dominion would also ere this have been sharing an appreciable portion of the Island’s 
custom if they were content to ship on consignment as in the case of the miller of the 
brands alluded to. One cannot help but thinking it unreasonable of manufacturers in 
any line of goods desirous of introducing their wares and merchandise in a new market 
with the intention of capturing a fair share from the already well established brands, 
and manufacturers who expect that the local merchant already satisfied with their pres- 
ent operations and conditions of their correspondents, must take all the risk of direct 
importations of the new innovators. I repeat, it is unreasonable commercially, and as 
other manufacturers of almost all line of goods, both in Europe and the United States, 
appear by their methods and facilities offered, to fully realize this, so long therfore as 
Canadian producers and manufacturers expect the impossible, so long will their more 
enlightened rivals shut them out from having their fair share of this market with its 
£1,699,525 imports as in the case of the financial year to March 31, 1902, as disclosed 
in the Collector General’s report just issued and which I will refer to later on. 


PACKING REQUIREMENTS. 


IT have so often, (and have as often noticed similar strictures on the point from other 
commercial representatives of the Dominion) referred to the callousness and unaccount- 
able indifference of the Canadian manufacturers and producers to the demands of the 
trade regarding packing size of package, prompt attention to orders and special directions, 
and replying to correspondence of inquiries, &c., also giving quotations F.O.B., and 
when possible C.I.F., that like others placed in my position I feel almost despaired on 
the subject. 

I will however quote from a report I recently came across from the German Consul 
General in one of our colonies to his government. The consul commenting on the 
development of American trade was forced to write thus: ‘In seeking for the reason 
why the imports of United States goods have increased so rapidly, it is not merely the 
capabilities of the United States factories and the quality of their manufactures that 
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explain the phenomenon. The United States manufacturers and merchants have pushed 
their trade with praiseworthy energy and persistence, and this, together with their 
willingness to meet the wishes of buyers, has led to the great increase of American trade 
here’. 

It is pleasing, however, to be able to state that in one or two instances, especially 
in the case of butter and cheese and boots and shoes, some attention has been paid to 
my oft repeated advice, with the only possible result that those few who have been wise — 
enough to realize that it would pay to depart from old-fangled lines and methods, have 
been, and are still very amply rewarded, and with every encouragement of future 
expansion. 


IMPORTS—FLOUR. 


For the financial year referred to above, the colony imported 157,921 brls. of flour 
valued £142,129 as against 148,818 brls. valued £133,937 for the previous vear, thus 
showing a very appreciable increase in the consumption of the commodity. 


BUTTER AND CHEESE. 


As previously mentioned, one Halifax firm, has complied with the requirement of 
the trade, viz: putting up choice creamery in 4,1 and 5 lbs. tins, also in kegs of 
34 lbs., and dairy in 25 lb. tins and kegs; and cheese in strong single boxes of about 25 
Ibs. each, are doing a very lively increasing business. ka 

For year ending 3lst March, 1902, 749,187 lbs. butter valued £20,957 was 
imported, and of cheese 174,006 lbs. valued £4,350. These figures disclose a falling 
off in the importation of cheese as compared with the previous year of 13,631 lbs., valued 
at £340, while butter shows a considerable increase both in quantity and value. 


BEEF WET SALTED. 


Of the above, 6,540 barrels, valued £17,986 were imported which is a decrease 
on the previous year by 384 brls., valued at £1,057. 

J desire to bring particularly to notice that the cause of this noticeble decrease is 
to be attributed to the operation of the trusts in the United States, which sent up to 
importers here of the best brands, family quality, from $7.25 per half barrel to $9.25. 
To-day it is $9.50 as per cabled market report. 


PORK. 


So also in the case of pork. While for the similar period 9,460 barrels were 
imported at a cost of £29,326 for the year under review, but 6,500 barrels were imported, 
valued at £19,500 thus showing a decrease in importations of 2,960 barrels valued at 
£9,327 also attributed to the operations of trusts and ‘corners’ in the United States, 
which in turn sent up local retail prices to such a pitch that it naturally had the effect 
of curtailing the usual consumption. 

This is therefor an opportune time for Canadian packers to seize the opportunity 
and introduce their goods in this market. With the best brands of family beef as 
imported in this island at $9.50 the half barrel in the United States, and pork from $18.25 
to $22 per barrel, and hams and bacons at 14 to 16c. per lb., surely Canadian packers 
ought to be able to successfully compete and capture an appreciable share of the 
respective imports. °

LUMBER—-WHITE AND PITCH -PINE. 


It may be interesting to Canadian lumbermen to note that while there has been 
an appreciable increase in the importation of white pine lumber, there has been a 
marked decrease in the consumption of pitch pine, as the following figures will show. 
_ White Pine—2,282,073 feet, valued £9,385 —represent importations for 1901-02 ; 
while for 1900-01 the figures stood 1,901,756 feet, valued £7,987. 


Pitch pine—1901-02—3,913,299 feet, valued £14,818; 1900-01—4,566,774 feet, 


valued £17,315. 


It is however, curious that not a single cargo of white pine (a product of Canada) 
arrived froma Canadian port; all imports coming via New York and other United 
States ports. I am satisfied that if they care to grapple with the situation and approach 
such lumber firms as Messrs. Eml. Lyons & Son, D. Henderson & Co., and A. L. 
Malabre & Co., doing business in this city, they would have no cause to regret their 


efforts for direct trading.

T should here note that the take of the United Kingdom is an increase on the two 
previous years, in 1899-1900, her take being 19:2 and 1900-01 being 18°8. 

The above noted improvement may be accounted for by the inauguration of the 
direct line (Elder Dempster & Co.) at the beginning of 1901, which took, in addition to 
large cargoes of fruit, considerable portions of other valuable products of the island. 


SHIPPING. 


The shipping returns of the year under review shows that there has been an increase 
of 172 steamers with a tonnage of 136,337 tons which came to the Island, as compared 
with the previous:year. 

During the year 105 steamers arrived from the United Kingdom, being an increase 
of 24 on the previous year, whilst 89 cleared as against 61 for last year. 

634 steamers arrived from United States Ports, being an increase by 166 on the 
preceding year, whilst 611 cleared, as against 488 of last year, showing an increase of 
123. 

The above very marked satisfactory increase is unquestionably due to the steady 
uninterrupted development of the fruit trade with the Mother Country and the United 
States. 

While there are no available authorized published statistics which give the arrivals 
and departures from and to Canadian Ports, it can be stated with some amount of 
accuracy that the total certainly does not exceed 20 either way. 


THE SUGAR INDUSTRY. 

The sugar industry shows encouraging signs of improvement; for although the 
exports of sugar itself has not increased very much during the six months under consid- 
eration, yet the export of rum, which is associated with the industry, increased by over 
17 per cent ; and the excise duty on rum also shows an increase ot £10,000 over a similar 
period in the previous year, which is an unmistakable sign of an increased circulation of 
money among the peasantry and labouring classes. 


OTHER PRODUCTS. 


The figures also demonstrate that the export of pimento has increased over 38 per 
cent, and coffee which is classed as a staple product by nearly 89 per cent. 


FRUIT. 

11,000,000 bunches of bananas have been exported as against 8,000,000; and 
27,000,000 oranges as against 17,450,000. Cocoanuts also show an improvement from 
11 millions to 164 millions. 

DYEWOODS. 
Logwood and fustic show an export development of 19 per cent. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


A monthly Journal published in London and devoted to the development of trade 
between Great Britain, Canada and the West Indies, in the course of an editorial note 
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in one of its recent issues remarks that ‘the best way of creating a demand for Canadian 
goods (in the Islands) would be for the Canadians to make extensive purchases of West 
Indian Products’. 

It is only fair, however, to say that whatever may be the desire of Canadian 
importers and distributors to deal direct with this island, they are certainly debarred 
as a result of the lack of frequent and ‘up-to-date’ steamship transportation. To subs- 
tantiate this, I do not think I can do better than quote from a letter shown me, and 
which was received from Canada by a house in this city, in reply to an inquiry to supply 
fruit during the season. 

The Canadian firm wrote thus :— 

‘Re Oranges and bananas :—I am the largest dealer in these lines in and 
could handle about 200 or 300 boxes Jamaica oranges a week, according to price...... 

‘ Re Bananas :—I handle from 1,000 to 1,500 bunches a week during the season. . 
Meet hkn sy Coe: , but I do not see that I can do any business by this line (viz.: Canada- 
Jamaica), as I understand they will not give a rate on fruit from Jamaica to St. John.’ 

Now, no one can blame the owners of the line in question. They see a safe business 
with ample remuneration, and they naturally, as business men, load the steamers on 
owners’ account, refusing to take outside freight. So remunerative has the venture 
proved, that I understand that in the spring of the coming year two additional vessels 
will be added. But it may be regarded as a certainty that the same conditions will 
prevail. 


ORANGES AND BANANAS. 


The above conditions being inconvenient and unsatisfactory, and therefore undesir- 
able, little advantage is taken of it. Jamaica oranges therefore which are transported 
to Canadian centres pass through ‘middle men’ in New York and other United 
States centres, which naturally result in greatly enhancing the cost, therefore hampering 
its popularity and consumption, with the inevitable consequence of restricting trade 
exchange between the colonies. 

Referring to bananas, the situation is even more desperate ; for in compliance with 
an agreement of the Hamburg-American Co., with the shippers of Port Limon Fruit, 
the former is debarred in taking bananas from this island. And as all other banana 
steamers trading here with the various United States Ports, are exclusively loaded for 
owners or charterers account, it is clearly obvious that under present conditions the 
development of the fruit trade with Canada which would so incalculably bring about a 
mutual exchange of commodities is simply impossible. 

Rapid steam communication, with its counterpart, economic transportation, bringing 
the fruit within the reach of the masses, have educated the citizens of the United States, 
in all stations in life, to regard the banana as fruit and food, while the orange is looked 
upon almost as a necessary of life. A similar process is now being proceeded with in 
the United Kingdom with more than a satisfactory outlook. Already it has been found 
necessary to duplicate the service, by the despatch of weekly cargoes. Similiar methods 
would within a very short time develop Canada’s trade fourfold of its present con- 
sumption. 

The United States government grants an American Steamship Company a subsidy 
of $50,000 for a weekly service between this and Boston for ten years. But which as a 
fact has now merged itself into almost a daily service, as a result of the phenomenal 
development of the trade which the shipping statistics of the island I have already drawn 
attention to conclusively demonstrate. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC ENTERPRISE. 


From a letter from a responsible source in Canada, which I have been afforded the 
opportunity of perusing, I believe that the superintendent of the Atlantic division, and 
the executive of the Canadian Pacific Railway have under their consideration the pos- 
sibilities of promoting exports of Canadian products by their steamers to this island. 
returning with fruit and general cargoes. 
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T shall be only too glad to furnish the company with the most detailed particulars 
they may require, and can even at this moment give every assurance of ample dock faci- 
lities, and little fear of not obtaining return cargoes, providing in this latter the boats 
and conditions will fill requirements. 

It is certainly encouraging to find that so great and powerful an organization as the 
Canadian Pacific Railway directing their attentions to Jamaica. 


FRUIT TRADE LAW. 


T am pleased to be able to report that a bill has been drafted on similar lines as the 
Canadian Fruit Trade Law, and which will possibly be put through the necessary stages 
at the regular annual meeting of the Legislative Council, which takes place in the early 
part of the coming year. 


THAT RECIPROCITY CONVENTION. 


As no doubt already learnt, on December 4, the President of the United States 
remitted to the Senate, among others, the Jamaica Treaty (drawn up some time ago) for 
extension of time limit. 

On its being learnt that the treaties of Barbadoes, Trinidad, and British Guiana 
had been favourably reported on, on a 20 per cent reciprocity basis, it became evident 
that some clause in the Jamaica Convention must have been objectionable, and it cer- 
tainly is not difficult to be assured it must have been that dealing with the entry of 
fruit. 

The sugar planters, as it may well be understood, are urging the government to 
exercise some activity in the matter, and if necessary dilate the objectionable fruit clause, 
claiming that a 20 per cent off the duty on sugar in the States would mean to them 
twenty seven shillings a ton; and justify their suggestion by the statement that fruit 
already enjoys an annual subsidy of £20,000 per annum from general revenue. 

In the course of a reply, however, to inquiries made of His Excellency the Acting 
Governor, as to the position the government will likely take to secure the ratification of 
the convention, the Acting Colonial Secretary stated—and it must be admitted with 
some truth—that ‘there is some divergence of opinion as to the advisability of endea- 
vouring to make such a treaty’, but ‘that all will be done that is practicable to safe- 
guard the interests of the colony’. 


CENTRAL FACTORIES. 


The Central Factories Law, passed last session, which provided for the government’s 
guarantee of capital as well as interest, in deference to Mr. Chamberlain’s instructions 
will be amended at the next session of the council providing for the government gua- 
rantee of interest only, at 5 percent. There has been already four applications sent in to 
the government, but only one will receive consideration, same being in compliance with 
Mr. Chamberlain’s views. 


CONFIDENCE IN THE FUTURE. 


Apart from central factories, it is gratifying to note the confidence of independent — 
proprietors in the future of the sugar industry by the steady stream of improved and 
expensive machinery arriving by the direct line and other steamers from abroad. 


CONFEDERATION OR CLOSER COMMERCIAL UNION. 


Within the last two or three months the above subject has fairly occupied the atten- 
tion of thinkers, both in Canada and this island. The press of both colonies have taken 
up the subject warmly. The Westmoreland Sugar Planters’ Association have also passed 
a resolution favourable to the idea. 
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Mr. W. Simpson McCormack, of this city, contributed several letters to the Daily 
Telegraph strongly advocating political confederation, failing which, Commercial Union. 

In the course of Mr. McCormack’s communication, he called attention to a fact 
which I consider in the interests of Canadian manufacturers and producers is worth re- 
producing, the moral of which cannot be but clearly obvious. 

The correspondent correctly says : ‘it is no secret to the commercial community to 
be told, for it is proverbial, that a considerable quantity of our import and export trade 
credited to the United States, in the one case, owes its origin to Canadian and other 
foreign manufactures, and in the case of export, they simply go via American ports as a 
matter of convenience of transportation facilities. Is it not known that 9-10th of the 
oats imported here is of the industry of the Canadian farmer; and what of split peas, 
soda and fancy biscuits, tallow, tin and enamelled ware, boots and shoes, organs, 
aluminum goods, knock down furniture, agricultural implements, rope and cordage, paints, 
lumber and other building materials, metallic roofing, canned goods, butter, cheese, bacon, 
hams, cereals, and flour also, and other food stuffs and manufactures.’ 

‘But more, I have detected goods imported here from the English market, unquest- 
ionably to be of Canadian origin. And to verify this, one only has to look on the 
published manifest of the foreign shipping journals and note the manifold quantities of 
the articles shipped from Canada and consigned to well known manufacturers ‘ putters 


up’ and shippers to these colonies, to be satisfied of the correctness of my statement.’ 


COTTON GROWING. 


The practicability of remunerative cotton growing in the island is at present 
occupying considerable attention, and through the instrumentality of Sir Alfred Jones, 
the Cotton Growers’ Association of Liverpool have granted £100, to assist in the experi- 
ment. The amount will no doubt be placed at the disposal of the Agricultural Society, 
and will probably be augmented by the funds at the disposal of the society, or a special 
grant from general revenue. 


THE TOBACCO INDUSTRY. 


A lively ‘spurt’ has recently taken place in the export trade of Jamaica cigars to 
the English Market. The Montpelier Factory and that of B. & J. B. Machado, and the 
‘La Paloma’ manufacturers, as also other concerns receiving increased orders. 


HONEY AND FRUIT PRESERVING FACTORY. 


A company is being formed as above, with head quarters in Kingston. Shares have 
been freely taken both here and in the Mother Country. Sir Alfred Jones investing 
£1,000 in the concern. 


THE TOURIST SEASON. 


The tourist season may be said to be now on, and will unmistakably be a record one. 
I do hope many canadians will be numbered among the numerous visitors. 

As it is evident, from comments and the criticism of a section of both American 
and European press, that a misconception exists abroad, to some extent, as to the 
Geography of these islands, and therefore the effects of the St. Vincent and Martinique 
volcanic eruptions on the West Indies generally, it may serve a very useful purpose to 
reproduce the following extract from the opening address of His Excellency the Acting 
Governor, Mr. Sydney Olivier, to the Legislative Council on November 4, last. 

Referring to the tourist traffic and the efforts of Sir Alfred Jones to popularise the 
Island as a permanent recognised tourist resort, Mr. Oliver pertinently remarked :— 
‘Jamaica has no volcanoes, actual or extinct, and it has not been disturbed by a serious 
earthquake for more than 300 years. There are volcanoes near Naples and in Sicily. 
Both are less than half the distance from the Riviera than Jamaica is from Martinique 
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and St. Vincent, whose volcanoes have lately caused such awful, albeit purely local, 
devastation. Yet we are not aware that any winter tourist has ever hesitated to go to 
the Riveria because Vesuvius once destroyed Pompeii and the eruptions of Etna have 
often devastated the adjacent regions of Sicily.’ 

The health of the Island continues excellent. It is also gratifying to note that as 
a result of improved methods of sanitation there is a marked decrease in the average 
death rate of the Island as compared with previous years. 


TRADE AND COMMERCE, 


As a consequence of the increased exports, which is evident in almost every line of 
the products of the Island, increasing the circulation of money, and therefore the pur- 
chasing power of the people, there is a general revival of trade all round. 

Canadian producers and manufacturers to make a vigorous and determined effort 
with all the business energy at their command, for what should be their proper share 
of the trade of this Colony. 

Such a desirable consummation will unquestionably be an important contribution 
in fanning the embers of British unity, which unmistakably must one day burst forth 
in that comprehensive flame which is now stirring every British heart, namely, 
Imperialism.

(A.)\—UNITED KINGDOM. 


I.—IMPORT DUTY RATE ON DEXTRINE. 
\ (General Customs Order No. 79 of October 30, 1902.) 


On and after 3rd proximo, imported Dextrine shall be charged with duty at the 
rate of 6d. the ewt. on the net weight of the article. 


Il.—BONDING OF CERTAIN ARTICLES LIABLE TO DUTY UNDER THE FINANCE ACT, 1902. 
(General Customs Order No. 82, of November 13, 1902.) 


According to a decision of the Board of Customs the following articles may be ware- 
housed in bond :—Rice, arrowroot, cassava powder and tapioca, mandioca or tapioca 
flour, sago, sago flour, quaker oats, rolled oats and articles of a like character; and 
macaroni, vermicelli and similar preparations of dutiable cereals. 

The Board’s directions are to be sought before goods claimed as falling within the 
category of ‘articles of a like character’ and ‘similar preparations of dutiable cereals,’ 
as indicated in the list, are admitted to the privileges of bonding. 


I1I.—ORDER OF THE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE DATED NOVEMBER 10, 1902, REVOKING 
VARIOUS ORDERS RELATING TO THE LANDING OF ANIMALS FROM THE CHANNEL ISLANDS. 


This order revokes, as from November 17, 1902, the different orders referring to 
the prohibition of importation of animals from the Channel Tslands. 


(B.) BARBADOS. 


I.—SURCHARGE OF 20 PER CENT ON IMPORT DUTIES. 
(Act No. 38 of October 21, 1902.) 


In addition to the customs duties levied under the Tariff Act, there shall be raised, 
levied and collected an additional duty of customs after the rate of twenty per centum 
on the amount of duty raised, levied, and collected under the provisions of the Tariff 
Act. 


II.—-DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF CERTAIN MACHINERY AND APPARATUS. 
(Act No. 34 of 1902.) 


Machinery and apparatus imported for the purpose of manufacturing hard bread 
and crackers from imported flour are added to the list of goods exempted from duty on 
importation into this colony. 
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(C.)--BRITISH INDIA. 


ALTERATION OP ADDITIONAL DUTIES ON BOUNTY-FED SUGAR, IMPORTED FROM FRANCE. 


(Notification Finance and Commerce Department, No. 5502 S. R., dated October 16, 
1902—Customs Curculer No. XV. of 1902.) 


In exercise of the power conferred by subsection (2) of section 8A of the Indian 
Tariff Act, 1894 (VIII. of 1894, as amended by Acts III. of 1896, XIV. of 1899 and 
VIII. of 1902), and in supersession of the rates of additional duty on the kinds of sugar 
mentioned against France in the notification in this department, No. 5242 S.R., dated 
October 16, 1901; the Governor General in Council is pleased to declare that the rates 
shall be revised as follows, with effect from September 1, 1902: Provided that the rates 
hereby superseded shall apply to any imported sugar for which the bill of lading was 
signed and given before September 1, 1902:

(A.)\— AUSTRALASIA. 


REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. J. 8. Larke.) 


Sypney, N.S.W., December 30, 1902. 
The Right Honourable 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—The first three weeks of this month were signalized by remarkable monsoonal 
rains throughout nearly all the inhabited portions of Australia. They were not only 
heavy in many districts, but were repeated so that in places more rain fell in these 
three weeks than in the three years previous. It can scarcely be said that the drought 
has broken up, time alone can determine that, but it has greatly improved the prospects 
for the future. It has averted a water famine that threatened many towns and villages 
as well as stations, and has started the grass well growing ina large section of the 
droughty area. 
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FLOUR. 


The immediate effect has been to decreas. ~'.e price of feed stuffs and increase the 
price of flour. The millers for the past twelve months have been making their profit 
out of the high price of their offal, but the decline in the price of the latter has created 
a necessity for increasing the price of flour, and the local is now almost equal to the 
price of Manitoba flour. The latter has practically not increased in price in months. 
Considerable stocks were in bakers’ hands who resold it below the cost of importation. 
The low rates of freight still offered from New York has also kept the price of the | 
Canadian article to its relatively low figure. 


GRAIN FREIGHT RATES. 


The remarkable difference between the shipping rate for grain from Winnipeg via 
New York and via Vancouver, favouring the former port, still continues so great that 
it is hopeless to expect the large trade from Vancouver that was looked for. Quotations 
from Vancouver have been steadily underbidden here. An attempt to fill a sailing 
vessel with a cargo of wheat in December was a failure, but it is hoped that she will 
be filled in January. The regular steamers have full cargo, and they are unable to take 
all offering by that line, but until the freight rates to Vaneouver from interior points 
are lowered, little beyond the steamer’s capacity is likely to come. This is to be re 
gretted, as it is a fine opportunity for making Vancouver a port of export for grain lost. 
Just now the market is pretty fully stocked with both wheat and flour, and the cargoes 
contracted for will keep it so for nearly six months, but more must come. The Manitoba 
flour is getting into the markets of allthe States, a quantity having been shipped to 
Perth, Western Australia. It could come much cheaper from the East than via Van- 
couver and transhipment at Sydney. 


AUSTRALIAN WHEAT YIELDS. 


The earlier estimates of the Australian wheat yields are not known to be greatly 
overdrawn. In November the statistician of the Government of New South Wales 
placed the area saved for grain at 476,190 acres, but he now returns it at only 388,376 
acres, out of 1,561,704 acres sown. But even so, he estimates the average crop 
upon that less than one-fourth of the area sown at only 3-6 bushels to the acre, which 
is far below the previous worst on record. The year 1888 was the worst season of the 
previous thirty years, but then the yield was 47 bushels to the acre, and the crop 
larger than the’estimate of the present one. The yield for three years is :—

Instead of nearly three million bushels, as the sanguine estimated, New South 
Wales will require the equivalent of about nine million bushels in wheat and flour. 

Victoria shows a better return. The acre sown was stated to be 2,068,400. Of 
these 1,439,275 failed or was fed to stock, and the remainder has yielded four and a 
half bushels per acre or about three million bushels. This state will require to import 
about three million bushels. South Australia can supply a surplus possibly equal to 
the requirements of Queensland and Western Australia. 


NEW ZEALAND WHEAT RETURNS. 


New Zealand so far makes a much better showing. The official returns of the 
acreage under crop show a net increase of 104,181 acres. The area under wheat for 
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threshing is 194,274 acres, an increase of 30,812 on last year. Oats: for threshing, 
481,462 acres, an increase of 75,537; for chafting, ensilage and feeding, 204,760 cres 
an increase of 5,252. Barley, 2,187 acres; maize, 13,433 acres. As antic a 
is a considerable shrinkage of the quantity of grain on hand, the figures for wheat being 
1,230,785 bushels, a decrease of 1,951,222; oats, 1,715,429 bushels, a decrease of 
1,055,857 bushels. In view of the reduced stocks there will not be a large surplus of 
wheat to export, though she should spare a million and a half bushels of oats. 

It would appear that three hundred thousand tons of wheat and flour will be 
needed in Australia, exclusive of other breadstufts, and it is probable that about one- 
half of this amount has been contracted for. There is, therefore, a possibility for large 
shipments as yet from Vancouver if the freight facilities are improved. I am afraid it 
is too late to do much in oats, except some for milling purposes. Of course should the 
drought continue there will be a demand beyond even the capability of New Zealand to 
supply. A million bushels could have been sold for delivery, but the changing quota- 
tions sent here and the uncertainty of getting delivery lost the market. In April there 
may be a demand, and if so I will if necessary advise by cable. 


FOODSTUFES. 


Other foodstuffs require but little notice. Potatoes have maintained a very high 
figure warranting large shipments from British Columbia, but as no space could be had 
on the steamers nothing could have been done. At one time a lot equal to those 
received here could have been sold at $40 to $50 per ton. Peas, beans and malting 
barley continue high. Efforts to get quotations and samples from Canada have been 
unsuccessful. In view of the high price of beans in Canada it is doubtful if any busi- 
ness can be done in them here. 


APPLES 


Some Canadian apples arrived here in October, and orders were given for two 
hundred cases. The shipment arrived by the last steamer, hut were infinitely below 
the samples shown and were about half rotten. The consignee refused to take delivery, 
and the result must be a considerable loss. It is claimed that the fruit sent was not 
Canadian but United States apples reshipped at Vancouver. It is an unfortunate 
thing that such a shipment should have been made, as it is an injury to what should be 
an annual business. 


FROZEN PIGS. 


Some frozen pigs arrived in good condition, but, though shipped from Canada, were 
from the United States. It is claimed that succeeding steamers will bring Canadian. 
Offerings from Chicago keep the price down to about 13 cents C. I. F. & E. T believe 
the demand will continue throughout the next year. I notice that Canadian newspapers 
in quoting the Australian tariff place a duty of a penny per pound on frozen meat. 
There is this duty on meats preserved in any other way than by the cold process, but 
frozen is free. 


MANITOBA FLOUR. 


The sale of Manitoba flour is not only extending to all the states of the common. 
wealth and New Zealand, but I have hopes of getting it into the Pacific Islands. It is 
already known in Suva, but there are large sales of flour made here for New Caledonia, 
New Guinea and other islands. Much of the trade is for very low grade, commonly 
known as Sharps. Canada should be able to supply this as well as patent from No. 1 
Hard Manitoba. The demand for general merchandise from these islands is yearly 
growing, and Canada should secure a share of this trade. ’ 
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TRADE IN THE PACIFIC ISLANDS. , - 


The Commercial Agent of the Government of New South Wales who has visited 
Eastern Siberia has this paragraph in a recent report which may be of interest to Cana- 
dian manufacturers :— 

‘In consequence of the United States having imposed a duty on Russian sugar, 
Russia has retaliated by imposing an extra 50 per cent duty on all goods from the 
United States, so that the extensive import of machinery of all kinds, which has 
obtained for some years past, is now practically stopped. The firms of Messrs. Clarkson 
& Co., and Tilhuan & Co., of Vladivostock, have been the principal importers in the 
past, and I would advise the engineers, foundries, boilermakers, &c., at your end to at 
once send their catalogues to these firms, who now look to import from England and 
Germany. A large trade in agricultural implements is done by American merchants 
with Eastern Siberia. If the makers in New South Wales can compete with the Amer- 
icans, then they had better send their catalogues to the firms whose names I have given 
above, and to “Messrs. Kunse & Albera, Vladivostock, and to Messrs. Emery & Co., of 
Blagovestchensk.’ 


OPPOSITION TO FOREIGN WORKMEN. 


Some trouble has arisen over the arrival of a dozen hatters from England under 
contract to a Sydney manufacturer, and their landing was opposed by the labour union 
on the ground that their doing so would be a contravention of the Immigration Restric- 
tion Act. After some negotiations they were permitted to land. The clause of the 
Act reads :— 

‘The immigration into the commonwealth of the persons described in any of the 
following paragraphs of this section (hereinafter called ‘prohibited immigrants ’) is pro- 
hibited, namely :— 

‘(g.) Any persons under a contract or agreement to perform manual labour within 
the commonwealth. Provided that this paragraph shall not apply to workmen exempted 
by the Minister for special skill required in Australia, or to persons under contract or 
agreement to serve as part of the crew of a vessel engaged in the coasting trade in Aus- 
tralian waters, if the rates of wages specified therein are not lower than the rates ruling 
in the commonwealth.’ 

Occasionally Canadians have come here under conditions that would have brought 
them under the terms of this Act. In the future it would be advisable to get permis- 
sion of the government of the commonwealth to land before leaving Canada. 


SYDNEY WOOL SALES. 


The Sydney wool sales have closed for 1902. The number of bales catalogued from 
June to December was :—

Showing a decrease of 114,227 bales. It is estimated that the total production of 
wool in Australia will fall short of last year by three hundred thousand bales or nearly 
20 per cent. Owing to the small lambing this year, and the number of sheep which 
perished since shearing, it is feared that the production next year will be below that of 
this. In such case the high prices obtained and likely to be obtained will be a con- 
siderable compensation.

Sir,—I herewith have the honour to forward report for the quarter ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1902. ; 

‘ Trade in general has continued slack during the past year, which is only a natural 
consequence of the poor times since the financial crack three years ago, and also on 
account of the very small crops harvested last year in both of the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. In the northern part of Sweden the entire crop failure has caused a famine, which 
only partly can be reduced by large government and private donations. 

The depression in the freight market also makes a great difference in the amount of 
remittances which the shipowners receive. 

The industries which supply the home market have had a poor year, probably worse 
than in 1901, and as building operations have been greatly curtailed and log felling will 
be restricted also the coming winter, the number of unemployed is unfortunately large. 
The outlook is thus not a cheerful one, and a revival of trade is not to be expected for 
some time. 


WOOD GOODS EXPORTERS. 


The Swedish, Finnish and Norwegian wood goods exporters decided in the autumn 
of 1901 to reduce their log-get during the following winter by upwards of 40 per cent. 
In Norway the actual reduction has been found to be 35 percent. This step had be- 
come a necessity, because prices had been demoralized under the weight of the excessive 
production. Neither could the forests for any length of time have suffered such a deple- 
tion. Stocks are now very small and fair prices are obtained. 


WOOD PULP. 


Wood pulp which in the beginning of 1902, sold at 35 kr. ($9.33) for good ordi- 
nary brands of moist mechanical advanced as high as to 40 kr. ($10.67) during the 
month of March, but has later gradually dropped until recently sales have been made 
at 29 kr. ($7.60). 

Cellulose has been a bad market all through the year, and the price has been 
declining almost constantly until the position has now become worse than anybody in 
this trade can remember. I mention the above facts, as it may possibly be of interest 
to the Canadian exporters in these lines to see just how the market stands at present. 


COD FISHERIES. 


The returns of the cod fisheries for the past year amount to about 44,000,000 of 
cod as compared’ with 40,000,000 in 1901 and about 53,000,000 averagely for the pre- 


ceding ten years. 
RUBBER SHOES, 


During the past quarter my firm has besides other Canadian manufactures also had 
a first trial shipment of about forty cases of rubber shoes from a Canadian rubber 
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manufacturer. If the prices compare favourably with prices on some kind of goods 
from United States manufacturers, further and larger business will no doubt result. As 
to quality, I am perfectly satisfied that the Canadian goods will stand comparison. On 
account of the heavy duty only lighter and finer grades can be imported to advantage. 


NEW INVENTION. 


Mr. T. A. Fidjeland, the gunmaker, who is well known outside of this country on 
account of his late patents for rifle construction, has recently made another invention, 
which according to the judgment of professionals, is very practical, and which will no 
doubt be of interest also in Canada. It isa stream motor, which is put in movement 
by being placed in running water. It frequently happens that there is a river where the 
stream is strong, but where the fall is divided on a longer distance, so it would be con- 
nected with large expences to build a dam or put up turbine pipes. . Mr. Fidjeland’s in- 
vention will save such constructions, when it is desired to procure power at a small 
expense. His stream-motor, which is constructed similar to a common three-bladed 
steamship propeller, is placed in the stream and is turned around by the pressure of the 
running water. 


PRACTICAL USE OF INVENTIONS. 


Mr. Fidjeland has found out that by placing several such propellers on one axle in 
a proper distance from each other, the power is multiplied. In this manner sufficient 
power may be realized for running smaller saw-mills, factories, electrical light plants, 
threshing machines, &c. The inventor has, since the patent became known, received 
hundreds of orders from farmers and others, who have seen his own motor at work at 
his factory. The motors are in every instance said to work very well and give entire 
satisfaction.

ANTIGUA. 


ORDINANCE No. 3, 1903. 
(Assented to on January 8, 1903.) 


The present ordinance repeals the Customs Tariff Ordinance, No. 8 of 1901, and 
the Additional Duty Ordinance, No. 1 of 1902, but at the same time provides for the 
imposition of duties on goods imported into the Presidency of Antigua, as well as for 
drawbacks upon goods exported therefrom. 

The ordinance may be said to consolidate, to a large extent, the rates imposed by 
the tariff ordinances previously in force, and it is to remain in operation to December 
31, 1903, and thenceforth to the next meeting of the Legislative Council. The tariff of 
import duties is now given in extenso for the purpose of reference :—

All samples not of saleable value, of manufactured and other goods, and all articles 
intended for exhibition only, and not for sale, which the treasurer in his discretion shall 
allow to be imported, and subject to any rules that may be made. 

Goods, being the growth, produce or manufacture of, or raised in any of the islands 
comprising the colony of the Leeward islands and goods upon which duty shall have already 
been paid in any Presidency of the colony, except Dominica, with certain provisos. 

* Consular articles imported for the official use of the Consulate, of any foreign 
country or place, provided that a similar privilege in respect of similar articles is ac- 
corded by the laws and customs of such foreign country or place to H. M. Consulate 
therein. 

* Naval stores for the use of the Admiralty. 

* Public worship and education, articles specially imported for, viz.:—musical 
instruments of all kinds, lamps, bells, wine and ornaments, and all furniture and articles 
to be used in the celebration of divine worship, and all goods imported for the use or 
repair of churches, chapels and duly certified school houses. 

* Shipbuilding materials and accessories of all kinds when imported for the con- 
struction, equipment or repair of a specific vessel above five tons burden, except rope 
and cordage of all kinds, including wire rope. 

* Steam engines and steam pipes, boilers and boiler tubes, firebars, machinery and 
apparatus, whether stationary or portable, for agriculture, irrigation or mining, and all 
necessary parts and appliances for the erection or repair thereof, or for the communi- 
cation of the motive power thereto, when not imported for sale. 

-* Stores of every description imported or supplied for the use of H. M. land and 
sea forces, military uniforms, accoutrements and equipments imported with the au- 
thority of the commanding officer by members of the Defence Force for their own use, 
all goods or stores imported by the St. John’s city board for municipal purposes of the 
board, and all things imported by or supplied for the use of the governor. 

If any goods on which duty has been paid at the time of importation be sub- 
quently supplied to or for the use of the Governor, or H. M. land and sea forces, the 
amount of duty paid on the goods so supplied, shall be repaid out of the treasury upon 
the warrant of the Governor. 

* Surgical instruments and appliances imported for the use of the importer. 

* Triple effect for manufacturing sugar, all multiple effect machinery and materials, 
appliances and plant and parts thereof required to erect or enlarge or improve a factory 
wherein a multiple effect is installed. 

Animals, sucking. 

Baggage, personal, of passengers, containing apparel and articles of ordinary use. 

Books, printed, pamphlets and printed matter; bullion; eggs; fertilisers of all 
kinds and manures ; fish, fresh or on ice; forage ; fruits and vegetables not being pre- 
served, except potatoes other than sweet potatoes ; furniture for owner’s use—the pro- 
perty of persons coming to reside in the Presidency which is imported by them for 
their personal use and which has been in their use for not less than one year previously 
to the importation thereof ; goats; gold in bars, plate or wire ; ice ; maps and charts ; 
music printed ; packages, viz., boxes, barrels, crates, and inner packages of all kinds, 
also packages and coverings (except butts, puncheons, hogsheads, tierces and trunks) in 
which goods are actually imported and returned packages which have been exported 
with molasses therein ; plants, shrubs and seeds of all kinds for planting ; poultry. 

Repairs.— Articles or goods which are exported for repairs or alteration and are 
subsequently reimported, provided that notice of the intention to export such articles or 
goods was given to the treasurer at the time of exportation. 


*In these cases the importer is required to furnish a certificate to the treasurer specifying the parti- 
cular purpose for which the goods have been imported, and also stating that they will not be disposed of 
for any other purpose without the consent of the treasurer. 
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Salt ; sheep; specimens illustrative of natural history ; swine ; tombstones, tablets 
and railings for graves ; turtle ; vegetables, green, other than those specified. 

Workmen’s tools and professional apparatus when brought by a passenger for his 
own use. 

It is also provided that where any goods imported at one time of a total invoice 
value of 50/. or upwards have been damaged in transit, the treasurer may allow a re- 
bate of duty proportionate to the damage done to be recovered on an ad valorem equi- 
valent which is set out in the ordinance. 

Provision is also made (subject to certain conditions) for a drawback of duty to be 
allowed on the exportation of imported dutiable goods.

(A.)\— AUSTRALASIA. 


Report OF CoMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. J. S. Larke.) 


Sypvey, N.S.W., January 24, 1902. 
The Right Honourable 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa. 


Sir.—The rains of November and December have been followed by exceedingly hot 
weather with scorching winds, which undid the advantages of the rain in many sections 
of New South Wales. The growing grass has withered and the maize crops shrivelled 
as by a flame. The other States have not suffered to the same extent. If good rains 
should fall during the next week, and in February, a great spring of grass will follow 
and to a large extent the damage will be repaired. 


WHEAT AND FLOUR. 


The experts are still estimating as to the Australian wheat crop, but the latest 
figures confirm the view taken in my report of the first of December last, that Australia 
861 
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would require about ten million bushels to supply its demand. It is supposed that 
about 130,000 tons of wheat and flour have been ordered, leaving about 170,000 tons 
yet to be bought. Nearly all the flour purchased is strong wheat flour, but the wheat 
is largely softer wheat from California. The causes contributing to this is that the 
local mills are equipped better for grinding the soft wheat, and the offal is more valuable 
than that from Manitoba hard. The mixture used for bread is about one-third or one- 
fourth Manitoba flour, balance from soft wheat, and it is easier to mix the flour than to 
grind hard and soft wheats together. The anomaly noticed in my last report that the 
space of the regular steamers has been taken for months ahead continues, and yet it is 
difficult to get loading for an extra ship. This is due to the fact that New York is a 
_ cheaper port in which to buy Manitoba wheat, and flour made from it in United States 
mills, than Vancouver. There is a growing hesitation to attempt business via Van- 
couver, from the lack of success of experiments made, and some errors committed both 
here and in Vancouver, but the whole of the blame here is shouldered on the Canadian 
firms. Large orders yet must be given during the year, and I trust that circumstances 
will be changed so as to favour the Canadian ports on the Pacific getting a good share 
of them. 


OATS. 


A good deal of inquiry both by letter and cable has characterized the past month, 
but I fear it is too late to do much now. So far the market has been, as my cable of 
November indicated ‘firm till March’. They have risen in price, and for best oats a 
dollar per bushel has been paid. No quantity can be obtained here from Canada until 
after March, and when the New Zealand oats come into this market—as they will in 
March—a heavy reduction in price is expected. The data for calculating the prospects 
of the market throughout the year are not at hand, but the position just now appears to 
be that New Zealand will reap sixteen per cent more acres this year than last, but the 
yield will not be quite so good. She expects a harvest of sixteen to eighteen million 
bushels. She could if necessary spare about eight million bushels. In 1901, out of a 
somewhat larger yield, she exported ten and a half million bushels, of which over eight 
millions went to South Africa, and less than two to Australia. The Australian harvest 
of 1900-1 was twelve million bushels, this is ‘guessed’ at six and a half million bushels. 
Apparently the New Zealand surplus will about meet the Australian requirement. But 
the Australian maize crop is likely also to be a short one, to what extent is not yet 
clear. It is reasonable to fear that it may be at least three million less than 1900-1. 
So will the crop of wheaten and oaten hay, and even if the grass be good the shortage 
in maize must be made up in hay or oats, and the problem is whether it is to come from 
Argentine as maize or Canada as oats. Argentine maize is not a first-class article. It 
is quoted here, duty paid, 4s. 5d. as against 5s. 3d. for good local. Oats are quoted at 3s. 
6d. to 4s. 1d. per bushel. It is possible, therefore, that towards the close of the year 
there may be an opening for a considerable quantity of Canadian oats, but unless there 
18 a poorer crop both here and in New Zealand than is now looked for, there is not 
much hope until that time. 


PREJUDICE AGAINST DIRECT TRADE. 


I have alluded to errors which have created a disinclination in some circles to do 
business with Canada direct. One of these told me that an Australian firm bought a 
quantity of oats to come by steamer and sent a letter of credit. On receiving the 
money the Canadian firm found that no space was available on the steamer, and without 
consulting the buyer shipped by a sailing vessel, which may come here late in March or 
April. The firm are likely to be compelled to sell at a loss. If this be the case, the 
Canadian firm has paid no attention to the conditions here, and has blundered (with the 
best of intentions, no doubt) and thereby created a prejudice against direct trade. This 
is not applicable all, for there are firms against whose methods of doing business 
not a complaint has been heard. It illustrates the necessity of studying the conditions 
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here, and never varying the implied terms of a contract without the consent of the 
purchaser. 


FROZEN POULTRY. 


Over ten tons of frozen turkeys and geese arrived here from Smith’s Falls by the 
Aorangi. It was perfectly preserved and as sweet as when killed. As a whole it was 
a very nice lot, a few birds, however, being thin. A morning newspaper said of it : 

“A striking commentary on all our talk of a poultry and other meat export trade 
was witnessed through the Sydney streets during the past week in the form of a number 
of lorry loads of frozen pork, turkeys and geese being conveyed from the Canadian 
steamer to a city cold store. On Saturday last a number of the turkeys were displayed 
in a King street poulterer’s shop, and a splendid sight they were. There have been 
larger turkeys put on the Sydney markets locally, but the quality of the Canadian out- 
classes anything yet seen in a Sydney shop. They are birds of, say from 10 to 14 lbs. 
each, back as well as breast showing a wealth of meat, and which was only brought about 
by the most careful feeding, as opposed to the system in this state of allowing the tur- 
keys to wander in search of their own living. The birds are offered at 1s. 6d. per lb. 
retail, a price below that obtaining in Sydney prior to Christmas, and had these import- 
ations been available at such time a speedy clearance would have been effected.’ 

They justified this opinion. » Nevertheless there were some criticisms. Some of the 
turkeys had been plucked badly, large strips of the skin having been torn away in the 
act. One of the finest birds in the shipment had a strip as large as the palm of a 
hand thus stripped. This careless work damages the value of the turkey. When four 
or five dollars are paid for one, appearance is an importart element to be considered. 
The packing cases, though of the right shape, were light. They were scarcely strong 
enough for the long distance, and should have been reinforced by a wire fastened tightly 
around each end. A few broke on the way, but not very badly. The Australians who 
have had experience in long distance transportation, pack poultry in cases very much the 
shape of the Canadian, but they are lined inside with thin cotton, which, though per- 
meable to the air, stop a good deal of the dust. The broad top and bottom have each an 
extra layer of cotton with parchment or grease proof paper between. This protects the 
birds and adds to their appearance at the sale rooms. The openings in the sides are said 
to be sufficient for the circulation of cold air in the cool chambers. The superiority of the 
turkeys to the Australian at Christmas time will make shipments for the holiday season 
profitable for some years to come. For the three years during which I have endeavoured 
to get such a trade initiated, it certainly would have been profitable. 


FROZEN HoGs, «kc. 


Orders have been given to Canadian firms for continued shipments of frozen hogs. 
The shipment by the last steamer has been declared by the buyer superior to the hogs 
from Chicago, though some of them were rather heavy. Owing to the limited space in 
the cool chambers of the Pacific steamers, shipments have been made from Chicago via 
New York and England to Australia. Prices are, therefore, kept down to twelve to 
thirteen cents C. I. F. 

Barley, peas and beans are still high, but I have not succeeded in getting a sample 
from Canada. 


PACIFIC CABLE. 


Though the cable is getting a good deal of business, it is not getting its full share. 
As the result of having the special use of land lines and the right to open its own oftice 
in this city, the Eastern Extension Company register cable addresses free, while the 
Government Telegraph Department still charges 2s. 6d. per month or 10s. 6d. per 
annum for such registration. The Eastern Extension is therefore getting the business 
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of firms which, were it not for this tax, would send their business over the Pacific Cable. 
A still greater hindrance to the increase of business is that Australian firms are not 
aware whether their foreign correspondents are registered with the Pacific Cables agents. 
They know that they are with the Eastern Extension, and send their messages accord- 
ingly. The difficulty respecting sending time of receipt of cable has been overcome. 
With these exceptions the service is well spoken of.

SOUTH AFRICA. 
Report oF CoMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. J. G. Jardine. )

Str,—Now that Mr. Chamberlan and the Rand Magnates have finally arranged to 
the satisfaction, at any rate, of the Transvaal, their percentage of the war debt, it is 
confidently expected that the new colonies will advance with rapid strides, and _busi- 
ness everywhere will greatly improve, and that before very long the Cape, Natal, 
Transvaal, Orange River Colony and Rhodesia will be incorporated into a united com- 
monwealth. The first step leading to federation will be the formation of a customs 
union. The Cape Colony imposes heavy duties on food stuffs, about $4,000,000 of taxes 
alone last year were collected on the necessaries of life, a crushing burden to the middle 
and working classes of the Cape. 


PROPOSED CUSTOMS UNION. 


The Transvaal Government by their new tariff has done much in the direction of 
lower duties and the Government of Cape Colony is at last willing to discuss a customs 
unjon with her sister colonies. Sir Gordon Sprigg, the Prime Minister, himself is in 
favour of working on similar lines to Canada’s preferential tariff, favouring the Mother 
Country and giving a preference to the Empire at large. 


SEABOARD FREIGHT. 


The railway companies are now in a position to move freight from the sea board 
more expeditiously. This is proving a great benefit tothe business community gener- 
ally. 


MORE CANADIAN GOODS WANTED. 
In timber, flooring and ceiling boards, doors and window sashes, railway sleepers, 
&ec., the supply is not equal to the demand. A very largely increased want for strong, 
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medium priced, household furniture and office requisites has arisen and inquiries are 
coming in for the names and addresses of Canadian manufacturers in these cheaper 
grades. Our Canadian timber and furniture manufacturers should take note of this 
fact. In the more expensive furniture including musical instruments and pianos I am 
told the stock on hand is greater than the sales warrant. 


ARRIVAL OF CANADIAN GOODS. 


The ss. Melville, the second of the Canadian direct line reached Cape Town, Janu- 
ary |, bringing a full cargo consisting of flour, grain, butter, cheese, deals, timber, bran, 
pease, apples, poultry, canned meats, vegetables, lobster, fodder, sole leather, organs, 
church sittings, shoes, roofing, railway ties, stoves, earthenware, linotypes, furniture and 
ottice desks, carriages and buggies. The perishable goods, including apples, arrived in 
excellent condition, and are likely to lead to increased exports of these and other articles 
from Canada. Unfortunately the Melville had to await her turn for dockage accommo- 
dation, and it’ will be a few days yet before she leaves for East London and Durban 
ports. We are daily looking for the arrival of the third vessel, reported to have left 
St. John, December 18, with a full cargo of food and other Canadian products aboard. 


THE TRANSVAAL BUDGET. 


The first Transvaal budget was issued by the official ‘Gazette’ on December 31 for 
the financial year ending June 30, 1902. The revenue for the’ year is estimated at 
$27,863,220 and the expenditure at $27,254,645, showing a surplus of over half a 
million dollars. 


ORANGE RIVER REVENUE. 


In the Orange River Colony the year’s revenue would be $3,865,000 and the 
expenditure $3,800,000, leaving a surplus of $65,000. The revenues in both colonies 
are both largely in excess of what they were in the last year of the old administrations. 
The figures indicate that trade is expanding in the new colonies. Now that the war 
is over the people are settling down once more to their industrial pursuits. It should 
tend to increase trade relations with Canada if her business men are prepared to exploit 
this market and adopt some of the methods of their neighbours to the south. 


COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS TAX REPEALED. 


The Government of the Orange River Colony has been the first to repeal the 
iniquitous commercial travellers tax and it is to be hoped that all the other colonies 
will soon follow suit. 


SALE OF CANADIAN PRODUCE. 


Canadian tinned goods, including salmon, lobster, kippered herring, tomatoes, 
pease, soda biscuits, &c., are on sale here, and Canadian butter and cheese brought by 
our direct line are also selling very well. The grocers tell me our butter, out of cold 
storage, stands the climate better than Australian or Argentine on account of the extra 
salt it contains. It does not however retail for more than 1s. 6d. per pound in Cape 
Town, whereas Australian and Argentine, perhaps on account of less salt, or for some 
other reason sells for 1s. 9d. per pound. Canadian bacon and hams ought to find a good 
market here. The American article is sold here for the genuine English product at Is. 
4d. to 1s. 10d. per pound. 


CANADIAN AGENTS IN"SOUTH AFRICA. 


One company of extensive Canadian packers have given their agency to a respon- 
sible and pushing firm of commission merchants with branches at every important point 
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in South Africa and very soon the wisdom of their move will be apparent. Other 
Canadian firms are waking up to the importance of the South African market and have 
representatives already on the ground. 


BRITISH COLUMBIAN ENTERPRISE. 


The British Columbians under the leadership of a few keen Vancouver merchants 
are turning their attention to South Africa. They object to the United States and 
Eastern Canada doing all the exploiting, and are determined themselves to build up a 
trade in lumber, woodenware and canned products generally with South Africa ; and 
judging from the correspondence I get from that quarter I take it these Vancouver 
gentlemen mean business and lots of it. 


RHODESIAN PROGRESS. 


Rhodesia is making steady progress, if her customs statistics are to be the gauge. 
In 1895 her imports amounted to $1,050,000. In 1901 they had reached $4,214,815 
and for the year ended March 31, 1902, they had increased to $8,032,000. The duties 
levied averaged 73 per cent. The gold output in Rhodesia since September, 1898, to April, 
1902, is valued at $7,200,000. So far as I know Canada did not sell anything to 
Rhodesia last year. I propose to extend my trip to this young province when I leave 
for the Transvaal next month and shall endeavour to learn the cause.

Sir,—I beg to submit my Annual Report on matters connected with the Trade of 
the Dominion for 1902, so far as it comes within the purview of my department. 

In the first place, it may be stated that the correspondence in the general branch 
of the office, which deals largely with commercial matters, numbered 8,293 letters 
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received, and 9,526 forwarded. In addition, our callers during the year numbered 
about 15,500, of whom 4,150 were Canadians who registered. A considerable propor- 
tion of the remainder consisted of persons enquiring about commercial and other 
questions, members of the Press, and those desiring to consult the Library, to see the 
newspapers, and to make general inquiries. 

The official correspondence—that with the Departments at Ottawa, and with those 
of the Imperial Government—was also large. Some of it related to the purchase in 
Canada of supplies for use in South Africa, but the work of this branch of my depart- 
ment has been dealt with in another report. 


ADVERTISEMENT DEALING WITH CANADA. 


During the year, the following advertisements have been appearing in the various 
trade papers :—

As the result there are daily many inquiries at the office, both by letter and in 
person, on commercial matters. 


MEDIUM OF INFORMATION. 


It is also very generally known in Canada now,that the services of the Department are 
available for the supply of information and reports to Canadian merchants and shippers, 
importers and exporters, who are interested in the trade in the United Kingdom and on 
the Continent. It cannot be too widely understood that we are able to place importers 
and exporters in this country in communication with importers and exporters in Canada, 
and vice versa, and there is reason to believe, from statements made to me personally 
and in the course of our correspondence, that our efforts in this direction have been 
appreciated. 


COMMERCIAL INQUIRIES. 


For some years past also, it has been my practice to publish a summary of the 
commercial inquiries we receive each week, both from the United Kingdom, the contin- 
ent, and Canada, in the newspapers in this country and in the Dominion. Of course, 
before this is done, many of the inquiries are under investigation or have been dealt 
with, but it is useful as stimulating correspondence and increasing the list of the names 
of those in my possession who are interested in such matters. 
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THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 


Similar work, but naturally on a smaller scale, is done at the Imperial Institute - 
and it is anticipated as the result of the new arrangements by which that institution 
has been placed under the control of the Board of Trade, and offices opened in the city, 
that this additional means of obtaining publicity for the resources and capabilities of 
Canada, both as regards her import and export trade, will be beneficial, and promote 
the still further expansion of trade. 


CORRESPONDENCE INVITED. 


While dealing with this branch of the subject, I may say, that the more correspon- 
dence that is received on commercial matters, both from Canada and_ the 
United Kingdom, the better. There is a growing desire in this country, as shown in 
our correspondence—to increase the trade exchanges between Canada and the United 
Kingdom, and to give the preference to the products of the Colonies—all other things 
being equal as regards prices and quality. 


INFORMATION FURNISHED BRITISH PRESS. 


In order to attract as much attention as possible to Canadian Trade, a letter was 
addressed to the Press of the United Kingdom in November last—which was printed 
in almost every important paper in the country—and it attracted much attention. 

The following is the letter in question :— 

“You have been good enough, on more than one occasion, to permit me to direct 
attention, through your columns, to the interchange of trade between Canada and the 
United Kingdom, and I venture once more to crave your indulgence. 

“Tt is generally well-known that, for some years past, the exports of the produce 
of the Dominion to the mother country have been rapidly increasing. The following 
figures (the Canadian fiscal year ends on June 30) bearing on that part of the question, 
speak for themselves :—

“The exports consist largely of horses, live cattle, meats of all kinds, general farm 
and dairy produce and fruits. Other considerable items in the trade are the products 
of the mine, the forest, the fisheries, and the manufactories of the different provinces. 

‘Prior to 1896, the imports from Great Britain, of its staple manufactures, were 
decreasing ; but owing to the influence of the preferential tariff, abundant harvests, and 
increased immigration, the trade has since been advancing, as shown by the following 
figures :—

“There is plenty of room for the expansion of Canadian exports to Great Britain, 
and of British exports to Canada. Canadians believe that, all other things being equal, 
there is a disposition in the United Kingdom to look favourably on the products of the 
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Canadian farms, dairies, and orchards—such as wheat, oats, flour, butter, cheese, eggs, 
bacon, ham and other meats, canned goods of all kinds, and fruits ; and also on the other 
natural products and manufactures to which reference has been made. ‘The trade 
might be much increased if consumers would inquire for Canadian products among the 
many kinds that are available. 

“My principal object in writing is to state again that the Canadian Government is 
anxious to facilitate as much as possible communication between British exporters and 
Canadian importers, and Canadian exporters and British importers ; and that corres- 
pondence is invited in my department from merchants and importers who are interested. 
Statistics and other information, relating to the different branches of Canadian trade— 
both imports and exports—are available; and the various trade journals, daily and 
weekly papers, official reports, and business directories, are on file in the library and 
reading room, and may be inspected at any time. I trust the fact of the existence of 
these facilities may be widely noticed ; and am inclined to the opinion that if they are 
largely utilized it must lead to closer and more extensive commercial relations between 
the Dominion and the mother country.” 


PREFERENTIAL TARIFF. 


When the blue-book was published containing the report of the Colonial Conference, 
the discussions that took place on inter-[mperial commercial matters and the resolutions 
that were passed, attracted much attention. As, however, from some of the comments 
that were made, it appeared that the working and results of the Preferential Tariff 
were not thoroughly understood, and that some misapprehension also existed with 
regard to the nature of the trade exchanges between Canada and the United States, I 
arranged for the preparation of a memorandum on the subject, which was printed a 
few weeks agoin the leading daily papers in the United Kingdom. <A copy of this 
memorandum, Appendix <A, is attached to this report. (vide page 994.) 

The usual extracts from the Board of Trade returns, of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with Canada during the last twelve months, are also enclosed with this report 
—Appendix B—(vide page 997) and will no doubt be of interest in the Dominion. 


CATTLE IMPORTED FROM CANADA, 


It will be seen from the figures that the number of cattle imported from Canada— 
93,674—-shows an increase over the previous year—88,211—although it did not reach 
the numbers of 1901. It will be noticed that at the same time there was a falling off 
in the imports from the United States as compared with 1901 and 1900. No doubt the 
actual exports from Canada were really larger, as most of the Canadian animals shipped 
from American ports are treated in the Board of Trade returns as imports from the 
United States ; and it must not be forgotten also that there is now a considerable trade 
between Canada and the United States in cattle, some of which no doubt finds its way 
to this country in the form of American chilled beef. 


SHEEP IMPORTED. 


There is a falling off in the imports of sheep from Canada, as compared with 1901, 
although the figures are in excess of those for 1900. This trade is by no means as large 
as it used to be, owing no doubt to the considerable numbers of sheep and lambs that 
are shipped from the Dominion to the United States annually. 

It is gratifying to know that the animals coming from Canada this year are report- 
ed to show a much better quality than in previous years. This fact has been remarked 
upon by several of my correspondents. 
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RESTRICTIONS AGAINST CATTLE. 


The agitation for the removal of the restrictions of the free entry of Canadian cattle 
into the United Kingdom has been kept very much alive during the year, principally in 
Scotland. An association has been formed for the purpose of introducing a Bill into 
Parliament to modify the Act of 1896—under which cattle from all countries are now 
required to be slaughtered at the port of landing, and there have been many meetings in 
different parts of the country and in London on the subject. 

So far as can be ascertained, the Government has no intention of modifying the 
existing legislation in any way. I have been careful not to identify myself with the 
agitation, in order to prevent the impression getting abroad that the movement was being 
engineered under the auspices of the Canadian Government. At the same time, I have 
supplied any information that was possible, and have pointed out that the removal of 
the restrictions would be regarded favourably in Canada, and that it has always been a 
great disappointment to us that the privilege which Canada so long enjoyed was with- 
drawn under the mistaken assumption that pleuro-pneumonia had existed in Canada ; and 
further that the animals which gave rise to the difficulties were not suffering from that 
disease. The Board of Agriculture practically admit that a mistake was made. and that 
the flocks and herds of Canada have always been free from disease ; but the admission is 
not of much practical value now, in view of the fact that the restrictions against Cana- 
dian cattle which, in the first place, were temporary, have been made permanent by the 
Act of 1896. 

The proposal which was under discussion for some time, to increase the lhmit with- 
in which cattle must be slaughtered at the port of landing, has attracted some attention, 
but the impression seems to prevail that it would not be of much practical benefit either 
to the Canadian shipper or to the importer here—except at times when the market was 
glutted, and it might be advantageous not to be obliged to force the animals upon a full 
market. 


SHIPMENT OF PEDIGREE STOCK INCREASING, 


It is satisfactory to notice that the shipment of pedigree cattle and sheep to Canada 
has been increasing in the last few years. It must be beneficial in improving the flocks 
and herds of the country, and will tend to bring Canadian cattle and sheep up to that 
high level of quality which must prove of great advantage from every point of view. 


IMPORTATIONS FROM ARGENTINE REPUBLIC, 


There have been no importations from the Argentine Republic during the last few 
years, owing to the prevalence of foot-and-mouth disease in that country. The restric- 
tions have however, now been removed, and importations will probably recommence. It 
will be observed from the returns that while the animals have not been coming over 
alive, the fresh meat trade from that country has rapidly developed. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE IN THE UNITED STATES 


In the autumn the report that foot-and-mouth disease had appeared in the New 
England States caused some consternation, both in this country and in Canada. There 
was a fear that it might be difficult to prevent its introduction across the international 
boundary. The importation of cattle into the United Kingdom from the New England 
States was at once prohibited ; and in response to the opinion expressed by the Board of 
Agriculture, the Dominion Government prohibited for a time the conveyance of cattle 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway across the State of Maine, for shipment at St. John, 
fearing that Canadian animals so conveyed might be found infected with the disease on 
their arrival at British ports. Happily, however, the disease in the United States appears 
to have been promptly and effectually grappled with ; and the same remark may be 
made in regard to the precautions taken by the Minister of Agriculture at Ottawa, to 
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prevent the possibility of the introduction of the disease into the Dominion. It is satis- 
factory to state that not a single case of foot-and-mouth disease has been brought to the 
United Kingdom from Canada since the outbreak in the New England States was 
reported. 


CANADIAN CATTLE HEALTHIER. 


According to special investigations made in the abattoirs of Glasgow, the Canadian 
animals imported were much healthier than the British animals slaughtered there—those 
from Canada showing an exceedingly small percentage of tuberculosis, while the contrary 
was the case in regard to the native animals. 

The number of cattle in the United Kingdom at June 30 last showed a reduction 
of 100,855 from the moderate numbers recorded a year earlier, while sheep were fewer 
by 773,258 head than in 1901. This would indicate that the quantity of home-fed 
meats marketed in 1902 was less than usual. In conjunction with the falling off in 
the imports of live cattle and sheep, and also in fresh beef, this serves to explain partly 
the higher prices that prevailed, and the possibility of improved markets for imported 
meat which are anticipated in the near future. 


FRESH BEEF. 


Although this matter has been attracting much attention in Canada for some years 
past, it cannot be said—judging from the figures—that the trade has made much pro- 
gress. The quantity imported from the Dominion appears to have been less in 1902 
than it was some years ago. It is worthy of remark that while the trade in live animals 
has advanced to a limited extent, there has been a great increase in the general imports 
of beef and mutton and the prices that have prevailed indicate that it is regarded as a 
more profitable business, especially when the bye-products are taken into consideration. 
It is computed that the chilled meat imported from the United States in 1902 was 
equal to 342,000 head of cattle, while the frozen beef from New Zealand, Australia and 
the River Plate together was equal to about 171,000 head. 


HORSES. 


There was a considerable falling off in the import of horses from the Uniled States, 
owing, no doubt, to large shipments to South Africa, and there was a reduction also in 
the imports from Canada, possibly arising from the same cause. A proposal has been 
under consideration of His Majesty’s Government fgr some time by which a regular 
supply of remounts for cavalry purposes and of ordinary horses for artillery and draft 
purposes would be forthcoming every year from the Dominion, but no definite decision 
upon the matter appears to have yet been arrived at. 

The matter of shipments to the British market will not, it is hoped, be overlooked. 
There is always a demand here for good working horses at a moderate price, and at the 
same time higher class anima!s can always be disposed of if they are of the right quality. 

This subject has been referred to frequently in recent years, and many special reports 
have been furnished in regard to the supply and demand of animals of the kind. The 
trade is one which is now conducted through regular channels, and there will be no 
difficulty in easily disposing of a much larger number of animals than is now sent over. 


GRAIN, ETC. 


It is satisfactory to notice that Canada is now the second largest shipper of wheat 
to the United Kingdom. The imports last year, however, were only 9,526,713 ewt. 
from Canada, out of a total of nearly 81,000,000 ewt. ; in fact not much more than 10 
per cent of the whole. 

The grain from Canada is very well spoken of, and much enthusiasm has been 
created by the bountiful harvests with which Canada has been favoured in the last few 
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years, by the splendid quality of the grain and the quantity that has been shipped. It is 
much in favour among millers, and more of it, I am informed, would be welcome. 

This applies not only to Great Britain but to the continent, and I quote an extract 
from an interesting report made recently by the Consul-General at Marseilles on the 
possible development of a large trade at that port in hard wheat from Canada, in connec- 
tion with the manufacture of the food products which are so popular along the Mediter- 
ranean coast :— 

‘I desire most particularly to draw the attention of Canadian farmers to the. 
following notes on the hard wheat export, and to assure all those whom the subject may 
interest of my readiness to supply them with the fullest information on any point not 
yet dealt with, which it may be of utility to them to know. I am even prepared to put 
them in touch with local importers at Marseilles. 

‘Tt will have been seen from the preceding notes how vast is the ground covered 
by American research ; how numerous the undertakings they are prepared to deal with, 
and if possible to monopolize. In the matter now about to be dealt with we find 
American pioneers of trade extension investigating at Marseilles the possibilities of 
further extending their hard wheat trade with Central Europe and the Mediterranean. 
In the following chapter, that on Bauxites, we shall again find them pursuing diligent 
inquiries and making sample shipments. There is truly no limit to this most praise- 
worthy American ‘“ pushfulness ”. 

‘During the month of May of the past year a delegate from the United States 
Agricultural Department came to Marseilles to investigate the local conditions of the 
hard wheat trade. American hard wheat suitable for the milling of ‘ semola’ (granular 
flour), so much in demand in the Mediterranean and Southern Europe for the manufac- 
ture of macaroni and other Italian pastes, can, I am told, only be grown in the neigh- 
bourhood of Minneapolis, the soil elsewhere in the United States not being suitable, 
hard wheat sown producing soft wheat after one or two sowings. To improve the 
Minnesota crops in order to enable the American grain to compete with Canadian hard 
wheat, which is so superior to it in quality, the United States delegate went to Algeria, 
whence comes most of the hard wheat usually milled here, and purchased at Bone, 
Algiers and Oran about 100 sacks of the best seed wheat grown. 

‘Marseilles is the leading HKuropean market for hard wheat. Sales.vary from 5 to 
20 tons each for Central Europe, and from 1 to 5 tons for the small Mediterraneau ports. 
Though the sales are usually small, they aggregate about 150 tons per day. 

‘Last winter the Algerian hard wheat was very far below the average quality. 
Great difficulty was experienced here in obtaining grain suitable for semolina. Min- 
neapolis, which holds the north Russian semolina trade, made some shipments to 
Marseilles, via New York, of American hard wheat. This was used here to improve the 
inferior Algerian grain, and gave satisfaction. 

‘Some Ontario and Manitoba hard wheat also came here via New York, and this 
Canadian grain was found to be altogether superior to the American. This leads me, 
naturally, to suggest that Canadian millers should inquire into the possibilities of supply- 
ing the demand at Marseilles for granular flour (selina). 

‘There is, as far as I can see, absolutely no reason why Canada should not 
endeavour to ship granular flour, milled in Canada from home-grown superior hard 
wheats, direct to Marseilles, either via the Canadian lakes and the St. Lawrence, or via 
New York. The problem is solely one of freights and of not breaking bulk. The 
demand for the granular flour exists. The supply should be unlimited in Canada, owing 
to the nature of the Canadian soil. 

‘The impression seems to exist in Canada that granular flour cannot travel well. 
That is a mistake. The sole cause of deterioration in transit is due to a defective process 
of milling. The grain should not be washed when cleaned. That is the sole secret. It 
is a very simple one, and ‘known in Minneapolis.” 

‘T trust that the Canadian Press will kindly give publicity to the above. I shall 
be happy to place Canadian millers in touch with local importers. Some means will 
surely be found of starting a trade that may prove advantageous to our Canadian 
farmers who seek an outlet for their hard wheat which they can grow with such ease ; 
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and advantageous also to Canadian millers, who in this matter are now in the hands of 
their enterprising neighbours. 

‘T have made some further notes on the hard wheat trade which may be of use to 
Canadian exporters willing to study the problem I have set before them. They may as 
well be set down here. 

‘The cultivation of hard wheat was formerly of no interest to the farmer, as this 
wheat which yields so greater a proportion of gluten than does soft wheat, it had less 
pecuniary value than the latter, and did not always finda favourable market. In these 
days the reverse is the case, the consumption of hard wheats and of semolinas is increas- 
ing daily, while on the other hand we see the principal countries which exported them 
turning their attention to other produce. For instance, Italy and Spain, which used to 
produce hard wheat in great quantities, have now taken up vine-growing in its place, 
thus becoming buyers instead of exporters. Syria also used to produce a great deal of 
hard wheat, to-day the farmers there also devote their time to vine-growing. Moreover, 
with the exception of one or two districts, the Syrian wheats have always had a bad 
reputation. Russia, formerly the greatest exporter of wheat, is a country more than 
any other affected by the state of the atmosphere, so that one can never count on the 
wheat harvest until it is reaped. Occasionally, for months at a time no wheat comes to 
Marseilles from that country. In winter, from November to March, all trade ceases 
with the Sea of Azoff, the sea being frozen over. 

‘Again, Russian wheats do not always arrive at Marseilles in good condition, 
occasionally they arrive in such a state as to strongly resemble soft wheats, in other 
words, though the composition of the grain has altered but in a very small degree, the 
grain no longer gives the same good results. 

‘The hard wheats in Africa have diminished greatly in quality. For the last two 
or three years such a thing as a good hard wheat has really ceased to exist! Semolina 
and macaroni have been made from the best that could be found. 

‘Judging from the excellent specimens of hard wheat received here from Canada 
during the past year, there is at Marseilles a splendid opening for Canadian hard wheat. 
The samples shown to me, to which the name of goose wheat has been given here, were 
for the most part of a distinctly superior quality, and, I am assured, have given full 
satisfaction to the semolina and macaroni manufacturers who have used them. These 
wheats arrived here at a moment when there was a scarcity of other hard wheats at 
Marseilles. They helped to raise the quality of semolina by the rich clear colour of the 
Canadian grain. 

‘The semolinas made from pure Manitoba or Ontario hard wheat are of a fine yellow 
colour, and very tasty. It is true, they have not the same amount of gluton found in 
certain Russian wheats ; but one can safely say that they are of a superior quality and 
capable of a good sale if introduced into Europe. The European consumption of 
semolinas is of 600 to 700 tons a day at the least ; there would be an ample market for 
well chosen Canadian produce. 

‘Tf Canadian millers are desirous of going in for the trade in semolina, I shall be 
only too glad to give them, on application, and free of all cost, all the necessary infor- 
mation as to plant, and as to the personnel required to start the works. 

‘Marseilles might with advantage be selected as the port of the Mediterranean 
where operations could be begun. If one or two firms cared to go in for the business, 
small shipments should at first be made, gradually increased until an important opening 
will have been secured at small risk, or even without any risk of loss, the first shipments 
serving as samples, any necessary modification being made as required. 

‘The charges at Marseilles are low. Goods may be received on payment of | fr. 
per kilo, maximum. This could be considerably reduced in proportion to the amount of 
goods dealt with. When once on the quay the expenses generally come to 2 fr. 50 ¢. 
per ton maximum, including receipt of goods, porterage, carting to warehouse. Ware- 
housing and insurance, maximum, 75 c. per ton per month. Unwarehousing, cartage, 
commission, and 2 per cent guarantee of payment, would amount to 2 fr. 50 c. per ton, 

‘In the case of goods airiving at the moment of immediate reshipment, or sold in 
advance, with consequently no need of warehousing, there is only a charge of 50 c. or 1 
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fr, per ton cost of porterage if the goods are unloaded near the rails. If, however, they 
be discharged some way from the rails the extra charge would be 2 fr. 50 c. per ton maxi- 
mum. : 
‘As to the packing, semolinas are generally delivered under double bagging of 
Hessian jute cloth, a very cheap article, in bales of 100 kilos, gross for net, packing 
cloth counted as merchandise. But a packing which I can recommend, and which might 
prove very successful, would consist of a strong cotton cloth covered by a cloth of 
strong coarse jute, the outer wrapping serving only to preserve the inner one. The 
cotton cloth should not add too much to the cost of the packing, it should bear no mark 
or stamp of any kind save the lead on the seam. The buyers would be much interested 
in this matter of cotton covering, which would serve for household purposes when 
emptied ; any marking or stamping wouid depreciate their value. The bales could easily 
be of 1 ewt. without much increasing the cost of packing. Bales of the smaller size 
would be more convenient for transport and manipulation, and for the better preserva- 
tion of the merchandise on the voyage. But all these matters of detail could be altered 
as experience would render necessary. 

‘As to semolina mills, all the information available here bears out the facility with 
which a mill turning out flour from soft wheat only could be transformed into a semo- 
lina mill of hard wheat. 

‘Taking a mill triturating 50 tons of wheat per diem, it is estimated that with a 
maximum expenditure of £4,000 it could be transformed into a semolina mill capable 
of dealing with from 60 to 65 tons of hard wheat instead of 50 tons of soft. Increased 
production would soon make up for the outlay. There are in the United Kingdom 
several first-class firms who have fitted up semolina mills in this district, and whose 
machines have given full satisfaction. 

‘Something could also be done here in feed flours, an article greatly in demand in 
the neighbouring mountainous regions. 

‘At Marseilles there is also a considerable demand for bran and other secondary 
products of hard and soft wheat. The tonnage sold is almost unlimited, Marseilles 
being the port that feeds a great many countries demanding that article.’ 


REGISTRATION DUTY ON GRAIN. 


The imposition of a registration duty on grain, flour, &c., caused a great deal of 
discussion in the United Kingdom in the spring of the year. An endeavour was made 
to work up an agitation upon the subject, and all sorts of evils were prophesied as likely 
to result from the operation of the new duty. It was felt, however, that the agitation 
was more political than real, and it never had much effect upon the people. It is very 
certain that the supplies have not fallen off, and that the prices have not increased, and 


~ there does not seem to be any immediate probability of the taxes being removed in the 


near future. 

I endeavoured to induce the Government to exempt the Colonies from the opera- 
tion of the tax in question. Although unable to obtain the desired result, you will have 
seen from the correspondence, and the reports of my interviews with various members 
of the Government, that everything possible was done in the interests of Canada. When 
exemption proved to be impossible, an endeavour was made to get the incidence of the 
duties altered, as they were found to be rather against the importer of flour and in 
favour of the home miilers. In this matter I co-operated with the trade to the fullest 
possible extent. In some minor details the duties were changed subsequently, but the 
alterations did not affect Canada to any considerable extent. 


FLOUR. 


There is a gratifying increase in the quantity of flour imported from the Dominion, 
and it now occupies the second place in the returns, after the United States. The busi- 
ness, however, is in comparatively few hands, and I have had many applications during 
the year from persons in the trade who desire to obtain the agency of some of the Cana- 
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dian mills. This is evidence in itself of the popularity of the flour, and of the favour 
with which it is regarded ; and no doubt. a much larger business would be possible if the 
necessary supplies were forthcoming. 


IMPORTATIONS IN BOND. 


Complaint has been made in the course of the year that Canadian flour imported 
in bond in the United Kingdom could not be re-exported without payment of duty. 
Representations were made upon the subject to the Colonial Office and arrangements 
were made which will, it is believed, to some extent, meet the complaints referred to. 


SUPPLIES FOR IMPERIAL DEPOTS. 


In the course of the year a representation was made to me that Canadian flour was 
not receiving fair treatment in connection with the tenders invited for the supply of 
flour at the Imperial depots in the West Indies, particularly in Bermuda. The matter 
was taken up with the Colonial Office and with the War Office, and possibly some good 
may result in the future. 


MIXING OF CANADIAN AND AMERICAN WHEAT. 


Attention was called during the year to the German customs regulations with 
regard to the mixing of Canadian with American wheat, requiring all shipments from 
the United States to show that none of the grain was of Canadian origin. ‘There are 
no means of getting over the difficulty at present, it is feared, with regard to the inter- 
change of trade between Germany and Canada, until negotiations can be opened with 
Germany by which Canadian imports may be placed on a better footing than they now 
enjoy. The disadvantages under which we nominally labour at the present time are, 
of course, the outcome of the Canadian preferential tariff, and the means that were taken 
to secure the denunciation of the Belgian and German treaties in 1898. 


BARLEY. 


Canada has not yet assumed the position in regard to shipment of barley to the 
United Kingdom which we have always hoped to see. The country is suitable for the 
production of barley of the highest quality for malting purposes, and also for the more 
ordinary barleys for distilling and feeding purposes. By far the larger proportion of 
the shipments come from Russia, from the United States, and from the Danubian coun- 
tries ; and if these parts of the world find the trade profitable, it is not clear why—all 
other things being equal—Canada should not endeavour to secure a share of it. This 
important trade, you will observe from the returns, is increasing yearly. ‘The imports 
last year were of the value of £7,130,000. 


OATS. 


For some reason or another the imports of oats from Canada have fallen off consid- 
erably. There is no question about the demand for suitable oats that exists here, or as 
to the extent of the market, the imports last year having reached a value of over five 
millions sterling. 


PEASE. 


Practically the same remarks made about barley and oats apply in the case of pease. 
The trade has fallen off very rapidly in the last few years, probably owing to the opera- 
tions of the insect pest which has been so frequently referred to. An extract from a 
letter received from Messrs. Griffin & Culverwell, of Bristol, on the subject of the market 
for pease, &c., in this country, is worthy of consideration : 
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‘We have been very much disappointed to find that Germany is taking away the 
trade in split peas from Canada. We know that Canada has had bad crops of peas, but 
surely there ought to be districts in such a vast extent of land where good crops of peas 
could be secured. Another point is that the Canadian millers of split peas do not polish 
them and make them bright looking as is done by Liverpool, Scotch and German millers. 
There is, we believe, a firm in Edinburgh or Leith that makes special machinery for 
polishing peas. This process adds an attractive appearance to the article, and makes 
it much more saleable. 

‘Holland is nearly the only source we have, out of England, for large blue peas for 
cooking, and this year they have been able to get from 54s. to 59s. per 504 Ilbs., f.o.b. 
Holland. The Dutch have had the monopoly of this trade for many years. We donot 
know what peculiar conditions of soil or climate are required, but it seems almost certain 
that in some parts of Canada similar conditions could be found. The chief points are, 
good green colour, large size, and good cooking properties. There is also a large demand 
for a smaller blue pea similar to the kind grown in Wisconsin, sometimes called “Scotch” 
also for cooking. 

‘White peas of good size and cooking quality are also saleable, but only toa small 
extent in comparison with the blue variety.’ 

It seems to me that some inquiry might usefully be made as to the falling off both 
in exports of barley, oats and of peas from Canada, with a view to find out the diff. 
culties that are in the way, and to eadeavour to remove them and to increase the trade 
in these commodities. 


INSPECTION CERTIFICATES FOR GRAIN. 


The result of the investigation that was made in regard to the issue of inspection 
certificates for grain shipped from the Dominion, seems to have been on the whole 
satisfactory. Some complaints, however, are still reaching me from time to time, and 
the subject is one that requires to be watched carefully. 


SUPPLIES FOR SOUTH AFRICA. 


During the past year there has been a considerable amount of correspondence with 
the Department of Agriculture, arising out of the supplies of hay, oats, &c., shipped to 
South Africa for the War Office under the auspices of that department. With the 
termination of the war, the shipments came to an end, and although at the request of 
the Minister, several efforts were made to obtain further contracts, they were not suc- 
cessful, for reasons that will be obvious. The large quantity of Canadian produce sent 
to South Africa has drawn considerable attention to Canada, as a source of food and 
other supplies, and I trust that the new line of steamers, which is now plying directly 
between Canada and the South African ports, will do much to promote the closer con- 
nection of those two parts of the Empire. 


SUPPLIES FOR BOER FARMS. 


In connection with the close of the war in South Africa, [ have had correspondence 
with Mr. Chamberlain, with regard to the purchase of cattle and of supplies in Canada, 
for re-stocking the Boer farms in South Africa. I also spoke to Mr. Chamberlain on 
the subject before his departure for South Africa, and he promised me that if anything 
was to be done the claims of Canada would not be overlooked. As the result, some orders 
have been given for agricultural machinery in Canada for South Africa, and I hope the 
Dominion may participate in any further orders for supplies of various kinds that may 
be needed in the future. The matter will continue to have my attention. 


BUTTER. 


The butter imports from Canada.show remarkable expansion in the last three years, 
the quantity received from the Dominion having more than doubled. It still, however, 
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only represents in value £1,347,345, as compared with £9,302,362 from Denmark, 
£2,233,122 from France, £2,196,234 from Russia, and £1,973,960 from Holland. It 
will be seen, therefore, as the total imports of butter were valued at £20,527,934, that 
there is a very large market for the produce of the Canadian creameries. A much 
greater quantity could be dealt with than at present through the existing channels, and 
T believe—all other things being equal as to price and quality—that there is a disposition 
to favour the butter from the Dominion and the colonies in preference to that from 
foreign countries. 

The Department of Agriculture is fully intormed as to the position of the butter 
trade, and to what is stated on the markets with regard to that from Canada, so that 
it is not necessary to enter into the matter at any length. If some of the difficulties 
that have been referred to in the course of the correspondence that has taken place on 
the subject can be removed or modified, there is no reason why, in the near future, the 
butter trade of Canada should not expand, and become as important in every way as 
the Cheese trade. 


CHEESE. 


The enclosed cutting from the Zumes 

will no doubt be interesting :— 
‘The strong hold which Canada has secured upon the cheese markets of the United 
Kingdom is well shown in our next table, from which it appears that in 1902 just over 
two-thirds of our total imports of cheese were sent from the Dominion. The actual 
quantity, 1,709,566 cwt., is, we believe, “ a record.” Furthermore, the position is well 
earned by the Canadian cheesemakers as a reward for their persistent efforts to send us 
a genuine unsophisticated article. The bulk of this trade was once in the hands of the 
United States, but they lost it through shipping to us “filled” cheese, in which the 
natural fat of the milk had been withdrawn and replaced by inferior and cheaper fats. 
The authorities in the United States put an end to this nefarious and suicidal business 
some years ago, but the fact remains that last year for every pound of cheese we re- 
ceived from the United States, more than four pounds reached us from Canada. Our 
imports of cheese from Holland appear to be slowly diminishing, whilst from France 
they are, on the whole, fairly well maintained. Australasia is evidently as uncertain a 
factor in the cheese industry as in the butter trade. As a matter of fact, out of the 
52,072 ewt. of cheese which arrived at our ports from Australasia last year, 52,065 ewt. 
came from New Zealand and only 7 cwt. from Australia. For imported cheese in 1902 
we paid a total sum of £6,421,430, of which £4,301,859 went to Canada, £962,112 to 
the United States, £668,303 to Holland, £131,516 to New Zealand, £113,611 to France, 
£18 to Australia, and £235,001 to “ Other Countries ” :—

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All my correspondents, without almost any exception, state that the cheese 
over last vear from Canada was better than that shipped in any previous years. 
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is attributed by many of them to the cool season which prevailed, which was favourable 
both for the preparation and for the carriage of the article. 

Some of the communications that have reached me refer to the boxes still not 
being quite strong enough for the cheeses, and to bad handling on shipment and 
on unloading, but complaints of this nature are few and far between. One suggestion 
has been made to me, which is worthy of consideration, viz: that the weights should be 
stencilled on the boxes and not pencilled, as the latter are liable to get rubbed off. 


BACON, 


The statistics do not show much expansion in the imports of bacon from Canada, 
Whether there has been a shrinkage in the trade or not, cannot be said at present, as 
the Canadian figures are not available to enable a comparison to be made with 
British figures to the end of the year. The trade, however, is assuming considerable 
proportions, and as both Canadian bacon and Canadian hams are highly spoken of and 
much appreciated, there is no reason why the business should not develop to an unlim- 
ited extent, if the quality is maintained and if the article can be purchased at a price to 
compete with that from other countries. 


POULTRY. 


Canada does not figure in detail, in the Board of Trade returns, in regard to the 
imports of poultry. The inquiries made into the matter indicate much surprise that 
more poultry—that is turkeys, fowls and ducks—are not shipped to this country. It is 
true that the reports of the Christmas trade in Liverpool were not very satisfactory, and 
the results cannot have pleased the shippers. In London at that time there was little 
if any, Canadian poultry for sale at all. My correspondents all seem to think that 
there will be a good market this spring, both for turkeys, fowls and ducks, but they 
urge careful preparation, careful packing, and careful grading. 

The following circular issued by a leading firm in the London markets may be 
interesting :— ; 


ADVICE CONCERNING POULTRY CONSIGNMENTS. 


“Much of the dead poultry consigned to the London markets is sent without 
regard to a very simple rule, namely :—From the salesman’s point of view it is abso- 
lutely necessary all poultry should be fasted (i. e. kept without food or water eighteen 
hours before killing); the necks should be broken close to the head, which is 
undoubtedly the most humane way of dealing with the birds, for the spinal cord is thus 
severed, and all lite immediately ceases (the apparent struggle afterwards noticeable 
being due to muscular reaction). The fowls should be plucked, care being taken not to 
“bark” the skin; they must then be tied loosely at the hocks. Both fowls and ducks 
should be pressed in the shaping board, remaining there from four to six hours until 
they have thoroughly cooled. Finally, they should be packed in baskets, or hampers, 
having some straw or paper between each layer. With some little modification this 
principle applies also to geese and turkeys. Market value will be considerably 
enhanced by attention to proper killing, preparation, and careful packing. 


HAY. 


Canadian hay seems to have obtained a good hold on the markets of this country, 
anc I am assured it is so popular that it often commands a higher price than home- 
grown hay. The quality of the shipments in 1902 was not perhaps quite up to the 
mark of 1901; and, on the other hand, there was a very large crop in the United 
Kingdom last year, which tended to keep down the prices and to diminish the demand 
for the imported article. So far as I can ascertain Canadian hay is regarded as.a well-

established trade, and it is likely to continue to be imported in large quantities—so 
long as prices are suitable and the regular supplies are maintained. 

Hay should always be carefully selected before being baled, and the principal thing 
to be borne in mind as regards hay and other commodities shipped to this country is 
that it should obtain a reputation for itself, that its reputation should be maintained, 
and that the supplies should be regular. These considerations would enable the trade 


to be done with mutual satisfaction to the shipper and to the importer. 
APPLES. 


While it is generally stated that the packing of Canadian apples has been better 
during the last year, and that the grading has been more satisfactory, the quality of 
the apples shipped has hardly been quite up to the mark: The principal objection has 
been the spotty and scabby nature of the apples, largely due to parasites. This matter 
has been fully reported to the Minister of Agriculture by his agents in this country, 
and it is not necessary within the scope of this report, to go into the matter in detail. 
Some of my correspondents have complained to me also that the apples received by them 
during the late autumn and winter have arrived in a frosted condition. This is 
attributed to delays at the port of shipment and to proper arrangements not being made 
there for the care of the apples between the time of their being unloaded trom the rail- 
way and their shipment. 

The barrels are reported to be of good quality, with some exceptions, but instances 
have been reported where the barrels have been defective and where in consequence the 
prices obtained for the fruit have been lower than they otherwise should be. 

The spots and scabs on the apples are believed to arise largely from heating and 
sweating, and it has been suggested whether this could be prevented in any way by 
ventilating the barrels, especially now that they are conveyed in compartments which 
are ventilated and kept cool to a greater extent than was formerly the case. 

We still hear a good deal about too many varieties being forwarded in small ship- 
ments. This tends to a reduction in price. Much better results would be obtained if 
the shipments could be sorted in Canada and larger consignments of the same quality 
and grading of fruit sent over. Whether this is practicable or not IT cannot say, but 1t 
seems to be worthy of inquiry. Possibly it has already been investigated, as the matter 
has been mentioned on so many occasions. 


CHOICE FRUITS. 


The opinion is still expressed that choice fruits of the different varieties would pay 
much better if sent over in small boxes. Many families are unable to purchase a barrel, 
or at any rate to consume its contents before the apples begin to deteriorate. This 
would not apply to small boxes of choice fruits, and I have had many suggestions that 
fruit packed in this way would command a good sale and bring higher prices than when 
shipped in larger quantities in barrels. 


EARLY FRUITS. 


Another matter which has been brought forcibly to my notice is the mistake of 
shipping too much soft and early fruit to this market at a time when it is glutted with 
home and foreign supplies. Very often the results are disappointing to the shippers 
and tend to influence trade for the rest of the year. If the inferior and softer fruit, 
which will not_carry well, could be utilized at home in the manufacture of dried, 
evaporated and canned articles, I believe if would be of advantage to the industry 
generally. 


EGGS. 


The export of eggs is not developing as the trade at one time promised. ‘The total 
value of the eggs imported last year was about £6,299,000, of which Canada contributed 
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only £209,000. Canadian eggs are very well spoken of, but it does not appear that the 
trade is at all well organized. There are numbers of commission agents and others will- 
ing to enter into the business, and I shall be happy to furnish any of those engaged in the 
industry in Canada with the names of suitable firms with whom they can communicate. 


CANNED EGGS. 


The following is an extract from a letter I have received, relating to canned eggs, 
which may be of interest to some of the readers of this report :— 

‘We are very anxious to obtain a shipper who will ship us canned eggs. We 
believe there is a great future before eggs packed in this condition. We deal largely 
with bakers and confectioners all over the United Kingdom, and we have repeatedly had 
inquiry for eggs packed like this. They are imported here from Russia, Germany and 
Denmark in large packages with some preservative in them, we do not know what it is. 
Of course, the packages would require to be hermetically sealed, with the air extracted 
from them, but the eggs would not require to be heated in any way, as this would spoil 
their properties. We fancy if they were shipped with sugar, to asmall extent, it might 
form an adequate preservative ; but really, as we are not experts in that, we cannot offer 
any opinion. It is for the Canadian experts to find out the suitable and necessary pre- 
servative. Chipped eggs in some parts of Canada can be bought very cheaply, and we 
fancy a great deal of money could be saved if they were immediately broken and canned. 
We would strongly advise you to write to your government on this subject, and get this 
matter looked into. These eggs are sold here sometimes with the yolk and sometimes 
without the yolk, and the packages should run 7 Ibs., 14 Ibs. and 28 lbs.’ 


LARD. 


The following is an extract from a letter from Messrs. Bancroft & Co., of Liverpool, 
upon this trade :— 

‘The only branch of Canadian trade which interests us is raw lard, and we are 
pleased that we have been able to do a small amount of business in it during the last 
month. We are quite sure if the Canadian packers will maintain their quality and have 
regular shipments of it to this market, they would find a steadily increasing trade, pro- 
vided that they will compete in price with the United States western lard. Certainly, 
we shall be happy to give them the preference any time when the quality is right.’ 


LARD OIL. 


Messrs. Griffen & Culverwell have also written me as follows with regard to lard 
Oils 

‘We think there should be a trade done in lard oil now that the packing of hogs 
and making of lard is growing into large proportions. If you know of any firms who 
want an outlet for lard oil please let us know.’ 


CANNED GOODS. 


The following is a useful letter from Joseph Travers & Sons, Ltd., of Cannon Street, 
London, with regard to the importation of canned goods into this country :— 

‘The quality of Canadian preparations in canned fruit have been, in most instances, 
equal to the States fruit, but the want of continuity in supplies has led to loss of interest 
on the part of the distributor, and every fresh shipment has had to open a new market. 
This to a great extent will be avoided with “dried” fruit, which is sold almost entirely 
on its own merits, irrespective of brand or country of production. 

‘The canned meat trade has for various reasons improved considerably, and after 
making every allowance for the war demand, it must be admitted that this form of pre- 

served food is growing in favour. A few years ago, when new methods of carrying 
chilled and frozen fresh meat were being intr oduced, the decline and ultimate extinction 
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of this article was freely prophesied, but the quality combined with the convenience ot 
being ready for immediate use has quietly re-established the article and given it an 
independent existence. As far as beef and mutton are concerned, it is the only method 
of distribution that admits of self-advertisement. Take, for instance, the 6-lb. taper tins 
of Chicago compressed corned beef—the flat surface of the four sides of the tin is much 
better adapted for showy labels, and in fact is invariably chosen for window dressing or 
counter decoration, which at once obtains for it a gratuitous and important advertise- 
ment. The large Chicago firms have always recognized the importance of this branch, 
and their financial position to-day is sufficient evidence of their business acumen in this 
direction. The Queensland meat companies which commenced on the American system 
a few years ago have now surpassed their rivals in quality, are able to obtain a better 
price, and can readily sell all their machinery can produce. The prices now ruling for 
compressed corned beef in taper tins is from 5s. to 5s. 6d. per dozen for 1-lb. tins, 9s. to 
9s. 6d. per dozen for 2-Ib. tins and 29s. 6d. to 32s. per dozen for 6-lb. tins, according to 
quality and brand. There’is also a large trade done in boiled beef in 6-Ib. round tins, 
but the package is not growing in favour. 

‘We would take this opportunity of pointing out what, in our opinion, is a very 
important question in the salmon packing industry. The quality of the fish packed in 
the Dominion was, up to the commencement of the combination of packers, in every way 
superior to the States salmon, and the fact that a wide difference in quality existed in 
Canadian packs themselves proved the principle that difference was due to the care and 
efficiency of the packer. The introduction of an all round price, which is a part of the 
system of selling adopted by the combination, has completely neutralized individual 
effort in this direction, and the unfortunate result is that the pack as a whole has con- 
siderably declined in quality. Should this continue, the high opinion with which the 
pack has been regarded both by dealer and consumer will be considerably reduced, and 
the aggregate value of the pack will be less than it was before the combination of packers 
existed. 

‘One of the most important features is the increasing popularity of Dried Fruits, 
such articles as plums and prunes. The quantity imported during last year from the 
United States would probably turn out to be double any previous year, and the dried 
variety of apricots, pears and peaches have also had an impetus showing that the 
people here are beginning to get over their prejudices and are learning to cook the fruit 
in a proper way. In this direction we may say that Oregon fruit, which is machine 
evaporated, has been very much appreciated, and as the climate probably compares 
favourably with that of some parts of the Dominion, it is a development worth watch- 
ing.’ 


FRUIT PULP AND TOMATOES. 


The following extracts from a letter from another of my correspondents, on the 
subject of Fruit’ Pulp and Tomatoes, is worthy of re-production :— 

Fruit Pulp for which there is, at times, a large business to be done in this country, 
should be packed in tins made of best gold lacquered i.e. steel coke plates, such as are 
used by French packers. Many jam makers in this country refuse to buy any Fruit 
Pulp which is not preserved in these lacquered cans. We sent out, last autumn, to one 
packer in Canada, a sample shipment of these gold lac uered plates. They are much 
more expensive than the tin plate which the Canadian packers generally use, but we 
believe the increased price packers would get for their fruit, and the reduction of blown 
and burst tins, would more than cover the extra expense. . 

‘Tomatoes. Owing to various causes, Italian tomatoes have taken the place of 
American almost entirely in this country, and as there appears very little prospect of 
America being able to ship to England any large quantity of tomatoes in the future, 
there is a good prospect for Canadian packers, but, in order to get hold of the trade, 
they should obtain samples of Italian tomatoes, such as are shipped to England, and 
adopt the same can as the Italian packers use, slightly larger than the American, and 
better made, without solder. The cases used by the Italians for Tomatoes are much 
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better made and more suitable for transit than the cases that the Canadians usually 
send.’ 
CAVIARE, 


Quite a number of persons engaged in the distribution and sale of this product 
have approached me in their desire to get into direct touch with likely exporters of 
Sturgeon’s roe from which it is prepared. From time to time inquiry has been made 
into this matter, but we have not succeeded in meeting the wishes of my correspondents 
to any extent. Your department has been asked to assist me so far as may be possible, 
and we may hear of some new sources of supply in the near future. 


LUMBER AND LUMBER PRODUCTS. 


The conditions of the lumber trade in this country are well known. All the lead- 
ing Canadian houses are represented in London, and the business is largely in their 
hands. During the year there were several communications from smaller houses in the 
trade who have not agents on this side, and have been the means of placing them in com- 
munication with firms with which they might be able to arrange business. I was able to 
bring to the notice of, the London houses engaged in the Canadian timber trade, the re- 
quirements of the railways in the Transvaal and Orange River Colonies, in the way of 
sleepers and general lumber. Whether any tenders were sent in for Canadian supplies 
or not is not known to me, but at any rate the necessary information was placed in the 
possession of those who were interested. | 


BLOCKS AND WOOD PAVING. 


It is a matter of regret to me that Canada does not take a larger share in the supply 
of the blocks for wood paving, that are so extensively used in London and other British 
cities. The best has been done to bring the importance of the matter to the notice of 
those concerned, but for some reason or another comparatively little interest has been 
taken in the matter in Canadian lumber circles. 


BASSWOOD PANELS. 


My attention was drawn some time to the demand that exists for basswood panels 
48”x18"x{" for piano key makers both here and on the continent. A good many of 
these already come from Canada and there is a strong preference for Canadian wood. 
As it takes six feet of lumber, costing on an average, 2 cents per foot at the mill, to 
make a 2s. panel, it will be seen there is an ample margin. The greatest care is, how- 
ever, requisite in the selection of the wood. 


CARRIAGES. 


In the early part of the year I wrote you in reference to the possibility of an in- 
creased export business being done in Canadian carriages, and submitted to you a pro- 
posal from a well-known firm in London who are willing to aid makers of carriages 1 
the Dominion to put their goods on this market. The same people offered to show any 
specimen carriages that might be sent them for the purpose, at an important show. The 
exhibits of Canadian made carriages at the Glasgow Exhibition and elsewhere attracted 
a good deal of attention, and some good sales were effected. ‘Their lightness is admired, 
as well as their smart appearance, and the business is capable of extension. 


WOOD PULP AND PAPER. 
The wood pulp importations from Canada seem to be increasing. The feeling pre- 


vails that an effort should be made by Canada to prevent the exportation of the raw 
material, and to encourage the industry in the Dominion. 
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This gives expression to the feeling that generally obtains, that the matter is largely 
in the hands of Canada, as the possibility of competition from other sources is decreas- 
ing year by year. 


MECHANICAL WOOD PULP. 


Some surprise is expressed that the development in Canada so far should have been 
in the direction of mechanical wood pulp rather than in sulphite. The trade in the 
latter in the United Kingdom is much larger than in the former, the quantities 
consumed being about the same, viz., 250,000 tons, but while mechanical pulp is shipped 
containing 50 per cent of water, chemical pulp is shipped air dry, consequently the 
actual amount of fibre in sulphite is almost double that of mechanical. The following 
is an extract from a letter received on the subject :— 

‘We must strongly urge for future developments in Canada properly organized 
sulphite mills, and there can be no doubt that the future of sulphite making lies in 
Canada. Our reasons for this statement are the following : 

‘We have seen that Canadian mechanical pulp mills can compete successfully with 
Scandinavia. 

‘The only advantage they have over the Scandinavians is a modern plant and cheap 
wood, and the disadvantages under which they labour, are the extra freight rates. 

‘ Now the wood necessary to make a wet ton of mechanical wood pulp in Scandi- 
navia costs on the average lls. per ton; and in the best situated mechanical mills in 
Canada is said to cost 6s. a ton. A Canadian mechanical wood pulp maker therefore 
starts out with an advantage of 5s. per ton wet; against this he has an extra freight to 
pay of 5s. to 6s. a ton at an optimistic estimate, and therefore has no present great 
advantage, except that of modern plants over his Scandinavian competitors. 

‘ But reversing the position to chemical pulp making, the wood necessary to make 
a ton of chemical pulp costs in Scandinavia 60s., because the bulk of the wood boiled is 
boiled away ; reckoning the wood costs $3 a cord at the mill, it would cost the Canadian 
only 30s. for his wood to make a ton of pulp, and leaves him an advantage of 30s. per 
ton. Against this he would have an extra freight to pay on dry pulp of 7s. 6d., and 
he starts out making pulp with a certainty that he can get his raw material so cheaply 
that he can manufacture 20s. to 22s. per ton less than the Scandinavians. | 

‘The answer to this argument is, of course, why don’t the existing mills do it, and 
the, reply to that again must be that whereas any intelligent man can become a fairly 
expert pulp grinder in six months, in sulphite making great experience is required. and 
many a man who has been a sulphite maker all his life cannot make sulphite when he 
dies. The sulphite maker, like the paper maker, is born, and the workmen who can _ be 
obtained in Canada are not sutfticiently experienced, and do not take the care requisite 
in the manufacture of a good sulphite pulp. 

All these are difticulties which can be overcome, and Canada is to-day making no 
fair share of the sulphite of the world, and it is in this direction that it will be a 
pleasure for the writer to convince Your Lordship that the future development of 
Canada in the pulp trade is possible.’ 


MANUFACTURE OF PAPER. 


An extract from another letter I have received from a well-known paper agent in 
London, on the subject of the manufacture of Canadian paper and its export to this 
country, will be‘interesting :— 

‘* * * Asregards pulp and paper—particularly the latter, im which I am more 
interested—there is very little to report excepting the scarcity of Canadian paper on this 
market during the last twelve months. Prices have been very low here, and I believe 
trade has been exceptionally brisk in Canada and consequently makers were largely kept 
busy on the home trade. This, however, merely shows how small the paper-making 
industry in Canada is compared with what it might be when a little extra demand on 
the home market practically monopolizes the output of the Canadian mills. 


’ 
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~ ‘What newspaper has been received here (“news ” is practically the only grade as. 
yet imported from Canada) has been of good quality and generally liked. 

‘It is astonishing that developments do not take place more quickly and that a big 
effort is not made to capture this market. I have, during the last year, had opportuni- 
ties of comparing the possibilities of Canada in the pulp and paper business with those 
of Scandinavia, and have been forced to the conclusion that Canada has little or nothing 
to fear in the matter of quality at any rate from Scandinavia. The wood there is much 
more difficult to get at, and is, as a rule, of poorer quality and only to be had from trees 
of small growth. It is much more knotty and generally a great deal more costly to 
handle. 

‘So far as Norway is concerned it has practically no forests left, and I should say 
that in Scandinavia generally the growth is much slower, and, as a rule, the cordage per 
acre is very small as compared with that of Canadian forests in the eastern provinces. 
It can be safely said, I think, that within ten years’ time, unless conditions change in an 
extraordinary manner, Norway will be exhausted and Sweden nearly so, as far as pulp- 
wood is concerned. 

‘L would like to suggest, that in order to attract pulp and paper manufacturers to 
Canada, the leases of limits should be put upon a permanent basis. The present 
arrangements of having to renew leases under what is practically a competitive system 
does not attract capital, and it is absolutely essential to attract the best class of makers 
to give a permanent security in this way.’ 


PULP. 


At the same it is right that I should quote a communication from another corres- 
pondent, who deals largely in pulp, and consequently takes a different view of the 
matter :— 

‘We would like to add a word in regard to paper-making. There is much talk of 
paper-making in Canada, but the difficulties that attend the manufacture of paper in an 
out of the way place are not understood, or they would never be contemplated for a 
moment. The damage in transitu alone to paper in reels amounts to something like 
15 per cent. Besides this, all that can be urged against the manufacture of sulphite in 
Canada in the way of lack of experience, can likewise be urged in paper-making, only 
doubly and trebly so, and it would be possible to show clear figures and absolute proofs 
that it would be better for a mill to locate its mechanical pulp mill where there is water 
power, its sulphite mill where there is wood, and the paper mill to convert it into paper, 
where its market is. Thus, in ventures of this sort we should strongly urge (and could 
give you good proofs of the argument) anybody desiring to go into the paper trade 
should make his pulp in Canada and his paper in England.’ 


SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE. 


A large business is likely in importations in South Africa in the next few years 
This apples to agricultural implements, to manufactures of all kinds, and to food 
products ; and endeavours are being made to induce the Imperial Government to allow 
Canada to participate in any contracts that may be given out officially. 


APPOINT AGENTS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


I would strongly advise Canadian houses, however, either to arrange for representa- 
tion in South Africa individually, or that jointly a number of firms in different branches 
of business should combine for the purpose of having a suitable agent. In that way 
only will Conada have the opportunity of sharing in the large trade that’ is likely to be 
done in South Africa within the next few years. 

I am not certain that this plan might not with advantage be adopted in the United 
Kingdom, as while the government and government officials can do a good deal in bring- 
ing importers and exporters together and in educational work, the actual bnsiness must 
be done by those who.are engaged in the trade. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 


As already mentioned, in the course of the year the arrangements for the transter 
of the Imperial Institute to the Board of Trade have been completed, and the new order 
of things commenced on January 1. It is proposed to retain the interesting collections, 
to improve them, to keep them up-to-date, and to renew them from time to time, so that 
they will give a better idea of the resources and capabilities of the various provinces than 
at present. Offices have also been opened in the city, in which the same class of work 
will be carried on as at South Kensington. I hope and believe that under the new 
organization greater benefits will accrue to Canada than in the past, in connection with 
the encouragement of emigration and the development of trade. The wish has been 
expressed that the colonies may continue to make their appropriations towards the 
expenses of carrying on the work in the future, as in the past, and so far as Canada is 
concerned the hope is expressed that this will be the case. 


FAST ATLANTIC SERVICE. 


The discussion that has been taking place during the year, respecting the Fast 
Atlantic Service, has lead to much correspondence and many personal interviews, largely 
relating to the claims of various ports in the United Kingdom as ports of call, or as 
terminal ports for the proposed service. Deputations or representations have been re- 
ceived from the following places: Liverpool, Plymouth, Bristol, Southampton, Milford 
Haven, Cardiff, Swansea, Newport, Sligo, Blacksod Bay, Lough Swilly, Galway, «ec. 
Tn each case I have forwarded to the government, for consideration the communications 
that have reached me from various places. 


INCOME TAX ON PROFITS. 


Further correspondence has taken place with regard to the charging of income tax 
on the profits of manufacturers in Canada, on goods shipped by them to their agents, 
for sale in the United Kingdom. It is claimed that the charge becomes a discriminating 
duty against shipments carried out in the manner already mentioned. Wholesale houses 
buying direct from merchants and manufacturers in Canada are free from any such 
charge ; and it is believed also that while one or two Canadian houses have been singled 
out for the purpose, many of their competitors in other countries have not been pressed 
in the matter. While the inland revenue authorities admitted, to a certain extent that there 
was a sense of inequality in the tax, they fell back on the Act of Parliament, under 
which they were acting; and when pressed upon the matter it was stated that they 
were not willing to introduce legislation which would place all the shippers on practically 
the same footing. Since our correspondence there has been a greater activity on the 
part of His Majesty’s Government in their endeavour to collect the tax from the agents 
of foreign shippers. The opinion prevails that these efforts will be unpopular, that the 
amount of revenue raised will be comparatively small, and that in the near future it 
may be possible to bring sufficient pressure to bear upon the authorities to induce them 
to reconsider their action. In my judgment the tax is one that cannot be defended 
from any point of view, but in any case it does seem inequitable to charge the tax on 
shipments through agents of the shipping houses, while shipments to wholesale firms in 
the United Kingdom are free from any charge of the kind. 


ATLANTIC BILLS OF LADING (LONDON CLAUSE.) 


T have been in communication with your department with regard to what is known 
as the London clause in the Atlantic Bills of Lading. This clause applies to London 
only, and provides for a charge, in addition to freight, &c., for dealing with the trattic 
when landed in the London docks, a charge which has to be paid by the shipper, and is 
in effect a practical increase in the freight. The charge applies only to shipments from 
American and from Canadian ports. Our competitors on the continent are not burdened 
with a similar tax, which operates theréfore to the disadvantage of transatlantic ship- 
ynents. The steamship companies which have combined for the purpose of imposing the 
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London clause do not seem prepared to withdraw it, and claim that a similar charge is 
practically made in other parts of the United Kingdom, but is included under another 
name. I reported fully to you, in order that the matter might be considered with a 
view to ascertain whether it was possible to take any steps to relieve Canadian trade 
from the discriminating influence of the charges in question. 


CODFISH——-PORTUGAL. 


‘Learning from the newspapers that a convention was under negotiation between 
Portugal and Newfoundland, by which cod from the latter country would be admitted 
at a lower rate of duty than was imposed on similar imports from Canada, the matter 
was brought to your notice. As the result, the Colonial Office was approached with a 
view to a similar privilege being granted to Canada. In reply, it was stated that New- 
foundland had agreed to admit ‘port wine from Portugal at a considerable reduction of 
duty in return for the concession granted to them; and inquiry was made whether it 
would be possible to offer any tar iff reduction to Port ugal in exchange for a lower rate 
of duty on Canadian cod. The result of my interview was reported to you. 


DIRECT SHIPMENTS FROM ITALY. 


At the request of a Genoa shipping house, I brought to your notice the date of sail- 
ing of a steamer they had chartered, in order that Canadian importers of Italian produce 
might be enabled to enter into communication with them with the view of direct ship- 
ments being arranged. 


SILICATE COTTON. 


The following communication was made to me respecting the above-named article, 
but I have been unable to find that it is manufactured in Canada at all, notwithstand- 
ing that inquiry was instituted through your department and other quarters: - 

‘It has been brought to our notice lately that silicate cotton is manufactured in 
the Dominion, and occasionally orders are placed by English merchants for large quan- 
tities. We do not manufacture this article ourselves, though we deal largely in it, and 
in the circumstances, if you could give us the names of any parties to whom we might 
apply, we believe we should be able to do a considerable business with them and to our 
mutual advantage.’ 


EQUIPMENT OF THE HIGH COMMISSIONER'S OFFICE. 


There are many other matters relating to the expansion of Canadian trade, respect- 
~ing which I have been in communication ‘with your Department and that of the Min- 
ister of Agriculture, but perhaps they are hardly of sufticient importance to be referred 
to in this Report, especially in view of the length to which it has already reached. I 
will only state, in conclusion, that my office is ‘well equipped for giving the fullest pes- 
sible information about Canadian trade and the possibilities of its development. ’ All 
the official statistics come to us regularly ; the leading trade and other newspapers are 
on file and are carefully scanned by my staff, so that their knowledge of such matters 
may be kept up to date. The directories of the various cities, and the business direc- 
tories, are also open for inspection ; and we have accumulated a list of individuals and 
firms in the different branches of commerce, both in Canada and in this country, which 
is of the utmost value.in dealing with our large correspondence on such matters. The 
success which has attended the efforts of the department for many years past, in connection 
with commercial matters, is shown, not only in the large correspondence and in the con- 
siderable number of callers making use of the office on Teoh matters, but in the increase 
in the export trade of Canada to the Mother Country, with which I venture to believe 
the efforts of the department have had not a little to do.

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APPENDIX TA: 
PREFERENTIAL TRADE WITH CANADA. 


1. While some general interest has been taken in the United Kingdom in the 
Canadian preferential tariff, very little seems to be known as to its effect upon British 
trade with the Dominion. Indeed some erroneous impressions appear to prevail on the 
subject, which could hardly exist were the actual facts known, as explained in the mem- 
oranda presented by the Canadian ministers at the colonial conference and published in 
the official blue book. 

2. The following table gives the exports of the United Kingdom to Canada between 
1887 and 1897, prior to the adoption of the preference, and shows that the trade steadily 
declined in that period: |

3. The Reciprocal Tariff, as it was at first described, came into operation on April 
27, 1897—that is, the last two months of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1897. Itwas 
124 per cent lower than the general tariff. The preferential tariff of 25 per cent in 
favour of British goods was in force from August 1, 1898, until July 1, 1900, when the 
preference was increased to 33} per cent. The following table of the exports of the 
United Kingdom to Canada since 1897 indicates a steady and substantial expansion in 
the trade :—

4, A small portion of the increase in dutiable goods relates to articles which do not 
come under the preferential tariff (wines, malt and spirituous liquors, tobacco, &c.), but 
the figures seem to prove beyond question that the preferential tariff arrested the de- 
crease in British exports to Canada, which was apparent for some years up to 1897, 
and that it has also led to a continuous increase from that year up to the present time. 

5. At the same time, however, these results have not attracted anything like the 
attention that has been directed to the expansion of the imports into Canada from the 
United States, dutiable and duty free, in the same period (1897-1902) from $61,649,000 
to $120,814,000. Any general comparison of the Canadian imports from the United 
States and Great Britain is calculated to give rise to misleading conclusions on the part 
of those not acquainted with the nature of the trade; but an analysis of the statistics 
for 1901, taken from the Statistical Year Book of Canada, will perhaps be instructive, 
as bearing upon this part of the question. The totals are as follows :—

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6. In the first place there are the dutiable exports of the United States to Canada, 
consisting of articles which the United Kingdom does not export to any extent, or in 
which she could not very well compete owing to considerations of freight and other 
reasons with a country contiguous to the Dominion like the United States, such as the 
following :—Cattle and horses, books, periodicals and other printed matter, bread-stuffs, 
canes, railway carriages, wagons, drays, &c., cash registers, coal and coal dust, coffee, 
egos, express parcels, fish, fish oil, dc., fruits and nuts, gunpowder and other explosives, 
hay, hops, agricultural implements, malt, mineral and vegetable oils (excluding linseed), 
marble and manufactures, condensed milk, mineral substances, post office parcels, pro- 
visions, ships and vessels and repairs, slate and manufactures, spirits of turpentine, 
vegetables, wood and manufactures of wood, and sundry other articles in the same 
category. Of such merchandise the United Kingdom sent to Canada only $1,343,700, 
as compared with $20,480,500 from the United States. 

7. Then there are other articles, subject to duty, which the United States exported 
in larger quantities to Canada than the United Kingdom. For instance, take the 
following :—Antiseptic dressings, baking powder, bicycles and tricycles, braces, «c., 
brass and manufactures, bricks and tiles, brushes, buttons, candles, cement, clocks, cocoa 
nuts, &c., copper and manufactures, cordage, c., corsets, drugs dyes and chemicals, 
electric material and apparatus, fertilizers, furniture, picture and other frames, glass, 
gold and silver manufactures, gutta percha, India rubber and manufactures, inks, 1ron 
and steel and manufactures, jewellery, lead and manufactures, leather dressing, Wc., 
leather and manufactures metal and manufactures, musical instruments, optical instru- 
ments, paints and colours, paper and manfactures, pencils, penholders, &c., photographic 
plates, pocket books, printing presses and machines, seeds and roots, soaps, starch, &e., 
stone and manufactures, sugar of all kinds, tin and manufactures, trunks, twines, 
varnish, watches, webbing, &c. Great Britain only sent such goods to the value of 
$7,575,700, as compared with $29,065,400 exported by the United States. The principal 
items from the latter country were: drugs, &c., $1,163,600; electrical material, 
$870,600; glass, $538,600; iron and steel manufactures, $13,845,500 ; leather manu- 
factures, $1,450,800 ; paper and manufactures, $1,320,800; and sugar of all kinds, 
$989,500. The total imports of these last-named articles from the United States being 
$20,179,800, having increased from $10,718,800 in 1897, notwithstanding the advantages 
the British shipper has been given under the preferential tariff. 

8. In some other manufactures imports from the United Kingdom still have the 
lead, although competition, on the part of the United States and other countries, is be- 
coming keener. Take, for example, boot and other laces, combs, carpets, cottons, cur- 
tains, earthenware and china, elastic, &c., fancy goods, flax and manufactures, furs and 
manufactures, gloves and mitts, hats, caps and bonnets, jellies and jams, linseed oil, 
mats and rugs, mustard cake, oil cloth, pickles, sauces, We., silk and manufactures, 
spices, spirits and wines, table cloths, c., tobacco pipes, umbrellas, woollens, &e.—the 
imports of these articles into Canada from Great Britain were $22,782,100 as against 
$4.054,100 from the United States. In 1897 the figures were $14,661,000 and 
$2,765,000 respectively. 

9, These figures account for the bulk of the dutiable imports from the two countries. 
The average rate of duty in 1901 upon all dutiable imports from the United States was 
24-83 per cent. The average rate on goods subject to the preferential tariff from Great 
Britain was 19:40 per cent. In 1902 it appears to have been somewhat lower. 

10. The following are the average rates of duty paid on importations in 1901, under 
the preferential tariff, on the principal lines imported from Great Britain :-—-Cement 
20:7, cottons 20°4, drugs and chemicals 15:1, earthenware 20:0, fancy goods 22° 2; 
flax and jute 17-9, fur and manufactures 11-9, glass 171, gold and silver manufactures 
20-0, gutta percha manufactures 22-1, hats and caps 20:0, iron and steel 11-6, paints 
7:6, paper and manufactures 18-9, silks 20-9, woollens 23:0. The average tariff on 
dutiable woollens prior to 1897 was 32 per cent and on cottons 29 per cent. 

11. That the ordinary tariff, which is one-third higher than the preferential rates, 
does not discourage importation is shown by the fact that the dutiable imports from 
countries not entitled to the preference increased from $44,888,000 to $72,558,000 
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between 1897 and 1901. If any doubt exists in the United Kingdom as to the sub- 
stantial nature of the preference granted in favour of the British goods, certainly none 
prevails in the United States, where the manufacturers have found it necessary to 
reduce their prices to Canada to offset the preference given to British imports. 

12. So much for the dutiable imports. In 1901, as already mentioned, the figures 
of the duty free imports from the United States and Great Britain were $56, 884, 730 
and $11,316,510 respectively. The bulk consists of raw materials for the manufacturi ing 
industries and necessaries for the agricultural, mining, fishing and other industries, which 
Great Britain does not export to any extent or in the trade in which she could hardly 
hope to compete with the United States. Take -for instance the following goods :— 
Anthracite coal, asphalt, coke, ores, logs and lumber, furs, undressed, hides, grease for 
soap stock, raw silk, broom corn, green fruit, unmanufactured tobacco, Indian corn, raw 
cotton, gums of ‘all kinds, rubber, settlers’ effects, binder twine material, coin and 
bullion, ke. The imports of these articles from the United Kingdom were valued at 
$2,536, 300, as against $40,652,800 from the United States. In 1897 the figures were 
$716,300 and $24,509,900 from the respective countries. The increase illustrates the 
great industrial development which is being witnessed in every part of Canada. 

13. Then in the free list, as in the dutiable list, there are a number of articles, like 
those given below, in which the United States is a larger seller to Canada than the 
United Kingdom :—Seeds, fire bricks, clays, cotton waste, cocoa nut and palm oil, duck 
(for belting and hose), drugs, dyes, «c., fishing nets, &c., glove fasteners, hatters’ bands, 
metals, iron and steel manufactures, newspapers and magazines, rags, resin, surgical and 
dental instruments, binder twine, paintings, &c. Great Britain only sent goods of these 
classes of the value of $4,895,900, as against $15,323,900 from the United States, of 
which drugs and dyes, seeds, binder twine and manufactures of iron and steel amounted 
to nearly $12,000,000, as compared with about $3,500,000 in 1897. It is hardly neces- 
sary to state that the free list is open to all countries alike, and that there are no 
restrictions. 

14. The following articles on the free list come in greater quantities from or through 
the United Kingdom :—Diamonds, wool, undressed hemp, cotton yarn, No. 40 and finer, 
jute cloth as from the loom, jute, flax or hemp yarn, plain, dyed, &c., articles for the 
army and navy, green coffee and tea, salt, noils, &e. Such imports from Great Britain 
were valued at $3. 884,100, as compared with 8907, 900 from the United States. The 
figures in this and the two preceding paragraphs account for the bulk of the duty-free 
imports from the two countries. 

15. This analysis of the exports of the United States to Canada, and the deduction 
from the total figures of the portion of the trade in which the United Kingdom, for the 
reasons given, could not very well hope to compete, serve to explain the considerable 
disparity between the imports, both dutiable and free, from the two countries. It is a 
question, however, whether but for the preferential tariff, the dutiable imports from the 
United Kingdom, in view of the falling off between 1887 and 1897, and of the intensity 
of the competition of the present day, would have increased as they have done between 
1897 and 1902. 

16. Did space permit, it would be possible to deal at greater length with the trade 
relations between Canada and the Mother Country, but it may not ‘be out of place to 
quote the following conclusions, relating to the British preferential tariff of Canada, 
which the Canadian Ministers submitted at the recent Colonial Conference :—- __ 

(a.) That the preference is a very substantial and genuine one ; (.) that it gives 
British merchants a material advantage over foreign competitors in the Cana- 
dian markets ; (c.) that: the preferential rates are not too high to shut out 
reasonable competition with the Canadian producer ; (d.) that the preference has 
resulted not only in arresting the continuous decline in British trade with 
Canada, but in stimulating the trade. Ifit had not been granted, it is not 
very likely that the volume of British imports into Canada wou'd be as large 
as it is to-day, to say the least ; and (e.) that the advantage given by Canada 
to the British manufacturer is proved beyond all question. If he has not fully 
availed himself of it that is not the fault of the Canadian Government or of 
Canadian fiscal policy.

Report OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Med oes. Larke.)

Str,—A report from Australia must be monotonous, and it is feared, must continue 
to be for some time to come. 

The weather during January and so far February has been disappointingly dry 
over a large area of New South Wales and Queensland. The other States are in better 
condition though portions of Victoria are as distressed as the worst parts of New South 
Wales. The suffering in this section as in Western New South Wales has become acute. 


AUSTRALIAN CREDIT. 


It is of importance to those concerned in Australian trade to have some knowledge 
of how far the drought has effected Australian credit. A warm discussion is now going 
on in England upon this subject and one writer, deriving his ideas from the gloomy 
side of the picture sometimes painted here, has predicted that a financial crash is im- 
minent. The statistics to enable a full judgment to be formed upon this subject are not 
yet available but it is clear that so pessimistic a view is unwarranted. 

The results of the drought even in New South Wales or Queensland are not sutffi- 
cient to precipitate a crisis. The business of this city has been sustained in a remark- 
able manner. No large house has failed, and while caution is being exercised in loaning 
and the money market has hardened, there seems to be plenty to be had for legitimate 
business at moderate rates. Trade has fallen off and in some cases there will be losses 
instead of profits but under average conditions there will be nothing approaching a 
crash. 


PRODUCTION OF GOLD, 


A year ago I stated that I believed that the loss in the value of wool would be 
compensated for by the increased production of gold in Australia. Though the drought 
was somewhat severer than expected, the prediction will be nearly realized. The pro- 
duction of gold in Australia was :—

A total decrease of 206,800 or a little over twenty-five per cent. Before the season 
is over the loss may have increased to thirty per cent of last year’s clip but the price 
will be above thirty per cent of the previous year. It is doubtful if the decrease in 
value will be over a million and a half sterling. 


‘ IMPORTATIONS FROM CANADA. 

The direct importations of produce from Canada continue disappointingly small. 
Manitoba wheat is sent from United States mills and flour made from it, and it is 
shipped from New York, Tacoma and Seattle. There is a great desire to do business 
directly through Vancouver but there seems always something to stop any large trans- 
actions. I trust that it will yet be possible to have an inspection point as far west as 
possible so that wheat for Australia can be drawn from the most western districts and 
thus save the carriage to Winnipeg and back. It would make Vancouver a consider- 
able shipping port. A sample lot of bran has been ordered here. The bran from white 
wheat would be preferred here to that from hard. 


OATS FALLING IN PRICE, 


Oats are steadily falling in price and it is clear that in March they will be landed 
here at 2s. 3d. per bushel of forty pounds C. I. F. & E. It is anticipated that they will 
even go fourpence below this price in a couple of months. This will shut out Canadian. 

Inquiries for literature upon Canada and that especially relating to the farm lands 
of the Western Territories steadily come. In some cases parties telegraph for it. A 
number of intending settlers have already left for Canada and others follow by succeed- 
ing steamers.

Str,—The full Import Returns for the past twelve months ending December 31, 
last for the Transvaal are to hand. The total value runs to no less than $65,335,000, 
as compared with the year previous of $18,320,000. As fully two-thirds of the former 
amount is for the period following the conclusion of peace, some idea will be gained of 
the enormous volume of trade that has set in toward the Transvaal, except when the 
fact is taken into consideration that tremendous orders are still unfilled on account of 


the inability of the railways to cope with the trafic. 


During 1902, goods valued at $27,000,000 came by Durban, by Cape Colony ports, 
$32,000,000 ; by Lorenzo Marques, $6,400,000. The Transvaal Custom’s Dues for 


1902 amount to $7,400,000, as against $2,400,000 for 1901.

AMERICAN AND GERMAN ENTERPRISE. 


The United States and Germany have perhaps secured a greater proportion of this 
trade during 1902 than in previous years, especially in the cheaper grades of agricul- 
tural machinery and other supplies furnished to the Repatriation Boards in the Trans- 
vaal, including the Orange River Colony. Their representatives were posted in all 
large towns before the close of the war, and tremendous consignments of their stuff were 
lying at the various coast ports awaiting transportation to the interior, and thus they 
were enabled to supply the immediate demand for cheap machinery, ke. urgently 
needed by the Imperial authorities to enable 100,000 returned settlers to commence 
life once more on the veldt. 


CAPE COLONY. 


The Revenue for the six months ending December 31, 1902, amounted to $28, 
655,000, being an increase over the same period j in 1901 of over 88, 000,000, but nearly 
BOL. 6. Of Fhis amount comes from the Government railways, namely S14, 000, 000 : 
30 p. ¢. or $9,000,000 from customs ; and not a cent comes from excise, although many 
thousands of gallons of wines, brandies, &e., are produced jin Cape Colony annually. 
The Custom’s taxes are born principally by the consumer, the man of moderate means. 
In Cape Colony wheat is taxed 34 p. c., butter 22 p. c., cheese 43 p.c., jams 46 p. ¢., 
matches 49 p. c., coal oil 40 p. c., candles 43 p.c., tea 50 p.c. These heavy taxes on 
prime articles of food make this Colony one of the dearest places in the world to live in. 
Only when these taxes have been abolished, or considerably reduced, will emigrants be 
attracted here. As matters now stand the working classes of England, or white people 
from other countries, can’t improve their position materially by coming here.

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FROZEN POULTRY. 


Mr. J. G. Jardine, Commercial agent to South Africa writes to the department, 
under date of February 7, inclosing a letter received by him from an enterprising dealer 
in poultry and importer of food products. The letter is as follows :—

Str,—I desire to express my indebtedness to you, for your kindness in having 
written about me to your Canadian friends. 

I am pleased to be able to inform you that several of them have written to me and 
are sending me small trial shipments of their respective lines, which I trust may ulti- 
mately result in a large business between us. 

Referring to our conversation yesterday, in regard to this product, the following 
are particulars, viz :— 

The weight should be not less than 2? lbs. nor more than 3$ lbs., as the duty is 
2d. per lb. and over this weight, this charge becomes excessive. They should be 
packed in strong wire bound cases, containing from 20 to 25 birds. The cases should 
be perforated at each end with five holes of l-inch diameter. 

The open crates in which Australian shippers send us frozen poultry are a complete 
failure ; half of them being landed here in a damaged condition and many of the fowls 
being consequently abstracted. Each case must be branded [C], numbered, and each 
must have marked on it the net weight contained therein ; which information must 
also be afforded in the invoices for Custom House purposes ; as I am unable to clear the 
goods without it. 

The dealers here are not particular about the sex of the poultry ; but the fowls 
should be fat and not too old. If the price was right, I could take a large quantity ; 
probably 4,000 per month. In any orders which I may send I would like ninety per 
cent fowls and ten per cent ducks. 

I may mention, for your information, that Iam supplying the contractor to the Mili- 
tary hospitals here ; and receive reguar fortnightly shipments from London. This is 
very superior poultry ; excellently put up; each fowl is wrapped in paper, and they are 
not too old. Although coming from London, they are of course not English poultry ; 
the greater part coming from Russia. They are put up in cases, such as I have de- 
scribed, and arrive here in perfect order. 

My London shippers draw on me at 60 days sight adding Bank charges ; and 
documents are surrendered on acceptance. 

You might ask your correspondents to send me over small trial shipments ; and 
request them to be good enough to let me know their cable addresses ; so that in the 
event of the shipments turning out satisfactorily, | may be able to cable them for other 
parcels.

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RAILROAD SUPPLIES. 


Mr. Jardine under date of February 10, writes that he addressed a communication 
to the General Manager of the Cape Government Railways at Cape Town in which he 
explained the position of the Canadian manufacturers of railroad supplies and their de- 
sire to tender for future requirements. 

Mr. Jardine has reported that in reply he was informed that: ‘the Agent Genera 
for Cape Colony, London, transacts all the business of this nature for the railways and 
that he is apparently, very willing to place orders with Canadian exporters, other things 
being equal.’ Mr. Jardine wishes to call the attention of exporters of railway and 
building materials generally to this fact. He states that ‘Time would be saved by 
communicating with the High Commissioner for Canada at London and informing him 
of their ability to tender for such articles.’ 


MR. JARDINE’S MOVEMENTS. 


Mr. Jardine has informed the Department of Trade and Commerce under date of 
March 9th, that he purposed leaving Cape Town on the tenth of March for Bloomfon- 
taine to attend the sessions of the Union Customs Congress for South Africa. Mr. 
Jardine intends visiting all points of importance immediately upon the adjournment of 
the Congress and expects to be absent for some months from Cape Town. Intending 
correspondents may direct letters to Box 1232, Cape Town, whence they will be 
promptly forwarded.

T.--OrRpDER oF THE BoaRD OF AGRICULTURE DATED NoveMBER 28, 1902, INTITULED : 
‘ForEIGN ANIMALS (AMENDMENT) ORDER OF 1902 (No. 2)’ PROHIBITING THE LANDING 
in Great BriraIn of ANIMALS FROM CERTAIN STATES IN THE U. S. oF AMERICA. 


This Order which came into operation on December 5, 1902, provides that unless 
and until the Board otherwise order, it shall not be lawful to land any animal brought 
from the following States in the United States of America, namely: the States of 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, and Rhode Island, and 
the First Schedule (Prohibited Countries and Parts of Countries) to the Foreign Animals 
Order of 1896 shall be read and have effect as if the said six States were included in the 
list of prohibited countries and parts of countries mentioned in that Schedule.

satisfaction of the Customs Collector to be intended for use exclusively as fuel. 


II.—-MODIFICATION OF COUNTERVAILING DUTIES ON DUTCH SUGAR. 


(Notification Finance and Commerce Department, No. 6,460 S.R.. dated December 5, 
1902.—Customs Circular No. XVIII of 1902.) 


In exercise of the power conferred by sub-section (2) of section 8 A, of the Indian

I.— REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTY ALLOWED IN CAPE COLONY UPON GOODS REMOVED OVERLAND 
BEYOND THE LIMITS OF THE Customs UNION. 


(Government Notice No. 794, of November 6, 1902.) 


Under and by virtue of section 5 of the Customs Union Tariff Act No. 1, of 1889, 
His Excellency the Governor, -with the advice and consent of the Executive Council, 
has directed it to be notified that on and after November 7, 1902, Government Notice 
No, 303 of March 28, 1901, shall be cancelled, and that on and after that date rebate 
of customs duty to the extent shown in the schedule hereunto annexed shall be allowed 
on goods imported or warehoused on importation into this colony, whenever such goods 
shall be removed overland to any colony, state or territory outside the Customs Union, 
in accordance with the regulations from time to time prescribed in that behalf.

SCHEDULE. 


1. On all goods, wares, or merchandize chargeable with duty under the Customs 
Amendment and Tariff Act, 1898, classes I., III. and IV., rebate shall be allowed to 
the extent of the difference between the duties specified in schedule B. to the said act, 
and a transit duty of three pounds sterling for every one hundred pounds of the value 
of such goods, &c., and such transit duty of 3 per cent ad valorem shall be the ‘ duty, 
less rebate,’ to be paid on such goods, &c., except as to the following articles, viz. :— 

Cigars, spirits and wine, on which such a rebate shall be allowed as to grant the 
importer the option of paying the transit duty of 3 per cent ad valorem, or sixpence per 
pound weight on cigars, and sixpence per gallon on spirits and wines. 

Battery cloth, gauze, matting, sieving and screening; cement; chain; cranes, 
elevators and sheers ; crucibles and cupelling furnaces and cupels, cyanide of potassium 
and other materials exclusively intended for the separation of metals from ore and for 
the sorting and sifting of metals and ore, and for the manufacture of chemicals or acids 
necessary for gold extraction, except sulphuric acid ; electric cable or wire, and posts 
for same, and their fittings ; lamps and switches (electric), not including fancy or orna- 
mental lamps, switches and fittings for indoor lighting ; lamp posts (electric), and their 
fittings ; felt, covering ; flour, wheaten and wheaten meal, including pollard ; furnaces 
for roasting minerals ; galvanized corrugated iron ; gaspipes, lamp posts (gas), and their 
fittings, including lamps; gums of all description ; hose, steam suction and armoured, 
for use in connection with machinery, but not including garden; India rubber for 
machinery and mining apparatus and appliances ; lead [foil ; machinery, including spare 
parts, not enumerated in the free list attached to the Customs Union tariff, not being 
for domestic use ; moulds, ingot ; mules and geldings ; ores and minerals, crude ; plates 
of iron and steel combined ; potatoes and onions (not preserved) ; retorts; rivets and 
bolts and nuts (metal) ; second-hand furniture and tools of mechanics and persons about 
to reside in the Transvaal ; shafting ; steel and iron chimneys (smoke stacks) ; tanks and 
vats, suitable and intended for mining purposes ; tin and zine, in blocks and discs ; tram- 
way equipment requisites, such to mean the following, cars, trolleys, water-tanks and 
turntables ; valve hide ; wire, bells and gongs ; signalling, for use in and about mines ; 
wood, unmanufactured, including planed, tongued or grooved, plain boards unshaped ; 
on which rebate shall be allowed on the whole customs duty. 

2. On all goods, articles and things of every description imported or taken out of 
bond by or for the use of either of the administrations of the Transvaal or Rhodesia, 
rebate of the whole Customs Union duty shall be allowed: Provided that, whenever 
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such rebate be claimed, a declaration under the hand of proper officers appointed by the 
Administrations of the said territories shall be delivered to the customs, showing that 
the goods, &e., are bona fide for the sole and exclusive use of one of these Administra- 
tions, and not to be sold or otherwise disposed of, and that any duty levied thereon would 
be borne directly and permanently by either of the treasuries of the said territories. 

3. On goods imported through the letter post, rebate of the whole Customs Union 
duties shall be allowed. 

4. In case any goods shall be under-entered in value, whether or not they be 
specially rated articles, the provisions of section 5 of Act No, 6 of 1898 shall apply. 


TI.—Provrocot To THE Customs UNION CONVENTION OF 1898, WHICH CAME INTO 
OPERATION FROM JANUARY 3, 1899. 


In virtue of this protocol, the period over which article XV. of said convention is 
to have effect has been extended to five years reckoned from the date of the taking 
effect of such convention.

toms, showing that the goods, articles or things are bona fide for the sole and exclusive 
use of his government, and not to be sold or otherwise disposed of, and that any duty 
which might be levied thereon would, if levied, have to be borne directly and perma- 
nently by the treasury of the said colony or territory. 

Provided always that clearance and removal of any of the above goods must be in 
accordance with the regulations from time to time prescribed in that behalf. 

Proclamation No. 102 of 1899, dated October 4, 1899, is cancelled from Novem- 
ber 1, 1902.

Str,—I have the honour to submit my annual report in connection with the 
commercial work conducted by the Canadian Section of the Imperial Institute during 
the year ending December 31, 1902. 

The year 1902, embracing as it did the historical Coronation festivities, in celebra- 
tion of which were congregated in London representatives from every section of this 
vast Empire, will long be remembered as marking an important era in the consolidation 
of Imperial interests. ‘To Canada, individually, the past twelve months have been of 
vital importance, for they have witnessed the commencement of what can be best des- 
cribed as the ‘boom’ in everything pertaining to the Dominion, which happily is still 
in full swing in the United Kingdom.

EXHIBITIONS. 


There is good reason to suppose that the excellent displays made by the Dominion 
at the Glasgow and Wolverhampton, and also at the Royal Exchange Exhibitions, have 
contributed materially to the increased public interest now being evinced in Canadian 
matters. As mentioned in previous reports, we are constantly receiving applications 
from the promoters of temporary exhibitions held in the neighbourhood of London and 
in the provinces, for the loan of specimens of the resources and products of Canada. 
To these, so far we have unfortunately been unable to adequately reply, owing to the 
absence of the necessary materials. As the results of these exhibitions are often far- 
reaching, for they constantly advertise the natural wealth of the Dominion to different 
sections of the population, it is to be hoped that future arrangements made by the Cana- 
dian Government will include the provision of facilities for doing this work. 


WORK OF THE CANADIAN SECTION, 


Work has continued much on the usual lines. There is a constant application for 
the addresses of exporters of produce and provisions, grain, timber and other lines 
of which the Dominion is a considerable natural producer. Inquiries also come in to a 
considerable extent as to Canada’s capabilities for furnishing supplies of partly manu- 
factured materials and for completely manufactured goods. In many cases it is possible 
to furnish information immediately, but in others it is found desirable to supplement 
the same by instituting a special inquiry in Canada for more special details. On the 
other hand, the phenomenal development of the Dominion is constantly increasing the 
scope of products both natural and industrial for which an export outlet is desired, and 
this office is in receipt of applications from all parts of Canada for information as to the 
practicability of establishing trade in the United Kingdom in various kinds of goods. 


THE PREFERENTIAL TARIFF. 


In addition to the causes indicated, I am of opinion that the moral effect of the 
preferential tariff has indirectly been a great factor in developing Anglo-Canadian trade. 
It has promoted a cordial feeling towards Canada and induced many important business 
men to devote an attention to Canadian conditions and requirements which was pre- 
viously lacking. 

There have been for some time a number of applications from British manufacturers 
and shippers seeking to develop a market in Canada, and the volume has increased as a 
result of the closer association of this office with the department of the Board of Trade. 
In certain instances these British houses decided to send a representative out to Canada 
to personally examine into the ruling conditions. To such, not only general information 
is furnished, but letters of introduction are given. It is quite certain that most of these 
gentlemen who visit Canada, return with a knowledge of her commerce and resources 
which often produces very important results. The number of Canadian business men 
visiting this side is also markedly increasing and we are often able to assist them with 
preliminary information affecting their particular branch of trade. The custom of sup- 
plying items of commercial inquiry to the press both in Canada and this country has 
been continued. 


APPLICATIONS FOR TRADE INFORMATION. 


As usual, applications for information about the trade possibilities for certain 
goods which had not previously been dealt with by this office came up, and the following 
may be cited among subjects of special investigation : Roofing slates, horse hair, oysters, 
fish glues, hog’s bristles, butcher blocks, drawing boards, clog soles, Canadian carpets. 
With the present development of the hog industry and similar enterprises, Canada 
apparently will soon become a shipper of various by-products which are in steady demand 
in this market. 
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MANUFACTURES. 


Canadian exports of partly and wholly manufactured goods are steadily growing 
both in volume and variety. It is apparent that the trade in wholly manufactured 
goods, apart from articles for the production of which the natural resources of the 
Dominion furnish peculiar facilities, is one attended by special circumstances. The in- 
vestigation of the details often intricate can only be satisfactorily carried out by the 
manufacturer himself or his representative who is personally familiar with every feature 
of the particular industry. It has before now been urged in these reports that the only 
royal road for the Canadian manufacturer to follow who seeks to establish a market 
over here, where investigation shows prospects to be promising, is to come over and be 
prepared to spend not only a few days but often several weeks in carefully studying 
conditions and requirements. 

The experiences which constantly come under my notice of individual visitors, tend 
to confirm this view. Raw materials and partly manufactured goods are undoubtedly 
the primary requirements of this country and there is often a market for articles which 
have attained a stage of manufacture almost complete save as to actual finish, but which 
admit of transportation in a ‘knock down’ or compressed shape when the same article 
wholly finished is either not in request or cannot be laid down at a return profitable to 
the shipper. Moreover the wants of the Canadian manufacturer and the British im- 
porter run often in different channels. Nearly all Canadian industrial enterprises were 
originally established for supplying the wants of the domestic market without, in most 
instances, any particular attention to the possibilities of export. That was a later phase. 
As a result, whereas capital has naturally been forthcoming for ventures from which 
local markets promised an immediate and profitable return, investment in other indus- 
tries, the product of which is more particularly suitable for outside markets, has been, 
until recently, restricted. 


CANADIAN POSSIBILITIES. 


There are evidently many varieties of goods in steady demand in this and other 
countries which Canada does not as yet produce to any large extent, and yet for the 
manufacture of which the Dominion obviously possesses remarkable natural resources 
and facilities. A large proportion of Canadian manufacturers can naturally have no ex- 
pectation of developing export trade, and many others have no wish to do so. On the 
other hand, some who would like an outlet for surplus production are not always in a 
position to establish such trade on a basis remunerative to themselves without the pro- 
vision of special and extra facilities for dealing with foreign requirements. 

Briefly summed up, the situation is that the Canadian manufacturer often offers 
one article and the outside demand is for another. The opinion has frequently been 
expressed by business men who have visited Canada for the purpose of endeavouring to 
arrange for regular supplies of goods in established demand that, in most lines, those 
manufacturers who possess the necessary organization for conducting export trade have 
invariably orders on hand in advance of their existing output capacity. Now however, 
that the question of export trade has assumed such importance, it can be reasonably 
anticipated that capital will be more readily available for developing such industries, and 
indeed the last year or two have witnessed several phenomenal instances of the develop- 
ment on a large scale of enterprises the product of which is largely destined for the 
world’s markets. 


METHOD OF ‘SPECIALIZATION.’ 


It is apparent that the method of ‘specialization’ so universally in vogue in the 
United States must be of great advantage in connection with foreign trade. The smaller 
population of Canada has hindered its adoption to any great extent but the reduced cost 
of production resulting from devoting the whole capacity of a plant to the production 
of a very few lines instead of running at odd times on a wide range of articles, must be 
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considerable. Great Britain is just beginning to awaken to the industrial possibilities 
of the Dominion, and the forthcoming visits to Canada of members ot the British Parlia- 
ment and of leading business men in connection with the Congress of the Chambers of 
Commerce of the Empire should be taken the fullest advantage of so that visitors may 
obtain not only a knowledge of existing enterprises but also an appreciation of the 
splendid opportunities awaiting the investment of British capital. 


MINERALS AND METALS. 


During the past few months a considerable volume of applications have come to 
hand from United Kingdom houses who import regular supplies of minerals and metals 
from various countries and are open to handle shipments from Canada provided that 
they can make the necessary arrangements. These inquiries have included Copper, 
Graphite, Felspar, Molybdenite, Charcoal, Calcium Carbide, Mica, Asbestos, Marble 
and Decorative Stones. A good and steady demand exists for most minerals of econo- 
mic value which Canada is known to possess to a large extent. If Canadian owners of 
deposits of good quality and favourably situated as regards shipping facilities could 
locally obtain sufficient capital to place their property in the shipping stage, there can 
be no doubt that they could often arrange with people over here of financial strength to 
contract for their total output and often to take a financial interest in the venture.

ROOFING SLATES. 


Quite recently a very favourable opportunity for developing trade in an article 
which Canada possesses to a considerable degree has come to my notice. There is in 
the United Kingdom a very large consumption of roofing slates, many of which are 
imported. At a time when roofing slates were practically not used in the United 
States, the quality of slate deposits in that country was so suitable that several 
quarries were developed and worked solely for export purposes. In 1896 the American 
slate trade with the United Kingdom amounted to some 46 million slates. Gradually, 
however, the utilization of roofing slates in building operations in America has been 
adopted, and between the domestic demands and the consequent increase in prices 
demanded by American slate producers, this export trade has steadily fallen away until 
at the present time it has almost ceased. Welsh slates, owing to labour troubles, bave 
been also scarce, and United Kingdom buyers have been obliged to look temporarily to 
France for supplies. The French slate is inferior to American but it is cheaper. A 
company which has developed and established the trade in American slates in Great 
Britain applied to me for information as to the possibilities of being able_to secure 
suitable supplies from Canada. Upon inspection of a number of samples of roofing 
slates from Canadian deposits, the expert informs me that the quality of the Canadian 
slate is very good and equal to, if not better than, the average American. The 
company, therefore, state that if they can arrange for regular supplies of the quality 
equal to that examined by them, they are prepared to contract for large quantities for 
which they would pay cash. : 

Provided that further investigation confirms the impression that large deposits of a 
suitable quality of roofing slate exist in Canada only awaiting development, the estab- 
lishment of the industry would appear to offer a most profitable investment for capital 
which will, it is hoped, appeal to Canadian enterprise. The sizes most in demand here 
are, 94" x 19", 99" x 10", 297 11490" 1 OF) 20 ORO xsl eho au, 
16” x 12", 16” x 10’, 16” x 9”, 16” x 8”. They should measure 18 to 19 inches per 100 
slates piled up in the flat. Quarrying is a fairly simple matter, the cost of the neces- 
sary equipment being less than in connection with most kinds of mining. As to labour, 
it is pointed out that a large number of experienced slate workers are at present idle 
owing to labour troubles in this country, and many would readily go to Canada for 
reasonable wages. 
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CANNED AND PRESERVED Goops. 


Last autumn more Canadian gallon apples were to be seen in grocers’ shops and 
elsewhere than ever noticed before, but there are still few signs that Canadian packers 
are doing any definite trade in other canned fruits and vegetables. One large firm here 
offered the opinion that Canadian canners would do well to specialize more and instead 
of each producing twenty or thirty different lines, confine their individual attention to 
half a dozen or less. This method apparently is adopted by some of the most successful 
«American packers, with the result that the quality of the goods is better and more uni- 
form, and the cost of production is reduced. 

Reference has often been made to the very general prejudice against canned or 
tinned goods existing in this country, and a feature worth noting is the marked increase 
in both fruits and vegetables now being put up in glass, a trade in which quite a num- 
ber of United Kingdom producers are participating. From inquiries made at the 
Grocers’ Exhibition it was ascertained that such goods as peaches and pears have to be 
imported largely and it is a question whether Canada might not develop a trade in 
response to their requirements by shipping the fruit in large packages ready for the use 
of the British packers. 

Another feature has been the large increase in the importation of Californian 
prunes and apricots which are now to be met with everywhere. The prunes in parti- 
cular are being received with much favour and must be displacing a large volume of 
goods formerly imported from France and elsewhere. Great care evidently is taken in 
the selection and packing and although somewhat different in flavour, the prunes are 
finer and larger than the ordinary continental variety. These are both lines which 
Canada should be able to produce successfully and in large quantities, and the cultiva- 
tion of the suitable varieties for this industry is a matter deserving study and careful 
consideration on the part of Canadian fruit-growers. Ontario is only half the distance 
from this country that California lies. Indee! the firm establishment of the prune 
trade in competition with older sources of supply possessing every geographical advant- 
age is a distinct tribute to American enterprise. 

The subjoined letter received from a leading firm of wholesale grocers since the 
above lines were written is of some interest :— 

‘““T am sorry that I cannot report favourably of the progress of Canadian canned 

fruits and vegetables during the past year. I do not know that any particular section 
is to blame, but the trade generally has been very slow and without any special feature 
of interest. The high price of tomatoes, owing to the failure of the American crop last 
year, has improved the trade in Italian, French and other continental countries, but the 
supply of Canadian unfortunately was small. We hear from very good sources that the 
supply of American will be abnormally large, and it is probably a good time to warn 
your friends in the event of their expecting a continuance of present. prices. 
, ‘‘The increase in the consumption of the dried varieties, such as apricots, pears, 
plums and prunes is an important pointer for growers, and the fact of Californian fruit, 
having in so short a time established a large trade, should be sufficient encouragement 
for Canadians to persevere in producing similar fruit. Of course, the continental coun- 
tries may produce up to their usual quantities in the coming year, which will make 
competition for the business very keen, but the taste for Californian fruits seems to have 
now taken a deep root, and will require a good deal of shifting. 


OYSTERS. 


Tn consequence of an inquiry made by a London firm possessing a considerable con- 
nection in the oyster trade, the possibilities of sending over Canadian oysters to this 
country were examined into. In view of the very high prices obtained for the most 
popular British natives, it would appear that a profitable market could be created for 
some of the Canadian varieties. Investigation shows, however, that a ready market 
exists already in Canada and the United States for all the oysters which Canada at 
present produces ; indeed the demand is stated to be in excess of the supply. A con- 
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siderable advance in price has taken place in consequence, but even these enhanced 
values fall far below the level of British quotations. As Canadian oysters, however, 
differ both in appearance and flavour from the kinds in highest favour in the United 
Kingdom, it would as a preliminary be necessary to investigate, by means of trial ship- 
ments, the degree of popularity accorded to each particular variety. Should the results 
be satisfactory, the production of the oysters realizing the highest prices in this country 
ought to be capable of large development by the adoption of the scientific methods of 
artificial cultivation in general use at the leiding European oyster beds. As matters 
stand, the Canadian oyster trade flows in certain established channels from which it 
will not easily be diverted. 


RAILWAY SLEEPERS. 


Some inquiries were made relative to the supplying of Canadian railway sleepers in 
connection with the construction of several new lines in the Transvaal and Orange 
River colonies. It is certain that extensive railway development will take place as the 
new colonies settle down, and it was felt that possessing such vast supplies of suitable 
timber, Canada should be able to furnish a proportion of the sleepers or ties which 
would be needed. The establishment of the direct steamer service will have given 
additional impetus to the matter, but the absence of any creosoting plant in Canada was 
primarily an obstacle of considerable weight. 


DRAWING BOARDS. 


An important stationery manufacturing firm desired me to inquire whether Canada 
could not furnish at least a portion of the considerable volume of drawing boards, «&e., 
which they had been obtaining from continental sources. It would appear, however, 
that these goods are not produced at present-to any extent in Canada.

AUSTRALASIA. 
REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. J. S. Larke.) 


THe ExcHance, SypNney, N.S.W., March 24, 1903. 


The Right Honourable 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce. 


Sir,—Some rains have fallen during the month which have been productive of good 
results in many sections of all the States. Though the drought has not been broken the 
prospects are much better than at this time last year. In the larger portion of the 
agricultural areas the farmers are able to plough with a prospect of putting in the seed 
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in good condition. There has, in the favoured areas, been a growth of grass which is 
sufficient to carry the stock and, unless an extraordinary dry season is experienced, 
carry it over the winter with the minimum of hand feeding. 

Business is necessarily restricted, but is as good as could be expected under the 
adverse conditions of the country. There are a considerable number of men out of 
work. The number is increased by the high rates demanded for money, which restricts 
government expenditure on public works. In some of the drought sections of this State 
and Victoria there is considerable distress and liberal funds have been raised for the 
relief of those who have lost their all and are unable to buy food. 


EMIGRANTS INQUIRING ABOUT CANADA, 


These unhappy conditions must lead to emigration and the inquiries, chiefly 
personal, at this office for information have greatly increased. A cable to the effect 
that the Premier of Ontario was taking steps to promote the immigration of 5,000 
skilled mechanics into that province led to an offer of a party of 500 such men provided 
the Government of Ontario would prepay their passages and take a lien on their wages 
as security for repayment of the loan. I have replied that so far as I am advised neither 
the government of Canada nor of the Province of Ontario is offering inducements to 
emigrants from Australia, and to do so would not be regarded here as a friendly act. 
The regular steamers, I believe, for the next three months have all their passenger space 
bespoken. The large majority are going to Canada to settle on the land, and some have 
considerable capital, while others intend to seek employment on farms. In spite of the 
difference of climate and conditions they are likely to make a desirable class of settlers. 


DEMAND FOR FLOUR. 


The'demand for known brands of Manitoba flour is good, though United States 
flour from Manitoba hard wheat is quoted lower and has a large sale. Unknown brands 
must fight their way into the market, and cannot secure the best prices until their 
reputation has become established. 


WHEAT. 


Importers have been speculating in wheat from the Pacific Coast states of the 
United States, India and Argentina as well as from Canada. The proportion of 
Manitoba is much below the amount expected. This is due to the difficulties in grind- 
ing, less value put on the bran, and the desire to get as cheap a grain as possible. It is 
believed that the quantities of soft wheats ordered is in excess of the demand, and a 
break in prices is confidently looked for. There is little Manitoba hard wheat in stock. 
The Ansgar, which left New York with 4,163 tons of Manitoba wheat and 750 tons of 
flour, has now been posted as lost. A little time ago, if hard wheat could have been 
obtained from Vancouver, it would have brought good prices, but nearly all the efforts 
failed, and the fair market price cannot now be got for future deliveries. This is due 
not only to the expectation of a fall from over-importation, but the unfortunate incidents 
connected with the Vancouver experiments. 

Some little time ago a cable made an offer of a thousand tons of wheat, the 
recipients had purchasers quickly and cabled to Vancouver accepting the offer. Van- 
couver replied that the wheat could not be delivered and withdrew the offer. Some 
time afterward the Vancouver firm found it could get the thousand tons and repeated 
the offer, but the Sydney house could not get takers. At the same time several offers 
of wheat from Vancouver and a number of firms were seeking to place it. This led 
millers to think that a decline in price was about to set in and they refused to buy at 
the lowest figures offered. If, as I have advised, a Canadian firm had chartered the 
steamer on the best terms and placed an offer of the cargo with an agent here I think 
the whole would have been speedily disposed of. The offer of bits of the cargo to half a 
dozen people here simply set them competing with one another and stopped business. 
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These methods and the delays in supplying orders have very much discouraged direct 
shipments from Vancouver. Notwithstanding the heavy orders that have been placed 
for both wheat and flour, I think there will be a demand for Manitoba wheat for 
mixing, but the business will be done only by firms capable of handling cargoes. 


NEW ZEALAND OATS CHEAPER. 


New Zealand oats are quoted at twelve cents per bushel below the best prices I 
have from Canadian, and trade in this grain from Canada is over for the present. Some 
now on the water, through delays in shipment, will bring a heavy loss on the Australian 
buyers. 


CANADIAN cae ce 


I have endeavoured to secure samples and prices of barley and other grains, but 
none have reached me. I am informed that a cargo of Canadian barley has been pur- 
chased in New York, and a good sample lot in Vancouver. 


FISH. 


I have in previous reports pointed out the fact that Australia imports nearly a. 
million and three-quarter dollars worth of fish, and that outside of canned salmon 
Canada gets a very small share of the trade. Some additional interest is being taken in 
salted and smoked herring, halibut, as well as salmon, and good samples have come here 
which it is hoped will lead to an increase in the trade. The business in fish in brine 
has had a repetition of the old trouble of the barrels and kegs leaking, the brine running 
away and the fish spoiling. No trade can stand this defect. If a trade is to be built 
up fish must be shipped to arrive here in condition. It is no value to have it in good 
condition when placed on board ship. It is essential that it reaches this port as sound 
as when it left. 


TIMBER. 


Notwithstanding the drought building operations have been brisk and the demand 
for timber good. British Columbia fir, known here as ‘Oregon,’ is now $14 at the mill, 
instead of $7.50 at which it was once sold. California redwood, sold largely for doors, 
sashes aud inside work, has advanced nearly 334 per cent in a year and is quoted at $24 
at the mill. Every now and then it has been proposed to introduce cedar and some of 
the cheaper timbers of British Columbia into this market, but no determined effort has 
been made. The market it timbers, as well as in other lines, is conservative and no 
demand for a new timber can be created in a day. The high prices now ruling affords 
an opportunity to introduce the Canadian, that may not occur again for a decade. 

One of the timbers practically nnknown here is the hemlock, and’in connection with 
the cutting of that timber there would be a market for the extract of the bark. There 
is a prejudice against hemlock, tanned leather mainly on account of its colour and some 
poor samples of that tannage that have been offered on this market. Wattle, which is 
the Australian bark used for tannage, has gone up in price and as a result there is a 
demand for a cheaper tanning material. This demand is likely to continue for some 
time as the drought has killed a good many wattle trees and stopped the growth of 
more.

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JAMAICA. 
ReEporT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. J. Eustace Burke, ) 


Kinaston, Jamaica, April 14, 1903. 
The Right Honourable 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce. 


Sir,—It is gratifying to be able to advise that, as predicted in my report of 
December 22 last, and also the one previous in which the opinion was expressed that 
official figures at the end of the financial year, viz., to March 31, 1903, compared with 
the previous year, would show a remarkable increase in the exports of this colony to the 
Dominion of Canada, has been fully realized. 


GROWTH IN THE FRUIT TRADE. 


The statistics to the date mentioned above are not yet obtainable, but I have 
gathered that for the eleven months to February 28 last, as compared with the previous 
eleven months, while the exports of bananas for the 1901-2 period was but 7,955 
bunches, that for 1902-3 is represented by no less a number than 72,531 bunches. The 
quantity of oranges also shipped to Canada doubled her former demand for the similar 
period. When one takes into consideration the multiplicity ot drawbacks referred to from 
time to time in my several reports regarding transportation facilities, the remarkable 
increase is indeed surprising. 


THE PROPOSED SUBSIDIZED STEAMERS. 


I have had two interviews with the Hon. Sydney Olivier, C.M.G., the Colonial 
Secretary, regarding the above subject. Mr. Olivier sails from hence on the 20th prox. 
for England, via the United States and Canada, on leave. It is understood that Mr. 
Olivier, while in Canada, will obtain all necessary information which would warrant 
this government complying with the terms of the resolution recently nnanimously ad- 
opted in the Legislative Council of this colony, appropriating £2,500 for an improved 
steamship service with Canada. I may add that, as in all other measures concerning 
the welfare of this colony, the Colonial Secretary is deeply interested in the subject, 
and, I am persuaded, will do all in his power to achieve the desired end to the mutual 
benefit of both colonies. 

Business men and agriculturists seem almost impatiently awaiting the consum- 
mation of the idea, if I am to be guided by the eager inquiries being continually made 
to me regarding development of the situation. 


2 OUTLOOK OF THE ISLAND'S PROGRESS. 


Latest available figures unmistakably demonstrate that there has been a general all- 
round increase of exports of the island’s produce, as compared with the previous eleven 
months to the 28th February last. 


BANANAS. 


Last year we exported to the United Kingdom 956,711 bunches of bananas, being 
an increase of about one-third. The United States figures stand at 12,546,936 bunches, 
as against 9,397,505 for the similar period of the previous year, and to all other coun- 
tries (Canada has already been dealt with), 5,204 against 3,165. 
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ORANGES. 


The eleven months before, 80,998,387 was exported, while a similar period for 
1902-3 is represented by 98,595,237, an increase of nearly 18,000,000, which shows a 
steady advance. Of the above numbers the United States took 84,640,587, as against 
69,522,155; the United Kingdom, 6,048,450, a decrease of about one million, and, as 
previously stated, Canada’s direct trade doubled. 


COFFEE, 


As in fruits, so in coffee, the United States was the island’s principal customer. 
Of the 98,261 cwt. shipped as against 87,469 of the previous period, the United King- 
dom took only 18,639 cwts., a smaller proportion being divided among other countries. 


SUNDRIES. 


There has also been a considerable increase in the export of cocoa, cocoanuts, grape 
fruit, ginger, pimento and rum; and sugar has also made a slight step in advance. The 
demand for pine apples has not been maintained, while dyewoods also show a decrease. 


IMPORTS ‘AND EXCISE. 


As most likely to be expected, the imports of the colony also show an all round- 
steady increase, while the excise collections on rum, cigars, cigarettes, &c., have given a 
very substantial increase of revenue on previous years. 


REVENUE. 


At the commencement of the financial year 1902-1903 the estimated revenue was 
placed at £350,000. Later developments, however, warranted a revised estimate for 
£375,000, while on March 31 last, which is the close of the financial year, it stood at 
£380,000, being a very appreciable increase on its immediate predecessors. 


CANADIAN VISITORS. 


1 am pleased to be able to state that Canadian visitors arrived in marked increased 
numbers, among whom were several business men, most of whom called and had several 
interviews with me on various points of commercial and agricultural interests. To 
many the manifold resources of the country and the possibilities of a lively exchange of 
commodities between Canada and Jamaica were a complete revelation. 


INCREASED CORRESPONDENCE. 


Correspondence from all parts of the Dominion, as also from loeal country districts 
here, is increasingly heavy, seeking inquiries on Canadian matters, but no one ever goes 
without the fullest information, and I have substantial reasons of entertaining great 
hope of appreciable mercantile and agricultural developments between the two colonies 
in the near future. 


CHAIRS, FURNITURE, ETC. 


An Ontario furniture company, through a local firm which has been appointed sole 
agent, has recently been making quite heavy shipments to the island, doing a remuner- 
ative business. There is certainly room for others in this and other lines of Canadian 
manufacture. 
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TENDERS FOR FLOUR. 


For the first time I think in the history of the colony the military authorities in 
advertising for tenders for the supply of baking flour for His Majesty’s troops stationed 
here have invited local tenders for Canadian as well as United States millings. Samples 
with brands have to be submitted, but in consequence of the irregularity and delay in 
filling orders at Canadian points, it is hardly probable the local contractor will refer to 
the Canadian article in making his bid. The penalties of the contract have to be 
counted with. 


GOODS NOT UP TO SAMPLE. 


In my December report I made mention of the fact that the local firm handling 
two Canadian brands has been very successful in placing them. The agent, however, 
bitterly complains of the drawback above referred to, as also the system of supplying 
grades not corresponding with order. This certainly should not exist, and there is no 
excuse for such unbusinesslike methods.

NORWAY, SWEDEN AND DENMARK. 


REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(ir. C. BE. Sontum ).

Str,—The correspondence carried on with Canadian manufacturers and exporters 
have been livelier during the past few months than for a long time before, and it has 
resulted in, that I now have several sample shipments on the way, and I have good 
hopes of coming to business at least with some of the firms. 

As I have mentioned before, Canadian manufacturers are getting highly esteemed 
in these countries, and where the prices are not prohibitive, I have now no difficulty in 
obtaining orders. At present, however, the times are not very encouraging, and the 
wholesalers are not placing large orders, but are only buying for the nearest future. 
Much depends now on how the present fisheries turn out, as with these, in many parts 
of Norway business stands or falls. 


HERRING FISHERY. 


The fat herring fishery may now be considered finally over with a return at the end 
of the season of 232,000 barrels, against 166,000 in 1901. For the spring-herring fishery, 
prospects are very promising notwithstanding the stormy weather, which has prevailed 
almost continuously for the past couple of months. As to the cod-fisheries, the weather 
has greatly interfered, and the outlook is a gloomy one at present. 
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IRON COMBINE. 


The following may be of interest: Two large Swedish iron ore mining companies, 
owning the well known iron ore deposits in Swedish Lappmarken, are probably going to 
beamalgamated as the ‘Trafikaptiebolazet Grangesberg-Oxelosund’ has made a preliminary 
contract for the purchase of the controlling influence in the said two companies. The 
business, it is reported, has been arranged on the basis of a value of 50 million kroners 
or nearly £3,000,000 for the two ore deposits. The contract is now to be submitted for 
the approval of the shareholders in the Grangesberg-Oxelésund Company. As this last 
named company is the proprietor of the largest iron ore deposits in middle Sweden, the 
transaction will create a practical monopoly of the important iron ore deposits of Sweden. 


WOOD TRADE. 


As to the wood trade, it may be said that the market is in a very healthy condition 
at present. Inquiries for large shipments for Cape, at improved prices have had to be 
declined by shippers here on account of the difficulty of supplying desired specifications. 
Sales are going on regularly to England at the full prices £9-10-0 for mixed and 
£11-10-0 for reds c. i. b. cheap ports, which prices have now come to be accepted as the 
value for the season. 


WOOD PULP. 


Of wood-pulp there can not be full production for another four or six weeks on 
account of the water supply. The market for mechanical remains unchanged, and buyers 
hold back in-hope of obtaining very cheap supplies, while sellers are determined to get 
prices, which shall leave a moderate profit. Cellulose is somewhat better than some 
time ago, as the American demand has helped to clear away stocks. 


HARVEST YIELD. 


In the official report recently issued by the Agricultural Department of Norway 
on the harvest yield in 1902, the final returns show the following per centum shortage 
of the crop all around :—

MARKET FOR CANADIAN BREADSTUFEFS, 


Considering that with the exception of hay, also in regular years considerable of 
all of these products have to be imported, there is going to be, until a new crop comes 
in, a very large import of feed and breadstuffs. Even if the coming harvest yields 
good, it will not be able to balance the shortage of last year, and we may look for a 
continued import for some time to come.

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TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO. 


REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. Edgar Tripp.) 


Port oF Spain, Trintpap, April 23, 1903. 
The Right Honourable, 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce,

Sir,—The map showing the steamship routes between Canada and the British 
West Indies issued by your department is much appreciated, and the copies which you 
were good enough to forward have been distributed and now are seen prominently in most 
of the leaaing offices and stores. 


PORT OF SPAIN RIOT. 


The recent unfortunate riot in Port of Spain has had a most disturbing and 
depressing effect upon trade, of which all classes of dealers are complaining. Whoever 
may be at fault, it is most lamentable to reflect upon the loss of life and property which 
occurred. Apart from the value of the public buildings and furniture, approximately 
£60,000, there was the irreparable loss of the official records of the colony since 1797 
when it first came under British rule. The whole of the maps and plans in the Crown 
Lands Office, showing the disposition of all lands alienated, were destroyed, and there 
cannot possibly be sufficient duplicates elsewhere to replace them. All the Court 
records of past and existing litigation were also burned, and the confusion and incon- 
venience arising may be understood. The people of Trinidad have hitherto been so 
easily managed and law-abiding that it is difficult to account for this sudden outburst 
of unbridled frenzy. The inevitable result must be the putting back of the Colony for 
no inconsiderable time. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED STATES. 


Direct trade with the United States by the three large steamers of the Trinidad 
line of late has been rapidly increasing, so much so that they hardly have been able to 
cope with it, and it is now announced that some steamers of the Italian Royal Mail 
Steamship Company will be put upon the route and leave monthly touching only at 
Barbados. 


THE MANJAK INDUSTRY. 


The rapid development of the Manjak industry will afford to this line, which 
appears to have offered special inducements to secure it, a fair proportion of freight. 
The first steamer will carry away some three hundred tons of this new product of our 
mines, in addition to shipments of about 200 tons by other opportunities about the 
same time. Up to very recently it was believed that Manjak was only applicable to 
the manufacture of high class varnishes, and the demand, like the supply, was limited. 
It was said, and on more than one occasion proved to be the case, that 50 tons at 
any time would flood the market, but since the discovery of the extensive mines of this 
article here, and the certainty of a regular and large supply at a moderate price, other 
uses it appears have been discovered for it, and a single order for 5,000 tons to be taken 
within one year has just been placed. 
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A SUBSTITUTE FOR INDIA RUBBER. 


This, it is understood, comes from a firm who believe that in Manjak there will be 
found a marketable substitute for India rubber, and who have erected a special plant 
for its treatment. This matter is one which might be well worth the early attention of 
any of your manufacturers interested in the production of insulating material, and I 
should be very pleased to forward samples for experimental purposes to any one desirous 
of having them. So far no Manjak that I can hear of has been shipped to Canada, 
although sales to both the United States and Europe are rapidly increasing. 


PROGRESS OF TOBAGO. 


Tam pleased to report the continued steady progress of our small dependency, Tobago. 
Cultivation there is being opefied up in every direction, and the conditions of trade, 
which but a few years ago were so much depressed, are now slowly but surely being 
restored. 


CANADIAN COAL FOR TRINIDAD. 


During the past few months when men of war of all nationalities have been much 
in evidence the capacity of the Port of Spain as a coaling station has been somewhat . 
severely tested, but on no occasion has the supply failed or have the rates proved to be 
excessive. As before stated, there is no reason why Canadian coal should not have its 
share of this market, the greater part of which is now supplied from the United States, 
and the balance from Great Britain. . 

I reserve comment upon general trade pending the issue of the yearly statistics of 
the Customs expected daily.

SOUTH AFRICA. 
REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. James G. Jardine ). 
P. O. Box 1232, Carre Town. 


The following report from Mr. Jardine is written from Bulawayo, Rhodesia, under 
date of April 4, 1903 :— 


The Right Honourable 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa, Canada. 


Str,—Since my last communication from Bloemfontein, I am able to state that a 
customs union has been agreed upon, and also a railway agreement has been concluded. 
The customs convention was signed on the 24th ult. by the representatives of Cape 
Colony, Transvaal, Orange River Colony, Natal and Rhodesia. The intransit dues 
hawe been abolished and it is agreed that the convention and the agreement shall be 
ratified by the legislatures of the various colonies and that the parliaments of Cape 
Colony and Natal and the legislative councils of the Transvaal, Orange River Colony 
and Rhodesia shall be called together in special session for that purpose. 


“ 
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LIBERAL TARIFF EXPECTED. 


I am informed by parties who know what they are talking about that the tariff 
will be a much more liberal one in respect of all kinds of foodstuffs. Flour and wheat 
are especially favoured. A preference of 10 per cent has been arranged in favour of 
the mother country and her colonies as against the rest of the world. 


RAILWAY RATES REDUCED. 


As regards railway rates, sweeping reductions have been made and as a result the 
cost of living throughout South Africa will be greatly reduced. 


DETAILS NOT YET PUBLIC. 


The details of the convention and the new tariff will not be made public until 
submitted simultaneously to the legislatures of the several colonies and therefore is not 
likely to come into force for six months. 


PROPOSED COMMONWEALTH OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


A resolution was also passed unanimously by the united delegates before separating 
expressing the hope that the day may not be far distant when it may be possible to 
summon a conference to endeavour to provide for the union under one federal adminis- 
tration of the whole of the colonies under British rule, and the establishment of the 
commonwealth of South Africa. No more important congress of representative men 
ever before met in South Africa, and these gentlemen have rendered yeoman service to 
their country, sinking race jealousies and adopting a conciliatory attitude one towards 
another after the example of the Right Hon. the Secretary of State for the Colonies in 
his wonderfully successful visit to South Africa. Their conclusions open up a new 
chapter for South Africa. 


CANADA’S REPRESENTATIVE WELL RECEIVED. 


On my way to Rhodesia I spent several days in Kimberly and Mafeking. I have 
been most kindly received here as elsewhere by all classes of people. At present 
business is very dull and stocks are large owing to the serious drought in Orange River 
Colony and around Kimberly ; but now that customs and railway rates are placed on a 
more liberal basis by the customs union, importers are under the impression that Great 
Britain and Canada will largely benefit by increased trade in the near future. 


CANADIANS IN SOUTH AFRICA, 


There are several Canadians in Kimberley and Bulawayo, with such familiar names 
as Redpath, McCallum, Graham, James, Ramsay, &c., all of whom are highly respect- 
able citizens of these towns. In company with some of them I visited the battletields 
of Paardeberg and stood by the graves of Canadian heroes whose names ought to be 
graven “as with the point of a diamond” on the hearts of every Canadian boy and 
girl. These dear lads asleep on the African veldt and their comrades still spared to us 
have, in my opinion, done more to advance the claims of the Dominion in the “ dark 
continent ” than a thousand Canadian agents or missionaries could do in 50 years. 


ARRIVAL IN RHODESIA, 


Having only just arrived in Rhodesia I will defer expressing any opinion of this 
province and its commerce from a Canadian standpoint until I have spent a little time 
visiting its principal business centres.

CANADIAN CHEESE. 
SUGGESTIONS TO THE TRADE IN CANADA UPON PROPER METHODS OF EXPORTING. 


The Right Hon. Lord Strathcona, under date of April 6, forwards the subjoined 
report to the Department of Trade and Commerce. The report was made to the High 
Commissioner by the cheese committee of the Home and Foreign Produce Exchange. 


QUALITY. 


‘Fewer complaints than usual have been made this season of the quality of 
Canadian cheese. Speaking generally, it may be said that the average shows a distinct 
improvement over previous years. This may be due to some extent to the climatic 
conditions prevailing during the cheese making season. Temperature plays an all- 
important part in the making and curing of cheese, and due emphasis should be given 
to this point. Markets, too, have not been such as to lead to accumulations of stocks, 
giving time for flavour todevelop. But after making allowances for these considerations, 
the fact remains that Canadian cheese has shown a higher degree of quality this season, 
and it will be for the farmers to see that this is maintained. 


BOXES. 


‘The condition of the boxes still gives rise to comment. Exceptionally heavy 
cheese have not been coming forward in anything like the same number as they were, 
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and the boxes should have proved sutfticiently strong to carry this year’s lighter weights. 
There is still room for improvement. The lids appear to be strong enough, but it is 
essential that the hoops or sides should be made stouter. 


MARKING OF WEIGHTS. 


‘The old fashion of scribbling the weights upon the boxes with a pencil is gradually 
falling into disuse, and the more practical method is employed of marking weights 
either with stencil or rubber stamp. Here and there the antiquated system is still 
adhered to, but it is hoped that by the time this committee makes its next report the 
practice will have died out altogether. 


CARRIAGE. 


‘On the whole the steamship companies have done their work well and have shown 
themselves more alive to the peculiar requirements of this class of traffic. An agitation 
was set on foot some time ago in favour of the installation of cool air ventilators on 
vessels carrying cheese from Montreal to London. Ship owners obtained promises of 
support from importers, and several vessels were equipped with the necessary apparatus. 
As a consequence, an extra freight charge of 10s. per ton was imposed, but it was felt 
that the advantages would outweigh the cost. The experience of the past year, however, 
has not been such as to convince importers that any benefit whatever has accrued. 
Indeed instances have not been wanting to show that cheese carried in the ordinary 
manner and in the same vessel, have turned out better on arrival. It may perhaps be 
urged that it is not altogether a fair test owing to the exceptionally cool weather 
prevailing last summer, and that under normal circumstances the advantages would 
become more apparent. <A further trial will be given of the system during the coming 
season, but unless better results are forthcoming importers will not be prepared to give 
it their support. That it ought not to be difficult to prove the advantages is exemplified 
by the very satisfactory way in which New Zealand cheese is carried in vessels fitted in 
a similar manner. 


PARAFFINED CHEESE. 


‘Some interest has been excited by the experiment being carried out in Canada, of 
coating the outside of cheese with paraffin wax. This is done shortly after the cheese is 
made, and its effect is to prevent the moisture from exuding, which would lead to loss in 
weight. To this extent makers gain by the process, but judging by the quality of 
of the comparatively few cheese that have come forward, the effect of parafiining is also 
to retard those necessary actions which allow the cheese to mature and to become solid. 
Instead of the moisture evaporating gradually and naturally, it is retained in the cheese, 
and adversely affects the flavour. This is distinctly noticeable, and would become more 
pronounced with long keeping. Importers, therefore, are far from impressed with the 
desirability of continuing the treament. Further, the practice is open to another grave 
disadvantage, as the cheese have no rind and remain soft on the outside. Not only are 
the goods thus likely to go out of condition, but should the boxes containing these cheese 
become broken in transit, there would be every probability of the cheese itself being 
damaged, and in any case, the risk of handling is very largely increased. In these 
circumstances the verdict of the trade here must be taken as adverse to a continuance 
of paraffining.

IMPORTS. 


The value of the total imports of merchandise, exclusive of Inter-Settlement 
trade, was for the calendar year 1901 $283,093,003 as against $279,861,571 for the 
previous period 1900, showing an increase of $3,231,432, but when compared with 
the year 1897, the increase in the importations for 1901 shows much larger, the increase

Thus it will be observed from the above table that the value of the imports from 
Great Britain was for 1901 $30,594,749 as against $29,398,636 for 1900, representing 
an increase of $1,196,113; for the same period the imports from British possessions 
were for 1901 $70,592,327 as compared with $71,230,801 in 1900, a decrease of 
$638,474 ; while the value of importations from foreign countries was $181,905,927 
during the year 1901, showing an increase of $2,673,793 over the previous year. The 
value of the imports from Canada for the year 1897 was $12,350, 1898 nil, 1899 $80, 
1900 $280, and for 1901 $4,748, whereas the importations from the United States were 
for the year 1897 $576,022, 1898 $962,203, 1899 $1,331,375, 1900 $1,875,195, and for 
1901 $1,361,062. 


Foopsturrs, Live ANIMALS, DRINKS AND NARCOTICS. 


The value of the total imports under this head was $114,199,640, for the calendar 
year 1901, as compared with $87,439,150 in 1897, $93,565,512 in 1898, $97,237,101 in 
1899, and $109,916,789 in 1900, showing a substantial increase over the preceding 
periods. Importations of animals living, fish, rice, spirits and sugar show increases in 
value, while small decreases are noted in the importations of curry stuff, flour of wheat, 
malt liquors, provisions, wines, tobacco and other minor items. Coffee shows a consid- 
able falling off, the decrease in value being about $750,000. 


Raw MATERIALS. 


The value of the raw materials imported into the Straits Settlements for the year 
1901 shows a decrease of $266,903 over the year 1900, the value of the imports for 1901 
being $112,547,885, for 1900 $112,814,788, and for 1899 $99,166,787. Some of the 
principal items of import are, coals, raw textiles (such as cotton, hemp and silk), tin and 
oils. 


MANUFACTURED ARTICLES. 


The imports of manufactured articles for the year 1901 were $66,062,642, and for 
1900 $67,663,075, representing a decrease of $1,600,433.

The value of manufactured textiles imported in 1901 was $39,735,834, of which 
amount cotton goods are responsible for $23,534,519.

(C)—OrHer MANvuFACTURED ARTICLES. 


The importations under this head also show substantial increases. In the year 
1901 the value of the imports was $17,202,252 as against $11,847,181 in 189% ; 
$13,258,464 in 1898 ; $15,369,068 in 1899, and $16,854,789 in 1900. The leading items 
of imports consist of carriages, bicycles, cement, cabinet ware, clocks and watches, 
explosives, earthenware, fancy goods. glassware, leather manufactures, paints and dyes, 
musical instruments, paper and stationery, soap, soda, «e. 


EXPORTS. 


The total value of exports of merchandise, exclusive of Inter-Settlement Trade, was 
for the year 1901, $245,069,572, showing an exceedingly large increase over the preced- 
ing periods, 1897 to 1900, the increase over the year 1897 was $83,733,171; 1898, 
$60,099,051 ; 1899, $29,187,665 and 1900, $5,448,950. 

The increase in the export values for the year 1901 as compared with 1900 repre- 
senting a value of $5,448,950 is accounted for under the head of live animals, foods, 
drinks and nacotics and manufactured articles, while raw materials show a falling off.

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FOCD ADULTERATION IN PORTO RICO. 
NEW LAWS AND REGULATIONS TO GO INTO FORCE ON JULY Ist, 1903. 


The British Consul at Porto Rico has forwarded the following copy of a communi- 
cation to the Department of Trade and Commerce for general information :— 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 


Ottice of the Superior Board of Health of Porto Rico, 


San Juan, P.R., April 29th 1903. 
To the British Consul, 


San Juan. 


Sir,—I have the honour to inform you that.the new laws and regulations as to 
food adulterations will go into force on July Ist, 1903, and that one of the leading 
features of these regulations is the necessity of correctly marking in Spanish the nature 
and quality of all food supplies. It is not intended to require the specification of purely 
trade names, many of which cannot be translated, but it will be insisted by the Board 
that every label shall be of such a nature that there can be no deception of the 
purchaser. 


All articles sold as “Pure” must strictly conform to the standards of the Board, 
and all articles of a compound or artificial nature must be marked plainly in such a way 
as to indicate their real nature. 


Tt is therefore respectfully requested that you will take immediate steps to notify 
as fully as possible the exporters of food products as to the requirements of the law. 


Copies of the laws and regulations will be furnished from this office on demand.

AN ACT TO IMPOSE AN EXPORT DUTY ON PINEAPPLE PLANTS. 
(Assented to 14th May, 1902.) 


I. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “The Export Duty woe 1902.” 
II. In this Act the words “ Pineapple Plants” means slips, suckers or tops of pine- 
apples to be used for purposes of planting. 

ITI. There shall be levied and paid to the use of His Majesty his heirs and successors 
in aid of the Government of these Islands an export duty at and after the rate of ten 
shillings for the first hundred and an additional ten shillings for every hundred or part 
of a SN is pineapple plants that may be hereafter exported from these Islands. 

VI. This Act shall continue in force for two years from the passing hereof and from 
thence to the end of the then next Session of Assembly.

AUSTRALASIA. 
REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. J. S. Larke.) 
THe ExcHance, Sypney, N.S.W., April 20, 1903. 


To the Right Honourable, 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—The past months have been characterized by some good rains. Many 
sections still suffer from drought and in agricultural areas some of the land is too dry to 
be ploughed. The prospects are, on the whole, favourable and promise feed for the 
stock. As the result the price of flour, wheat and nearly all lines of produce is lower. 
Manitoba flour is quoted at £12.10s. as against £13.10s. for flour in store a month ago. 
There is just now no market for wheat at a price at which it can be imported. Millers 
would rather sell than buy and transactions are reduced to a minimum. The demand 
for flour from Manitoba hard wheat will contiuue, and later there may be a demand 
for some hard wheat. 


CANADIAN HOGS TOO HEAVY. 


| Nearly all lines of produce are affected. It is doubtful if butter can be shipped at 


a profit in June from Canada as was anticipated. The market for frozen hogs has 
been over-supplied for the moment from Chicago, though the demand is likely to 
continue. ‘The hogs from Canada are too heavy and too fat for the butcher, and the 
average one also too heavy for the bacon curers. 


NEW ZEALAND OATS CHEAPER. 


New Zealand oats have possession of the market at a price which renders it impos- 
sible to import Canadian, which will not bring within 3d. per bushel of good New 
Zealand. The Canadian appear mixed Danish and Tartarian, and not too clean. This 
prevents their being sold for seed for which there is a demand. The New Zealand is 
the old Canadian potatoe oat with a full body. It is possible there may be some 
demand for milling oats in November next ; but the milling oats which arrived here by 
the ship California were very disappointing in quality, and it will be difficult to 
get_oatmillers to place orders unless at figures much below the present quotations. 
Hulled oats sent here have been of good quality and given satisfaction.

In addition there is a « juantity of flour to 
come forward. Exactly what this quantity is it is difficult to say, but no doubt it will 
go far to make good the two and a half millions of bushels that the above figures show 
still to be deficient. The following summary may be made :—

This deficiency should be reduced by the amount of the arrivals at Queensland ports 
and by the quantity of flour on the way or ordered. It would thus seem that the 
quantities of grain and flour already ordered are ample for many months to come, if not 
for the entire balance of the season. 

This is only approximation. The South Australian surplus is given at half a million 
more than the estimate of the Government of that State, and the imports given must 
include grain and flour from other Australian ports which should not be included. The 
estimate of flour and wheat on order is made up from the reports of interested people 
and it is not possible to get them accurately. Something of the grain yet to be bought 
will depend upon the harvest of of next season. If it promises to be good the local 
stocks to the last bushel will be used before the new wheat can come into the market. 
Certainly, there is no demand for wheat and but little for flour at the present moment, 
out in three months there is likely to be a movement for hard wheat from Vancouver 
if it be possible to get it at the right price. 


DROUGHT LOSSES. 


The returns are coming in which give a fair estimate of the losses by drought last 
year. The stock returns at the end of the year for three years were :—

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Not taking into account the rise in value of the remaining stock it would show a 
loss of forty million dollars. The deficiency in the grain crop is placed at over thirteen 
million bushels, a loss of nine million dollars. So far the exports of wool have fallen off 
by 180,000 bales, another ten million dollars to add to the reduced output of hay, dairy 
products, fruit, &c. Allowing for increases in value the net loss can well be put at fifty 
million dollars. And this is in comparison with a year that itself was simply one of the 
best of several drought years. The full returns for Queensland are not yet available, 
but will be in about the same proportion. Victoria also suffered, but not to the same 
extent. The other States were rather advantaged. The South Australia harvest of 
wheat and hay was about twenty per cent below that of the previous year, but in value 
“it was worth nearly seventy per cent more. The export of wool from Australia for the 
past nine months of the wool year shows three hundred thousand bales less than that 
for the same period last year. The difference in value will not be nearly so great. The 
shipments from New Zealand show an increase of nearly fifty thousand bales. 


BUSINESS IMPROVING IN QUEENSLAND. 


As the result of the more favourable season business is improving and is consider- 
ably brighter in Queensland. Notwithstanding the losses of the past years, if better 
seasons set in, the recovery will be rapid, and there is little fear of the financial crisis 
that some feared. 


PUSHING CANADIAN TRADE, 


Canadian manufacturers are showing a renewed interest in this market, and intimate 
that shortly they will be able to undertake business here. The most vigorous attempt 
yet made to place the better classes of Canadian furniture on the market has just begun. 
The samples are very attractive, but the effort has been marred by a considerable per- 
centage of the shipment being damaged by bad packing and bad handling en route. 
Several of the cases were broken, which is not unusual by the New York route. It is 
hoped that direct shipment from Montreal will make an improvement in this direction, 
but many of the lines were broken where the cases were whole and failed to show signs 
of rough handling. 


GOODS BADLY PACKED. 


The only conclusion is that the goods were badly packed. I saw copies of the 
shipping directions given to the Canadian exporters. They were specific and full, but 
unfortunateiy had not been strictly observed. Not only are the goods on arrival prac- 
tically useless as samples, but arrival in bad condition is a great obstacle in the way of. 
securing trade. Importers very naturally object to give orders where there is a fear of 
goods not arriving in proper condition. I am not sure that the experiment even under 
the active management it has, can be a great success. 


BULKY GOODS HARD TO PACK SECURELY. 


The heavy freight and duty and the damage that under the very best conditions 
that must ensue in shipping, will, I fear, make the trade unprofitable for bulky goods. 
There is, I am persuaded, a large field for export of these goods machined and fitted, 
shipped in the knockdown and put together and finished here. There is now a trade in 
frames and other partially completed forms which Canadian manufacturers should 
exploit and secure. Some of the designs are not suitable to this market. Wardrobes 
are in larger demand here than in Canada. Those sent from Canada are in one piece, 
following the United States pattern. The English and French, even in the small sizes, 
have base, body and top in distinct parts, and in the larger sizes, the body is in three 
pieces. The ease with which the latter are handled gives them the preference. 
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INQUIRIES ABOUT CANADA. 


The request for information respecting Canadian lands for settlement continue 
unabated and come from every part of Australia. The steamers have their full capacity 
taken in advance.

POOR CROP PROSPECTS. 


Sir,—-Crop prospects do not look so well owing to excessive frosts and rains. The 
price of bread has advanced owing to the high quotations prevailing tor wheat and flour. 
Such high quotations do not appear to depend upon prospects of short-home supply, but 
principally, upon the impossibility to mill the grain kept in ricks on the fields, owing to 
the continuous rains. Frosts in the last part of the month have also greatly injured, in 
many districts, potatoes, beans, peas, rye, fruit trees and vines. The! damage done to 
fruit trees cannot be recovered, and the short supply contemplated will offer an excellent 
opportunity for Canadian green apple packers, dried apples, peaches and apricot packers 
and fruit canners to try to get an important and paying trade on the French market. 


THE LUMBER TRADE. 


A large development of the lumber and timber exports to France could be obtained 
if Canadian exporters were to appoint direct agents in France. In fact the most 
important of them are dealing with France through the firms in England that they have 
entrusted with their general agency for United Kingdom and the continent. In spite 
of the reason of which I am aware that Canadian exporters could state, in favour of 
their present organization as to exports of lumber and timber to Europe, I am afraid 
the Canadian export trade of lumber to continental Europe in general, and specially, to 
France will develop at a slow rate until they try direct connections with agents in con- 
tinental European countries. 

As regards France, the agents of Canadian exporters in the United Kingdom have 
to give to their own representatives in France a part of their commission, and they feel 
inclined to work preferentially the English market at full rates of commission. 

On the other hand, their representatives in France give also, their preferences to 
business done at full rates of commission and as they are generally entrusted with direct 
agencies of exporters from other foreign countries, like Baltic countries, United States 
and others, and as they are often born in such foreign countries, they carry the Canadian 
lumber import business in France with less care and energy than Canadian or French 
direct agents would do. 
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As to square timber, oak, birch, maple, elm, ash, are in very large demand in 
France. Oak planks and flooring, maple flooring, pine deals, staves and blocks could 
get a largely increased trade. As to spruce deals, in Paris, Rouen, Le Havre, Alger, 
Oran, Marseilles, the size 3-in. x 9-in. look the largest demand with an approximate pro- 
portion of 3-in. x 8-in. and 3-in. x 7-in. specified by every order. Quality—Ist, 2nd, 
and 3rd Quebec—Average, 2nd Quebec. Average length 14 feet. 

In Bordeaux and Nantes, the demand is chiefly for 3-in. x 7-in. and an approximate 
proportion specified by the orders of 3-in. x 9-in. and 3-in x 8-in. Quality---lst, 2nd 
and 3rd Miramichi and Quebec—Average 2nd Miramichi and Quebec. Average length 
14 feet to 15 feet. Important deal ends orders 6 feet to 9 feet would be also available 
in all of the places referred to.

ST. KITTS, NEVIS AND VIRGIN ISLANDS. 
REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT, 
(Mr. S. L. Horsford. )

Srr,—Trade with Canada has not only been fully maintained, but so far as our 
exports are concerned, there has been a very marked improvement during the last two 
years. 


SUGAR SHIPMENTS TO CANADA INCREASING, 


While hitherto the bulk of our sugar has been shipped on consignment to New 
York, and only comparatively small parcels have been forwarded to Canada for sale, 
during the last and present seasons the conditions have been entirely changed. Last 
year nearly 54 per cent of our sugar was shipped to Halifax against 36 per cent to New 
York and only 7 per cent to the United Kingdom, while this year the Canadian propor- 
tion promises to be very considerably increased, and the capacity of the subsidized 
steamers is being taxed to the utmost to find space for the ever increasing demand. 
This is extremely satisfactory, and should the existing conditions continue, there is every 
hope that the trade thus established will prove to be a permanent one. As, however, 
the Halifax market is regulated almost entirely by that of New York, the price paid by. 
the refiners there being in fact the New York price of the day for Muscovado, less the 
difference in duty, it will be seen that the advantages which Halifax offers, and which 
have so far attracted this trade, are of a purely local and incidental character, namely, 
the lower rate for handling of the shipments in the latter port as compared with the 
charges in New York. In New York the charges on a shipment, exclusive of the duty, 
average about 25 to 30 cents per 100 Ibs., while in Halifax these come to only 18 to 20 
cents, so that the difference in favour of Halifax is not in itself large, while the market 
is decidedly smaller and less expansive. 
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SUGAR PRICES MANIPULATED. 


When the preferential abatement of 334 per cent off the tariff was accorded to 
imports from British possessions, it was hoped that a very decided advantage would 
have been thus assured to our sugar in Canadian markets, but prices have been so 
manipulated that this advantage is almost entirely retained by the buyers under the 
arrangement by which the price is now arrived at. Thus, notwithstanding the supposed 
preferential treatment, we get precisely the same in Canada for our sugar as we would 
get were it shipped to the United States, and with the keen competition of your neigh- 
bours, it seems hardly safe to count on the small difference in the handling charges 
alone as a means of permanently retaining this trade. I refer to this matter as T am 
impressed with the belief that we are by no means getting the advantiges which the 
Government contemplated when the preferential rate was so generously conceded. 


CANE DISEASE DISAPPEARING. 


Thanks to the untiring energy and most excellent work which is being done by the 
Imperial Department of Agriculture, cane disease which did such havoc on our planta- 
tions some years ago, has now almost entirely disappeared from this Island. New 
varieties of canes have been introduced which are giving everywhere most excellent 
results. Last year the out put of 16,624 tons sugar was considerably above the average 
of recent years, and while this year’s crop will not reach these figures owing to un- 
favourable weather conditions, we still hope to attain the average. 


DEMAND FOR MOLASSES IMPROVING. 


I am glad also to report an improved demand for our molasses which had in late 
years become quite a drug. The article has been in active requirement at 12 cents and 
there seems every prospect of an advance. 


IMPORTS OF USUAL CHARACTER. 


In the matter of imports there is little to note. In addition to the usual importa- 
tions, boots and shoes and other manufactured goods are being more largely introduced,

TRADE OF DENMARK IN 1902. 


The value of goods imported to Denmark from foreign countries in 1902 amounted 
to 435-5 millions of kroner, and the export reached 320.3 millions of kroner. Compared 
with the year 1901 the import has increased with 38.6 millions and the ee with 
98.2 millions of kroner. Among the articles | which show a rising Import are: Skins, 
hides, lumber and paper. 


RUSSIAN MATCH EXPORTS. 


An article appeared in a Danish trade-paper, which may possibly interest Canadian 
match manufacturers. It was stated that the imports of Russian matches to Persia is 
of considerable dimensions. Four years ago the imports amounted to only five millions 
of boxes, while in 1902 it had grown to thirty millions, and according to the present 
prospects the imports during this year seem as if they are going to be still larger. 


MECHANICAL WOOD PULP. 


The bad collapse of the market for mechanical wood pulp, after a protracted period 
of shortage of production, strongly points to a considerable overproduction, and as the 
bids now coming to hand are even kroners below the cost price, the Norwegian pulp- 
makers fully acknowledge the desirability of, or rather the necessity for a large restric- 
tion of the output. The management committee of the Norwegian Wood- pulp Associa- 
tion is in active correspondence with the Swedish section in this question, and it is to 
be hoped that at the general meeting of both sections to be held in the near future an 
agreement may be arri ived at. 


CANADIAN COMPETITION FELT. 


According to the leading trade paper here, competition from Canada also now must 
be taken into consideration on the European market, and it looks as if the manufac- 
turers on this side are becoming well aware of Canadas increasing pulp production and 
chances for competing for the European trade.

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CEYLON. 
INCREASE OF EXPORT DUTY ON TEA. 


According to Ordinance No, 13 of 1902 which came into operation on June 1, 1902, 
there shall be raised, levied, and paid upon all exported tea, the produce of the Island 
of Ceylon, a duty not exceeding ten cents per one hundred pounds, the rate leviable to 
be determined by the Governor in Executive Council from time to time. 

This Ordinance shall cease to be in force on June 1, 1905.

GOOD RAINS. 


Sir,—The rainfall of the last three weeks has been widespread and abundant. In 
scattered localities there have been some floods but as a rule there have been a succes- 
sion of showers which the land has been able to absorb. The grain growing lands of 
nearly all Australia have been either sown and the grain is doing well or are in a con- 
dition to be sown, and this renders it probable that next year Australia will reap a good 
harvest. 

The pastoral regions with some exceptions have been blessed with good downfalls, 
and as the weather has-been warm there has been an excellent spring of grass, furnish- 
ing feed for the winter. The prospects for the year have completely changed for the 
better. The depleted flocks and herds cannot be replenished in a day, but it is hoped 
that this is the begining of better seasons with a consequent improvement in trade. 


WOOL. 


As the wool year draws to a close the shipments confirm the prognostication that 
the output of Australian fine wool will be about three hundred thousand bales short of 
that of last year. The wool sales of London and Antwerp show a steady rise in values 
and the prices are higher than for several years with the exception of the years 1899— 
1900, but the average of this year so far is higher than of either of the calendar years of 
1899-1900. ‘The probability is that the short supply in sight for next year will keep 
prices firm and further that Australia will obtain as much for the reduced yields of 
1902-3—4 as it secured for the larger amounts of previous years. 

Imports are necessarily restricted, but with a good harvest and a fair return for 
wool, trade must expand within the next six months, more particularly as stocks in 
hand are not excessive. 


BREADSTUFES. 


The market for Manitoba wheat and flour has been peculiar. The delay in the 
arrival of sailing vessels from New York made high prices for both in store but the 
large quantities on the water of wheat and flour has made it impossible to sell for future 
delivery. The Argentine so far tried is reported well of by the millers and as it is lower 
in price than Manitoba is quoted at, they hope that they can use the cheaper grain as a 
substitute. Some thirty-five cargoes of wheat and flour are reported en route for Sydney 
alone and the feeling is general that the orders have been given too freely. The 
reduced price of Manitoba flour has given an opportunity for its larger use and wider 
dissemination. It is being freely used in both Melbourne and Adelaide. With direct 
shipments from the St. Lawrence it should meet with larger sales in Western Australia. 
With the present prospects of a good grass and grain year there is no likelihood of any 
demand for other grain from Canada. 
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FISH. 


I have referred more than once to the failure to land fish in brine in good quality 
from British Columbia, owing to the faults in the cask, allowing the brine to leak out 
on the voyage. A recent shipment came out in excellent condition and the fish was 
appreciated on the market. It was carried in the cool chamber of the ship and possibly 
the cooperage was better. There should be less difficulty in landing fish from British 
Columbia than from Europe, which requires nearly double the time on the journey. 

Of the million and a half dollars which Australia pays for imported fish, Canada 
directly gets but a small percentage, but firms are now becoming interested in the bus- 
iness here that have the facilities of placing frozen and cured fish on all the leading 
markets of Australia. Establishments for the curing of fish are at work in British 
Columbia who are now putting up smoked, dried and salted fish nearly equal in quality 
to some of the best European brands. If they take pains in getting their product here 
in good condition, and the cool chambers on the mail steamers afford the means, I hope 
shortly to see the fishermen of British Columbia get the share of this market that they 
should have. The difficulty here is an inefficient system of distribution which T hope 
to see overcome, and in British Columbia it is here thought there are too many middlemen 
used which brings the cost up too high. 


DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY OF TRADE EXTENSION. 


It is to be regretted that so much space has to be devoted in these reports to the 
mistakes made by Canadian exporters, but it is the only way to get them cured. There 
is not a ship that arrives that does not produce a series of complaints. Here are some 
of the recent ones :— 


DELAYED SHIPMENTS. 


A ship arrived with oats that were expected by a steamer long before. The market 
for oats had gone to pieces and the importers netted a heavy loss. It was hoped that 
as a high grade had been ordered that some would have brought a good price for seed 
for which there was a demand. The oats were inferior, mixed and contained so many 
seeds of weeds as to make them unfit for the purpose. The quantity of foul seeds in 
the wheat received here has also prevented Canadian from being used for seed as other- 
wise would have been. 


MOULDY GRAIN. 


Another lot of grain was refused by the purchaser on the ground that it was 
mouldy. The explanation of this is that the lot sent was the only sample that could be 
got on board the vessel owing to strikes and accidents on the railway preventing the 
shipment from getting to Vancouver in time. 


NO ALLOWANCE FOR EXCHANGE. 


Where goods are sold C. I. F. & E. often no allowance is given for exchange at all 
where payment is arranged for in Canada. The full price is collected and the buyer 
finds the exchange charged up against him at his bank here. As this amounts to 24 
per cent it is a considerable item. Again where credit is given for freight to be col- 
lected at this end the credit commonly is at the rate of a pound sterling for $4.86, but 
all the shipping companies collect at the rate of $4.80 to the pound, a loss to the buyer 
of three pence in the pound. 


SUBSTITUTION OF OTHER GOODS. 


Another is the substitution of other goods for those ordered. Until the exporter is 
thoroughly acquainted with the conditions of trade here it js at a great risk that this 
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can be done. A law suit is now threatened over an instance of this sort. A Canadian 
built machine was ordered and it was discovered that the order was filled by shipping a 
United States machine from which the nameplate had been imperfectly chipped. The 
United States machine is claimed to be inferior and at all events is sold in this market 
at five hundred dollars below that paid for the Canadian article. 


BAD PACKING. 


The complaint of bad packing is a perpetual one. Some’ United States lines are 
quoted price at factory with charges for packing and freight to New York given as 
- extras. Canadians sometimes do so too. In a recent instance the United States charge 
wads seventy-five cents for two dozen chains while the Canadian was $1.92 for the same 
number. {tis evident the Canadian exporter is charging too much or paying too 
much for inferior work. 

It is necessary that some study must be given to packing in order that it shall be 
well and yet cheaply done. In cases I have seen the defect was due both to wrong 
methods and great carelessness. One box would be packed very well and the other 
loosely. ‘The conclusion came to was that a man with some common sense and know- 
ledge of the conditions had done one and the other had been turned over to a boy 
without supervision. It must be remembered that as most of the goods coming via 
New York are probably handled ten times between the factory and the consumer, and 
that by men not the most gentle in their treatment, besides being tossed on the sea for 
two months, anything likely to damage by friction must, therefore, be so firmly packed 
that there may not be sufficient motion for shock or abrasion. 


IRRIGATION MACHINERY. 


The striking results obtained by irrigating comparatively small areas during the 
recent drought is certain to attract wider attention to the necessity of making larger 
provision for the dry seasons and create a demand for the machinery for this purpose, 
including pumps and other appliances for raising water and motors for them. The 
latter include wind-mills, steam, oil and hot air engines. Some Canadian wind-mills 
are 1N use in various parts of Australia giving, | am informed, great satisfaction. 

The sale has not been steady owing to lack of arrangements for handling them. 
To do the work to the best advantage they must be sold as agricultural implements by 
canvassers directly to the user and put in place by the seller. There are a few firms 
who handle wind-mills as ordinary merchandise, but these firms have arrangements with 
some manufacturer and it will require evidence of the superiority in quality or price to 
induce them to change to a new line, which the ordinary manufacturers’ agent is rarely 
able to give. 

A thoroughly informed traveller is necessary to introduce a new line and it would 
be necessary to put up some plants and thus demonstrate their value. There appears 
to be an excellent opening for a Canadian firm to take up this work. 


PROVISIONS. 


The large shipment of frozen hogs from Chicago has cut prices below the cost of 
importation. There is one branch of the trade that has scarcely been touched, the 
supply of porkers to the butcher. The class of hogs brought here has been too heavy 
and too fat for this purpose. They should weigh from 65 to 90 pounds. A fever is 
prevalent amongst the herds of both Queensland and New South Wales and where it is 
known it is creating a disinclination to use pork. The good feed has increased the price 
of mutton and beef as there is now feed for all the stock. As this is likely to continue 
for a year or more prices for pork are likely to go higher and make it possible to bring 
over frozen hogs of the weight I have given if they can be obtained in October and 
November. Just now the prices are too high in Canada to permit of this being done. 
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There is some inquiry for butter and eggs, but the duty on these articles prohibits: 
importation and is likely to continue to do so throughout the year. Even should prices 
rise New Zealand is likely to supply the quantity of butter that may be needed and 
China the eggs. 


EXPORTS. 


The exports of canned meats has been resumed and some quantities are likely to 
go forward mainly for the Klondyke trade. 

Some experiments have been made with binder twine made in Sydney from New 
Zealand flax. The results were so satisfactory that the trade in future years may 
become one of some magnitude to points a little beyond Calgary. 

Another new line is salt from South Australia. It is thought that in certain brands 
it can be laid down in British Columbia at prices to compete with Liverpool. 

If direct purchases of wool hides and skins could be established it would do much 
to solve the problem of exchange which now troubles the Canadian export trade and it 
would also better freight conditions by giving cargoes both ways. 


THE PACIFIC CABLE. 
The Postmaster General of New Zealand was authorized by the Cable Board to put 
on canvassers to meet the efforts of the Eastern Extension Co., and he reports that as a 
result the business of the Pacific Cable has been largely increased. 
The employment of similar means is needed in Australia and would produce like 
results.

Sitr,—I had the honour of addressing my last report to you from Bulawayo, on 
April 4. Since then I have visited Gwelo, Salisbury and Umtali, in Rhodesia, inter- 
viewing the various chambers of commerce, newspapers and business men generally. 


SOUTH AFRICA INTERESTED IN THE GERMAN SURTAX. 


Everywhere in Rhodesia, as in the other colonies, I find manifested a growing 
desire to obtain information as to the possibilities of Canada furnishing many of the 
materials hitherto imported from Germany and the United States. That portion of the 
Honourable the Finance Minister’s budget speech which was cabled to the South 
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African press ‘relating to the proposed sur tax on imported German goods into Canada’ 
has given the most unbounded satisfaction to all classess of people here, and will cer- 
tainly help largely to increase the South African trade with Canada, if only Canadian 
exporters are prepared to take advantage of the opening. 


RHODESIAN POSSIBILITES. 


Rhodesia (unlike the country as viewed from a railway carriage on the journey 
from Cape Town to Bloemfontein and again from Bloemfontein to Mafeking) has 
abundance of trees and the grass is green and nutritious after you strike the northern 
portion of Basutoland and enter Matabeleland and Mashonaland. The farms, however, 
are few and far between, but what there are, I understand, belong to the very best class 
of farmers to be found in South Africa and average 6,000 acres apiece. 

The native population here, as elsewhere in South Africa, do very little agricultural, 
or any work, when at their kraals, apart from growing mealies and raising a few fowls 
and a cow or two to sustain life. At every stopping place along the railways scores and, 
sometimes, hundreds of both sexes scantily clothed are at hand to sell curios and Kafhr 
trinkets. The golden harvest is great but the labourers are few, hence scarcity of 
money, business depression and a keen sense of disappointment felt everywhere by many 
of the newcomers who emigrated to South Africa after the close of the war. 


CATTLE SCARCE IN RHODESIA. 


Rhodesia gives one the impression that it ought to be a good stock-raising country, 
but here again comes in the scarcity of water and the terrible red water cattle disease, 
The whole of Rhodesia to-day is about denuded of cattle by this scourge. Dr. Koch, 
the eminent German savant, has set up his laboratory at Bulawayo and remains for two 
years in South Africa making experiments with a view to finding a cure, and great 
hopes are being held out of a remedy being found. Meanwhile her business and mining 
men are full of energy and hope and have great faith in Rhodesia becoming in time the 
fairest and richest of all South African Colonies. 


MINING MACHINERY IMPORTS. 


Rhodesia produces at present about 20,000 ounces of gold per month, and her 
mining machinery admitted free of duty for the year 1901-1902 amounted to over 
$800,000, and agricultural machinery and tools, $50,000. 


INDUSTRIAL GOODS, &c. 


Industrial goods, such as boots and shoes, $145,000, and Kaffir cotton blankets. 
and rugs, $130,000 ; building materials and wood are also admitted free of duty and 
amounted to $300,000 for the same year. Furniture of all kinds and household equip- 
ments in 1901-1902 amounted to over $250,000 and are subject to duty. 


FREE ARTICLES. 


The duty-free articles comprise the great majority of the items of food as also of 
drink, such as canned meats, fish, fruits, potatoes, onions, poultry, frozen and preserved 
meats, eggs, «ec. 


DUTIABLE GOODS. 


Articles of all kinds paying duty for 1901-1902 amounted to $2,500,000, and the 
duty collected was $615,000. This works out an average percentage of 25 per cent, but 
as a matter of fact the great bulk of these goods pay an average of only 84 per cent, 
while 60 per cent of the total importations into Rhodesia are duty free. 
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IMPORTATIONS FROM CANADA. 


It may be asked what percentage of these importations come from Canada? A 
very trifling amount—hardly anything direct. Via Great Britain a few thousand dol. 
lars worth of flour, bacon, cheese, canned products, furniture, doors, sashes, &c., come 
by British vessels to Beira and Cape ports, but are car marked ‘ English products.’ If 
a few more representatives to South Africa were sent out by manufacturers of timber, 
furniture, shoes, implements and stoves, food products, &e., to exploit South Africa from 
the Cape to Zambezi, Germany and United States pushers, at any rate, would not have 
quite so much their own way as at present in the particular lines above mentioned. 


RHODESIA’S NATURAL PORT. 


Beira and Lourenco Marques, in Portuguese territory, are dull, slow places and only 
of importance on account of their harbours. ‘The former is the natural port for 
Rhodesia, being only 374 miles from Salisbury, the capital, by the Beira and Mashona- 
land Railway now completed, and 1,164 miles by railway from Cape Town. At present, 
however, the freight charges from Beira to Salisbury are about the same as from Cape 
Town to Salisbury. 

Lourenco Marques is, perhaps, the safest harbour in South Africa when storms 
arise, but like ail other ports, except Cape Town, there is no wharfage and only lighter 
equipment. The authorities, however, are providing some wharfage accommodation 
and expect to have shortly 330 yards of deep water dockage completed. The distance 
from Delagoa bay by rail to J ohannesburg is 396 miles, while from Durban, the nearest 
South African port to the Rand, it is 483 miles. 


CANADIAN ENTERPRISE. 


Betore leaving Lourenco Marques for Pretoria, through the courtesy of the 
managers of the Lingham Timber and Milling Company, I was taken up the river to 
Matolla, the river front terminus of their branch railway line, with pier accommodation 
and direct connection with the main railway line to the Transvaal. This enterprising 
Canadian company, of which Mr. Lingham, a native of Belleville, Ontario, is the 
president ; (the McLaren company of Buckingham and Ottawa also have an interest) 
have erected splendid timber mills with machinery of the newest design, every part of 
which was manufactured by a Toronto firm, and, besides they have just completed an 
up-to-date flour mill, the valuable machinery of which was made by a Galt, Ontario, 
firm. The managers are Canadians, besides a number of employees all hailing from 
Canada, and principally from the old county of Hastings. 

It was pleasant as the ‘shadow of a great rock in a weary land’ to spend a couple 
of hours piloted by the esteemed manager of this great Canadian company and view the 
logs being cut into planks of all sizes and ‘shapes, and afterwards transported to all parts 
of Africa on cars loaded at their depot close to the mills. I could hardly realize that I 
was not on the banks of the Ottawa, instead of the shores of the Indian Ocean. I was 
sorry to learn that only a small proportion of their immense output of timber came from 
Canada. The United States (Puget Sound) and the Baltic, furnishing most of their raw 
material, and not because the company desire to discriminate against Canada, quite the 
reverse. What are our friends in British Columbia doing to exploit this market ? 

The manager will be pleased, I am quite sure, to give information and reply to 
every bona fide Canadian enquiry, by addressing Manager, Lingham Timber Co., Ltd., 
Lourenco Marques. 


AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY FOR THE COLONIES. 


Mr. Henry Birchenough, who was sent out to South Africa by the Board of Trade 
as British Trade Commissioner, has reported to the Board, ‘as a pressing matter,’ on the 
opportunity offered to British manufacturers for re-stocking the Orange River Colony

with farm tools and the cheaper kind of agricultural plant. Mr. Birchenough thinks 
the agricultural development of the Colony, as soon as the railway extensions are 
carried out, will be ‘very striking,’ and a clean sweep having been made of agricultural 
implements and machinery the farmers have to start again from the beginning. 


CHANCE FOR CANADIAN EXPORTS. 


‘As they are by nature extremely conservative, Mr. Birchenough’s letter, says 
‘T am assured they will continue to use and re-order for many years to come the types 
of machinery and implements they now adopt.’ If British manufacturers allow their 
American competitors to occupy the field they will, the writer warns them, have infinite 
difficulty in dislodging them in the future. The repatriation supplies meet only 
immediate needs and leave a very large field for private enterprise. 

The letter continues :—‘ As a guide to manufacturers and exporters, let me point” 
out that the majority of farmers in the Orange River Colony will for some time be very 
poor, even when the various compensation claims have been paid. They will be short 
of oxen, horses and labour, and for that reason will not be able to cultivate large tracts 
of land, such as warrant the use of expensive and elaborate machinery. They will, 
however, require farm tools of all kinds, light ploughs, harrows, small dairy plant, &c. 
Heavy ploughs are useless, as the farmers will not for some time have oxen to work 
them. 

‘The Americans, as is well known, have obtained the strongest possible hold upon 
this branch of trade. They have, of course, been assisted by the fact that the agricul- 
tural problems they have had to solve at home are in many respects similar to those the 
South African farmer has to face, so that their manufacturers are better prepared at the 
outset to meet the South African demand. Still, there seems to be no reason why 
British manufacturers, if they will study the agricultural conditions of the country, 
should not be able to compete successfully with their American rivals. Now is the 
time to be on the alert and to lay themselves out to meet the demand which will 
assuredly accompany the coming agricultural development of the Orange River Colony 
and the Transvaal. If they let slip this opportunity I fear it is not likely to recur.’ 

T have ventured to include this capital letter of the British Trade Commissioner in 
this report. It is quite as applicable to the Transvaal, and indeed to most of the other 
Colonies in South Africa re the description of implements required now and for some 
time to come. Canadian manufacturers are in as good a position as either Great Britain 
or the United States to furnish these articles. 


TINNED DOMESTIC SARDINES. 


If put up in 34 and 5 ounce tins in good oil, and laid down in South Africa at a 
price to enable the retailers to sell at about 9 and 124 cents a tin, the demand will be 
large. A very common article in 2 ounce tins comes from London and is sold to the 
Kaftirs for a tickey or 6 cents a tin. The real French article (about 5 ounce tins) 
retails for thirty cents. 


TINNED OR CONDENSED EGGS. 


This article is now put up in England and is beginning to attract a large sale 
throughout South Africa, where fresh eggs sell from 3s.6d. to 7s.6d. a dozen. I am told it 
consists of ordinary eggs with some of the superfluous water extracted, and sugar added. 
In appearance it looks like ‘Redpaths syrup or treacle,’ by adding a little water and 
beating briskly, it is hardly possible to tell it from the ordinary fresh egg. 

They are packed for this market in hermetically sealed tins containing one pound 
and upwards, a one pound tin being the equivalent of fifteen new laid eggs. In Canada 
where eggs are so plentiful and cheap in the summer season there ought to be capital 
openings for this new venture of egg condensation for export purposes, at any rate. 
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CAPE TOWN EXHIBITION. 


The postponements of the Cape Town exhibition until the end of 1904 is a move 
in the right direction. Mr. Chamberlain, I understand is taking some interest in it 
and when here used his influence with the governing authorities at Cape Town to have 
the exhibition held on Green Point Common, a magnificent sight a mile from the centre 
of the city only, and fronting Table Bay, with the glorious mountain in the background. 
The British manufacturers are certain to put up a good exhibit provided the exhibition is 
well managed and as the Duke of Argylle, our own High Commissioner, Duke of Cam- 
bridge and Westminster, Lord Milner and many other magnates are giving it their 
patronage, it should succeed. 

On my return to Cape Town in August I will obtain all particulars possible and 
send them to Ottawa. 


CANADIAN EXPORT TO SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Canadian Direct Line is bringing monthly full cargoes of Canadian products, 
including timber, wheat, flour, butter, (apples in season) biscuits, bacon and hams, 
canned provisions, furniture, doors, sashes, church pews, desks, organs, agricultural 
implements, boots, shoes, flannelettes, carriages, Wc. 

On the whole the importers I have thus far interviewed are fairly well satisfied with 
their purchases, but complain of the long delays of many months before the stuff reaches 
them, delays in Canada and at coast ports here, and afterwards the long railway haulage 
to the Transvaal on our narrow gaugerails. Frequently many weeks,and sometimes months, 
go by ere the owners see their consignments. Meanwhile the goods have been paid for, 
and if on examination, as frequently happens, the materials are not according to order 
it causes bad blood and great disappointment to all concerned. 


BAD BUILDING MATERIAL FROM CANADA. 


Let me give one instance out of several Ihave met with. A Canadian firm of 
commission merchants in’ Johannesburg ordered several thousand pounds. sterling 
worth of building materials for the Government railways, after some months about 
£3,000 worth arrived, and on examination the Government refused to take it and can- 
celled balance of the order as not being first quality as ordered, but the commission firm 
had already accepted sight draft and paid the figures for first quality wood. I saw both 
the timber and the Government purchasing expert, and repeat the remarks of this 
gentleman, ‘I am surprised that a reputable firm in Canada or anywhere else would send 
out such stuff.’ 

Meanwhile it is eating itself up in expenses awaiting a buyer. And although 
timber of all kinds is in great demand at present in Johannesburg no one can be found 
to take this lot, at any price. Most of the timber and building men here know all about 
it and whence it comes. 


WARNING TO CANADIAN EXPORTERS. 


If this sort of thing is to be often repeated by Canadian exporters it would be well 
for the Right Honourable the Minister of Trade and Commerce to seriously consider the 
advisablility of abolishing the Commercial Agency, at least in South Africa, as under 
these circumstances its usefulness will be gone.

REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT. 


(Mr. G. Eustace Burke). 


Kineston, Jamaica, June 1, 1903. 
The Right Honourable, 
The Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa. 


Str,—Since I had the honour of addressing you on April 14, statistics disclosing 
the total exports of the Island for the fiscal year ending March 31 last have been 
published. 


INCREASED EXPORTS---CANADA’S CUSTOM. 


While it is pleasing to observe the continued increase in the exports of the colony 
generally, it is gratifying to be able to report that the direct exports to Canadian ports 
have materially improved and, in some items, may be termed remarkable, as the follow- 
ing analysis will show :— 


COCOANUTS, 


For the years under consideration (1902-03) 2,778,205 went to the Dominion 
direct, while but 1,712,637 were shipped the previous year. The total quantity 
exported was 26,239,686, of which the United States took 19,900,661. 


BANANAS, 


The increase in direct shipments of this fruit was phenomenal, for while in 1902 
but 12,608 bunches were shipped, for the year under consideration no less a quantity 
than 120,868 bunches went direct, the greater portion taken by the s.s. Ask of the 
Canada—Jamaica line, the s.s. Beta of Messrs Pickford & Black also taking increased 
quantities on previous years. 

While a very material increase was foreshadowed in previous reports as a result of 
the advent of the first mentioned steamship line, I calculated on no such remarkable 
difference of figures. When it is considered that the Ask is a nine days’ boat to Halifax, 
and a comparatively very small craft, declining to accept outside bananas on freight, 
(and at times oranges, cocoanuts, kc.) béing loaded entirely, as far as satisfactory fruit 
room is concerned, by growers, the above results surely demonstrate, beyond room for 
speculation that, with subsidized up-to-date transportation facilities, my laboured con- 
tention all these many years—trade exchange between this colony and the Dominion 
would develop by leaps and bounds, surprising even the most enthusiastic advocates of 
the oft suggested enlightened conditions. 

The total.exports were 14,660,582, beating the record by over 34 million bunches. 


ORANGES. 


Here again is additional proof. Shipments in 1903 very nearly doubled those made 
in 1902, the figures being 7,545,600 and 4,058,050 respectively. 


A eat ae 
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The total exports were 99,241,697, the United States being a constomer for 84,782,- 
437, and the United Kingdom for 6,068,310 ; the number of 845,350 going to other 
countries. ; 

It will thus be seen that direct shipments to Canada exceeded that to the United 
Kingdom. The exports to the United States noted above was an increase of some 
12,000,000 on the previous year. 


GRAPE FRUIT, 


The total export of this not too well known fruit, amounted to 11,371 barrels while 
in the preceding year but 9,932 were shipped. The United Kingdom taking 1,344 ; the 
United States 8,724 against 8,401 for 1902, and Canada 1,251 barrels against the in- 
significant number of 152 barrels for the previous year, showing a remarkable develop- 
ment approaching 800 per cent. 

To all appearances this fruit has a good future, and when better known throughout 
Canada, a lively demand is assured.

It will be noticed that there has been an all round increase in shipments to the 
Island’s various customers, but none is so significant as that relating to Canada, the 
figures showing an increase of over 82 per cent. 


PINE APPLES. 


The increase of shipments to Canada developed close on 600 per cent, the figures 
being : 1903, 2,229 dozens ; 1902, 373 dozens. 

It is interesting to note that, while shipments to Canada increased so phenomenally, 
shipments both to the United States and to the United Kingdom fell off very apprecia- 
bly, especially as regarding the latter outlet. 

The United States in 1902 took 4,565 dozens, while last year her take was but 
4,175 dozens, and 9,609 dozens went to the United Kingdom in 1902; shipments in 
1903 dwindling down to 2,609 dozens. . 

With the remarkable increase to Canada, I can only conclude that improved carry- 
ing factors facilitated the delicate fruit arriving in encouraging order, stimulating the 
forwarding of orders to the Island instead of dealers importing through United States 
channels. This certainly must have been the case, for while prices were harely nominal 
in New York and Boston, there was no unusual demand for the fruit in Canada.

DECREASES. 


Although the total Island’s exports for coffee, cocoa, dyewoods and pimento, show . 


very appreciable increases, shipments to Canada fell off somewhat as compared with 
the previous year. There are many factors which may account for this. For instance, 
during the first portion of the year 1901-1902, I do not think that appreciable quanti- 
ties of the respective products, excepting perhaps dyewoods, were shipped on through 
freights via Canada. 

Again, the Canadian demand generally might not have been up to the usual 
standard and prices realizable not encouraging ; or probably, lower freights and expedi- 
ting consideration might have induced shipments destined for Canadian Ports. Of 
course it is distinctly impossible to furnish anything absolutely accurate to account for 
the falling off, but it is more than probable that one or the other of the foregoing 
reasons may be responsible. 


HONOURABLE SYDNEY OLIVIER’S MISSION TO OTTAWA, 


The Honourable the Colonial Secretary of the Colony, Mr. Sydney Olivier, is 
expected to sail to-morrow via Boston for Ottawa en route to Great Britain on six 
months leave of absence. The object of his mission to Canada I have already dealt 
with in a previous despatch. 

Guided by correspondence received from various commerical centres of activity in 
the Dominion, especially in the Maritime provinces and Montreal, it would appear that 
Canadian manufacturers and producers are taking quite an interest in Mr. Olivier’s 
visit. It is also to be noticed that influential sections of the Canadian press are also 
commenting on the potentialities likely to accrue to both Canada and Jamaica as the 
outcome of his mission. : 

As far as Jamaica is concerned, there is but one opinion if his visit results in a 
well equipped fast direct service ; and as it is well known that both Mr Chamberlain, 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, and His Excellency Sir Augustus W. L. 
Hemming, G.C.M.G., the Governor of the Colony are very keen on the subject of closer 
commerical relations between the two Colonies and Mr. Olivier is also very favourably 
impressed with the importance of achieving such a consummation, it is confidently 
looked for that something definitely progressive will shortly be learnt. 


THE AMENDMENT IN THE CANADIAN TARIFF. 


Needless to say, the announcement that Mr. Fielding, the Canadian Finance 
Minister had made certain amendments in the customs tariff which would permit of 
West Indian sugars entering at a still further advantage over German beet, was received 
with much satisfaction, inspiring hope of some advantageous outlet for the coming crop. 
Opinions are much divided as to what will be the outcome of the abolishing of the 
bounties to take place as from September 1, next, many planters contending that relief 
in that direction has come too late. 
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WEST INDIAN SUGARS GOING TO CANADA, 


Messrs. Gillespie Bros. and Co., of London and New York, decided authorities on 
all commerical and agricultural matters affecting the West Indian Islands, and who 
have very appreciable financial interests at stake in most of the islands, in a recent 
circular dated from their New York house announces that the bulk of the West Indian 
sugars are now being marketed in Canada. It: reminds those interested that the 
Dominion at present cannot take the entire output, but with a good deal of candour, im- 
presses upon the planters and manufacturers that it is more than probable that at no 
far distant date Cuba will be a component part of the United States, and then together 
with the increased output of Porto Rico, the Phillippines and the Hawaiian Islands, and 
their domestic output, there will certainly be no room for the foreign article. The 
circular obviously points out that if they (the planters) study their true interest, while 
taking all present advantage of the American markets they must seek and endeavour to 
pave the way and cultivate new outlets for remunerative demand. 


WEST INDIES LOOKING TO CANADA 


No doubt the Westmoreland Sugar Planters Association, a very influential organ- 
isation of the sugar interests in the Island, will take advantage of the timely advice, 
and doubtless the other Islands of the group have been made fully alive to the possible 
and probable coming situation. Trinidad at least appears to have fully realized the 
future outlook, and are to all appearances ‘hustling’ for what I may term the Canadian 
option. At present, she certainly has one advantage in that direction over this Island, 
for in addition to Halifax, she enjoys, I understand, a fortnightly service to and from 


St. John. 


TORONTO ALL-CANADA EXHIBITION. 


The agricultural society at its last meeting voted a credit so that Jamaica may be 
fittingly represented at the all-Canada exhibition to take place in August next. Mr. 
Olivier has also promised to pay a visit to Toronto and will no doubt forward a 
communication here for publication pointing out his impressions of the potentialities 
that may accrue thorough representative exhibit of the Island’s exporting possibilities. 

I have endeavoured to impress on possible exhibitors the importance of this 
particular exhibition, pointing out that it is an all-Canada exhibit, and in which but 
the West India Islands and Newfoundland will be permitted to take part, outside of 
Canada, for the success of which the Dominion Government have supplemented the 
funds with a grant of $50,000. Again, I have drawn to notice the fact that it will be 
about the time when some 200 representatives of British Commerce and Industry from 
all parts of the world will assemble at Montreal attending the Congress of the Chambers 
of Commerce of the Empire, most of whom will assuredly visit the exhibition. Then 
again, several members of the British Parliament are expected to visit Canada about 
that time, making the possible benefits to arise, and the opportunity for advertising the 
Island generally a unique one. 

I hope to induce the Planters’ Association of Westmoreland in making a special 
representative exhibit. And as the old truism still stands good today, that ‘where you 
sell there you are most likely to buy,’ if an unusual interest be aroused here in con- 
ne¢tion with this exposition, resulting in a marked development in the island’s exports 
to the Dominion, it is inevitable that increased imports from Canadian centres of 
industrial and manufacturing activity must follow.. 


CANADIAN BUTTER AND CHEESE WANTED. 


The Canadian ‘Blue Nose’ brand of Nova Scotia still enjoys a lively demand. 
What astonishes me in consideration of the very appreciable output, this market offers 
for both butter and cheese, especially the former, that other butter and cheese sections 
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throughout the Dominion do not make a determined bid for the trade, notwithstanding 
the conditions existing in their favour, as against imports from the United States and 
the United Kingdom. I do not hesitate to say, that if Canadian factories can be got 
to pay some attention and show some interest in meeting the conditions of the demand, 
and dealers and exporters will reasonably co-operate in making an energetic effort to 
cultivate the Canadian demand, that the time would not be far distant when the Cana- 
dian article would practically monopolize the best trade. 

There has been a very appreciable falling off in the imports of oleomargarine and 
other butter substitutes, while on the other hand, the imports of butter has correspond- 
‘ingly increased, demonstrating conclusively consumers’ ‘leaning’ to the genuine article. 
While fairly large quantities of both creamery and dairy description are being at present 
shipped from Halifax to this market, I hardly think a single pound arrives by direct 
order from an Ontario or Quebec factory or shipping house, although efforts at this end 
have been made to accomplish this, but have always failed to result in anything appre- 
ciably practical, and for the strange reason—I use the term ‘strange’ advisedly—that 
both Canadian producers and exporters practically cannot be induced in taking a genuine 
interest in complying with the requirements of the demand as to size and method of 
packing, &e.; but when approached suggest such impossible unusual terms and conditions. 
as if they were the only producers of the articles in question in the world. 


FLOUR IMPORTS FROM CANADA. 


It is pleasing to turn to a more promising situation regarding flour, and it would 
seem that at last some Canadian millers are beginning to realise that this market is 
worth capturing, and this too, at the sacrifice of probably cherished conservative methods. 
I mentioned in a previous report that two brands from a St. Thomas, Ontario mill had 
fairly ‘taken,’ but complaint was made of delay in shipments when ordered, and also 
not strictly complying with grade and other instructions. ; 

I am glad, however, to report that there has been an all-round improvement in this, 
with the result that two other brands (grades) from the same mills promise also to be 
successfully placed. A Chatham, Ontario, brand is also making headway through a 
specially uppointed sole agent, as in the previous case mentioned. Occasionally other 
small lots of Manitoba grades drop in. It is, however, necessary to explain that while 
I have written as I have done, Canadian millers in the aggregate have by no means 
made any appreciable inroad on the 170 thousand barrels imported annually on an 
average from the United States; still it is encouraging to note that practical efforts to 
get a substantial ‘footing,’ is at last receiving serious attention. 7 


TRANSPORTATION VIA NEW YORK. 


As there will shortly be published official detailed statistics of the entire imports of 
Jamaica for 1902-1903, giving supposed country of origin, it is necessary for me to point 
out that while there will be a marked ‘showing’ in direct shipments both ways, still 
this will in no wise give an accurate idea of the actual trading conditions between the 
two colonies. For I am in a position to state that consignments of flour, furniture, oats, 
canned goods, &c., of Canadian origin have been arriving in increasing quantities via 
New York. 


LUMBER AND READY-MADES. 


Sectional returns available show a marked increase in the importation of white pine 
lumber and deals, also in ready-made sashes, blinds, doors, buggy, wood materials, «c., 
which I have satisfied myself is of Canadian origin; yet the probability is that the 
credit to Canada for these commodities will be insignificant. 
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COMING CROPS. 


Reports from all parts of the island give the welcome announcement that the recent 
drought has been completely broken, and that the rainfall has been all that can be 
desired, assuring (if nothing unforeseen happens) good coming crops. This is particularly 
so in the case of oranges, bananas, Sugar, pimento, ginger, cocoa and coffee. Apart from 
depressed prices, the sugar planters particularly have had a very trying time of it, suf- 
fering considerable loss by drought. Taking everything together, future prospects how- 
ever, cannot be altogether said to be discouraging. The Vere Irrigation Works (one of 
the largest sugar districts in the Colony) will very shortly be completed. This certainly 
will be a boon to the planters of the district. 

The health of the island is excellent.

Str,—The commission of inquiry into the recent riots has come and gone. There 
was not the slightest disturbance during its deliberations nor indeed has there been since 
the lamentable occurrences of March 23. 

The report of the commission is anxiously awaited and it is earnestly hoped that 
the finding will tend to diminish the friction which unhappily now exists between the 
authorities and the people. 


BETTER RELATIONS WITH VENEZUELA. 


A short time ago the Chamber of Commerce learnt that there had not been includ- 
ed amongst the matters for settlement with Venezuela the old standing and serious 
grievance of the 30 per cent extra duty imposed by that Republic upon goods imported 
from the British Colonies. They immediately represented this to the government, who 
telegraphed to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, and there is now reasonable 
ground for belief that the subject will not be overlooked. 


CANADIAN GOODS BECOMING BETTER KNOWN. 


I am pleased to report that as the result of a visit paid this morning to the heads 
of the leading dry goods firms in Port of Spain, I find that Canadian manufactures are 
gradually becoming more known and appreciated, and although much remains to be 
done to raise this trade to the volume which it should command, things seem to me very 
hopeful and promising. Under this head I shall go more into detail when I have the 
official figures before me.

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Under date of June 17, Mr. Tripp also sends the following information to the 
Department of Trade and Commerce :—- 


NO COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS TAX. 


In answer to your query on the subject, I may state that there is no commercial 
travellers’ tax imposed in this Colony. All facilities are given to such travellers. Their 
samples, if liable to duty, are allowed to be landed and removed on a deposit sufficient 
to cover the duty, which is refunded when the goods are reshipped. 


IN FAVOUR OF MR CHAMBERLAIN’S PROPOSAL 


At a meeting of the Chamber of Commerce held yesterday to receive the opinions 
of the members in regard to Mr. Chamberlain’s proposals for preferential trade within 
the Empire, for the information and instruction of the Chambers’ delegates at the Mont- 
real Congress in August, the following resolution was unanimously carried, viz :— 

‘That this chamber heartily approves of the Right Honourable Joseph Chamber- 
lain’s proposals to still further consolidate the British Empire by means of preferential 
tariffs between Great Britain and her Colonies ; also, that the delegates representing 
this Chamber at the Congress of Chambers of Commerce of the Empire, to be held in 
Canada this year, be instructed to support any proposals or motions tending towards 
the formation of an Imperial Zollverein that may be brought forward.’ 

In proposing the above resolution, Mr. Randolph Rust, who is well known in the 
Dominion, made special reference to the fact Canada had ever been in the van in the 
efforts made to consolidate the Empire, and his remarks under this head met with much 
approval.

Report OF COMMERCIAL AGENT.

Str,—Since the opening of my office I have had 52 absolute inquiries from people 
desirous of doing business with, and from Canada. This, of course, does not include 
the very large number of people who have written for information, and others who have . 
called to discuss trade matters. 


CANADIANS REMISS IN CORRESPONDENCE. 


I have a number of complaints from people here who have tried to do business with 
Canada in former years, and the statement is general that the Canadian manufacturer 
is very remiss in his correspondence. If he writes at all, it is usually to say that he is 
so busy with the home markets that he cannot attend to their wants. If the manufac- 
turers of certain articles in Canada would take the trouble to come to this country to 
go over the markets, they would find an almost inexhaustible demand, and certainly 
better prices could be obtained than at home. ; 

Among other articles that have been brought before my notice, and to which I 
have given considerable attention, are :— 


WOOD HANDLES. 


These are required in very large quantities for hammers, shovels, picks, &c. Ihave 
had a bundle of samples sent on to Canada, so that all the manufacturers there may 
have a chance of looking them over and sending in quotations. This should be a very 
large trade. The Americans have been handling it principally, but with the eight 
manufacturers of these goods in Canada the Dominion certainly should be able to get a 
portion of the trade. 
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FRUIT. 


In going through the wholesale and retail markets, I find that Canada is much 
behind Australia and Tasmania. This may perhaps be due to the fact that it is not 
our fruit season. In speaking to a number of the large dealers they claim that although 
Canadian fruit is packed much more carefully than was the case formerly, still much is 
to be desired. The method of handling here is, Canadian shippers consign to Liverpool, 
where they are auctioned three times a week, and the large Birmingham handler goes 
to Liverpool and purchases what he wishes, then ‘brings them to Birmingham and 
auctions again, supplying the wants of Wolverhampton, Walsall and the surrounding 
district. There must be something radically wrong in the handling of a trade when the 
retailer has to pay at least 6d. per pound for a decent eating apple. Tasmanian and 
Australian fruit coming in here now is not to be compared in flavour to Canadian. 
The Canadian apples shown on this market are not a fair sample of what Canada pro- 
duces. This matter I shall go into more fully later. — 


CANNED GOODS SUCH AS VEGETABLES, FRUITS, ETC. 


T have not seen a can of Canadian goods in the dozens of shops I have been into. 
In vegetables and meats, the Americans seem to have almost entire control ; in fruits, 
the Germans and the F rench, together with Californian canned goods, seem to have the 
market. The Germans and French do theirs up In a very nice way, nearly all in glass, 
and I should advise Canadian shippers when sending over first consignments of goods, 
that no matter what they cost, a certain proportion should come out in glass, being of 
course, absolutely the same as the goods to be put in tins. There is a certain prejudice 
here against what they call ‘tinned goods’ and the wealthier people would pay two 
prices for goods put up in glass to what they would pay for goods in tins, but the 
poorer people are taking considerably to canned goods. In speaking on this matter to 
a very large importer he told me that if the Canadians could put up pork and beans so 
that they may come into this market a little lower in price than Heinz (who is the 
most expensive manufacturer in the United States), there is an enormous market in the 
Midlands, and so with every class of vegetables. 


CHEESE. 
A large quantity of Canadian cheese is used here, but I see that quantities of it 
which I am absolutely certain comes from Ingersoll and other points, are sold as 
English Cheddar and Cheshire. 


BUTTER. 


I have seen almost nothing of Canadian goods. 


EGGS. 


I have seen a few cases here, and they are from Strathroy and Trenton, and ten 
cases in one lot from Owen Sound. The sellers seem to think very well of the way 
they are packed and the quality. 


BACON, 


It is very difficult to trace. J saw one dray load coming from a large factory near 
Toronto, but within half an hour it was on the counter as British goods. The packers 
in Canada have exploited the market well. Still I should think there could be a great 
deal more sold if they could produce it. 
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FLOUR. 


Most of the Canadian goods is shipped to Liverpool and Bristol. They have their 
exchange here every Wednesday, but I have not been able to get closely enough in 
touch to find out their methods of selling. 


BREAKFAST FOODS. 


I find almost no breakfast food known here except oatmeal. 

It would strike one coming here from Canada that our Flake Wheat and other 
breakfast foods would have a good sale if they were placed on this market. A few 
special things have been sent over from the United States, and one American firm has 
a small mill here for flaking wheat. I understand that the demand is such that he 
intends enlarging his plant at once. 


AN IMPORTANT QUESTION, 


I can only say again, sir, that it will be the fault of the Canadians themselves if 
they do not sell a much larger amount of goods in this country than they have been 
doing. There is a considerable prejudice in favour of Canadian goods, but the question 
is always asked ‘how are we going to get them !’

PROSPECTS FOR CANADIAN FRUIT EXPORTERS. 


Sir,—-Grain crop prospects have substantially improved during the month of May 
and returns would promise quite satisfactory if dry and warm weather were to prevail. 
The fruit crop will be very short in cherries, peaches, prunes, pears and early apples.. 
This would afford a very good chance to Canadian fruit exporters to get their share on 
the French import market Besides, owing to considerable shortage in the fruit crop in 
general, apples are likely to be kept at high prices, in France, next fall, the effect of. 
which will be to better the margin for Canadian apple exporters, whether green, 
evaporated, chopped, dried or canned. Nuts and almonds have been damaged in some: 
districts, but fortunately, prospects for Grenoble walnuts look very promising and lower 
prices than those quoted for last year are anticipated. 
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SURTAX ON GERMAN GOODS. 


In accordance with the circular issued by the Canadian Customs Department, 
dated at Ottawa, April 17, 1903, I have sent a letter to all Presidents of the Chambers 
of Commerce and all principal traders and manufacturers associations in France and 
Algeria, to inform them of the extra duty to be levied in Canada from J uly 1, 1903, on 
German goods, and to give them the wording of the additional certificate to be added on 
invoices of goods exported to Canada. 


FRENCH TRADERS BECOMING INTERESTED IN CANADA. 


As a result of my letter, an intercourse of correspondence with all the principal 
traders and manufacturers bodies throughout the country and Algeria is now established, 
which will, no doubt, benefit in the future to the Franco-Canadian trade relations, and 
both imports and exports. French exporters are paying more and more attention to. 
Canadian market and French importers to Canadian resources. According to connec- 
tions promoted, manufacturers and exporters of various Canadian specialties seem quite 
desirous to get acquainted with the outlet afforded to them by the French market. I 
may add that a certain development of Canadian exports to France should shortly 
result. Such is the opinion expressed to me, in their letters, by some of the leading 
Canadian manufacturers and exporters of the specialties inquired for in France.

SHOULD SEND TRAVELLERS. 


In a former report I recemmended that the visits of these gentlemen should be 
encouraged as much as possible, as the best means whereby Canadian manufactures 
could be brought to the direct notice of our importers and!as a means also of bringing 

Py. 
( 
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us in closer touch with your people, and as one traveller can easily embrace in his 
operations a variety of manufactures, the expenses of his visit can readily be divided 
between the several interests concerned. Importers are much more likely to buy goods, 
samples of which they can see for themselves, than to indent for them simply from a 
catalogue, and especially is this the case when a new trade is being opened up. The 
personal influence of the traveller also counts for much in obtaining orders, and this 
fact is well appreciated, and is utilized to its full by your neighbours across the border. 

The visits of these men have also the advantage of familiarizing your manufacturers 
with the wants and special requirements of our markets, a feature of no mean consider- 
ation when catering for our trade. 


ISLANDS HAVE INDIVIDUAL PECULIARITIES. 


In each of the islands there are special peculiarities ; each has its particular 
favourite as to style and quality, method of putting up and packing, de., all of which 
can be best learnt by personal study, and my experience has proved that in every case 
where travellers have taken the trouble to come out and personally canvass for their 
wares a steady and permanent trade has resulted. 

I am myself always very pleased to afford these gentlemen all information and 
assistance in my power.

TENDERS FOR RAILWAY SUPPLIES IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Mr. James G. Jardine, writing from Johannesburg, 


under date of May 9, forwards 


a letter received from the chief railway storekeeper of Cape Colony with reference to 
tenders in Canada for locomotives, carriages, sleepers, &c. The chief storekeeper states 
that all orders for rolling stock and fittings, also for permanent way materials, are sent 
to the Agent General for Cape Colony, 100 Victoria Street, London, S.W. 

In his opinion, however, he states that there is very little probability of Canada 
being able to compete for the requirements in the direction mentioned, owing to the fact 
that the chief supplies of deals, ceiling and flooring boards are principally of red Swed- 
ish timber, which are also ordered through the Agent General. Large quantities of 
timber are also purchased locally but only those on the spot.

NEW TARIFES. 


During the month under review there have been distributed from this department 
to all the principal Custom-houses and Boards of Trade throughout the Dominion, copies 
of all foreign and colonial tariffs and supplements thereto, as furnished during that 
period by the International Customs Tariff Bureau, which are always available for 
reference by those interested therein, resident at the principal centres of trade. The 
following British and Colonial are supplemental to those published in the departmental 
Annual Report, 1893, and the quarterly and monthly reports since published, and com- 
prise all additions thereto or changes therein, so far as the department has authentic 
advice: 


UGANDA PROTECTORATE CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


I.—Tue Ucanpa Cusroms Recurations, 1900, As AMENDED BY THE UGANDA 
Customs OrpINnANcE, No. 3, or 1902. 


1. The following customs duties shall be collected in respect of all goods imported 
into the Protectorate, 5 per cent on the value of all goods imported. 

2. In the case of goods imported by water, the value shall be taken as the value at 
the first port in Uganda reached by the ship or vessel.in which they are borne. 

3. In the case of goods imported by land, the value shall be taken as the value at 
the nearest frontier post to the point at which the goods enter the Protectorate. 

4. Until further orders no rebate or allowance shall be made in respect of any 
import duty previously paid at any place outside the limits of the Protectorate. 

5. These duties are in addition to the road and wharfage dues now payable on 
imported goods. 

6. The following goods are exempted from import duty :— 

(a) All goods imported with the sanction of His Majesty’s Commissioner and 
Consul-General for the service of the administration, inclusive of railway and telegraph 
plant, material and stores. 

(6) Letters and newspapers, and books by post, under the value of 30 rupees. 

(c) Coins current in the Protectorate. 

(d) Wearing apparel at the time in the use of the importer. 

(e) All goods imported by land from the East Africa Protectorate, in respect of 
which the importer shall produce at the frontier customs post a receipt showing that 
the import duty has been paid at Mombasa. 

(7) Caravan equipment in use, fire-arms and ammunition excepted. 

The following customs duties shall be collected in respect of goods exported from 
the Protectorate :—- 

(1) Ivory, 15 per cent ad valorem, to be valued at 44 rupees per pound. 

(2) Copal, 15 per cent ad valorem. 

(3) India-rubber, 15 per cent ad valorem. 

(4) Semsem oil, 8 per cent ad valorem. 

(5) Hides, 10 per cent ad valorem. 

(6) Rhinoceros horn and hippo teeth, 10 per ceut ad valorem, to be valued at 2 
rupees per pound. : 

(7) Native tobacco, 5 per cent ad valorem. 
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(8) Chillies, 10 per cent ad valorem. 

(9) Ground nuts, 12 per cent ad valorem. 

(10) Indian corn, caffre corn, mawele, lentils and all other similar grains and 
legumes, at 11 a. 11 p. per gisla of 360 pounds. 

(11) Rice in husk, 8 annas per gisla of 360 pounds. 

(12) Chiroko. rupees 2: 34 per gisla of 360 pounds. 

(13) Cattle, 2 rupees each. 

(14) Sheep and goats, 8 annas each. 

(15) Donkeys, 2 rupees each. 

(16) Skins, 10 per cent ad valorem. 

(17) Barks and fibres, 10 per cent ad valorem. 

(18) Cotton, 5 per cent ad valorem. 

(19) Coffee, 5 per cent ad valorem. 

(20) Castor oil, 8 per cent ad valorem. 

7. The value of the goods for the purposes of calculating export duties shall be 
taken as the value of the goods at the place at which the duties are paid. 


TABLE OF PROHIBITIONS AND RESTRICTIONS.

Goods absolutely prohibited to be imported :— 

(a) False money or counterfeit coin or any coin not of the established standard in 
weight or fineness. 

(6) Indecent or obscene prints, paintings, books, cards, lithographic or other en- 
gravings, or other indecent or obscene articles.

(d) Articles of foreign manufacture bearing the name, address or trade-mark of 
any manufacturer or dealer, or the name of any place in the United Kingdom or any 
British possession, and calculated to impart to them a special character of British 
manufacture.

(5) Explosives, as defined in ‘The Uganda Explosives Rules, 1898,’ except in 
accordance with the provisions of those rules. 

(c) Petroleum, as defined in ‘ The India Petroleum Act, 1886,’ except in accordance 
with the provisions of that Act. 

(d) Infected cattle, sheep or other animals, and hides, skins, horns, hoofs or other 
parts of cattle or other animals, seeds or grain, or any other thing whatsoever which the 
Commissioner may by order prohibit in order to prevent any disease liable to affect 
es cattle or other domestic animals, or liable to affect coffee or other cultivated 
plants. 


Il.—Tue Ucanpa Roap anpD WuarFraGEe Duzs Orpinance, 1902. 


(No. 4, of Novewber 1, 1902.)

TARIFR CHANGES. 


BRITISH EAST AFRICA PROTECTORATE. 
THE EAST AFRICA LIQUOR ORDINANCE, 1902. 
(No. 27, of November 12, 1902.) 


1. From and after the date hereof, no distilled or alcoholic liquors shall be imported 
into or sold or dealt in within the Protectorate otherwise than in accordance with this 
ordinance. 

2. Distilled liquors may be admitted for the use of the non-native population only. 


Importation. 


3. No person shall import any distilled or alcoholic liquors into the Protectorate 
for the purposes of sale without a license. 

4. (1) Licenses to import distilled or alcoholic liquors into the Protectorate for sale 
may be granted by such licensing authority and upon such terms and conditions as the 
Commissioner may by rules prescribe, provided that the fee for such license for the period 
of one year shall not exceed 1,000 rupees. 

(2.) No person shall be entitled to demand a license as of right. 

5. Distilled and alcoholic liquors may be imported into the Protectorate without 
license for the purpose of being consumed by the importer; but in the event of any 
question being raised as to the character of any importation of such liquors, it shall be 
deemed to be an importation for the purposes of sale unless and until the contrary is 
proved. 

_6. From and after the date of this ordinance, a duty at the rate of 2 rupees the 
gallon at 50 degrees of the Gay-Lussac alcoholometer, at the temperature of 15 degrees — 
centigrade, shall be paid on all distilled liquors which are imported for sale, consumption, 
or use in the Protectorate. The said duty shall be augmented proportionally for each 
degree above 50 degrees, and shall be diminished proportionally for each degree below 
50 degrees. 

Provided that all such liquors consigned to importers in the Protectorate, and 
actually in transit at the date-of this ordinance coming into force, shall be admitted at 
the rates and in the manner previously existing. 

7. The duty upon wines, beers and other fermented alcoholic liquors will be payable 
at the rate of 5 per centum upon their value as heretofore. 

8. The Commissioner may make rules for the bonding of any distilled or alcoholic 
liquors, and for the testing of any distilled liquors imported into or manufactured in 
the Protectorate. : 


CANADA. 
I.—CusToMs TREATMENT OF IMPORTED NURSERY STOCK. 
(Custons Circular No 1197 B, of August 1, 1902.) 
The following Consolidated Regulations, with the Acts appended, are substitued for 
Memos. 976 //, 981 2, 1089 B, 1090 B, and 1130 -4, for the guidance of Customs Officers 
in regard to Nursery Stock imported into Canada through the mails, or by railway, 


vessel or other conveyance :— 
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I. Under “The San Jose Scale “Act,” passed March 18, 1898, the importation 
into Canada of any trees, shrubs, plants, vines, grafts, cuttings or buds, commonly called 
Nursery Stock, from any place to which the Act applies, is prohibited. ae 

2. By an Order in Council approved 18th March, 1898, the said Act prohibiting 
the importation of Nursery Stock is declared to apply to Nursery Stock from the 
following countries, viz.: United States of America, Australia, Japan, Hawaiian 
Islands. 

3.—By an Order in Council approved 18th March, 1898, plants exempted from the 
operations of the above mentioned Act are as follows :— 

(a.) Greenhouse plants with the exception of roses, (such as Palms, F erns, Orchids, 
Cacti, Chrysanthemums, Azaleas, Begonias, and Carnations, but not roses or any other 
woody plants.) 

(6.) Herbaceous perennials, (the tops of which die down in winter, such as Perennial 
Phlox, Dielytra, Peonies, Perennial Sunflowers, éte. ) 

(¢.) Herbaceous bedding plants, (such as Geraniums, Coleuses, Verbenas, Pansies, 
etc. 

(d.) All conifers. 
(¢.) Bulbs aud tubers, (such as Lilies, Hyacinth, Narcissi, and all other true bulbs, 
Gladiol, Caladium, Irises, Cannas, Dahlias, ete. ) 

4.—By.an Order in Council approved 25th April, 1900, permission is given for the 
importation of roses in leaf and in a growing condition which have been propagated 
under glass. 

5.—By an Order in Council approved 5th J anuary, 1901, Nursery Stock may be 
imported if fumigated at the following Customs ports d uring the periods undermentioned, 
viz. :-— 

At St. John, N.B. ; St. Johns, Que. ; Niagara Falls, Ont. ; Windsor, Ont. ; Winnipeg, 
Man.: From 15th March to 15th May in the spring and 7th October to 7th December: 
in the autumn. ; 

At Vancouver, B.C., during the winter months only, from 15th. October to 15th 
March.* 


II.—DeEtivery or WaAREHOUSED Goons Ag SHIPS STORES. 


(Customs Circular No. 1214 B, of J anuary 12, 1903.) 


List of articles which may be usually ex-warehoused free of duty as Ship’s Stores : 

Bread and biscuit ; Butter; Coal for steamers on outward voyage to British or 
foreign ports ; Coffee and cocoa or cocoa paste ; Chocolate ; Dried or canned fruits ; 
Meats, salted, dried or canned; Flour and meal ; Lard; Molasses or syrup; Rice ; 
Sugar ; Split peas ; Tea ; Vinegar ; Illuminating oil ; Lubricating oil ; Tobacco. 

Wines and Spirituous liquors may also be delivered ex-warehouse as Ship’s Stores 
in the following special instances, viz. :— 3 

(1.) To Steamers bound on a voyage to an ocean port outside of Canada. 

(2.) To Yachts of not less than 50 tons register, belonging to a recognized Yacht 
Club bound on a voyage to an ocean port outside of Canada. 


Til.—Cessarion or British PREFERENTIAL TARIFF IN CanapAa For New Sourn W ALES. 
(Customs Circular No. 1217 B, of January 23, 1903.) 
By Order in Council dated January 23, 1903, New South Wales has been removed 


from the list of British Colonies entitled to the benefits of the British Preferential 
Tariff. . 


“In virtue of the Order in Council. dated January 15, 1903, the importation of Nursery Stock is 
permitted in Vancouver from the 15th October to the 15th April, (Customs Cirewlar No. 1215 B.) 
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TV.—PROHIBITION TO IMPORT ANIMALS AND ANIMAL PRODUCTS FROM CERTAIN STATES IN 
THE UNITED StaTES OF AMERICA. 


(Customs Circular No. 1220 B, of February 10, 1903.) 


The Order in Council quoted in Memo. 1211 B, of 15th December, 1902, as amended 
on 7th February, 1903, now reads as follows :— 

Owing to the prevalence of an infectious disease affecting animals known as ‘ Foot 
and Mouth’ disease, it is ordered that the introduction or importation into Canada of 
cattle, sheep or other ruminants or swine, or their skins, hides, horns, hoofs, wool or 
bristles coming from the States of Maine, Vermont, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut or Rhode Island, forming part of the United States of America, shall be 
prohibited until otherwise ordered, except that animals not previously having been in 
any of the said quarantined States may pass from one part of Canada through the said 

State of Maine by the Canadian Pacific Railway to another part of Canada: provided 
said animals be so carried in bonded cars sealed, that they cannot be removed from said 
cars while within the said State of Maine. 

Provided, however, that the dried or pickled or salted green cured skins or hides, 
and the horns, hoofs,. wool and bristles of cattle, sheep or other ruminants or swine may 
be imported into Canada when originating outside of the said six States and not 
produced from animals grown or slaughtered in any of the said six States, although 
shipped through the said six States (subject to Regulations made by the Minister of 
Customs, approved by the Minister of Agriculture. ) 


V.—AMENDMENT OF THE Customs TARIFF. 
(Customs Circular No. 1227 B, ot April Deka) 


The following resolutions for the Amendment of the Customs Tariff, 1897, intro- 
duced by the Minister of Finance in Parliament on April 16, 1903, are to be observed 
as in force, until otherwise ordered, viz. :— 

That it is expedient to further amend and Customs Tariff, 1897, to the following 
effect : 
A.—-That the following Sections be added to the said Act : 

The -Governor in Council may by Order in Council direct that a duty of seven 
dollars per ton shall be imposed in Schedule 4 on all iron and steel railway bars, or 
rails, in any form for railways, imported into Canada ; and from and after the publica- 
tion of such Order in the Canada Gazette such duty shall be levied, collected and paid 
- on all such rails ; and thereafter item 238 in Schedule 4 and item 585 in Schedule 5 
shall be repealed : 

Provided, however, that such Order shall not be passed until the Governor in 
Council is satisfied that steel rails of the best quality, suitable for the use of Canadian 
railways are being manufactured in Canada, from steel made in Canada, in sufficient 
quantity to meet the ordinary requirements of the market. 

Articles which are the growth, produce or manufacture of any foreign country 
which treats imports from Canada less favourably than those from other countries may 
be subject to a surtax over and above the duties of Schedule A, such surtax in every 
case to be one-third of the duty as fixed by such Schedule 4 ; 

Such surtax shall also apply to any articles the chief value of which was produced 
in such foreign country although it may have been improved, or advanced in value, by 
the labour of another country-notwithstanding the provisions of the British Preferential 
Tariff and Regulations thereunder. 


Such surtax shall not apply to any goods actuatly purchased on or before the 16th 
of April, 1903, by any corporation, firm or person in Canada for immediate transporta- 
tion to Canada. 
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B.—That the period of exemption from duty of machinery of every kind and 
structural iron and steel for use in the construction and equipment of factories for the 
manufacture of sugar from beet root, be extended to the 30th day of June, 1904. 

C.—That item 409, in Schedule A, respecting duty on ships and other vessels built 
in foreign countries and applying for Canadian register, be repealed. 

D.That machinery and appliances of a kind not made in Canada for exclusive 
use in alluvial gold mining be added to the free list, until June the 30th 1904. 

Nove. Ler connection with Tariff item 409, saolieehok is no longer in force, Collectors 
are reminded : - 

(a.) That a duty of 25 per ccnt ad valorem is to be collected on foreign built 
British ships applying for License to engage in the Coasting Trade as set forth in Mem. 
No. 1203 8 ; 

(b.) Also that Gasoline Yachts, Electric and Steam Yachts and pleasure boats of 
all kinds unregistered, or foreign built, are to be rated for duty at 25 per cent ad 
valorem on importation for use coastwise in Canada. 

N.B.—Notice will be given when the duty on Steel Rails comes into effect. 


Surtax on goods imported from Germany. . 


The Minister of Customs has decided that the goods of Germany are subjed to 
surtax in Canada under the terms of the Tariff Resolutions. 
The Tariff Resolutions contain the following proviso regarding the Surtax, viz. 

“« Such surtax shall not apply to any goods actually purchased on or before she: 
16th day of April, 1903,* by any corporation, firm or person in Canada for immediate 
transportation to Canada.’ 

Goods claiming exemption from surtax under the above proviso should be imported 
or taken out of Warehouse and entered for duty on or before 30th June, 1903. 


SOUTH AFRICAN CUSTOMS UNION. 


1.—Tue Ancora Export Duty Acr 1901, Imposine Duty on ANGoRA RAMS AND EWES 
EXPORTED FROM NATAL. 


(No 12, dated July 30, 1901.) 


Under this Act, every Angora ram or ewe exported from Natal is lable to a duty 
of £100. Provided always, that no such duty will be payable on the export of any 
such ram or ewe to any South African State which shall, by its own Legislature, have 
imposed a duty not less than the amount fixed by this Act. 

The present Act is to take effect from a date to be fixed by Proclamation, which 
shall not be made until the Governor shall have ascertained that the Governments of 
the Colony of the Cape of Good Hope (+) and of the Province of Mozambique have 
made similar provision tor prohibiting or restraining the export of Angora rams and 
ewes. 


TI.—CustToms DUTY ON BEER IMPORTED INTO NATAL FROM ANY COLONY OR STATE IN THE 
Customs UNION. 


(Act No 37 of 1901, dated August 27, 1901.) 


This Act provided for a Customs duty of 2d. per gallon upon beer brewed in any 
Colony or State which is a party to a Customs Union with Natal and imported into 
Natal by land or sea. 


By notification of the High Commissioner for Canada, German ‘goods purchased by an importer 3 in 
Canada prior to the 17th April 1903, for immediate transportation are to be exempt from the surtax if 
imported before the 1st October of same year. 


(t+) The Cape of Good Hope Government has already made provision by an Act (No 21 of 1899) which 
was promulgated on 13th October 1899. 
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By Proclamation No 11 of 1903, published in the Vatal Government Gazette January 
27, 1903, the above Act was to take effect as from Ist February, 1903. 


{I1.—ProcLaMATION OF THE GOVERNOR OF THE CoLONY OF THE CAPE oF Goop Hops, 
DATED Marcu 20, 1903, PREVENTING AND REGULATING THE INTRODUCTION 
OF CERTAIN GOODS INTO CAPE CoLony. 


(Cape of Good Hope Government Gazette of April 3, 1903.) 


This Proclamation provides : 

I. The introduction into Cape Colony of trees, plants and portions thereof—such 
as cuttings, roots, tubers and bulbs—and of fruit of all kinds, grown elsewhere than in 
South Africa is prohibited, save and except by sea through the Ports of the Colony or 
by Post. 

"2, The importation of the following articles is hereby absolutely prohibited :— 

(a.) Grape vines or any portion or fruit of any grape vine, with the exception of 
vines or portions thereof imported by the Government under such precautionary 
measures as it may deem necessary. 

(6.) Coffee plants or any portion thereof, with the exception of seed. 

(c.) Eucalypt plants or any portion thereof, with the exception of seed. 

(d.) Stone-fruit trees or any portion thereof, including seeds, that were grown or 
produced in any state, province or territory of the United States of America or the 
Dominion of Canada, in which either of the diseases known as Peach Yellows or Peach 
Rosette exists. | 

(e.) From and after the Ist day of January, 1904, peach stocks and peach stones 
from any country whatsoever. : 

3. From and after the lst day of January, 1904, the importation of any fruit-tree 
or portion thereof, with the exception of fruit, seed, seeding stocks for budding or 
grafting purposes, and blight-proof stocks for apples, shall be allowed only by special 
permission from the Minister of Agriculture. No permit shall be granted for the 
introduction of more than ten trees or one hundred cuttings of any, one variety, nor 
shall permits be issued for more than an aggregate of one hundred trees or one thousand 
cuttings to any party during one year. 


IV.—ABOLITION OF TRANSIT DUTY ON GOODS IMPORTED THROUGH CAPE CoLoNny IN 
DESTINATION OF THE TRANSVAAL. 


(Cape of Good Hope Government Gazette of April 14, 1903.) 


Under and by virtue of Section 5 of the Customs Union Tariff Act No. 1 of 1889, 
. His Excellency the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Executive Council, 
has directed it to be notified that on and after the 24th April, 1903, the ‘Transit 
Duty’ on goods imported through Cape Colony for the Transvaal will be abolished. 


V.—ABOLITION OF TRANSIT DUTY ON GOODS IMPORTED THROUGH NATAL INTO THE 
TRANSVAAL COLONY. 
(Natal Government ‘Gazette of April 24, 1903.) 
By Proclamation No 47, dated April, 24, 1903, the Governor in Council proclaims 


and makes known that from and after the 24th April 1903, the transit duty payable on 
certain goods imported through Natal into the Transvaal Colony is abolished.

Until the details of the trade are obtainable an analysis cannot be made and a fair 
estimate of the effects of the drought be obtained. A very prominent feature of the ex- 
port is that of gold, amounting to nearly twenty million pounds, an increase over that 
of the previous year. All the States show decrease in exports except Tasmania, which 
had a very prosperous season. The unusual importations of breadstuffs will reduce the 
importations of other goods to much lower figures than those given above would indicate.

NEW SOUTH WALES AND QUEENSLAND. 


The trade of New South Wales and Queensland is in rather more than its usual 
winter torpidity. In the latter not so much so as in the former where the effects of the 
drought are in reality beginning to be felt. The travellers in the country of many 
houses have been recalled as the amount of the orders do not cover expenses. There is 
a strong feeling of hope for a great improvement after the next harvest. The past 
month has been favoured with heavy and widespread rains covering nearly all Austra- 
lia. The crops are reported to be in a promising condition and grass in good supply. 
There will be a short crop of wool owing to the diminished flocks, but a good lambing is 
anticipated which in a couple of years will greatly improve the pastoral position. Fine 
wool promises to bring high prices next season and may reach record figures. If so, the 
short crop will bring nearly as large a sum as the better yields of a few years ago. 


FOODSTUFES. 


The market for wheat has continued to be nominal throughout the month, sellers 
being much more numerous than buyers. For the five months of the vear ending with 
May the arrivals of foreign wheat and flour for Australian consumption, since the begin- 
ning of the year, amount to 6,499,703 bushels wheat and 51,360 tons flour—together 
equivalent to 8,694,983 bushels, or 240,133 tons of wheat. The total of 8,964,982 
bushels includes 3,282,755 bushels at Melbourne and 4,901,764 bushels at Sydney. The 
amount contracted for and not yet to hand cannot be definitely ascertained, but if three 
hundred thousand tons were needed to carry the country to November next it appears 
as if the whole quantity had been arranged for. Prices are lower and Manitoba flour 
has dropped to £12 per ton. 


HIGH RATES FROM VANCOUVER. 


The demand for oats is being fully supplied from New Zealand at prices too low 
for Canada to compete, particularly at the prevailing rates of freight from Vancouver. 
Cargoes of Argentine maize had been contracted for but in view of the diminished 
demand and lowering of prices the importers have paid a stiff penalty to have the con- 
tracts cancelled. 


BACON. 
Provisions have been affected bythe improved outlook and bacon, hams, butter and 
frozen hogs are just now too low to be imported. Bacon has fallen from a shilling per 
pound to eight pence. 


GOLD. 


The yield is increasing. The returns for the frst five months of the four principal 
States are :—

A gain of nearly twenty per cent. The good rains enable both mining and pros- 
pecting to be carried on more extensively and the results will help materially in tiding 
over the present bad time. 


CANADIAN TRADE. 


This is largely featureless. Little direct effort is beng made from Canada, and 
Australians who have gone there in search of connections report but little success, and 
this state of things is likely to continue until the Canadian manufacturers’ catch up 
with the home demand. The houses established here report good business. There has 
been sharp competition in agricultural machinery with cutting of prices in some lines to 
an unremunerative basis. Collections have necessarily been poorer in consequence of 
the drought. There are brighter prospects ahead. In some lines the sales have been 
very good, in a few, increased trade being reported. 


FREIGHT RATES. 


Freight rates from New York are reported steady, being very much lower than 
rates from England. Canadian shippers need to carefully watch this item of cost, as 
now and again I receive information that United States goods are landed at lower 
charges. The importance of freight is illustrated in the movements of grain to.this port 
from the Pacific Coast. I am advised that cargoes recently arrived from San Francisco 
were carried at ten shillings per ton while at the time these were loaded double the rate 
was asked from Vancouver. The United States Sound ports had nearly as great ad- 
vantage at times over Vancouver, and this together with the inability to load promptly 
when orders could be secured lost that city the trade it should have had. The difference 
was equal to from three to four cents per bushel of wheat and no amount of activity or 
sentimental desire to try British products here would overcome so great a margin. It has 
frequently occurred that the cost of landing a United States and a Canadian article via 
New York has been from five to ten per cent, in favour of the former. Often the United 
States shipment from an established trade has been in car lots to New York, and the 
Canadian im less. In such cases the difference is even wider. I have more than once 
suggested that a first-class Canadian firm could find a profitable opening in making a 
speciality of export shipping. 


THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


The Postmaster General of the Commonwealth, like the Postmaster General of New 
Zealand, has been empowered to employ canvassers to push the business of the Pacific 
cable. If my information is correct that this provision is for only three months it is a 
very imperfect one. The difficulty will be to get suitable persons to undertake the work 
for so short a period and in three months even a competent man would scarcely get in 
touch with the business. The business in New Zealand is estimated to amount to 
£88,000. At the old rates that Colony would have had to pay £142,000 for the same 
volume. The Trade Review of this city estimates the saving effected to Australia at over 
£150,000 through the operations of the Pacific cable. Australia has, therefore, a large 
reduction to compensate for its share of the losses ia the working of the cable and can 
look with more equanimity upon them than Canada can. I am satisfied that to get the 
best results the Pacific cable must have officers under its own control to push its 
business. The Post and Telegraph officials of the Commonwealth are so fully occupied 
with their own arduous duties that they cannot be expected to give the special attention 
to the interests of the Pacific cable that they require.

Sir,—The Right Honourable C. C. Kingston, P.C., the Minister of Trade and 
Customs, granted me a pleasant interview, in which he asked me to ‘assure the Canadian 
government that he would only be too happy to afford its commercial agent in Melbourne 
every facility in his power to secure any required information.’ 


CHANCE FOR CANADIAN AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY. 


Considerable interest was manifested at Port Melbourne a few days ago, when 250 
tons of agricultural machinery were being loaded on the R.M.S. Omrah, for shipment to 
Buenos Ayres (South America) via London. The shippers were a Melbourne agricul- 
tural machinery firm, who make the ‘complete harvesters,’ and they are to be used in 
the Argentine during the coming season. The complete harvester is a purely Australian 
production, being a local invention. Last year the machines sent to the Argentine 
gave excellent satisfaction. The manufacturers sent a similar shipment this year to San 
Francisco, so that already 500 tons of Australian machines have been shipped to North 
and South American markets. It is likely that the manufacturers would be glad to 
entertain proposals from manufacturers for making their machines in Canada, and I will 
be glad to be of service in this connection. 


‘NEWS ’—PAPER ON ROLLS. 


Yesterday a contract totalling over $90,000 per annum was made by the proprietors 
of a leading Melbourne daily, with a representative of a large U.S.A. paper company. 
The amount in question involves scarcely half of the paper required by this newspaper 
alone. If Canadian manufacturers of paper will send me samples and quotations upon a 
C.I.F. & E. basis, (in other words ‘ex ship slings’ including exchange) I will be glad to 
interest buyers throughout the territory allotted to me. Payments for paper are gen- 
erally made ‘on demand’ against documents, in London. 


TRADE IN VICTORIA DEPRESSED. 


General trade in the State of Victoria is rather depressed, being the result of the 
long drought, which is now, happily, at an end. Splendid rains have fallen all over 
Australia —except in a few isolated instances—and the area under cereals is much larger 
than usual. 


TASMANIA. 
Owing to its regular rains, Tasmania has reaped much benefit during the long 


drought on this continent. Trade conditions on ‘The Island State’ are in an exceed- 
ingly prosperous condition. 
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SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


South Australia promises to have wheat for export after the coming harvest if the 
season continues as favourable as at present. 


WEST AUSTRALIA. 


West Australia is the one state in the Commonwealth where trade conditions have 
continued to steadily advance. The output of gold promises to be a record this year. 


CORRESPONDENCE INVITED. 


It is my intention to visit Tasmania, South and West Australia, later on in the 
year, closely studying the various classes of goods which Canada should export. Any 
information supplied to me by your department—or direct by manufacturers or 
exporters, is assured of being circulated in the best channels.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS TAX. 

Sir,—I have below the honour to reply to your inquiry of May 27, in reference 
to the Commercial Travellers Tax in N orway. 

The law referring to this tax is of J uly 27, 189€, and reads, translated : 

l. Foreigners’ or in foreign countries living and not in Norway tax-paying 
Norwegian subjects, who with or without samples travel throughout the country and for 
own account or as somebody’s representative, offer, start or close a deal for merchandise. 
which is later to be delivered from foreign countries, shall on their arrival to this country 
take out a pass of commerce at the nearest police-court. 

This rule does not apply to Swedish subjects, who in the same manner offer or close 
a deal in Swedish natural produce or manufactured goods, as long as Norwegians enjoy 
the same privilege in Sweden. | 

‘2. ‘The pass is to be paid in advance with kroner 100 ($1.00 = Kr. 3.75) per calendar 
month and is not made out for less than one month, but it may be made out for a 
longer period at once, however only for full months, and the whole tax is then to be 
paid in advanee. The money which thus comes in goes to the state treasury.’ 
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‘3. It is the duty of the police authorities in the different parts of the country to 
control that commercial travellers are in possession of such pass, and every such traveller 
is under duty to present his pass for the police in all places, where he is trying to do 
business. The police shall testify to the pass being presented without any extra charge. 

‘4. 'Trespassers against this law are lable to fines from kroner 100 to kroner 500, 
and besides, the tax mentioned in No. 2 is to be peg for the whole time during which 
the unlawful trade has been carried on. 

‘5. The form and text of the pass and other reglementary provisions, which are 
made necessary by this law are stipulated by H. M. the King.’ 


WOOD PULP PRICES WILL IMPROVE. 


Ata meeting of the Traemasseforenings (wood-pulp- association) on Monday, June 22, 
the following resolution was passed. 

‘The increased demand generally lacked at this season of the year induces to hope 
that, owing to the restriction of the output, prices will soon improve to the benefit of 
those settlers who are presently holding off.’

REMOVAL OF SUGAR BOUNTIES. 


Sir,—In a review of the trade and commerce of this or any other West India 
colony for the twelve months ending March 31, all else pales into insignificance beside 
the one most important fact that, thanks to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, it 
has at last been agreed by all the Powers interested that the incubus of bounties which 
has so long weighed down these islands is to be finally removed from September next. 


REVIVING SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


Once more placed upon fair and even terms with the products of other lands, the 
sugar industry for which the soil and climate of these islands are pre-eminently fitted 
will probably, if not certainly, reassume its formerimportance. It is an acknowledged

fact that no other agricultural industry is capable of supporting in proportion to the 
value of the finished product so many people engaged in ordinary or skilled labour. 
Trinidad, fortunately, has other large and remunerative industries which have enabled 
her to continue in a career of steady progress through the stress of adverse weather 
which has wrought such grievous ruin upon some of her once prosperous neighbours. 
But the sugar planters of Trinidad and the merchants and proprietors in the old country 
interested in estates here have sorely suffered during many years. Few of them have 
been brave enough or wealthy enough to continue the struggle. It may fairly be hoped 
however, that the survivers will reap their long delayed peward. 


EXPORTS AND IMPORTS LARGE, 


Apart from the product of sugar, the value of which was less by £140,000 than the 
previous year, and by £210,000 less than the average annual value of the preceding ten 
years, the import and export trade of the colony was exceptionally large. This is in a 
measure to be accounted for by the fact that during the recent trouble with Venezuela 
the British squadron altogether, and the German and Italian ships to a certain extent, 
made Port of Spain the headquar ters of their blockade operations against the coast of 
the opposite republic. But apart from this circumstance, the actual increase in value 
of general exports from the colony justifies and explains the increase in the value of 
imports.

GRATIFYING INCREASES SHOWN. 


The above figures indicate that the value of fish imported has approximately 
doubled within the last three years, the total for 1900 having been £39,245, but the 
considerable advance «turing the past year is probably attributable in some degree to the 
falling off of the importation of oxen for slaughterage purposes owing to the troubles in 
Venezuela rendering the price of beef to the poorer classes to a certain extent prohibi- 
tive. The considerable rise in the value of oats may also be due partly to the fact of 
direct importation in place of shipments via New York. The steady advance in butter 
and cheese is satisfactory as being the undoubted result of the growing appreciation in 
our markets of these articles. The improvement generally in manufactured articles 
other than foodstuffs is gratifying. Canadian cordage and twine and boots and shoes 
have evidently come to stay. What is known as Patent Manilla rope, although not 
quite equal to the real article, is much cheaper and good value. Formerly all this came 
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from the United States, but I learn from importers that the Canadian manufacture is 
now preferred. Canadian boots and shoes are, as the figures prove, growing in favour, 
and repeat orders are being despatched. They are acknowledged to be strong and of 
good value, but I still hear that they lack the finish of similar articles from Europe and 
the United States. Some attention under this head would go far to materially increase 
the already expanding trade. Unmanufactured leather has also, except in one instance, 
been found of good value, and an increasing trade may, with proper care, be anticipated. 
Some trial shipments of umbrellas are also very well spoken of, and one or two trial 
shipments of Scotch tweeds have proved to be satisfactory, the weight and value being 
good. Canadian ladies’ corsets are also becoming quite a feature in the trade here.

THE SOAP TRADE, 


I have before pointed out how important the soap trade of the colony is. Our 
total imports for year under review amounted to 4,384.440 Ibs. of a value of £36,035, 
being an object lesson which I trust will commend itself to your manufacturers whose 
total shipments came to £41. 


FURNITURE. 


Canadian furniture, as far as one can judge from the insignificant quantities so far 
received, is well made and very suitable both as to price aud quality for the local trade. 


PAINTS. 


Paints received from Halifax have turned out well and have satisfied those who 
have given them a trial. There is no reason why this trade should not have extended 
instead of shrunk, beyond the fact that European manufacturers have more persistently 
‘hustled’ for the sale of similar wares. In the course of conversation on the subject with 
several of our leading dealers, IT was struck with the unanimity of their opinion that 
other lines of manufactures could be introduced if persistent efforts were made. 
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MORE ENTERPRISE NEEDED. 


It seems the general opinion that up to the present time the attempts to promote 
Canadian trade have been spasmodic. In contrast to this, one prominent importer 
instanced the fact that in addition to regular visits from commercial travellers repre- 
senting American houses, some of these firms are now sending by each steamer samples 
of all new goods they are placing iu the market with special code words to enable all 
or any of them to be ordered by telegraph, if necessary. 


BROOMS, 


Canadian brooms are spoken well of everywhere, and have taken a firm hold of the 
trade. 


TRADE STATISTICS MISLEADING. 

AAs remarked in previous reports, the statistics of trade given cannot be relied upon 
as representing the total business actually done, inasmuch as considerable orders for 
goods from the Dominion still go through the hands of agents in New York, and the 
goods are shipped from United States ports. It has again been stated to me, and it is 
a circumstance worth the consideration of your exporters, that a saving is effected as a 
rule by importing through New York, as the merchants there obtain discounts from 
Canadian manufacturers which are not granted when the goods are purchased direct.

Transhipments are included in above figures. These for 1902-3 only amounted to 
£264,933, owing to partial cessation of trade with Venezuela during the blockade, com- 
pared with £519,530 in 1901-2, so that apart from transhipments the export trade 
indicates healthy progress.

EVIL OPERATION OF BOUNTIES. 
The evil operation of bounties is evidenced by the table in respect of sugar, 


especially in comparison with the statistics of our cocoa trade which has been happily 
free from the same unfair competition. ;

These figures form a very eloquent illustration of the pitiful tale of the harassed 
sugar industry, before which, however, it is now confidently hoped a brighter time is 
dawning. 


NEW YORK SUGAR MARKET. 


It is significant that notwithstanding the countervailing duties against beet-root 
sugar imposed by the United States, the bulk of our sugars have since 1901 gone to the 
United Kingdom. Whether this is due to the action of trusts or to increasing home 
supplies in America, it is hard to say, but the fact remains that New York is not im- 


proving as a market for West Indian cane sugar. 
COCOA. 


On the other hand there is an increasing demand for cocoa in the United States, 
which in 1902-3 for the first time received more of this product than Great Britain, the 
figures being 12,500,000 Ibs. and 8,500,000 lbs. respectively. 


ASPHALT. 


Asphalt was exported in 1902-3 to the value of £170,563—a record. Twenty 
years ago the average was under £40,090. 


EXPORTS TO CANADA. 


The steady progress in the volume of exports to Canada marked since 1896, received 
a check in the year under review when the value sank to £31,545 from £47,098 the 
previous year. 


DECLINE IN CANADIAN PURCHASES. - 


This is at once accounted for by the falling off in sugar from £31,340 to £6,483. 
A change for the better will probably result from the recent tariff measures in respect 
to Canadian imports from Germany, but it is not easy to explain why in face of a 
preferential rate, so heavy a decline in Canadian purchases of Trinidad cane sugar should 
have occurred. One large exporter gives as the reason that matters are so arranged 
amongst the limited number of buyers in the Dominion that prices there are the exact 
equivalent of those obtained in New York. The latter market is preferred for the 
reason that account sales are received in half the time compared with returns from 
Canada or the United Kingdom. 
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COCOA EXPORTS. 


Exports of cocoa to Canada, over and above a quantity via New York, were 1,910 
bags valued at £8,464, against 1,125 bags valued at £6,260 in 1901-2. Canada does: 
not seem to take so kindly to this article as might be expected. The consumption else- 
where is increasing rapidly, and one would have thought it specially suitable in many 
respects to the Canadian climate and the tastes and conditions of the people. 


ASPHALT IN CANADA. 


I am sorry to note that we only sent 274 tons of asphalt to British North America 
in place of 3,438 tons the previous year. The total exports from the Colony were 
159,136 tons. 


TONCA BEANS. 


Tonca beans figure in our Canadian list to the value of £2,500, but I learn frony 
the shipper that the destination was New York, advantage of freight offering via Canada. 
having been taken. These beans are used largely. in America and the continent of 
Europe for flavouring tobacco, &c., but do not seem so far to have made headway in the 
Dominion. 


MOLASSES AS A CATTLE FOOD. 


The value of molasses shipped to Canada fell from £3,500 to £1,931. In this 
connection a new and perhaps more remunerative outlet for molasses as an ingredient. 
in cattle food has been found. The inventor of this food, which is called ‘ Molascuit,’ is 
Mr. George Hughes of 155 Fenchurch Street, London. It is composed of 20 per cent 
dry sugar Uegass meal and 80 per cent molasses minimum 40° BR. The shipments 
already made to Great Britain give fair prospects that there will be a large demand for 
this article for feeding and fattening cattle. With a view to encouraging the new 
industry the West Indian Committee urged upon the Chancellor of the Exchequer that: 
the sugar duty in the case of foods manufactured from molasses should be remitted.. 
Mr. Ritchie dealt with the matter most promptly, and in the course of discussion on the 
Finance Bill announced that molasses containing less than 50 per cent of sweetening 
matter is to be admitted duty free. I commend ‘ Molascuit’ to the attention of persons 
interested in the Dominion. 


HIDES AND SKINS. 


The most noticeable feature in our exports to Canada isin hides and skins. The 
total value in 1901-2 was £12,609, of which the United States took £3,945, and Canada 
£1,042. For 1902-3 the total was £21,981, but of this £10,091 went to British North 
America against £6,321 to the States. This increase is due to the keen interest some 
of your buyers are taking in the trade. One firm has a special frepresentative on the 
spot to purchase solely for their account. i . 


MANJAK EXPORTS CONTINUE. 


The new product of the mine, Manjak, continues to’find a good outlet both in the 
United States and Great Britain, where its use for insulating and other purposes is recoe- 
nized. Lookingat the increasing scarcity and value of India rubber, thedemand for manjak 
is not likely to diminish. There are two mines here, Vistabella, whose agents are Messrs 
Arkell & Douglas, New York, and Marbella, which is represented solely in Canada by 
Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co., Montreal, to whom all inquiries can now be made. PM ae

COCOANUTS. 


10,631,628 cocoanuts comprise the year’s shipments, but only 3,800 of these for 
Canada. Probably Jamaica offers a nearer and therefore better market for your 
requirements, The manufacture of cocoanut oilis becoming an important industry here, 
thanks to the imposition of an import duty upon this article, which formerly came almost 
altogether from abroad. There is a large local consumption of this oil amongst the East 
Indian population, but I note that an export trade is also being built up, e.g. :

COPRA. 


Copra, the product of the cocoanut, is now also quite an item in our trade, the 
shipments for the past two years amounting to 2,487,032 lbs., value £9,537, and 
1,536,065 lbs., value £8,435, respectively. The United Kingdom, Germany and - 
Holland are the principal customers. I do not find that any oil or copra has gone to 
Canada. Is there no demand for either ? 


TONNAGE OF IMPORTS. 


An interesting statement has been obtained by the new Colonial Company, Ltd., 
of which they have furnished me with a copy, giving the tonnage of goods brought by 
steamers during 1902, as follows :—

It will thus be seen that nearly one-third of the general tonnage coming to thi 
port is from the United States. Above statement merely refers to general cargoes 
which are landed into the steamers’ warehouse, but is exclusive of coal, which has been 
received in several steamers and has not passed through the warehouse, being landed on 
the open wharf, or discharged direct into hulk.

REPORT oF CoMMERCIAL AGENT. 
(Mr. Anatole Poindron. )

Str,—The month of June has proved very profitable to all kinds of grain, fodders 
and meadows. Quantity will likely be below last year returns, but the quality is 
expected to be much more satisfactory. 


POOR FRUIT CROP. 


On the contrary, the poor fruit crop prospects, in pears and apples, are being 
realized day after day. As a consequence of it, business men in Paris, Bretagne, 
Normandie and Vendée, are very eager to get connected with Canadian exporters of 
choice table green apples and pears in cases, table green apples in barrels, cider green 
apples, dried and canned apples, and one amongst them is now on his way to Canada to 
try purchases of dried apples. I am, on my part, paying keen attention to the matter, 
and I hope to succeed satisfactorily to take opportunity of the actual mind of French 
importers to promote durable and profitable connections with Canadian exporters, and 
to induce some purchasers to take a trip to Canada, ‘In fact I am in a situation to 
realize that the interest paid in France to Canada’s import and export possibilities is 
steadily increasing, and I feel more and more confident in the results of the correspon- 
dance, quotations and trial orders which T have already succeeded to promote. 


DUTIES ON CATTLE. 


Before adjourning, the French Parliament has passed a law advancing the duty’s 
rates to be levied on cattle, sheep and pork alive, and on fresh and salt meats of same, 
as follows :—

The Department of Trade and Commerce has received through the office of Mr. 
D. H. Ross, Canadian commercial agent, for Victoria, South Australia, Western 
Australia and Tasmania, a copy of a Minute (Order No. 17, 1903) re charges shown on 
invoices as issued by the Acting Minister of Trade and Customs for the Commonwealth 
of Australia to the Collector of Customs, which reads as follow :— 


COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA. 
DEPARTMENT OF TRADE AND Customs, MELBOURNE, APRIL 9, 1903. 
Charges shown on Invoices. 


The following minute by the Acting Minister relative to the above is forwarded for 
your instruction :— 

‘In view of the fact which is evident that in a very large number of invoices the 
charges are largely increased so that the value of the dutiable goods may be reduced and 
less duty paid thereon, it has been determined that the practice which has been followed 
of reducing the charges to an amount which is considered reasonable shall be discontinued, 
and in future, when the department is satisfied that the charges are too high, no 
allowance whatever will be made, unless conclusive proof of the actual amount paid is 
furnished. 

‘The production of such an invoice is an offence under the Act, and a prosecution 
will be instituted and the goods forfeited in every case, unless very satisfactory 
explanation is given.’

NON-BRITISH IMPORTS TO SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Central Bureau for Preparing Commercial Treaties, of Berlin, publishes the 
following, under date of June 15, 1903. 

It has already been pointed out in the press that the impending differentiation of 
non-British imports to South Africa is even more severe on America than on Germany. 

In the fiscal year ended June 30, 1902, America exported to South Africa goods to 
the value of £5,300,000 ($25,792,500). In this amount the shipments which found 
their way to South Africa via Portuguese harbours on the east coast were not included. 

Compared with the previous year, this means an increase of exports amounting to 
36°8 per cent. A considerable part of those consists, however, of agricultural products 
(breadstuffs and live animals), in which Great Britain does not enter as a competitor ; 
but if all the values of this class are added together, they do not amount to quite one- 
third of the total exports. More than two-thirds (£3,792,259 =$18,455,028) of the 
total exports are wares in which America appears as a competitor of England in the 
South African markets. 

During the fiscal year 1901-2 this part alone of the American exports to South 
Africa increased 29-4 per cent compared with the previous year.

The preferential tariff on British goods to Canada was viewed with indifference by 
America, as it was believed that American trade in Canada could not be arrested by 
the preferential tariff. With South Africa, however, far distant from the United States, 
the case is entirely different. The tariff treatment of American imports there is of 
more weight for America than in Canada.

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REGULATION re CUSTOMS INVOICES IN THE AUSTRALIAN 
COMMONWEALTH. 


MELBOURNE, AUSTRALIA, June 12, 1903.

Str—I am informed by the Right Honourable, the Minister of Trade and Customs 
that “the regulation noted” has not yet been enforced, but is under the consideration 
of his Department.

FORM OF CUSTOMS INVOICE. 


The following notice with respect to the form of invoice for presentation to the 
department has been issued :—- 


The Minister directs that in regard to all goods upon which duty is charged 
according to the value thereof, and which shall be ordered after July Ist, 1903, the 
invoices of such goodspresented to the Customs must complyin all respects with the require- 
ments of the Customs Act, 1901, and show clearly the gross value of the goodsand allcharges 
made in connection with the same, which it may be sought to deduct for payment of 
duty from the gross value, clearly and separately set out in the invoice. Such deduc- 
tions should be in the same handwriting as the body of the invoice. Should such 
charges not to be so shown no deduction thereof can be allowed in estimating the value 
of the goods for duty. In cases where the invoice is typewritten and charges are shown 
in manuscript, or where such charges have been inserted in a different handwriting to 
the body of the invoice, the entry relating to the charges must be signed by the person mak- 
ing the same, with the addition of the date‘and the place where made. Unless such addi- 
tion be made in the manner above mentioned by the seller or his authorized employe, 
it will not be recognized by the Customs. In the case of discounts being shown on the 
invoice as having been allowed for any reason whatever, it is to be distinctly understood 
that such discounts cannot be allowed by the customs, unless such are bona fide, and 
have been actually given, and the benefit thereof obtained by the purchaser. The 
department reserves to itself the right of requiring proof of the correctnesss of any 
changes, discounts, or deductions shown on the invoice, and may at any time refuse to 
recognise any discounts set out on any invoice unless accompanied by clear proof of 
their correctness. After the goods have passed out of the control of the customs no 
alteration can be made in regard to the value for duty as shown by: the invoice upon 
which the entry was passed, and no refund of duty can be allowed, the claim to which 
is based on the fact that certain charges had not been allowed for in any invoice.

It will be seen from the above that the exports in wheat are rapidly overtaking 
those of cheese, and, with the tremendous impetus in immigration and settling of the 
North-west, that the wheat exports for the next year will likely be greatly in excess of 
those of cheese. 


BEST WHEAT IN THE WORLD. 


So-called Manitoba wheat, which includes that from the North-west Territories, is 
held to be the best in the world and is in good and increasing demand for mixing with 
softer wheats grown elsewhere. Of it there was shipped ex terminal elevators at Fort 
William and Port Arthur, during the ten months to June 30th last, over 40,000,000 
bushels, which quantity can and will be increased ten-fold in as many years.
